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*^And  as  they  did  eat,  he  said^  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that 
one  of  you  shall  betray  me" — Matthew,  26,  21, 

THIS  celebrated  painting  depicts  that  startling 
moment  at  the  last  supper,  when  our  Lord  revealed 
to  His  followers  that  one  of  them  was  about  to 
betray  Him.  The  picture  suggests  all  the  amazement, 
the  horror,  the  agony,  with  which  the  loyal  members  of 
the  group  must  have  heard  this  sudden  accusation  of 
treachery.  To  them  it  seemed  unthinkable  and  impos- 
sible that  one  among  themselves,  one  who  had  endured 
so  much  with  them,  and  seen  such  glorious  wonders,  could 
suddenly  become  so  false,  so  cruel  toward  their  pure  and 
beloved  leader.  Each  of  the  faithful  ones  looks  into  his 
neighbor's  countenance  with  horror.  Which  is  the  mon- 
strous traitor?    Judas  is  stricken  with  fear. 

''Now  there  was  leaning  on  Jesus'  bosom  one  of  his 
disciples,  whom  Jesus  loved."  This  was  the  youthful 
John;  and  Peter,  the  usual  leader,  beckoned  to  John  that 
he  the  best  beloved  should  demand  who  was  the  traitor. 
Jesus  answered  so  as  to  indicate  Judas,  but  not  positively 
point  him  out,  then  hurriedly  dismissed  the  terrified  man 
from  the  room:    "That  thou  doest,  do  quickly."

3  And  he  went  out  about  the  third  hour,  and  saw 
'  others  standing  idle  in  the  market  place, 

4  And  said  unto  them;  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard,  and  whatso- 
ever is  right  I  will  give  you.     And  they  went  their  way. 

5  Again  he  went  out  about  the  sixth  and  ninth  hour,  and  did  like- 
wise. 

6  And  about  the  eleventh  hour  he  went  out,  and  found  others 
standing  idle,  and  saith  unto  them,  Why  stand  ye  here  all  the  day  idle  P 

7  They  say  unto  him.  Because  no  man  hath  hired  us.  He  saith 
unto  them.  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard;  and  whatsoever  is  right, 
that  shall  ye  receive. 

8  So  when  even  was  come,  the  lord  of  the  vinevard  saith  unto  his 
steward.  Call  the  labourers,  and  give  them  their  hire,  beginning  from 
the  last  unto  the  first. 

9  And  when  they  came  that  were  hired  about  the  eleventh  hour, 
they  received  every  man  a  penny. 

10  But  when  the  first  came,  they  supposed  that  they  should  have 
received  more;  and  they  likewise  received  every  man  a  penny. 

11  And  when  they  had  received  it,  they  murmured  against  the 
goodman  of  the  house, 

1:2  Saying,  These  last  have  wrought  but  one  hour,  and  thou  hast 
made  them  equal  unto  us,  which  have  borne  the  burden  and  heat 
of  the  day.

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13  But  he  answered  one  of  them,  and  said.  Friend,  I  do  thee  no 
wrong:  didst  not  thou  agree  with  me  for  a  penny  ? 

14  j?ake  that  thine  is,  and  go  thy  way:  I  wilrgive  unto  this  Iast> 
even  as  unto  thee. 

15  Is  it  not  lawful  for  me  to  do  what  I  will  with  mine  own  ?  Is 
thine  eye  evil,  because  I  am  good  ? 

16  So  the  last  shall  be  first,  and  the  first  last:  for  many  be  called^ 
but  few  chosen. 

17  T[  And  Jesus  going  up  to  Jerusalem  took  the  twelve  disciples 
apart  in  the  way,  and  said  unto  them, 

18  Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem;  and  the  Son  of  man  shall  be 
betrayed  imto  the  chief  priests  and  unto  the  scribes,  and  they  shall 
condemn  him  to  death, 

19  And  shall  deliver  him  to  the  Gentiles  to  mock,  and  to  scoiu-ge^ 
and  to  crucify  him:  and  the  third  day  he  shall  rise  a^ain. 

20  ^  Then  came  to  him  the  mother  of  Zebedee's  children  with  her 
sons,  worshipping  /tim,  and  desiring  a  certain  thing  of  him. 

21  And  he  said  unto  her,  What  wilt  thou?  She  saith  unto  him„

32  And  Jesus  stood  still,  and  called  them,  and  said,  What  will  ye 
that  I  shall  do  unto  you  ? 

33  Thw  say  unto  him.  Lord,  that  our  eyes  may  be  opened. 

34  So  tiesus  had  compassion  on  therriy  and  touched  their  eyes :  and 
immediately  their  eyes  received  sight,  and  they  followed  him. 

Chapter  21 

1  ChrUi  rideOi  into  Jerusalem  upon  an  ata.  12  driveih  (he  buyers  and  sellers  out  of  the  temple,  17  curseth  the  fig 
tree,  23  putteth  to  silence  the  priests  and  elders,  and  rebuketh  them  by  the  similitude  of  the  two  sons,  and  the  hus- 
bondmen,  who  tiew  such  as  were  sent  unto  them. 

ND  when  they  drew  nigh  unto  Jerusalem,  and  were  come  to 
Bethphage,  imto  the  moimt  of  Olives,  then  sent  Jesus  two 
disciples, 

2  Saying  unto  them.  Go  into  the  village  over  against  you,  and 
straightway  ye  shall  find  an  ass  tied,  and  a  colt  with  ner:  loose  therrij 
and  oring  them  unto  me. 

3  And  if  any  man  say  ought  unto  you,  ye  shall  say,  The  Lord  hath 
need  of  them;  and  straightway  he  will  send  them. 

4  All  this  was  done,  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken 
by  the  prophet,  saying, 

5  Tell  ye  the  daughter  of  Sion,  Behold,  thy  King  cometh  unto  thee, 
meek,  and  sitting  upon  an  ass,  and  a  colt  the  foal  of  an  ass.^ 

6  And  the  disciples  went,  and  did  as  Jesus  commanded  them, 

7  And  brought  tne  ass,  and  the  colt,  and  put  on  them  their  clothes, 
and  they  set  him  thereon. 

8  And  a  very  great  multitude  spread  their  garments  in  the  way; 
others  cut  down  branches  from  the  trees,  and  strewed  them  in  the  way. 

9  And  the  multitudes  that  went  before,  and  that  followed,  criea, 
saying,  Hosanna  to  the  Son  of  David:  Blessed  is  he  that  cometh 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord;  Hosanna  in  the  highest. 

10  And  when  he  was  come  into  Jerusalem,  all  the  city  was  moved, 
saying.  Who  is  this  ? 

11  And  the  multitude  said.  This  is  Jesus  the  prophet  of  Nazareth 
of  Galilee. 

12  \  And  Jesus  went  into  the  temple  of  God,  and  cast  out  all  them 
that  sold  and  bought  in  the  temple,  and  overthrew  the  tables  of  the 
money-changers,  and  the  seats  of  them  that  sold  doves, 

13  And  said  unto  them,  It  is  written.  My  house  shall  be  called  the 
house  of  prayer;  but  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of  thieves. 

14  And  the  blind  and  the  lame  came  to  him  in  the  temple;  and  he 
healed  them. 

15  And  when  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  saw  the  wonderful  things 
that  he  did,  and  the  children  crying  in  the  temple,  and  saying,  Hosanna 
to  the  Son  of  David;  they  were  sore  displeased, 

16  And  said  unto  him,  Hearest  thou  what  these  say  P    And  Jesus 

ilsafah  62.  11;  Zech.  9,  9. 
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saith  unto  them.  Yea;  have  ye  never  read.  Out  of  the  mouth  of  babes 
and  sucklings  thou  hast  perfected  praise? 

17  ^  And  ne  left  them,  and  went  out  of  the  city  into  Bethany;  and 
he  lodged  there. 

18  Now  in  the  morning  as  he  returned  into  the  city,  he  hungered. 

19  And  when  he  saw  a  fig  tree  in  the  way,  he  came  to  it,  and  found 
nothing  thereon,  but  leaves  only,  and  said  unto  it.  Let  no  fruit  grow 
on  thee  henceforward  for  ever.  And  presently  the  fig  tree  withered 
away. 

20*  And  when  the  disciples  saw  ii^  they  marvelled,  saying.  How 
soon  is  the  fig  tree  withered  away! 

21  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Verilv  I  say  unto  jou.  If 
ye  have  faith,  and  doubt  not,  ye  shall  not  only  do  this  which  is  done 
to  the  fig  tree,  but  also  if  ye  shall  say  unto  this  mountain.  Be  thou  re- 
moved, and  be  thou  cast  into  the  sea;  it  shall  be  done. 

22  And  all  things,  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  prayer,  believing,  ye 
shall  receive. 

28  %  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  temple,  the  chief  priests  and 
the  elders  of  the  people  came  unto  him  as  he  was  teaching,  and  said. 
By  what  authority  ooest  thou  these  things  ?  and  who  gave  thee  this 
authority  ? 

24  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  also  will  ask  you  one 
thing,  which  if  ye  tell  me,  I  in  like  wise  will  tell  you  by  what  authority 
I  do  these  things. 

25  The  baptism  of  John,  whence  was  it  ?  from  heaven,  or  of  men  ? 
And  they  reasoned  with  themselves,  saying.  If  we  shall  say.  From 
heaven ;  ne  will  say  unto  us.  Why  did  ye  not  then  believe  him  ? 

26  But  if  we  shall  say.  Of  men ;  we  fear  the  people ;  for  all  hold  John 
as  a  prophet. 

27  And  they  answered  Jesus,  and  said.  We  cannot  tell.  And  he 
said  unto  them.  Neither  tell  I  you  by  what  authority  I  do  these  things. 

28  ^  But  what  think  ye  ?  A  certain  man  had  two  sons;  and  he  came 
to  the  first,  and  said.  Son,  ^  work  to-day  in  my  vineyard. 

29  He  answered  and  said,  I  will  not:  but  afterward  he  repented, 
and  went. 

SO  And  he  came  to  the  second,  and  said  likewise.  And  he  an- 
swered and  said,  I  ^o,  sir:  and  went  not. 

31  Whether  of  them  twain  did  the  will  of  his  father  ?  They  say  unto 
him.  The  first.  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  That 
the  publicans  and  the  harlots  go  into  the  kingdom  of  God  before  you. 

32  For  John  came  unto  you  in  the  way  of  righteousness,  and  ye 
believed  him  not:  but  the  publicans  and  the  harlots  believed  him: 
and  ye,  when  ye  had  seen  tty  repented  not  afterward,  that  ye  might 
believe  him. 

33  %  Hear  another  parable :  There  was  a  certain  householder, 
which  planted  a  vineyard,  and  hedged  it  round  about,  and  digged  a 
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winepress  in  it,  and  built  a  tower,  and  let  it  out  to  husbandmen,  and 
went  into  a  far  country: 

34  And  when  the  time  of  the  fruit  drew  near,  he  sent  his  servants 
to  the  husbandmen,  that  they  mi^ht  receive  the  fruits  of  it. 

35  And  the  husbandmen  took  hi$  servants,  and  beat  one,  and  killed 
another,  and  stoned  another. 

36  Again,  he  sent  other  servants  more  than  the  first:  and  they  did 
unto  them  likewise. 

37  But  last  of  all  he  sent  unto  them  his  son,  saying.  They  will 
reverence  mv  son. 

38  But  when  the  husbandmen  saw  the  son,  they  said  among  them- 
selves. This  is  the  heir;  come,  let  us  kill  him,  and  let  us  seize  on  his 
inheritance. 

39  And  they  caught  him»  and  cast  him  out  of  the  vineyard,  and 
slew  him. 

40  When  the  lord  therefore  of  the  vineyard  cometh,  what  will  he 
do  unto  those  husbandmen? 

41  They  sav  unto  him.  He  will  miserably  destroy  those  wicked 
men,  and  will  let  out  his  vineyard  unto  other  husbandmen,  which  shall 
render  him  the  fruits  in  their  seasons. 

42  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Did  ye  never  read  in  the  scriptures.  The 
stone  which  the  builders  rejected,  the  same  is  become  the  nead  of  the 
comer:  this  is  the  Lord's  doing,  and  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes  ?^ 

43  Therefore  say  I  unto  you.  The  kingdom  of  God  shall  be  taken 
from  you,  and  given  to  a  nation  bringing  forth  the  fruits  thereof. 

44  And  whosoever  shall  fall  on  this  stone  shall  be  broken:  but  on 
whomsoever  it  shall  fall,  it  will  grind  him  to  powder. 

45  And  when  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees  nad*  heard  his  parables, 
they  perceived  that  he  spake  of  them. 

46  But  when  they  sought  to  lav  hands  on  him,  they  feared  the 
multitude,  because  they  took  him  for  a  prophet. 

Cfiapter  22 

1  The  parable  of  the  marrCage  of  the  king's  eon.  0  The  vocation  of  the  Oentiles.  12  The  puni^ment  of  him  thai 
icanteathe  wedding  garmem.  15  Tribute  ought  to  be  paid  to  Cmfor,  23  Chriet  confuteth  the  Sadduceee  for  the 
resurrection:  34  an8U)ereth  the  lawyer ^  which  is  the  firet  and  great  commandment:  41  and  poeeth  the  Pharieeea  about 
the  MeetioB. 

ND  Jesus  answered  and  spake  unto  them  again  by  parables, 
and  said, 

2  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  certain  king,  which 
made  a  marriage  for  his  son, 

3  And  sent  forth  his  servants  to  call  them  that  were  bidden  to  the 
wedding:  and  they  would  not  come. 

4  Again,  he  sent  forth  other  servants,  saying,  Tell  them  which  are 
bidden.  Behold,  I  have  prepared  my  dinner :  my  oxen  and  my  f atlings 
are  killed,  and  all  things  are  ready:  come  unto  the  marriage. 

ipsalm  118,  22»and  23. 
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5  But  they  made  light  of  it^  and  went  their  ways,  one  to  his  farm, 
another  to  his  merchandise: 

6  And  the  remnant  took  his  servants,  and  entreated  them  spitefully, 
and  slew  them. 

7  But  when  the  king  heard  thereof,  he  was  wroth :  and  he  sent  forth 
his  armies,  and  destroyed  those  murderers,  and  burned  up  their  city. 

8  Then  saith  he  to  his  servants.  The  wedding  is  ready,  but  they 
which  were  bidden  were  not  worthv. 

9  Go  ye  therefore  into  the  highways,  and  as  many  as  ye  shall  find, 
bid  to  the  marriage. 

10  So  those  servants  went  out  into  the  highways,  and  gathered 
together  all  as  many  as  they  found,  both  bad  and  good:  and  the 
wedding  was  furnished  with  guests. 

11  ^  And  when  the  king  came  in  to  see  the  guests,  he  saw  there  a 
man  which  had  not  on  a  wedding  garment : 

12  And  he  saith  unto  him.  Friend,  how  camest  thou  in  hither 
not  having  a  wedding  garment?    And  he  was  speechless. 

18  Then  said  the  king  to  the  servants.  Bind  him  hand  and  foot, 
and  take  him  awav,  and  cast  him  into  outer  darkness;  there  shall  be 
weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

14  For  many  are  called,  but  few  are  chosen. 

15  ^  Then  went  the  Pharisees,  and  took  counsel  how  they  might 
entangle  him  in  his  talk. 

16  And  they  sent  out  unto  him  their  disciples  with  the  Herodians, 
saying.  Master,  we  know  that  thou  art  true,  and  teachest  the  way  of 
God  m  truth,  neither  carest  thou  for  any  m^n:  for  thou  regardest  not 
the  person  of  men. 

17  Tell  us  therefore,  WTiat  thinkest  thou?  Is  it  lawful  to  give 
tribute  unto  Caesar,  or  not? 

18  But  Jesus  perceived  their  wickedness,  and  said.  Why  tempt  ye 
me,  ye  hypocrites  ? 

19  Shew  me  the  tribute  money :  And  thev  brought  imto  him  a  penny. 

20  And  he  saith  unto  them.  Whose  is  this  image  and  superscription  ? 

21  They  say  unto  him,  Ceesar's.  Then  saith  ne  unto  tnem,  Render 
therefore  unto  Ceesar  the  things  which  are  Ceesar's;  and  unto  God  the 
things  that  are  God's. 

22  When  they  had  heard  these  wordsy  they  marvelled,  and  left  him, 
and  went  their  way. 

23  ^  The  same  day  came  to  him  the  Sadducees,  which  say  that 
there  is  no  resurrection,  and  asked  him, 

24  Saying,  Master,  Moses  said.  If  a  man  die,  having  no  children, 
his  brother  shall  marry  his  wife,  and  raise  up  seed  imto  his  brother. 

25  Now  there  were  with  us  seven  brethren:  and  the  first,  when  he 
had  married  a  wife,  deceased,  and,  having  no  issue,  left  his  wife  unto 
his  brother: 

26  Likewise  the  second  also,  and  the  third,  imto  the  seventh. 
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* 

*'And  when  they  eaw  Atm,  they  were  ameaed:  and  hie 
mother  said  unto  hinit  Son,  why  hast  thou  thus  dealt  with 
us  f  behold,  thy  father  and  I  have  sought  thee  sorrowing.'* — 
Luke,  2,  J^. 

WHILE  Jesus  thus  debated  in  the  Temple,  Muy 
and  Joseph  had  started  back  toward  Nazareth. 
They  were  not  made  anxious  by  the  absence 
of  the  active  but  always  obedient  youth;  for,  as  there  was 
quite  a  caravan  of  the  religious  travellers,  the  parents 
supposed  the  boy  to  be  walking  with  some  of  their  friends, 
or  running  on  ahead  with  other  lads.  Only  when  night 
came  and  he  did  not  seek  the  shelter  of  their  fire,  did  the 
maternal  heart  of  Mary  throb  in  alarm.  Search  was  at 
once  made  throughout  the  caravan,-  Then  the  parents, 
their  peaceful  life  suddenly  shattered  with  fear,  hastened 
back  to  Jerusalem,  searching  everywhere. 

They  found  the  lad  at  last  among  the  rabbis  of  the 
Temple;  and  Mary,  even  while  embracing  him,  rebuked 
him  gently  for  this  first  deliberate  pang  he  had  ever  given 
her:  "Son,  why  hast  thou  thus  dealt  with  us?  behold,  thy 
father  and  I  have  sought  thee  sorrowing/'  The  answer 
shows  the  awakened  consciousness  of  Godhood,  the  pity- 
ing knowledge  tiiat  even  filial  duty  must  thereafter  be 
subordinate  to  His  labors  for  the  universe.  "How  is  it 
that  ye  sought  me?  wist  ye  not  that  I  must  be  about  my 
Father's  business?" 

"And  they  understood  not  the  saying  which  he  spake 
unto  them." 
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27  And  last  of  all  the  woman  died  also. 

28  Therefore  in  the  resurrection  whose  wife  shall  she  be  of  the 
seven?  for  they  all  had  her. 

29  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Ye  do  err,  not  knowing  the 
scriptures,  nor  the  power  of  God. 

30  For  in  the  resurrection  they  neither  marry,  nor  are  given  in 
marriage,  but  are  as  the  angels  of  God  in  heaven. 

31  But  as  touching  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  have  ye  not  read 
that  which  was  spoken  unto  you  by  God  saying, 

32  I  am  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God 
of  Jacob  ?  God  is  not  the  God  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  living. 

33  And  when  the  multitude  heard  thisy  they  were  astonished  at  his 
doctrine. 

34  ^  But  when  the  Pharisees  had  heard  that  he  had  put  the  Sad- 
ducees  to  silence,  they  were  gathered  together. 

35  Then  one  of  them,  which  was  a  lawyer,  asked  him  a  question^ 
tempting  him,  and  saying, 

36  Master,  which  is  the  great  commandment  in  the  law  ? 

37  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all 
thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind. 

38  This  is  the  first  and  great  commandment. 

39  And  the  second  is  like  unto  it.  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour 
as  thyself. 

40  On  these  two  commandments  hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets. 

41  Tf  While  the  Pharisees  were  gathered  together,  Jesus  asked  them, 

42  Saying,  What  think  ye  of  Christ  ?  whose  son  is  he  ?    They  say 
unto  him,  The  son  of  David.* 

43  He  saith  imto  them.  How  then  doth  David  in  spirit  call  him 
Lord,  saying, 

44  The  lx)RD  said  unto  my  Lord,  Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand,  till 
I  make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool  ?^ 

45  If  David  then  call  nim  Lord,  how  is  he  his  son  ? 

46  And  no  man  was  able  to  answer  him  a  word,  neither  durst  any 
Tnan  from  that  day  forth  ask  him  any  more  questions. 

Chapter  23 

1  ChrUi  admonisheth  the  people  to  follow  the  good  doctrine,  not  the  evQ  examplee.  of  the  atribee  and  Phariaeee.

**Is  not  this  the  carpenter's  son  f — MattheWf  IS^  66, 

THE  Bible  gives  us  no  definite  record  of  the  youth 
of  Christ,  between  the  time  when  as  a  boy  of  twdve 
He  argued  with  the  doctors  in  the  temple,  and  the 
date  when  as  a  man  of  thirty  He  took  up  His  public  mis- 
sion for  the  world.  We  only  know  that  during  the  interval 
He  remained  dwelling  in  Nazareth.  We  are  told  that 
He  went  home  from  Jerusalem  with  His  parents,  ''and 
was  subject  unto  them.'*  Then  the  eighteen  years  are 
dismissed  with  a  single  most  suggestive  sentence,  "And 
Jesus  increased  in  wisdom  and  stature,  and  in  favour 
with  God  and  man." 

That  Joseph  was  a  carpenter,  we  know  from  two  or 
three  passages  in  the  Scriptures,  wherein  the  persecutors 
of  Jesus  mock  Him  with  sneers  at  His  guardian's  calling. 
So  that  the  practical  training  in  life's  labor  which  Jesus 
received  was  that  of  handling  tools,  transforming  the  rough 
wood  into  articles  for  the  daily  use  of  His  fellows.  In 
this  hiunble  task,  these  two  holy  men,  whose  relationship 
was  so  dose,  yet  different  from  any  other  since  the  world 
began,  must  have  spent  together  many  an  hour  of  won- 
drous converse,  the  hand  of  the  boy  growing  steady  under 
Joseph's  training,  the  soul  of  Joseph  expanding  with  the 
thoughts  of  the  child  God.

25  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for  ye  make

AS  THE  later  life  of  Christ  contains  no  mention  of 
Joseph,  it  has  been  surmised  that  the  venerable 
guardian  must  have  died  somewhere  about  the 
time  that  Jesus  reached  early  manhood.  Thus  the  duty 
of  caring  for  the  gentle  Mary,  of  supporting  the  household 
by  His  daily  labor,  may  have  devolved  upon  Jesus,  and 
occupied  the  first  decade  of  his  manhood.  Through  all 
those  years  how  close  must  have  been  the  companionship 
betwixt  mother  and  son,  how  anxiously  she  most  have 
watched  his  development.  We  do  not  know  whe&er  she 
told  her  Son  of  the  miracles,  the  angel  visits,  of  His  infancy; 
perhaps  she  waited  for  Him  to  realize  His  mission  for 
Himself,  or  to  be  divinely  summoned  to  it.  But  we  are 
told  that  she  had  ''kept  all  these  sayings  in  her  heart,** 
prophecies  which  had  foretold  suffering  as  well  as  great- 
ness; and  she  must  often  have  gazed  secretly  upon  her 
Son  with  saddened  eyes,  obedient  as  ever  to  God's  will, 
yet  praying  that  the  sorrow  might  be  only  for  her,  that  He 
might  be  spared. 

The  poetic  artist  Hunt  conceives  her  at  such  a  moment 
gazing  into  a  chest  wherein  she  still  preserves  the  gifts  of 
the  three  kings,  while  upon  the  wall  behind  her,  her  Son's 
outstretched  arms  cast  '*  the  shadow  of  the  cross."

29  For  unto  every  one  that  hath  shall  be  given,  and  he  shall  have 
abundance:  but  from  him  that  hath  not  shall  oe  taken  away  even  that 
which  he  hath. 

30  And  cast  ye  the  unprofitable  servant  into  outer  darkness :  there 
shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

31  When  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  his  glory,  and  all  the  holy 
angels  with  him,  then  shall  he  sit  upon  the  throne  of  his  glory: 

32  And  before  him  shall  be  gatnered  all  nations:  and  he  shall 
separate  them  one  from  another,  as  a  shepherd  divideth  his  sheep 
from  the  goats: 

33  And  he  shall  set  the  sheep  on  his  right  hand,  but  the  goats  on 
the  left. 


1550  MATTHEW  XXV — THE  RIGHTEOUS  WELCOMED 

34  Then  shall  the  Bang  say  unto  them  on  his  right  hand.  Come, 
ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  mherit  the  kingdom  prepared  for  you  from 
the  foundation  of  the  world: 

35  For  I  was  an  hungred,  and  ye  gave  me  meat :  I  was  thirsty,  and 
ye  gave  me  drink :  I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  me  in : 

36  Naked,  and  ye  clothed  me:  I  was  sick,  and  ye  visited  me:  1 
was  inprison,  and  ye  came  unto  me. 

37  Then  shall  the  righteous  answer  him,  saying.  Lord,  when  saw  we 
thee  an  hungred,  and  fed  thee  ?  or  thirsty,  and  gave  thee  drink  ? 

38  When  saw  we  thee  a  stranger,  and  took  thee  in  ?  or  naked,  and 
clothed  thee  ? 

39  Or  when  saw  we  thee  sick,  or  in  prison,  and  came  unto  thee  ? 

40  And  the  King  shall  answer  and  say  unto  them.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you.  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these 
my  brethren,  ye  have  clone  it  unto  me, 

41  Then  shall  he  say  also  unto  them  on  the  left  hand.  Depart 
from  me,  ye  cursed,  into  everlasting  fire,  prepared  for  the  devil  and 
his  angels: 

42  For  I  was  an  hungred,  and  ye  gave  me  no  meat:  I  was  thirsty, 
and  ye  gave  me  no  drink: 

43  I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  me  not  in :  naked,  and  ye  clothed 
me  not:  sick,  and  in  prison,  and  ye  visited  me  not. 

44  Then  shall  they  also  answer  him,  saying.  Lord,  when  saw  we 
thee  an  hungred,  or  athirst,  or  a  stranger,  or  naked,  or  sick,  or  in 
prison,  and  did  not  minister  unto  thee? 

45  Then  shall  he  answer  them,  saying.  Verily  I  say  unto  you. 
Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  not  to  one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye  Aiait  not  to  me. 

46  And  these  shall  go  away  into  everlasting  punishment:  but  the 
righteous  into  life  eternal. 

Ctiapter  26 

1  The  ntlert  contpire  againd  Chritt.  6  The  wrnian  anoinieih  his  head.  14  Judas  seOelh  him.  17  Chrid  eaielh 
thepaseover:  26  insOtmeth  hie  holy  eupper:  36  prayeth  in  the  garden:  47  and  being  betrayed  with  a  Has,  57  is  carried 
to  Caiaphas,  69  and  denied  of  Peter. 

ND  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had  finished  all  these  sayings, 
he  said  unto  his  disciples, 
__^_^        2  Ye  know  that  after  two  days  is  the  feast  of  the  passover, 
and  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed  to  be  crucified. 

3  Then  assembled  together  the  chief  priests,  and  the  scribes,  and 
the  elders  of  the  people,  unto  the  palace  of  the  high  priest,  who  was 
called  Caiaphas, 

4  And  consulted  that  they  might  take  Jesus  by  subtilty,  and  kill  him. 

5  But  they  said.  Not  on  the  (east-day ^  lest  there  be  an  uproar  among 
the  people. 

6  ^  Now  when  Jesus  was  in  Bethany,  in  the  house  of  Simon  the  leper, 

7  There  came  unto  him  a  woman  having  an  alabaster  box  of  very 
precious  ointment,  and  poured  it  on  his  head,  as  he  sat  at  meat. 
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8  But  when  his  disciples  saw  it,  they  had  indignation,  saying.  To 
what  purpose  is  this  waste? 

9  For  tiiis  ointment  might  have  been  sold  for  much,  and  given  to 
the  poor. 

10  When  Jesus  understood  it,  he  said  unto  them,  Why  trouble 
ye  the  woman  ?  for  she  hath  wrought  a  good  work  upon  me. 

11  For  ye  have  the  poor  always  with  you;  but  me  ye  have  not  always. 

12  For  in  that  she  nath  poured  this  ointment  on  my  body,  she  did 
it  for  my  burial. 

13  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall  be  preached 
in  the  whole  world,  there  shall  also  this,  that  this  woman  hath  done, 
be  told  for  a  memorial  of  her. 

14  ^  Then  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Judas  Iscariot,  went  unto  the 
chief  priests, 

15  And  said  unto  them.  What  will  ye  give  me,  and  I  will  deliver  him 
unto  you  ?    And  they  covenanted  with  nim  for  thirty  pieces  of  silver. 

16  And  from  that  time  he  sought  opportunity  to  betray  him. 

17  ^  Now  the  first  day  of  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread  the  dis- 
ciples came  to  Jesus,  saymg  unto  him.  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  pre- 
pare for  thee  to  eat  the  passover? 

18  And  he  said,  Go  into  the  city  to  such  a  man,  and  say  unto  him, 
The  Master  saith,  My  time  is  at  hand;  I  will  keep  the  passover  at  thy 
house  with  my  disciples. 

19  And  the  disciples  did  as  Jesus  had  appointed  them;  and  they 
made  ready  the  passover. 

20  Now  when  the  even  was  come,  he  sat  down  with  the  twelve. 

21  And  as  they  did  eat,  he  said.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  one  of 
you  shall  betray  me. 

22  And  they  were  exceeding  sorrowful,  and  began  every  one  of 
them  to  say  unto  him.  Lord,  is  it  I? 

23  And  he  answered  and  said,  He  that  dippeth  his  hand  with  me 
in  the  dish,  the  same  shall  betray  me. 

24  The  Son  of  man  goeth  as  it  is  written  of  him :  but  woe  unto  that 
man  by  whom  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed !  it  had  been  good  for  that 
man  if  he  had  not  been  bom. 

25  Then  Judas,  which  betrayed  him,  answered  and  said.  Master, 
Is  it  I  ?  He  said  unto  him.  Thou  hast  said.  ^ 

26  ^  And  as  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed  it, 
and  brake  it,  and  gave  it  to  the  disciples,  and  said.  Take,  eat;  this  is 
my  body. 

27  And  he  took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to  them, 
saying.  Drink  ye  all  of  it; 

28  For  this  is  my  blood  of  the  new  testament,  which  is  shed  for 
many  for  the  remission  of  sins.^ 

»**Thou  hairt  said"  is  a  phrase  equivalent  to  "Yes."    «The  Revised  Version  reads   "for  this  ts  my 
blood  of  the  covenant,**  etc. 
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29  But  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  drink  henceforth  of  this  fruit  of 
the  vine,  until  that  day  when  I  drink  it  new  with  you  in  my  Father's 
kingdom. 

30  And  when  they  had  sung  an  hymn,  they  went  out  into  the 
mount  of  Olives. 

31  Then  saith  Jesus  unto  them.  All  ye  shall  be  ofiPended  because 
of  me  this  night :  for  it  is  written,  I  will  smite  the  shepherd,  and  the 
sheep  of  the  flock  shall  be  scattered  abroad.  ^ 

32  But  after  I  am  risen  a^ain,  I  will  go  before  you  into  Galilee. 

33  Peter  answered  and  said  imto  him,  Though  all  men  shall  be 
offended  because  of  thee,  yet  will  I  never  be  offended. 

34  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Verily  I  say  unto  thee.  That  this  night, 
before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 

35  Peter  said  unto  him,  Though  I  should  die  with  thee,  yet  will 
I  not  deny  thee.     Likewise  also  said  all  the  disciples. 

36  %  Then  cometh  Jesus  with  them  unto  a  place  called  Gethsemane, 
and  saith  unto  the  disciples.  Sit  ye  here,  while  I  go  and  pray 
yonder. 

37  And  he  took  with  him  Peter  and  the  two  sons  of  Zebedee,  and 
began  to  be  sorrowful  and  very  heavy. 

38  Then  saith  he  imto  them,  My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful,  even 
unto  death:  tarry  ye  here,  and  watch  with  me. 

39  And  he  went  a  little  further,  and  fell  on  his  face,  and  prayed, 
saying,  O  my  Father,  if  it  be  possible,  let  this  cup  pass  from  me: 
nevertheless  not  as  I  will,  but  as  thou  vrilt. 

40  And  he  cometh  unto  the  disciples,  and  findeth  them  asleep,  and 
saith  unto  Peter,  What,  could  ye  not  watch  with  me  one  hour  ? 

41  Watch  and  pray,  that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation:  the  spirit 
indeed  is  willing,  but  the  flesh  is  weak. 

42  He  went  away  again  the  second  time,  and  prayed,  saying,  O 
my  Father,  if  this  cup  may  not  pass  away  from  me,  except  I  drink 
it,  thy  will  be  done. 

43  And  he  came  and  found  them  asleep  again :  for  their  eyes  were 
heavy. 

44  And  he  left  them,  and  went  away  again,  and  prayed  the  third 
time,  saying  the  same  words. 

45  Then  cometh  he  to  his  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them.  Sleep 
on  now,  and  take  your  rest :  behold,  the  hour  is  at  hand,  and  ihe  Son 
of  man  is  betrayea  into  the  hands  of  sinners. 

46  Rise,  let  us  be  going :  behold,  he  is  at  hand  that  doth  betray  me. 

47  ^  And  while  he  yet  spake,  lo,  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  came, 
and  with  him  a  great  multitude  with  swords  and  staves,  from  the  chief 
priests  and  elders  of  the  people. 

48  Now  he  that  betrayed  him  gave  them  a  sign,  saying.  Whom- 
soever I  shall  kiss,  that  same  is  he:  hold  him  fast.

"And  the  devil  said  unto  him.  If  thou  be  the  Sen  of  Ood^ 
command  this  stone  that  it  be  made  bread" — Luke,  i,  3, 

FOR  the  moment  there  seems  to  have  been  no  fur- 
ther communication  between  Jesus  and  John. 
In  a  single  flash  of  recognition  and  revelation 
they  met  and  parted,  and  Jesus,  knowing  now  that  the 
hour  of  His  mission  had  come,  put  calmly  behind  Him 
the  peaceful  life  He  had  lived  until  that  day.  ''Imme- 
diately" He  went  forth  from  the  Jordan  valley  into  the 
desert,  there  to  fast  and  meditate  for  forty  days,  that  His 
body  might  be  purged  from  all  dross  of  earth,  all  lomptft- 
tion  of  the  flesh. 

At  the  end  of  the  forty  days,  came  His  strife  with  the 
spirit  of  evil.  His  victory  over  the  flesh.  He  was  "an 
hiuigered,"  and  Satan  came  to  Him  with  the  suggestion 
that  He  should  think  of  the  comfort  of  the  body,  that  He 
should  use  His  godhood  to  supply  Himself  with  the 
earthly  pleasures  and  contentments  of  life.  Let  Him 
turn  the  stones  about  Him  into  food,  and  eat  But  Jesus 
knew  that  Divine  power  was  not  given  Him  so  that  He 
could  protect  His  body,  but  so  that  He  might  rise  above 
the  flesh  and  sacrifice  Himself  for  men.  So  he  answered 
Satan,  *'It  is  written.  That  man  shall  not  live  by  bread 
alone,  but  by  every  word  of  God." 
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49  And  forthwith  he  came  to  Jesus,  and  said.  Hail,  Master;  and 
kissed  him. 

50  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Friend,  wherefore  art  thou  come? 
Then  came  they,  and  laid  hands  on  Jesus,  and  took  him. 

51  And,  behold,  one  of  them  Avhich  were  with  Jesus  stretched  out 
his  hand,  and  drew  his  sword,  and  struck  a  servant  of  the  high  priest, 
and  smote  off  his  ear. 

52  Then  said  Jesus  unto  him.  Put  up  a^ain  thy  sword  into  his 
place :  for  all  they  that  take  the  sword  snail  perish  with  the  sword. 

53  Thinkest  thou  that  I  cannot  now  pray  to  my  Father,  and  he 
shall  presently  give  me  more  than  twelve  legions  of  angels? 

54  but  how  then  shall  the  scriptures  be  fulfilled,  that  thus  it  must  be  ? 

55  In  that  same  hour  said  Jesus  to  the  multitudes.  Are  ye  come  out 
as  against  a  thief  with  swords  and  staves  for  to  take  me  ?  I  sat  daily 
with  you  teaching  in  the  temple,  and  ye  laid  no  hold  on  me. 

56  But  all  this  was  done,  that  the  scriptures  of  the  prophets  might 
be  fulfilled.     Then  all  the  disciples  forsook  him,  ana  fled. 

57  ^  And  they  that  had  laid  hold  on  Jesus  led  him  away  to  Caiaphas 
the  high  priest,  where  the  scribes  and  the  elders  were  assembled. 

58  But  Peter  followed  him  afar  off  unto  the  high  priest's  palace, 
and  went  in,  and  sat  with  the  servants,  to  see  the  end. 

59  Now  the  chief  priests,  and  elders,  and  all  the  council,  sought  false 
witness  against  Jesus,  to  put  him  to  death: 

60  But  found  none:  vea,  though  many  false  witnesses  came,  yet 
found  they  none.     At  the  last  came  two  false  witnesses, 

61  And  said,  This  fellow  said,  I  am  able  to  destroy  the  temple  of 
God,  and  to  build  it  in  three  days. 

62  And  the  high  priest  arose,  and  said  unto  him,  Answerest  thou 
nothing?  what  is  it  which  these  witness  against  thee? 

63  But  Jesus  held  his  peace.  And  the  nigh  priest  answered  and 
said  unto  him,  I  adjure  thee  by  the  living  God,  that  thou  tell  us 
whether  thou  be  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God. 

64  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Thou  hast  said:  nevertheless  I  say  unto 
you.  Hereafter  shall  ye  see  the  Son  of  man  sitting  on  the  right  hand  of 
power,  and  coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven. 

65  Then  the  hign  priest  rent  his  clothes,  saying.  He  hath  spoken 
blasphemy;  what  furtner  need  have  we  of  witnesses?  behold,  now  ve 
havi^hea/d  his  blasphemy. 

66  What  think  ye  ?    They  answered  and  said,  He  is  guilty  of  death. 

67  Then  did  thev  spit  in  his  face,  and  buffeted  him;  and  others 
smote  him  with  the  palms  of  their  hands, 

68  Saving,  Prophesy  unto  us,  thou  Christ,  Who  is  he  that  smote  thee  ? 

69  ^  Now  Peter  sat  without  in  the  palace :  and  a  damsel  came  unto 
him,  saying.  Thou  also  wast  with  Jesus  of  Galilee. 

70  But  he  denied  before  them  all,  saying,  I  know  not  what  thou 
sayest. 
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'  71  And  when  he  was  gone  out  into  the  porch,  another  maid  saw 
him,  and  said  unto  them  that  were  there.  This  fellow  was  also  with 
Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

72  And  again  he  denied  with  an  oath,  I  do  not  know  the  man. 
. '  73  And  after  a  while  came  unto  kim  they  that  stood  by,  and  said  to 
Peter,  Surely  thou  also  art  one  of  them;  for  thy  speech  bewrayeth  thee. 

74  Then  began  he  to  curse  and  to  swear,  sayingy  I  know  not  the 
man.     And  immediately  the  cock  crew. 

75  And  Peter  remembered  the  word  of  Jesus,  which  said  unto  him. 
Before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice.  And  he  went  out, 
and  wept  bitterly. 

Ctiapter  27 

1  Chritll  U  delivered  hound  to  Pilate.  3  Jxtdae  hangeOi  hirMelf.  19  Pilate,  admonished  of  hie  wife,  24  waeheih 
hie  hands:  26  and  looseUi  Barabbas.  29  ChnM  is  crowned  with  thorns,  34  crucified,  40  reviled,  50  dieih,  and 
is  buried:  06  his  septUchre  is  sealed,  and  watdied. 

HEN  the  morning  was  come,  all  the  chief  priests  and  elders 
of  the  people  took  counsel  against  Jesus  to  put  him  to  death : 
2  And  when  they  had  bound  him,  they  led  him  away, 
and  delivered  him  to  Pontius  Pilate  the  governor. 

3  Then  Judas,  which  had  betrayed  him,  when  he  saw  that  he  was 
condemned,  repented  himself,  and  brought  again  the  thirty  pieces  of 
silver  to  the  chief  priests  and  elders, 

4  Saying,  I  have  sinned  in  that  I  have  betrayed  the  innocent  blood. 
And  they  said.  What  is  that  to  us  ?  see  thou  to  that. 

5  And  he  cast  down  the  pieces  of  silver  in  the  temple,  and  departed, 
and  went  and  hanged  himself. 

6  And  the  chief  priests  took  the  silver  pieces,  and  said.  It  is  not 
lawful  for  to  put  them  into  the  treasury,  because  it  is  the  price  of  Uood. 

7  And  they  took  counsel,  and  bought  with  them  the  potter's  field, 
to  bury  strangers  in. 

8  Wherefore  that  field  was  called.  The  field  of  blood,  unto  this  day. 

9  Then  was  fulfilled  that  which  was  spoken  by  Jeremy  the  prophet, 
saying.  And  they  took  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver,  the  price  of  nim  that 
was  valued,  whom  they  of  the  children  of  Israel  dia  value;* 

10  And  gave  them  for  the  potter's  field,  as  the  Lord  appointed  me. 

11  And  Jesus  stood  before  the  governor:  and  the  governor  asked 
him,  saying.  Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  And  Jesus  said  unto 
him,  lliou  sayest. 

12  And  when  he  was  accused  of  the  chief  priests  and  elders,  he 
answered  nothing. 

13  Then  said  Pilate  unto  him,  Hearest  thou  not  how  many 
things  they  witness  against  thee? 

14  And  he  answered  him  to  never  a  word;  insomuch  that  the 
governor  marvelled  greatly.

Then  the  devil  taketh  him  up  inh  the  holy  city^  and 
setteth  him  on  a  pinnacle  of  the  temple,*^ — MaUhew,  -4.  ^» 

THREE  times  did  Satan  strive  to  tempt  the  Christ. 
Having  failed  to  sway  Jesus  by  an  appeal  to  merely 
physical  needs  and  pleasures,  the  evil  one  tried 
a  subtler  approach.  Seizing  hold  of  Jesus,  whether 
bodily  or  only  by  a  suggestion  of  the  mind,  he  bore  Him  to 
Jerusalem  and  placed  Him  high  upon  a  pinnacle  of  the 
Temple's  roof.  **If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  cast  thyself 
down:  for  it  is  written,  He  shall  give  his  angels  charge 
concerning  thee:  and  in  their  hands  they  shall  bear  thee 
up,  lest  at  any  time  thou  dash  thy  foot  against  a  stone." 
The  challenge,  as  we  read  it,  meant,  prove  your  powers 
to  Yourself  lest  there  be  some  mistake,  prove  them  to  me 
that  I  may  bow  before  You,  prove  them  to  all  those  priests 
and  people  below  that  they  may  accept  You  at  once  And 
save  all  strife  and  sorrow.  But  Jesus  had  no  weakness 
of  doubt  so  that  He  needed  to  assure  Himself,  had  no 
vanity  to  desire  honor  of  Satan,  had  no  will  to  dazzle 

* 

men  by  spectacular  display.  He  aimed,  not  to  astound 
and  bewilder  all,  but  deeply  to  convince  a  few,  and  show 
mankind  forever  by  example  how  life  should  be  lived. 


DC^ll 
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15  Now  at  that  feast  the  governor  was  wont  to  release  unto  the 
people  a  prisoner,  whom  they  would. 

16  And  they  had  then  a  notable  prisoner,  called  Barabbas. 

17  Therefore  when  they  were  gathered  together,  Pilate  said  unto 
them.  Whom  will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you  ?  Barabbas,  or  Jesus 
which  is  called  Christ? 

18  For  he  knew  that  for  envy  they  had  delivered  him, 

19  Tf  When  he  was  set  down  on  the  judgment  seat,  his  wife  sent 
unto  him,  saving,  Have  thou  nothing  to  do  with  that  just  man:  for  I 
have  suffered  many  things  this  day  m  a  dream  because  of  him. 

20  But  the  chief  priests  and  elders  persuaded  the  multitude  that 
they  should  ask  Barabbas,  and  destroy  Jesus. 

il  The  governor  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Whether  of  the 
twain  will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you  ?    They  said,  Barabbas. 

22  Pilate  saith  unto  them.  What  shall  I  do  then  with  Jesus  which 
is  called  Christ?     They  all  say  unto  him.  Let  him  be  crucified. 

23  And  the  governor  said.  Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done?  But 
they  cried  out  me  more,  saying.  Let  him  be  crucified. 

24  ^  When  Pilate  saw  that  he  could  prevail  nothing,  but  that  rather 
a  tumult  was  made,  he  took  water,  and  washed  his  hands  before  the 
multitude,  saying,  I  am  innocent  of  the  blood  of  this  just  person :  see 
ye  to  ii. 

25  Then  answered  all  the  people,  and  said.  His  blood  he  on  us,  and 
on  our  children. 

26  ^Then  released  he  Barabbas  unto  them:  and  when  he  had 
scourged  Jesus,  he  delivered  him  to  be  crucified. 

27  Then  the  soldiers  of  the  governor  took  Jesus  into  the  common 
hall,  and  gathered  unto  him  the  whole  band  of  soldiers. 

28  And  they  stripped  him,  and  put  on  him  a  scarlet  robe. 

29  ^  And  when  they  had  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  they  put  U 
upon  his  head,  and  a  reed  in  his  ri^ht  hand :  and  they  bowed  the  knee 
before  him,  and  mocked  him,  saymg.  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews! 

30  And  they  spit  upon  him,  and  took  the  reed,  and  smote  him  on 
the  head. 

31  And  after  that  they  had  mocked  him,  thev  took  the  robe  off 
from  him,  and  put  his  own  raiment  on  him,  and  led  him  away  to  crucify 
hi/nt. 

32  And  as  they  came  out,  thev  found  a  man  of  Cyrene,  Simon 
by  name:  him  they  compelled  to  Dear  his  cross. 

33  And  when  they  were  come  unto  a  place  called  Grolgotha,  that 
is  to  say,  a  place  of  a  skull, 

34  ^  They  gave  him  vinegar  to  drink  mingled  with  gall :  and  when 
he  had  tasted  thereof^  he  would  not  drink.* 

35  And  they  crucified  him,  and  parted  his  garments,  casting  lots: 
that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the  prophet.  They 

>Tbe  Beviaed  Verrion  altera  "vinegar"  to  "wine,** 
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parted  my  garments  among  them,  and  upon   mj  vesture   did  they 
cast  lots.* 

36  And  sitting  down  they  watched  him  there;  

37  And  set  up  over  his  head  his  accusation  written,  THIS  IS 
JESUS  THE  BJNG  OF  THE  JEWS. 

38  Then  were  there  two  thieves  crucified  with  him,  one  on  the  right 
hand,  and  another  on  the  left. 

39  ^  And  they  that  passed  by  reviled  him,  wagging  their  heads, 

40  And  saying,  Thou  that  destroyest  the  temple,  and  buildest  it 
in  three  days,  save  thyself.  If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  come  down 
from  the  cross. 

41  Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking  Aiwi,  with  the  scribes 
and  elders,  said, 

42  He  saved  others;  himself  he  cannot  save.  If  he  be  the  King  of 
Israel,  let  him  now  come  down  from  the  cross,  and  we  will  believe  him. 

43  He  trusted  in  God ;  let  him  deliver  him  now,  if  he  will  have  him : 
for  he  said,  I  am  the  Son  of  God. 

44  The  thieves  also,  which  were  crucified  with  him,  cast  the  same 
in  his  teeth. 

45  Now  from  the  sixth  hour  there  was  darkness  over  all  the  land 
unto  the  ninth  hour. 

46  And  about  the  ninth. hour  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying, 
Eli,  Eli,  lama  sabachthani  ?  that  is  to  say,  My  God,  my.  God,  why 
hast  thou  forsaken  me  ? 

47  Some  of  them  that  stood  there,  when  they  heard  thaU  said.  This 
man  calleth  for  Elias. 

48  And  straightway  one  of  them  ran,  and  took  a  spunge,  and 
filled  it  with  vinegar,  and  put  it  on  a,  reed,  and  gave  him  to  drink. 

49  The  rest  said,  Let  be,  let  us  see  whether  Elias  will  come  to 

save  him. 

50  1  Jesus,  when  he  had  cried  again  with  a  loud  voice,  yielded  up 

the  ghost. 

51  And,  behold,  the  veil  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain  from  the 
top  to  the  bottom;  and  the  earth  did  quake,  and  the  rocks  rent; 

52  And  the  graves  were  opened;  and  many  bodies  of  the  saints 
which  slept  arose, 

53  And  came  out  of  the  graves  after  his  resurrection,  and  went 
into  the  holy  city,  and  appeared  unto  many. 

54  Now  when  the  centurion,  and  they  that  were  with  him,  watching 
Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake,  and  those  things  that  were  done,  they 
feared  greatly,  saying,  Truly  this  was  the  Son  of  God. 

55  And  many  women  were  there  beholding  afar  off,  which  followed 
Jesus  from  Galilee,  ministering  unto  him: 

56  Among  which  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Mary  the  mother  of 
James  and  Joses,  and  the  mother  of  Zebedee's  children.

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57  When  the  even  was  come,  there  came  a  rich  man  of  Arimathea» 
named  Joseph,  who  also  himself  was  Jesus'  disciple: 

58  He  went  to  Pilate,  and  begged  the  body  of  Jesus.  Then  Pilate 
commanded  the  body  to  be  delivered. 

59  And  when  Joseph  had  taken  the  body,  he  wrapped  it  in  a  clean 
linen  cloth, 

60  And  laid  it  in  his  own  new  tomb,  which  he  had  hewn  out  in  the 
rock:  and  he  rolled  a  great  stone  to  the  door  of  the  sepulchre,  and 
departed. 

61  And  there  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  the  other  Mary,  sitting 
over  against  the  sepulchre. 

62  ^Now  the  next  day,  that  followed  the  day  of  the  preparation, 
the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees  came  together  unto  Pilate, 

63  Saying,  Sir,  we  remember  that  that  deceiver  said,  while  he  was 
yet  alive.  After  three  days  I  will  rise  again. 

64  Command  therefore  that  the  sepulchre  be  made  surje  until  the 
third  day,  lest  his  disciples  come  by  night,  and  steal  him  away,  and 
say  unto  the  people.

65  Pilate  said  unto  them.  Ye  have  a  watch:  go  your  way,  make  U 
as  sure  as  ye  can.

the  end  of  the  sabbath,  as  it  began  to  dawn  toward  the  first 
day  of  the  week,  came  Mary  Magdalene  and  the  other  Mary  * 
to  see  the  sepulchre. 

2  And,  behold,  there  was  a  great  earthquake:  for  the  angel  of  the 
Lord  descended  from  heaven,  and  came  and  rolled  back  the  stone 
from  the  door,  and  sat  upon  it. 

3  His  countenance  was  like  lightning,  and  his  raiment  white  as 
snow: 

4  And  for  fear  of  him  the  keepers  did  shake,  and  became  as  dead

20  Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoevier  I  have  com- 
manded you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway>  even  unto  the  end  of  the 
world.

**Then  Jestis  turned,  and  aaw  them  following ,  and  saith 
unto  them.  What  seek  ye  f**—John,  1,  38. 

WE  ARE  told  that  after  Christ  had  vanquished 
Satan,  angels  came  to  minister  to  His  starving 
body.  Then,  calm  and  unpretentious  as  ever, 
Jesus  returned  to  the  Jordan  valley.  Once  more  He 
approached  John;  whereon  the  F<»ieruimer  raising  his 
staff  pointed  the  Master  out  to  all  the  multitude,  crying 
those  ever  blessed  words,  "Behold,  the  Lamb  of  God, 
which  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world." 

Jesus  passed  on  in  silence  while  the  multitude  mar- 
velled. The  next  day  John  pointed  Him  out  again, 
*' Behold  the  Lamb  of  God!" 

At  that,  two  of  John's  disciples  approached  Jesus 
reverently.  'They  were  Andrew,  the  brother  of  the  apostle 
Peter,  and  one  unnamed  who  was  probably  John  the  writer 
of  the  Gospel,  the  only  narrator  of  this  particular  event. 
Following  Jesus,  they  held  converse  with  Him  during  a 
rapt  two  hours.  Then  Andrew  sought  his  brother,  and 
telling  him  they  had  found  the  Messiah,  brought  him  also 
to  Jesus.  Jesus  changed  the  newcomer's  name  from 
Simon  to  Peter.  Probably  the  three  disciples  then  jour- 
neyed back  to  Galilee  with  Jesus,  listening  with  solemn 
joy  to  His  words,  to  the  first  divine  teaching  of  the  Christian 
faith  on  earth.

Hm  writer  of  this  Goapd  b  usiully  idendGed  with  that  Mark  or  John  Mark  DKntirmal  in  Acti, 
ST.  Hus  Mwk  was  not  of  the  twdve  apostles;  he  was  a  cousin  of  Barnabas  (Col.  i,  10).  and  appar. 
entlj  the  boo  of  that  Mary  in  whose  house  the  apoatlea  lodwd  in  Jerusalem.  Hence  be  belonged  to 
the  next  younger  genemtioa,  and  maj  or  ma;  not  m  his  Touth  have  been  an  cTewitness  to  many  of  the 
erenb  he  deMsiMS.  He  was  at  any  rate  in  constant  communion  with  the  twelve  rreat  teachers, 
espedaUj  with  Peter,  and  learned  the  entire  story  tram  their  lips.  He  accompanied  Peter  to  Rome, 
wtie»c  he  is  generally  nippoaed  to  hare  written  bis  Gospd  about  the  year  70  A.  D.  for  the  instruction 
cf  the  Ronian  convnts.  Thus  it  was  written  under  Peter's  supervisiou,  and  has  been  regarded 
as  embodying  Peter's  thought,  in  diatinctioD  from  the  Gospel  of  St.  Luke,  which  expressea  the  teaduDg 
erf  Paul. 

Tliis  ^pd  is  the  briefest  of  the  four.  It  contains  tot  little  not  told  bv  Matthew,  but  its  view- 
point is  distmctly  different  It  is  addreued  not  to  Jews  but  to  Gentiles:  nence  it  explains  Jewish 
customs  when  these  are  mentioned,  and  it  omits  most  of  the  references  to  the  Old  Testament.  Id 
brief  the  writer  aims  to  show  of  Jesus  not  that  He  was  the  promised  Messiah  of  the  Hebrews,  but  that 
He  was  a  wonderful  God-man,  oome  to  teach  and  save  all  mankind. 


Chapter  I 


HE  beginning  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  the 
Son  of  God; 

2  As  it  is  written  in  the  prophets,  Behold,  I 
send  my  messenger  before  thy  face,  which  shall 
prepare  thy  way  before  thee. ' 

3  The  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness, 
Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord,  make  his  paths 
straight. 

4  John   did   baptize   in   the    wilderness,  and 
preach  the  baptism  of  repentance  for  the  remission  of  sins. 

5  And  there  went  out  unto  him  all  the  land  of  Judea,  and  they 
of  Jerusalem,  and  were  all  baptized  of  him  in  the  river  of  Jordan,, 
confessing  their  sins. 

6  And  John  was  clothed  with  camel's  hair,  and  with  a  girdle  of  a 
skin  about  his  loins;  and  he  did  eat  locusts  and  wild  honey;

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7  And  preached,  saying.  There  cometh  one  mightier  than  I  after 
me,  the  latehet  of  whose  shoes  I  am  not  worthy  to  stoop  down  and 
unloose. 

8  I  indeed  have  baptized  you  with  water :  but  he  shall  baptize  you 
with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

9  And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  Jesus  came  from  Nazareth 
of  Galilee,  and  was  baptized  of  John  in  Jordan. 

10  And  straightway  coming  up  out  of  the  water,  he  saw  the  heavens 
opened,  and  the  Spirit  like  a  dove  descending  upon  him: 

11  And  there  came  a  voice  from  heaven,  saying y  Thou  art  my 
beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased. 

12  And  immediately  the  spirit  driveth  him  into  the  wilderness. 

13  And  he  was  there  in  the  wilderness  forty  days,  tempted  of  Satan; 
and  was  with  the  wild  beasts;  and  the  angels  ministered  unto  him. 

14  Now  after  that  John  was  put  in  prison,  Jesus  came  into 
Galilee,  preaching  the  gospel  of  the  kingdom  of  God, 

15  And  saying,  The  time  is  fulfilled,  and  the  kingdom  of  God  is  at 
hand:  repent  ye,  and  believe  the  gospel. 

16  Now  as  he  walked  by  the  sea  of  Galilee,  he  saw  Simon  and 
Andrew  his  brother  casting  a  net  into  the  sea:  for  they  were 
fishers. 

17  And  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Come  ye  after  me,  and  I  will  make 
you  to  become  fishers  of  men. 

18  And  straightway  they  forsook  their  nets,  and  followed  him. 

19  And  when  he  had  gone  a  little  farther  thence,  he  saw  James 
the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother,  who  also  were  in  the  ship 
mending  their  nets.

25  And  Jesus  rebuked  him,  saying.  Hold  thy  peace,  and  come  out 
of  him. 

26  And  when  the  unclean  spirit  had  torn  him,  and  cried  with  a 
loud  voice,  he  came  out  of  him. 

27  And  they  were  all  amazed,  insomuch  that  they  Questioned 
among  themselves,  saying.  What  thing  is  this  ?  what  new  aoctrine  is 
this  ?  for  with  authority  commanded  he  even  the  unclean  spirits,  and 
they  do  obey  him.

S  YET  Andrew,  John,  and  Peter  had  walked  with 
Jesus  only  of  their  own  will,  the  first  of  many 
who  were  to  listen  to  His  teaching,  to  hang  in 
ecstacy  upon  His  marvellous  words.  They  had  not  been 
formally  summoned  by  Him,  they  were  not  pledged  to  the 
faith,  they  had  no  proof  of  His  divinity  except  the  mystic 
words  of  John,  the  Forerunner.  Hence  the  honor  of  being 
called  the  "First  Disciple '*  is  sometimes  given  not  to 
either  of  them,  but  to  Philip,  a  friend  of  theirs  from  the 
town  of  Bethsaida  in  Galilee. 

Meeting  Philip  on  the  homeward  road  to  Nazareth 
Jesus  said  to  him  **  Follow  me."  It  was  the  first  recorded 
exerdse  of  the  Master's  authority  over  men.  Not  only 
did  Philip  follow,  but  seeking  his  friend  Nathanael,  he 
told  him  joyfully  that  Jesus  of  Nasareth  was  the  Messiah. 
Nathanael  answered  in  scornful  disbelief;  for  good  Jews 
held  the  southern  region  around  Jerusalem  in  high  honor, 
while  the  northern  land  of  Galilee  was  in  corresponding 
contempt.  So  Nathanael  asked  "Can  there  any  good 
thing  come  out  of  Nazareth?**  But  when  he  saw  Jesus, 
the  Master  revealed  to  him  such  knowledge  of  his  secret 
life  that  Nathanael  cried  out  "Rabbi  thou  art  the  Son  of 
Grod,  thou  art  the  King  of  Israel.

Then  Jesus  promised  that  His  followers  should

28  And  immediately  his  fame  spread  abroad  throughout  all  the 
region  round  about  Galilee. 

29  And  forthwith,  when  they  were  come  out  of  the  synagogue,  they 
entered  into  the  house  of  Simon  and  Andrew,  with  James  and  John. 

30  But  Simon's  wife's  mother  lay  sick  of  a  fever,  and  anon  they 
tell  him  of  her. 

31  And  he  came  and  took  her  by  the  hand,  and  lifted  her  up; 
and  inunediately  the  fever  left  her,  and  she  ministered  unto  them. 

32  And  at  even,  when  the  sun  did  set,  they  brought  unto  him  all 
that  were  diseased,  and  them  that  were  possessed  with  devils.

9  Whether  is  it  easier  to  say  to  the  sick  of  the  palsy,  Thv  sins  be 
forgiven  thee;  or  to  say.  Arise,  and  take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk? 

10  But  that  ye  may  know  that  the  Son  of  man  hath  power  on  earth 
to  forgive  sins,  (he  saith  to  the  sick  of  the  palsy,) 

111  say  unto  thee.  Arise,  and  take  up  thy  bed,  and  go  thy  way  into 
thine  house. 

12  And  immediately  he  arose,  took  up  the  bed,  and  went  forth  be- 
fore them  all ;  insomuch  that  they  w^ere  all  amazed,  and  glorified  God, 
saying.  We  never  saw  it  on  this  fashion. 

13  And  he  went  forth  again  by  the  sea  side;  and  all  the  multitude 
resorted  unto  him,  and  he  taught  them.

16  And  w;hen  the  scribes  and  Pharisees  saw  him  eat  with  publicans 
and  sinners,  they  said  unto  his  disciples,  How  is  it  that  he  eateth 
and  drinketh  with  publicans  and  sinners? 

17  When  Jesus  heard  it^  he  saith  unto  them,  Thev  that  are  whole 
have  no  need  of  the  physician,  but  they  that  are  sick:  I  came  not  to 
call  the  righteous,  but  sinners  to  repentance. 

18  And  the  disciples  of  John  ana  of  the  Pharisees  used  to  fast: 
and  they  come  and  say  unto  him,  Why  do  the  disciples  of  John  and 
of  the  Pharisees  fast,  but  thy  disciples  fast  not  ? 

19  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Can  the  children  of  the  bridechamber 
fast,  while  the  bridegroom  is  w^ith  them  ?  as  long  as  they  have  the 
bridegroom  w^ith  them,  they  cannot  fast. 

20  JBut  the  days  will  come,  when  the  bridegroom  shall  be  taken 
away  from  them,  and  then  shall  they  fast  in  those  days. 

21  No  man  also  seweth  a  piece  of  new  cloth  on  an  old  garment;

**And  both  Jesus  was  called,  and  his  disciples,  to  the 
marriage" — John,  2,  3. 

THE  first  recorded  miracle  performed  by  Christ 
occurred  on  His  return  to  Galilee  with  His  little 
group  of  followers.  It  was  connected  with  a 
seemingly  trivial  matter;  but  very  notable  is  the  fact  that 
it  emphasized  Christ's  desire  to  make  men  happy  here, 
as  well  as  hereafter,  His  approval  of  innocent  pleasure 
in  life.  He,  His  friends,  and  His  mother  were  all  invited 
to  a  wedding  feast  in  the  neighboring  town  of  Cana.  An 
accident  happened  which  was  considered  peculiarly  dis- 
graceful, the  wine  for  the  feast  was  found  to  be  exhausted, 
while  the  guests  were  still  unsatisfied. 

The  servants  were  in  despair;  and  Mary,  knowing  the 
power  of  her  son,  urged  Jesus  to  rescue  them  from  their 
difficulty.  At  first  Jesus  refused;  the  hour  for  convincing 
people  by  his  miraculous  powers  was  not  yet  come.  But 
Mary  knew  His  kindly  heart,  and  she  warned  the  servants 
to  do  whatever  he  bade  them.  Presently  Jesus  told  them 
to  fill  with  water  six  large  pots  which  stood  near,  and  to 
bring  this  water  to  the  feasters.  They  did  so,  and,  tasting 
it,  the  *' ruler  of  the  feast"  declared  it  to  be  the  finest  wine 
that  had  been  served.

10  and  many  other  infirmitiee:  11  rehukeih  the  undean  apirite:  13  ehooseth 
hie  iwdve  apoettee:  22  amvinceth  the  blaephemv  of  catting  out  devils  6]/  Beelzetmb:  31  and  ^eweth  who  are  hie 
brother,  sister,  and  mother. 

ND  he  entered  again  into  the  synagogue;  and  there  was  a  man 
there  which  had  a  withered  hand. 

2  And  they  watched  him,  whether  he  would  heal  him  on 
the  sabbath  day;  that  they  might  accuse  him. 

3  And  he  saith  unto  the  man  which  had  the  withered  hand.  Stand 
forth. 

4  And  he  saith  unto  them,  Is  it  lawful  to  do  good  on  the  sabbath 
days,  or  to  do  evil?  to  save  life,  or  to  kill?  But  they  held  their 
peace. 

5  And  when  he  had  looked  round  about  on  them  with  anger,  being 
grieved  for  the  hardness  of  their  hearts,  he  saith  unto  the  man,  Stretch 
forth  thine  hand.

9  And  he  spake  to  his  disciples,  that  a  small  ship  should  wait  on 
him  because  of  the  multitude,  lest  they  should  throng  him. 

10  For  he  had  healed  many;  insomuch  that  they  pressed  upon  him 
for  to  touch  him,  as  many  as  had  plagues.

UP  TO  this  time  Jesus  had  not  apparently  preached 
in  public.  He  had  only  acknowledged  Himself 
quietly  to  some  few  friends.  Now,  however,  an 
occasion  arose  which  brought  Him  to  speak  and  act  pub- 
licly, and  in  a  manner  more  nearly  approaching  anger 
than  aught  else  in  His  career. 

The  time  of  the  passover  was  at  hand,  and  Jesus  went 
to  Jerusalem  to  worship,  as  was  the  custom.  There  He 
saw  the  Temple  being  profaned  by  merchants  who  had 
crowded  into  it,  money-changers,  and  sellers  of  beasts 
and  doves  for  religious  sacrifice.  These  traffickers  seem 
to  have  wholly  foigotten  the  sacred  character  of  the  place; 
and  .quarrelled  and  shouted  vehemently  over  their  traffic. 
Jesus,  making  a  scourge  of  cords,  drove  them  out  of  the 
Temple  by  force,  "and  poured  out  the  changers'  money, 
and  overthrew  the  tables." 

Naturally  this  vigorous  act  drew  wide  attention.  Perhaps 
the  general  public  sentiment  approved  it,  yet  some  men 
demanded  of  Jesus  by  what  right  He  interfered.  "TNTiat 
sign  showest  thou  unto  us,  seeing  that  tliou  doest  these 
things?"  Then  the  Master  began  to  preach  publicly, 
and  worked  miracles  there  in  Jerusalem. 
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35  For  whosoever  shall  do  the  will  of  God,  the  same  is  my  brother, 
and  my  sister,  and  mother. 

Cfiapter  4 

1  The  parable  of  the  eower^  14  and  the  meaning  thereof.     21  We  muet  communicate  the  light  of  our  knowledge  to 
others.    26  The  parable  of  the  seed  growing  secretly,  30  and  of  the  mustard  seed.  35  Christ  stOleth  the  tempest  on 

ND  he  began  a^ain  to  teach  by  the  sea  side:  and  there  was 
gathered  unto  him  a  great  multitude,  so  that  he  entered  into 

a  ship,  and  sat  in  the  sea;  and  the  whole  multitude  was  by  the 

sea  on  the  land. 

2  And  he  taught  them  many  things  by  parables,  and  said  imto  them 
in  his  doctrine, 

3  Hearken;  Behold,  there  went  out  a  sower  to  sow: 

4  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sowed,  some  fell  by  the  way  side,  and 
the  fowls  of  the  air  came  and  devoured  it  up. 

5  And  some  fell  on  stony  ground,  where  it  had  not  much  earth; 
and  immediately  it  sprang  up,  because  it  had  no  depth  of  earth: 

6  But  when  the  sun  was  up,  it  was  scorched;  and  because  it  had 
no  root,  it  withered  away. 

7  And  some  fell  amon^  thorns,  and  the  thorns  grew  up,  and  choked 
it,  and  it  yielded  no  fruit. 

8  And  other  fell  on  good  ground,  and  did  yield  fruit  that  sprang  up 
and  increased;  and  brought  forth,  some  thirty,  and  some  sixty,  and 
some  an  hundred. 

9  And  he  said  unto  them.  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

10  And  when  he  was  alone,  they  that  were  about  him  with  the 
twelve  asked  of  him  the  parable. 

1 1  And  he  said  unto  them.  Unto  you  it  is  given  to  know  the  mystery 
of  the  kingdom  of  God:  but  unto  them  that  are  without,  all  these 
things  are  done  in  parables: 

12  That  seeing  they  may  see,  and  not  perceive;  and  hearing  they 
may  hear,  and  not  understand;  lest  at  any  time  they  should  be  con- 
verted, and  their  sins  should  be  forgiven  them.^ 

13  And  he  said  unto  them,  Kjiow  ye  not  this  parable?  and  how- 
then  will  ye  know  all  parables  ?

15  And  these  are  they  by  the  way  side,  where  the  word  is  sown; 
but  when  they  have  heard,  Satan  cometh  immediately,  and  taketh 
a^ay  the  word  that  was  sown  in  their  hearts. 

16  And  these  are  they  likewise  which  are  sown  on  stony  ground;  who> 
wheti  they  have  heard  the  word,  immediately  receive  it  with  gladness ; 

17  And  have  no  root  in  themselves,  and  so  endure  but  for  a  time: 
afterwaid,  when  aflBiction  or  persecution  ariseth  for  the  word's  sake» 
immediatdy  they  are  offended.

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18  And  these  are  they  which  are  sown  among  thorns;  such  as  hear 
the  word, 

19  And  the  cares  of  this  world,  and  the  deceitfulness  of  riches,  and 
the  lusts  of  other  things  entering  in,  choke  the  word,  and  it  becometh 
unfruitful. 

20  And  these  are  they  which  are  sown  on  good  ground;  such  as 
hear  the  word,  and  receive  it.  and  bring  forth  fruit,  some  thirtyfold. 
some  sixty,  and  some  an  hundred. 

21  ^  And  he  said  unto  them.  Is  a  candle  brought  to  be  put  under 
a  bushel,  or  under  a  bed  ?  and  not  to  be  set  on  a  candlestick  ? 

22  For  there  is  nothing  hid,  which  shall  not  be  manifested;  neither 
was  any  thing  kept  secret,  but  that  it  should  come  abroad. 

23  If  any  man  have  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

24  And  he  said  unto  them.  Take  heed  what  ve  hear:  with  what 
measure  ye  mete,  it  shall  be  measured  to  you :  and  unto  you  that  hear 
shall  more  be  given. 

25  For  he  that  hath,  to  him  shall  be  ^ven:  and  he  that  hath  not, 
from  him  shall  be  taken  even  that  which  he  hath. 

26  ^  And  he  said.  So  is  the  kingdom  of  God,  as  if  a  man  should 
cast  seed  into  the  ground; 

27  And  should  sleep,  and  rise  night  and  day,  and  the  seed  should 
spring  and  grow  up,  he  knoweth  not  how. 

28  For  the  earth  bringeth  forth  fruit  of  herself;  first  the  blade,  then 
the  ear,  after  that  the  full  com  in  the  ear. 

29  But  when  the  fruit  is  brought  forth,  impiediately  he  putteth 
in  the  sickle,  because  the  harvest  is  come. 

30  Tf  And  he  said,  Whereunto  shall  we  liken  the  kingdom  of  God  ? 
or  with  what  comparison  shall  we  compare  it? 

31  It  is  like  a  grain  of  mustardseed,  which,  when  it  is  sown  in  the 
earth,  is  less  than  all  the  seeds  that  be  in  the  earth: 

32  But  when  it  is  sown,  it  groweth  up,  and  becometh  greater  than 
all  herbs,  and  shooteth  out  great  branches;  so  that  the  fowls  of  the 
air  may  lodge  under  the  shadow  of  it. 

33  And  with  many  such  parables  spake  he  the  word  unto  them, 
as  they  were  able  to  hear  it 

34  But  without  a  parable  spake  he  not  unto  them:  and  when  they 
were  alone,  he  expounded  all  things  to  his  disciples. 

35  And  the  same  day,  when  the  even  was  come,  he  saith  unto 
them,  Let  us  pass  over  unto  the  other  side. 

36  And  when  they  had  sent  away  the  multitude,  they  took  him  even 
as  he  was  in  the  ship.     And  there  were  also  with  him  other  little  ships. 

37  And  there  arose  a  great  storm  of  wind,  and  the  waves  beat  into 
the  ship,  so  that  it  was  now  full. 

38  And  he  was  in  the  hinder  part  of  the  ship,  asleep  on  a  pillow: 
and  they  awake  him,  and  say  unto  him.  Master,  carest  thou  not  that 
we  perish.? 
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"Jestu  answered  and  said  unto  them^  Destroy  this  Temple, 
and  in  three  days  I  vnll  raise  it  up.*' — John,  2,  19, 

FROM  the  very  first  public  announcement  of  HU 
mission,  Jesus  encountered-  doubt  and  enmity. 
When  the  Jews  on  that  first  occasion  demanded 
of  Him  *' What  sign  shewest  thou?"  His  answer  ofiPended 
their  prejudice  and  pride  of  race.  *' Destroy  this  temple, 
and  in  three  days  I  will  raise  it  up."  Jesus  thus  referred 
mystically  to  the  temple  of  Hb  body,  the  sacrifice  He  was 
to  make,  and  that  divinest  of  all  proofs  or  "signs,"  His 
resurrection.  But  many  of  the  Jews  thought  He  ridi- 
culed the  splendor  of  their  holy  Temple,  and  was  merely 
evading  proof;  for  surely  they  would  not  destroy  their 
Temple  so  as  to  test  Him.  ''Forty  and  six  years,"  said 
they,  **was  this  temple  in  building,  and  wilt  thou  rear  it 
up  in  three  days."  That  first  prophetic  word  of  Christ's 
was  never  forgiven  Him.  In  His  final  trial  before  the 
high  priest,  one  of  the  charges  brought  against  Him  was 
that  He  sought  to  destroy  the  Temple. 

Causes  of  dissatisfaction  with  Jesus  more  deep  rooted 
than  this  trivial  charge  soon  arose  among  the  priests  and 
the  Pharisees,  their  upholders  with  the  people.  The 
teachings  of  Christ  served  to  belittle  the  importance  and 
power  of  the  priesthood.  He  charged  them  openly  with 
hypocrisy  and  selfishness.  He  preached  that  all  these 
sacrificial  offerings  brought  to  the  Temple  were  unim- 
portant as  compared  with  a  pure  heart  and 
a  generous  life  of  self  sacrifice. 
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39  And  he  arose,  and  rebuked  the  wind,  and  said  unto  the  sea. 
Peace,  be  still.     And  the  wind  ceased,  and  there  was  a  great  calm. 

40  And  he  said  unto  them.  Why  are  ye  so  fearful  ?  how  is  it  that  ye 
have  no  faith  ? 

41  And  they  feared  exceedingly,  and  said  one  to  another,  What 
manner  of  man  is  this,  that  even  the  wind  and  the  sea  obey  him  ? 

Cfiapter  5 

1  Chrid  delivering  the  possessed  of  the  legion  of  devUs,  13  they  enter  into  the  swine,    25  He  heaieth  the  woman 
43f  the  bloody  issue,  36  and  raiseth  from  death  Jairus  his  daughter. 

ND  they  came  over  unto  the  other  side  of  the  sea,  into  the 
country  of  the  Gadarenes- 

2  And  when  he  was  come  out  of  the  ship,  immediately 
there  met  him  out  of  the  tombs  a  man  with  an  unclean  spirit, 

3  Who  had  his  dwelling  among  the  tombs :  and  no  man  could  bind 
him,  no,  not  with  chains: 

4  Because  that  he  had  been  often  bound  with  fetters  and  chains, 
and  the  chains  had  been  plucked  asunder  by  him,  and  the  fetters 
broken  in  pieces:  neither  could  any  man  tame  him. 

5  And  always,  night  and  day,  he  was  in  the  mountains,  and  in  the 
tombs,  crying,  and  cutting  himself  with  stones. 

6  But  when  he  saw  Jesus  afar  off,  he  ran  and  worshipped  him, 

7  And  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and  said,  What  have  I  to  do  with 
thee,  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  the  most  high  God  ?  I  adjure  thee  by  God, 
that  thou  torment  me  not. 

8  For  he  said  unto  him,  Come  out  of  the  man,  thou  unclean  spirit. 

9  And  he  asked  him.  What  is  thy  name  ?  And  he  answered,  say- 
ing. My  name  is  Legion:  for  we  are  many. 

10  And  he  besought  him  much  that  he  would  not  send  them  away 
out  of  the  country. 

11  Now  there  was  there  nigh  unto  the  mountains  a  great  herd  of 
swine  feeding. 

12  And  all  the  devils  besought  him,  saying.  Send  us  into  the  swine, 
that  we  may  enter  into  them. 

13  And  forthwith  Jesus  gave  them  leave.  And  the  unclean  spirits 
went  out,  and  entered  into  the  swine :  and  the  herd  ran  violently  down 
a  steep  place  into  the  sea,  (they  were  about  two  thousand;)  and  were 
choked  in  the  sea. 

14  And  they  that  fed  the  swine  fled,  and  told  it  in  the  city,  and  in 
the  country.     And  they  went  out  to  see  what  it  was  that  was  done. 

15  And  they  come  to  Jesus,  and  see  him  that  was  possessed  with 
the  devil,  ana  had  the  legion,  sitting,  and  clothed,  and  in  his  right 
mind:  and  they  were  afraid. 

16  And  they  that  saw  it  told  them  how  it  befell  to  him  that  was 
possessed  with  the  devil,  and  also  concerning  the  swine. 

17  And  they  began  to  pray  him  to  depart  out  of  their  coasts. 
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18  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  ship,  he  that  had  been  pos- 
sessed with  the  devil  prayed  him  that  he  mi^ht  be  with  him. 

19  Howbeit  Jesus  suffered  him  not,  but  saith  unto  him.  Go  home 
to  thy  friends,  and  tell  them  how  great  things  the  Lord  hath  done  for 
thee,  and  hath  had  compassion  on  thee. 

20  And  he  departed,  and  began  to  publish  in  Decapolis  how  great 
things  Jesus  had  done  for  him:  and  all  men  did  marvel. 

21  And  when  Jesus  was  passed  over  a^ain  by  ship  unto  the  other 
side,  much  people  gathered  unto  him:  and  he  was  nigh  unto  the  sea. 

22  And,  behold,  there  cometh  one  of  the  rulers  of  the  synagogue, 
Jairus  by  name;  and  when  he  saw  him,  he  fell  at  his  feet, 

23  And  besought  him  greatly,  saying.  My  little  daughter  lieth  at 
the  point  of  death:  /  pray  thecy  come  and  lay  thy  hands  on  her,  that 
she  may  be  healed;  and  she  shall  live. 

24  And  JesiLS  went  with  him;  and  much  people  followed  him,  and 
thronged  hun. 

25  And  a  certain  woman,  which  had  an  issue  of  blood  twelve 
years, 

26  And  had  suffered  many  things  of  many  physicians,  and  had 
spent  all  that  she  had,  and  was  nothing  bettered,  but  rather  grew 
worse, 

27  When  she  had  heard  of  Jesus,  came  in  the  press  behind,  and 
touched  his  garment. 

28  For  she  said.  If  I  may  touch  •  but  his  clothes,  I  shall  be 
whole. 

29  And  straightway  the  fountain  of  her  blood  was  dried  up;  and 
she  felt  in  her  body  that  she  was  healed  of  that  plague. 

30  And  Jesus,  immediately  knowing  in  himself  that  virtue  had  gone 
out  of  him,  turned  about  him  in  the  press,  and  said.  Who  touched 
my  clothes? 

31  And  his  disciples  said  unto  him.  Thou  seest  the  multitude  throng- 
ing thee,  and  say  est  thou,  Who  touched  me? 

32  And  he  looked  round  about  to  see  her  that  had  done  this 
thing. 

33  But  the  woman  fearing  and  trembling,  knowing  what  was  done 
in  her,  came  and  fell  down  before  him,  and  told  him  all  the 
truth. 

34  And  he  said  unto  her.  Daughter,  thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole; 
go  in  peace,  and  be  whole  of  thy  plague. 

35  while  he  yet  spake,  there  came  from  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue's 
house  certain  which  said.  Thy  daughter  is  dead:  why  troublest  thou 
the  Master  any  further? 

36  As  soon  as  Jesus  heard  the  word  that  was  spolcen,  he  saith  imto 
the  ruler  of  the  synagogue.  Be  not  afraid   only  believe. 

37  And  he  suffered  no  man  to  follow  him,  save  Peter,  and  James> 
and  John  the  brother  of  James.

**Nicodemu8  answered  and  said  iinto  kim^  Hew  can 
these  things  be  r*^Jokn,  3,  9. 

BITTER  as  the  Pharisees  became  against  Jesus, 
there  were  nevertheless  among  them,  as  every- 
where, honest,  earnest  men,  who  sincerely  sought 
for  truth.  One  of  these,  named  Nicodemus,  "a  ruler  of 
the  Jews,"  came  to  Christ,  questioning.  He  did  not  dare 
come  by  day,  in  opposition  to  his  party,  so  he  came  secretly 
by  night.  "Rabbi,"  said  he,  *'we  know  that  thou  art  a 
teacher  come  from  God.*'  And  he  asked  to  have  his 
doubts  explained  to  him.  In  answering,  Christ  preached 
the  beautiful  sermon  in  the  third  chapter  of  John. 

"For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only 
l)egotten  Son,  that  whosoever  bdieveth  in  Him  shobld 
not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life. 

*'For  God  sent  not  his  Son  into  the  world  to  condemn 
the  world;  but  that  the  world  through  him  might  be  saved.'* 

*'And  thb  is  the  condemnation,  that  light  is  come  into 
the  world,  and  men  loved  darkness  rather  than  light, 
because  their  deeds  were  evil." 
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38  And  he  cometh  to  the  house  of  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue^ 
and  seeth  the  tumult,  and  them  that  wept  and  wailed  greatly. 

39  And  when  he  was  come  in,  he  saith  unto  them.  Why  make  ye 
this  ado,  and  weep  ?  the  damsel  is  not  dead,  but  sleepeth, 

40  And  they  laughed  him  to  scorn.  But  when  he  nad  put  them  all 
out,  he  taketh  the  father  and  the  mother  of  the  damsel,  and  them  that 
were  with  him,  and  entereth  in  where  the  damsel  was  lying. 

41  And  he  took  the  damsel  by  the  hand,  and  said  unto  her,  Talitha 
cuMi;  which  is,  being  interpreted,  Damsel,  I  say  unto  thee,  arise. 

42  And  straightway  the  damsel  arose,  and  walked;  for  she  was  of 
the  aae  of  twelve  years.  And  they  were  astonished  with  a  great 
astonishment. 

43  And  he  charged  them  straitly  that  no  man  should  know  it;  and 
commanded  that  something  should  be  given  her  to  eat. 

Cfiapter  6 

1  Chrut  is  contemned  of  his  countrymen.  7  He  oivetk  Ike  twelve  power  over  unclean  spirits.  14  Divers  opinions 
of  Christ.  27  John  Baptist  is  beheaded,  29  and  ottried.  30  The  apostles  return  from  preaching.  34  Tfie  miracle 
of  five  loaves  and  two  fishes.    48  Christ  walketh  on  the  sea:  53  andhealeth  all  that  taudi  him. 

ND  he  went  out  from  thence,  and  came  into  his  own  coimtry ; 
and  his  disciples  follow  him. 

_      2  And  when  the  sabbath  day  was  come,  he  began  to  teach 

in  the  synagogue :  and  many  hearing  him  were  astonished,  saying. 
From  whence  nath  this  man  these  thmgs  ?  and  what  wisdom  is  this 
which  is  given  unto  him,  that  even  sucn  mighty  works  are  wrought 
by  his  hands  ? 

3  Is  not  this  the  carpenter,  the  son  of  Mary,  the  brother  of  James^ 
and  Joses,  and  of  Juda,  arid  Simon  ?  and  are  not  his  sisters  here  with 
us?    And  they  were  offended  at  him. 

4  But  Jesus  said  imto  them,  A  prophet  is  not  without  honour,  but 
in  his  own  country,  and  among  his  own  kin,  and  in  his  own  house. 

5  And  he  could  there  do  no  mighty  work,  save  that  he  laid  his 
hands  upon  a  few  sick  folk,  and  healed  them. 

6  Ana  he  marvelled  because  of  their  unbelief.  And  he  went  roimd 
about  the  villages,  teaching. 

7  t  And  ^^  called  unto  him  the  twelve,  and  began  to  send  them 
forth  by  two  arid  two;  and  gave  them  power  over  unclean  spirits; 

8  And  commanded  them  that  they  should  take  nothing  for  their 
journey,  save  a  staff  only;  no  scrip,  no  bread,  no  money  in  their  purse: 

9  But  be  shod  with  sandals:  and  not  put  on  two  coats. 

10  And  he  said  unto  them,  In  what  place  soever  ye  enter  into  an 
house,  there  abide  till  ye  depart  from  that  place. 

11  And  whosoever  shall  not  receive  you,  nor  hear  you,  when  ye 
depart  thence,  shake  off  the  dust  under  your  feet  for  a  testimony 
against  them.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  It  shall  be  more  tolerable  for 
Sodom  and  Gomorrah  in  the  day  of  judgment,  than  for  that  city. 
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12  And  they  went  out  and  preached  that  men  should  repent 

13  And  they  cast  out  many  devils,  and  anointed  with  oil  many 
that  were  sick,  and  healed  them. 

14  And  kingHerod  heard  of  him;  (for  his  name  was  spread  abroad :) 
and  he  said,  That  John  the  Baptist  was  risen  from  the  dead,  and 
therefore  mighty  works  do  shew  forth  themselves  in  him. 

15  Others  said,  That  it  is  Elias.  And  others  said.  That  it  is  a 
prophet,  or  as  one  of  the  prophets. 

16  But  when  Herod  heard  thereof^  he  said.  It  is  John,  whom  I 
beheaded:  he  is  risen  from  the  dead. 

17  For  Herod  himself  had  sent  forth  and  laid  hold  upon  John,  and 
bound  him  in  prison  for  Herodias'  sake,  his  brother  Philip's  wife: 
for  he  had  married  her. 

18  For  John  had  said  imto  Herod,  It  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to  have 
thy  brother's  wife. 

19  Therefore  Herodias  had  a  quarrel  against  him,  and  would  have 
killed  him:  but  she  could  not: 

20  For  Herod  feared  John,  knowing  that  he  was  a  just  man  and 
an  holy,  and  observed  him;  and  when  he  heard  him,  he  did  many 
things  and  heard  him  gladly. 

21  And  when  a  convenient  day  was  come,  that  Herod  on  his  birth- 
day made  a  supper  to  his  lords,  high  captains,  and  chief  estates  of 
Galilee; 

22  And  when  the  daughter  of  the  said  Herodias  came  in,  and 
danced,  and  pleased  Herod  and  them  that  sat  with  him,  the  king 
said  unto  the  damsel.  Ask  of  me  whatsoever  thou  wilt,  and  I  will 
give  it  thee. 

23  And  he  sware  unto  her,  Whatsoeve'r  thou  shalt  ask  of  me,  I 
will  give  it  thee,  unto  the  half  of  my  kingdom. 

24  And  she  went  forth,  and  said  unto  her  mother,  What  shall  I 
ask?    And  she  said.  The  head  of  John  the  Baptist. 

25  And  she  came  in  straightway  with  haste  unto  the  king,  and 
asked,  saying,  I  will  that  thou  give  me  by  and  by  in  a  charger  the  head 
of  John  the  Baptist. 

26  And  the  kmg  was  exceeding  sorry:  yet  for  his  oath's  sake,  and 
for  their  sakes  which  sat  with  him,  he  would  not  reject  her. 

27  And  immediately  the  king  sent  an  executioner,  and  commanded 
his  head  to  be  brought :  and  he  went  and  beheaded  him  in  the  prison , 

28  And  brought  nis  head  in  a  charger,  and  gave  it  to  the  damsel : 
and  the  damsel  gave  it  to  her  mother. 

29  And  when  nis  disciples  heard  of  ity  they  came  and  took  up  his 
corpse,  and  laid  it  in  a  tomb. 

30  And  the  apostles  gathered  themselves  together  unto  Jesus,  and 
told  him  all  things,  both  what  they  had  done,  and  what  they  had 
taught. 

31  And  he  said  unto  them.  Come  ye  yourselves  apart  into  a  desert 
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"  Though  Jesiu  himself  baptized  noU  biU  his  disciples" — 
John,  4>  ^* 

OF  THE  nature  of  the  miracles  performed  by 
Christ  during  this  first  period  at  Jerusalem,  those 
miracles  which  convinced  Nicodemus,  we  have 
no  details.  Perhaps  none  of  those  special  followers  who 
afterward  were  chosen  as  the  "twelve  apostles"  were  with 
the  Master  on  this  journey,  hence  they  did  not  attempt 
in  future  days  to  relate  exactly  what  occurred.  But  doubt- 
less His  miracles  were  of  the  same  loving,  healing  char- 
acter as  characterized  those  of  His  later  life. 

Having  preached  in  Jerusalem,  Jesus  travelled  through 
the  other  cities  of  Judah.  People  flocked  in  thousands 
to  listen  to  His  wise,  gentle,  uplifting  words.  He  taught; 
and  His  disciples  baptized,  as  John  had  baptized.  Christ's 
religion  of  love  must  have  proved  far  more  attractive  to 
the  multitude  than  the  stem  condemnation  preached 
by  John;  for  we  learn  that  many  of  John's  followers 
deserted  him  and  flocked  to  Jesus.  His  disciples  baptized 
thousands. 

As  for  John,  his  mission  was  well  nigh  ended.  He  was 
seized  and  cast  into  prison  by  Herod  Antipas,  the  nominal 
king  of  Judah  under  the  Romans,  son  of  that  Herod 
who  had  slaughtered  the  children  of  Bethlehem. 
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place,  and  rest  a  while:  for  there  were  many  coming  and  going,  and 
they  had  no  leisure  so  much  as  to  eat. 

32  And  they  departed  into  a  desert  place  by  ship  privately. 

33  And  the  people  saw  them  departing,  and  many  knew  him,  and 
ran  afoot  thither  out  of  all  cities,  and  outwent  them,  and  came  together 
unto  him. 

34  And  Jesus,  when  he  came  out,  saw  much  people,  and  was  moved 
with  compassion  toward  them,  because  they  were  as  sheep  not  having 
a  shepherd:  and  he  began  to  teach  them  man^  thin^. 

35  And  when  the  day  was  now  far  spent,  ms  disciples  came  unto 
him,  and  said.  This  is  a  desert  place,  and  now  the  time  is  far  passed : 

36  Send  them  away,  that  they  may  go  into  the  country  round  about, 
and  into  the  villages,  and  buy  themselves  bread :  for  they  have  nothing 
to  eat. 

37  He  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Give  ye  them  to  eat.  And 
they  say  unto  him.  Shall  we  go  and  buy  two  hundred  pennyworth  of 
bread,  and  give  them  to  eat  ? 

38  He  saith  unto  them,  How  many  loaves  have  ye?  go  and  see. 
And  when  they  knew,  they  say,  Five,  and  two  fishes. 

39  And  he  commanded  them  to  make  all  sit  down  by  companies 
upon  the  green  grass. 

40  And  they  sat  down  in  ranks,  by  hundreds,  and  by  fifties. 

41  And  when  he  had  taken  the  five  loaves  and  the  two  fishes,  he 
looked  up  to  heaven,  and  blessed,  and  brake  the  loaves,  and  gave 
them  to  his  disciples  to  set  before  them;  and  the  two  fishes  divided  he 
among  them  all. 

42  And  they  did  all  eat,  and  were  filled. 

43  And  they  took  up  twelve  baskets  full  of  the  fragments,  and  of  the 
fishes. 

44  And  they  that  did  eat  of  the  loaves  were  about  five  thousand  men. 

45  And  straightway  he  constrained  his  disciples  to  get  into  the  ship, 
and  to  go  to  the  other  side  before  unto  Bethsaida,  while  he  sent  away 
the  people. 

46  And  when  he  had  sent  them  away,  he  departed  into  a  mountain 
to  pray. 

47  And  when  even  was  come,  the  ship  was  in  the  midst  of  the  sea, 
and  he  alone  on  the  land. 

48  And  he  saw  them  toiling  in  rowing;  for  the  wind  was  contrary 
unto  them:  and  about  the  fourth  watch  of  the  night  he  cometh  unto 
them,  walking  upon  the  sea,  and  would  have  passed  by  them. 

49  But  when  they  saw  him  walking  upon  the  sea,  they  supposed  it 
had  been  a  spirit,  and  cried  out: 

60  For  thev  all  saw  him,  and  were  troubled.  And  immediately 
he  talked  with  them,  and  saith  unto  them.  Be  of  good  cheer:  It  is  I; 
be  not  afraid. 

51  And  he  went  up  unto  them  into  the  ship;  and  the  wind  ceased: 
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and  they  were  sore  amazed  in  themselves  beyond  measure,  and 
wondered, 

52  For  they  considered  not  the  mirdcle  of  the  loaves:  for  their 
heart  was  hardened. 

53  And  when  they  had  passed  over,  they  came  into  the  land  of 
Gennesaret,  and  drew  to  tne  shore. 

54  And  when  they  were  come  out  of  the  ship,  straightway  they 
knew  him,^ 

55  And  ran  through  that  whole  region  round  about,  and  began  to 
carry  about  in  beds  those  that  were  sick,  where  they  heard  he  was. 

56  And  whithersoever  he  entered,  into  villages,  or  cities,  or  countir, 
they  laid  the  sick  in  the  streets,  and  besought  him  that  they  mignt 
touch  if  it  were  but  the  border  of  his  garment :  and  as  many  as  touched 
bJTTi  were  made  whole. 

Chapter  7 

1  The  Phari9ee8  find  fault  at  the  diadples  for  eatinq  with  unwashen  hande.  8  They  break  the  commandment  of 
God  by  ^e  tradittone  of  men.  14  Meatdeftleth  not  the  man.  24  He  healeth  the  Syrophenician  woman's  davi^ier 
of  an  undean  apiritt  31  and  one  that  woe  deaf,  and  stammered  in  his  speech. 


HEN  came  together  unto  him  the  Pharisees,  and  certain  of 
the  scribes,  which  came  from  Jerusalem. 

2  And  when  they  saw  some  of  his  disciples  eat  bread 
with  defiled,  that  is  to  say,  with  unwashen,  hands,  they  found 
fault. 

3  For  the  Pharisees,  and  all  the  Jews,  except  they  wash  their 
hands  oft,  eat  not,  holding  the  tradition  of  the  elders. 

4  And  when  they  come  from  the  market,  except  they  wash,  they 
eat  not.  And  many  other  things  there  be,  which  they  have  received 
to  hold,  as  the  washing  of  cups,  and  pots,  brasen  vessels,  and  of 
tables. 

5  Then  the  Pharisees  and  scribes  asked  him.  Why  walk  not  thy 
disciples  according  to  the  tradition  of  the  elders,  but  eat  bread  with 
unwashen  hands? 

6  He  answered  and  said  imto  them.  Well  hath  Esaias  prophesied 
of  you  hypocrites,  as  it  is  written.  This  people  honoureth  me  with  their 
lips,  but  their  heart  is  far  from  me.  ^ 

7  Howbeit  in  vain  do  they  worship  me,  teaching /or  doctrines  the 
commandments  of  men. 

8  For  laying  aside  the  commandment  of  God,  ye  hold  the  tradition 
of  men,  as  the  washing  of  pots  and  cups:  and  many  other  such  like 
things  ye  do. 

9  And  he  said  unto  them.  Full  well  ye  reject  the  commandment  of 
God,  that  ye  may  keep  your  own  tradition. 

10  For  Moses  said,  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother;  and. 
Whoso  curseth  father  or  mother,  let  him  die  the  death: 

11  But  ye  say.  If  a  man  shall  say  to  his  father  or  mother,  It  is

FACING  homeward  toward  Nazareth  once  more, 
Jesus  passed  through  Samaria,  the  land  of  the 
Samaritans,  the  people  anciently  brought  into  Pal- 
estine as  colonists  by  the  Assyrians.  The  Samaritans  were 
despised  by  the  Jews,  who  would  seldom  even  oonverae 
with  them.  But  the  love  of  Christ  extended  equally  to 
every  human  soul  without  regard  to  race  or  to  sex.  It 
was  through  a  woman  that  He  summoned  the  Samaritans 
to  hear  him,  a  woman  of  low  rank  and  evil  life. 

He  had  journeyed  northward  as  far  as  the  celebrated 
Well  of  Jacob,  so  often  referred  to  in  the  Old  Testament 
story.  Beside  this  well  Jesus  rested  in  quiet  meditation 
while  his  followers  went  to  secure  food  in  the  neighboring 
Samaritan  to\i'n  of  Svchar.  A  woman  of  the  town  came 
to  draw  water;  and  Jesus  spake  to  her,  asking  a  drink. 
Her  answer  was  one  of  surprise  that  He,  a  Jew,  should 
speak  to  her  at  all.  Then  Jesus  told  her  of  that  **living 
water"  which  He  came  to  give  to  all,  so  none  should  ever 
thirst  again.  He  showed  also  such  knowledge  of  the 
woman's  secret  life  and  sins,  that  she  cried  in  amaze  that 
He  was  a  prophet,  and  begged  Him  to  reveal  to  her  the 
deep   truths  of  existence. 
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Corban,  that  is  to  say,  a  gift,  by  whatsoever  thou  mightest  be  profited 
by  me;  he  shall  be  free. ^ 

12  And  ye  suffer  him  no  more  to  do  ought  for  his  father  or  his 
mother; 

13  Making  the  word  of  God  of  none  effect  through  vour  tradition, 
which  ye  have  delivered :  and  manv  such  like  things  do  ye. 

14  Tl  And  when  he  had  called  all  the  people  unto  hiniy  he  said  unto 
them.  Hearken  unto  me  every  one  of  you^  and  understand : 

15  There  is  nothing  from  without  a  man,  that  entering  into  him 
can  defile  him :  but  the  things  which  come  out  of  him,  those  are  they 
that  defile  the  man. 

16  If  any  man  have  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

17  And  when  he  was  entered  into  the  house  from  the  people,  his 
disciples  asked  him  concerning  the  parable. 

18  And  he  saith  unto  them.  Are  ye  so  without  understanding  also  ? 
Do  ye  not  perceive,  that  whatsoever  thing  from  without  entereth  into 
the  man,  tt  cannot  defile  him; 

19  Because  it  entereth  not  into  his  heart,  but  into  the  belly,  and 
goeth  out  into  the  draught,  purging  all  meats? 

20  And  he  said.  That  which  cometh  out  of  the  man,  that  defileth 
the  man. 

21  For  from  within,  out  of  the  heart  of  men,  proceed  evil  thoughts, 
adulteries,  fornications,  murders, 

22  Thefts,  covetousness,  wickedness,  deceit,  lasciviousness,  an 
evil  eye,  blasphemy,  pride,  foolishness: 

23  All  these  evil  thmgs  come  from  within,  and  defile  the  man. 

24  ^  And  from  thence  he  arose,  and  went  into  the  borders  of  Tyre 
and  Sidon,  and  entered  into  an  house,  and  would  have  no  man  know 
U:  but  he  could  not  be  hid. 

25  For  a  certain  woman,  whose  yoimg  daughter  had  an  unclean 
spirit,  heard  of  him,  and  came  and  fell  at  his  feet: 

26  The  woman  was  a  Greek,  a  Syrophenician  by  nation;  and 
she  besought  him  that  he  would  cast  forth  the  devil  out  of  her 
daughter. 

27  But  Jesus  said  unto  her,  Let  the  children  first  be  filled:  for  it 
is  not  meet  to  take  the  children's  bread,  and  to  cast  it  unto  the  dogs. 

28  And  she  answered  and  said  unto  him.  Yes,  Lord:  yet  the  dogs 
under  the  table  eat  of  the  children's  crumbs. 

29  And  he  said  unto  her.  For  this  saying  go  thy  way;  the  devil  is 
gone  out  of  thy  daughter. 

30  And  when  she  was  come  to  her  house,  she  found  the  devil  gone 
out,  and  her  daughter  laid  upon  the  bed. 

31  ^  And  again,  departing  from  the  coasts  of  Tyre  and  Sidon,  he 
came  unto  the  sea  ot  Galilee,  through  the  midst  of  the  coasts  of 
Decapolis. 

^For  tbe  meaning  of  this  vene,  see  the  similar  passage  and  note  In  Matthew,  15,  6. 
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'  33  And  they  bring  unto  him  one  that  was  deaf,  and  had  an  im- 

Eediment  in  his  speech;  and  they  beseech  him  to  put  his  hand  upon 
im. 

33  And  he  took  him  aside  from  the  multitude,  and  put  his  fingers 
into  his  ears,  and  he  spit,  and  touched  his  tongue; 

34  And  looking  up  to  heaven,  he  sighed,  and  saith  unto  him» 
Ephphatha,  that  is,  Be  opened. 

35  And  straightway  his  ears  were  opened,  and  the  string  of  his 
tongue  was  loosed,  and  he  spake  plain. 

36  And  he  charged  them  that  they  should  tell  no  man:  but  the 
more  he  charged  them,  so  much  the  more  a  great  deal  they  publish- 
ed it; 

37  And  were  beyond  measure  astonished,  saying,  He  hath  done  all 
thin^  well:  he  maketh  both  the  deaf  to  hear,  and  the  dumb  to 
speak. 

Ctiapter  8 

1  Christ  feeddh  ihs  people  miracuiouslv:  10  refumth  to  give  a  sign  to  the  Pharieeee:  14  admonitheth  hie  dieeipUt 
to  beware  of  the  leaven  of  the  Pharieees,  and  of  the  leaven  of  Herod:  22  giveth  a  blind  man  hie  sight:  27  odbnotof- 
edgeth  that  he  ia  the  Christ,  who  ehoum  suffer  and  rise  again:  34  and  exhorteth  to  patience  in  persecution  for  the 
profession  of  the  gospel. 

N  those  days  the  multitude  being  very  great,  and  having  noth- 
ing to  eat,  Jesus  called  his  disciples  unto  him^  and  saith  unto 
them, 

2  I  have  compassion  on  the  multitude,  because  they  have  now 
been  with  me  three  days,  and  have  nothing  to  eat: 

3  And  if  I  send  them  away  fasting  to  their  own  houses,  they,  will 
faint  by  the  way:  for  divers  of  them  came  from  far. 

4  And  his  disciples  answered  him.  From  whence  can  a  man  satisfy 
these  mm  With  bread  here  in  the  wilderness  ? 

5  And  he  asked  them.  How  many  loaves  have  ye?  And  they 
said,  Seven. 

6  And  he  commanded  the  people  to  sit  down  on  the  ground:  and 
he  took  the  seven  loaves,  and  gave  thanks,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  his 
disciples  to  set  before  them;  and  they  did  set  them  before  the  people. 

7  And  they  had  a  few  small  fishes:  and  he  blessed,  and  commanded 
to  set  them  also  before  them. 

8  So  they  did  eat,  and  were  filled :  and  they  took  up  of  the  broken 
meat  that  was  left  seven  baskets. 

9  And  they  that  had  eaten  were  about  four  thousand:  and  he  sent 
them  away. 

10  ^  And  straightway  he  entered  into  a  ship  with  his  disciples, 
and  came  into  the  parts  of  Dalmanutha. 

1 1  And  the  Phansees  came  forth,  and  began  to  question  with  him, 
seeking  of  him  a  sign  from  heaven,  tempting  him. 

12  And  he  sighed  deeply  in  his  spirit,  and  saith.  Why  doth  this 
generation  seek  after  a  sign  ?  verily  I  say  unto  you.  There  shall  no 
sign  be  given  imto  this  generation. 
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Come,  see  a  man,  which  told  me  all  things  that  ever 
I  did;  is  not  this  the  Christ  f* — John,  4,  29. 

IT  WAS  in  His  talk  to  the  Samaritan  woman  that 
Jesus  for  the  first  recorded  time  asserted  plainly 
that  He  was  the  long  looked  for  Messiah.  Other 
men  had  said  it,  the  Forerunner,  Andrew,  Philip,  doubt- 
less many  more;  but  Jesus  Himself  announced  it  to  this 
poor  despised  woman  of  another  race.  Moreover  He  bade 
her  go  summon  the  other  Samaritans  to  hear  Him  also. 
His  disciples,  returning,  saw  with  amasement  that  He 
was  speaking  to  a  woman,  and  such  a  woman!  But  when 
they  came  forward  offering  Him  food,  he  told  them,  **I 
have  meat  to  eat  that  ye  know  not  of."  Also  He  sur- 
prised them  by  declaring  that  now  the  harvest  was  ripe. 
They  understood  Him  not;  His  meat  and  His  harvest 
were  the  souls  <^  the  Samaritans. 

These  He  garnered;  for  the  woman  hastening  back  to 
Sychar  told  of  Him  so  amazingly,  so  eagerly,  that  crowds 
came  flocking  to  listen  to  Him;  and  after  two  days  they 
said  to  the  woman,  "Now  we  believe,  not  because  of  thy 
saying:  for  we  have  heard  him  ourselves,  and  know  that 
this  is  indeed  the  Christ,  the  Saviour  of  the  world.' 
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13  And  he  left  them,  and  entering  into  the  ship  again  departed  to 
the  other  side. 

14  ^  Now  the  disciples  had  forgotten  to  take  bread,  neither  had 
they  in  the  ship  with  them  more  man  one  loaf. 

15  And  he  cnarged  them,  saying.  Take  heed,  beware  of  the  leaven 
of  the  Pharisees,  and  of  the  leaven  of  Herod. 

16  And  they  reasoned  among  themselves,  saying.  It  is  because 
we  have  no  bread. 

17  And  when  Jesus  knew  ity  he  saith  unto  them.  Why  reason  ye, 
because  ye  have  no  bread  ?  perceive  ye  not  yet,  neither  imderstand  ? 
have  ye  your  heart  yet  hardened  ? 

18  Having  eyes,  see  ye  not  ?  and  having  ears,  hear  ye  not  ?  and  do 
ye  not  remember  ? 

19  When  I  brake  the  five  loaves  among  five  thousand,  how  many 
baskets  full  of  fragments  took  ye  up  ?     They  say  unto  him,Twelve. 

20  And  when  the  seven  among  four  thousand,  how  many  baskets 
full  of  fragments  took  ye  up?    And  they  said.  Seven. 

21  And  he  said  unto  them.  How  is  it  that  ye  do  not  imder- 
stand? 

22  ^  And  he  cometh  to  Bethsaida;  and  they  bring  a  blind  man 
imto  him,  and  besought  him  to  touch  him. 

23  And  he  took  the  blind  man  by  the  hand,  and  led  him  out  of  the 
town;  and  when  he  had  spit  on  his  eyes,  and  put  his  hands  upon  him, 
he  asked  him  if  he  saw  ought. 

24  And  he  looked  up,  and  said,  I  see  men  as  trees,  walking. 

25  After  that  he  put  his  hands  again  upon  his  eyes,  and  made  him 
look  up;  and  he  was  restored,  and  saw  every  man  clearly. 

26  And  he  sent  him  away  to  his  house,  saying,  Neither  go  into  the 
town,  nor  tell  it  to  any  in  the  town. 

27  ^  And  Jesus  went  out,  and  his  disciples,  into  the  towns  of 
Cesarea  Philippi:  and  by  the  way  he  asked  his  disciples,  saying  imto 
them.  Whom  ao  men  say  that  I  am? 

28  And  they  answered,  John  the  Baptist:  but  some  say^  Elias: 
and  others.  One  of  the  prophets. 

29  And  he  saith  unto  them.  But  whom  say  ye  that  I  am?  and 
Peter  answereth  and  saith  unto  him.  Thou  art  the  Christ. 

30  And  he  charged  them  that  they  should  tell  no  man  of 
him.* 

31  And  he  began  to  teach  them,  that  the  Son  of  man  must  suffer 
many  things,  and  be  rejected  of  the  elders,  and  of  the  chief  priests, 
and  scribes,  and  be  killed,  and  after  three  days  rise  again. 

32  And  he  spake  that  saying  openly.  And  Peter  took  him,  and 
began  to  rebuke  him. 

33  But  when  he  had  turned  about  and  looked  on  his  disciples,  he 
rebuked  Peter,  saying.  Get  thee  behind  me,  Satan :  for  thou  savourest 
not  the  things  that  be  of  God,  but  the  things  that  be  of  men. 
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34  ^  And  when  he  had  called  the  people  unto  him  with  his  disciples 
also,  he  said  imto  them.  Whosoever  will  come  after  me,  let  him  deny 
himself,  and  take  up  his  cross,  and  follow  me. 

35  For  whosoever  will  save  his  life  shall  lose  it;  but  whosoever 
shall  lose  his  life  for  my  sake  and  the  gospel's,  the  same  shall 
save  it. 

36  For  what  shall  it  profit  a  man,  if  he  shall  gain  the  whole  world, 
and  lose  his  own  soul  ? 

37  Or  what  shall  a  man  give  in  exchange  for  his  soul  ? 

38  Whosoever  therefore  shall  be  ashamed  of  me  and  of  my  words 
in  this  adulterous  and  sinful  generation;  of  him  also  shall  the  Son  of 
man  be  ashamed,  when  he  cometh  in  the  glory  of  his  Father  with  the 
holy  angels. 

Cfiopter  9 

2  JetUM  U  trantfiffured.  11  He  inMrudHh  hU  dixipiea  amuming  ike  coming  of  Eiia$:  14  caafeA  forth  a  dumb 
and  deaf  spirit:  30  foretelieth  hie  death  and  returrection:  33  exhorteih  hie  dUciwee  to  humHitif'  38  biddtng  Aem 
not  to  prohUfU  auch  at  be  not  oifoinat  them,  nor  to  give  offence  to  any  of  the  faithful. 

HND  he  said  unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  That  there  be 
some  of  them  that  stand  here,  which  shall  not  taste  of  death, 
till  they  have  seen  the  kingdom  of  God  come  with  power. 

2  ^  And  after  six  days  Jesus  taketh  vrith  him  Peter,  and  James, 
and  John,  and  leadeth  them  up  into  an  high  mountain  apart  by 
themselves:  and  he  was  transfigured  before  them. 

3  And  his  raiment  became  saining,  exceeding  white  as  snow;  so 
as  no  fuller  on  earth  can  white  them. 

4  And  there  appeared  unto  them  Elias  with  Moses;  and  they  were 
talking  with  Jesus. 

5  J^d  Peter  answered  and  said  to  Jesus,  Master,  it  is  good  for  us 
to  be  here:  and  let  us  make  three  tabernacles;  one  for  thee,  and  one 
for  Moses,  and  one  for  Elias. 

6  For  he  wist  not  what  to  say;  for  they  were  sore  afraid. 

7  And  there  was  a  cloud  that  overshadowed  them:  and  a  voice 
came  out  of  the  cloud,  saying.  This  is  my  beloved  Son:  heat 
him. 

8  And  suddenly,  when  they  had  looked  round  about,  they  saw  no 
man  any  more,  save  Jesus  only  with  themselves. 

9  And  as  they  came  down  from  the  moimtain,  he  charged  them 
that  they  should  tell  no  man  what  things  they  had  seen,  till  the  Sod 
of  man  were  risen  from  the  dead. 

10  And  they  kept  that  saving  with  themselves,  questioning  one 
with  another  what  the  rising  from  the  dead  should  mean. 

11  ^  And  they  asked  him,  saying.  Why  say  the  scribes  that  Elias 
must  first  come  ? 

12  And  he  answered  and  told  them,  Elias  verily  cometh  first,  and 
restoreth  all  things;  and  how  it  is  written  of  the  Son  of  man,  that  he 
must  suffer  many  things,  and  be  set  at  nought*

"The  nobleman  gaiih  unto  him^  Sir,  come  down  ere  my 
child  dier—John,  4,  49. 

THUS,  preaching  and  teaching  as  He  went,  came 
Jesufl  home  to  Galilee.  He  had  left  there  almost 
unknown;  He  came  bade  in  a  whiii  of  fame. 
Many  Galileans  had  been  at  the  passover  in  Jerusalem 
and  had  told  their  neighbors  of  the  wondrous  miracles 
Jesus  had  performed,  the  wondrous  words  He  spake. 
The  whole  land  was  wild  to  see,  to  hear,  and  above  all, 
to  be  rescued  from  their  infirmities  by  His  miracles.  The 
rumor  that  He  was  coming  sped  ahead  of  Him  along  the 
roads.  He  had  only  reached  to  Cana,  the  scene  of  His  first 
miracle,  when,  from  Capernaum,  the  chief  town  of  the 
region,  still  half  a  day's  journey  away,  there  came  to  Him 
one  of  the  leading  men  of  the  city,  entreating  Jesus  to  save 
his  son  who  lay  dying  at  home. 

Met  thus  at  the  very  threshold  of  His  own  land,  Jesus 
rebuked  the  man  gently;  for  His  mission  was  not  to  save 
the  bodies  of  men,  but  their  souls.     Mournfully,  He  com- 
mented, "Except  ye  see  signs  and  wonders,  ye  will  not 
believe."     Yet  when  the  father  persisted,  Jesus  bade  him 
"€ro  thy  way;  thy  son  liveth."     The  man  believed  the 
words  so  calmly  spoken,  and  returned  rejoicing  to  Caper- 
naum, where  he  found  the  miracle  indeed  accom- 
plished; "and    himself    believed,  and    his 
whole  house/'     Thus  began  the  work 
of  Jesus  in  Galilee. 
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13  But  I  say  unto  you.  That  Elias  is  indeed  come,  and  they 
have  done  unto  him  whatsoever  they  listed,  as  it  is  written  of 
him. 

14  And  when  he  came  to  his  disciples,  he  saw  a  great  multitude 
about  them,  and  the  scribes  questioning  with  them. 

15  And  straightway  all  the  people,  when  they  beheld  him,  were 
greatly  amazed,  and  running  to  him  saluted  him. 

16  And  he  asked  the  scrioes.  What  question  ye  with  them? 

17  And  one  of  the  multitude  answered  and  said.  Master,  I  have 
brought  imto  thee  my  son,  which  hath  a  dumb  spirit: 

18  And  wheresoever  he  taketh  him,  he  teareth  him:  and  he  foameth, 
and  gnasheth  with  his  teeth,  and  pineth  away:  and  I  spake  to  thy 
disciples  that  they  should  cast  him  out;  and  they  could  not. 

19  He  answereth  him,  and  saith,  O  faithless  generation,  how  long 
shall  I  be  with  you  ?  how  long  shall  I  suffer  you  ?  bring  him  unto 
me. 

20  And  they  brought  him  unto  him :  and  when  he  saw  him,  straight- 
way the  spirit  tare  him;  and  he  fell  on  the  ground,  and  wallowed 
foaming. 

21  And  he  asked  his  father.  How  long  is  it  ago  since  this  came  imto 
him  ?     And  he  said.  Of  a  child. 

22  And  ofttimes  it  hath  cast  him  into  the  fire,  and  into  the  waters, 
to  destroy  him:  but  if  thou  canst  do  anything,  have  compassion  on 
usy  and  help  us. 

23  Jesus  said  unto  him,  If  thou  canst  believe,  all  things  are  possible 
to  him  that  believeth.^ 

24  And  straightway  the  father  of  the  child  cried  out,  and  said  with 
tears.  Lord,  I  believe;  help  thou  mine  unbelief. 

25  When  Jesus  saw  tnat  the  people  came  running  together, 
he  rebuked  the  foul  spirit,  saying  unto  him.  Thou  duimb  and  deaf 
spirit,  I  charge  thee,  come  out  of  him,  and  enter  no  more  into 
him. 

26  And  the  spirit  cried,  and  rent  him  sore,  and  came  out  of 
him:  and  he  was  as  one  dead;  insomuch  that  many  said,  He  is 
dead. 

27  But  Jesus  took  him  by  the  hand,  and  lifted  him  up;  and  he 
arose. 

28  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  house,  his  disciples  asked  him 
privately.  Why  could  not  we  cast  him  out? 

29  And  he  said  unto  them.  This  kind  can  come  forth  by  nothing, 
but  by  prayer  and  fasting.^ 

30  Tf  And  they  departed  thence,  and  passed  through  Galilee;  and 
he  would  not  that  any  man  should  know  it 

31  For  he  taught  his  disciples,  and  said  unto  them.  The  Son  of  man

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is  delivered  into  the  hands  of  men,  and  they  shall  kill  him;  and  after 
that  he  is  killed,  he  shall  rise  the  third  day. 

32  But  they  understood  not  that  saying,  and  were  afraid  to  ask  him. 

33  ^  And  he  came  to  Capernaum :  and  being  in  the  house  he 
asked  them.  What  was  it  that  ye  disputed  among  yourselves  by  the  way  ? 

34  But  they  held  their  peace:  tor  by  the  way  they  had  disputed 
among  themselves,  who  should  be  the  greatest.* 

35  And  he  sat  down,  and  called  the  twelve,  and  saith  unto  them.  If 
any  man  desire  to  be  first,  the  same  shall  be  last  of  all,and  servant  of  all. 

36  And  he  took  a  child,  and  set  him  in  the  midst  of  them :  and  when 
he  had  taken  him  in  his  arms,  he  said  unto  them, 

37  Whosoever  shall  receive  one  of  such  children  in  my  name, 
receiveth  me:  and  whosoever  shall  receive  me,  receiveth  not  me,  but 
him  that  sent  me. 

38  ^  And  John  answered  him,  saying.  Master,  we  saw  one  casting 
out  devils  in  thy  name,  and  he  foUowetn  not  us:  and  we  forbad  him, 
because  he  followeth  not  us. 

39  But  Jesus  said.  Forbid  him  not :  for  there  is  no  man  which  shall 
do  a  miracle  in  my  name,  that  can  lighUy  speak  evil  of  me. 

40  For  he  that  is  not  against  us  is  on  our  part. 

41  For  whosoever  shall  give  you  a  cup  of  water  to  drink  in  my 
name,  because  ye  belong  to  Christ,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he  shall  not 
lose  his  reward. 

42  And  whosoever  shall  offend  one  of  these  little  ones  that  believe 
in  me,  it  is  better  for  him  that  a  millstone  were  hanged  about  his 
neck,  and  he  were  cast  into  the  sea.* 

43  And  if  thy  hand  offend  thee,  cut  it  off:  it  is  better  for  thee  to 
enter  into  life  maimed,  than  having  two  hands  to  go  into  hell,  into  the 
fire  that  never  shall  be  quenched: 

44  Where  their  worm  aieth  not,  and  the  fire  is  not  quenched.' 

45  And  if  thy  foot  offend  thee,  cut  it  off:  it  is  better  for  thee  to 
enter  halt  into  life,  than  having  two  feet  to  be  cast  into  hell,  into  the 
fire  that  never  shall  be  quenched: 

46  Where  their  worm  dieth  not,  and  the  fire  is  not  quenched. 

47  And  if  thine  eye  offend  thee  pluck  it  out :  it  is  better  for  thee  to 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God  witn  one  eye,  than  having  two  eyes  to 
be  cast  into  hell  fire: 

48  Where  their  worm  dieth  not,  and  the  fire  is  not  quenched. 

49  For  every  one  shall  be  salted  with  fire,  and  every  sacrifice  shall 
be  salted  with  salt.* 

50  Salt  is  good;  but  if  the  salt  have  lost  his  saltness,  wherewith 
will  ve  season  it  ?  Have  salt  in  yourselves,  and  have  peace  one  with 
another.

**And  he  came  to  Naanreih^  where  he  had  been  hfoughi 
up:  andj  as  his  custom  vms,  he  ioctU  into  the  synagogue  on 
the  sabbath-day^  and  stood  up  for  to  read" — Luke^  i*  16. 

OF  THE  exact  order  of  the  eventB  in  GalQee,  we 
caniiDt  be  sure.  Many  diflPeient  inddents  of  this 
'  are  told  bv  the  Evangelists;  and  there  is 
little  evidence  to  establish  their  chronological  succession. 
Very  early  in  the  period,  perhaps  immediately  on  His 
arrival,  came  His  sermon  at  Nazareth,  of  whidl  Luke 
tells. 

Jesus  entered  the  synagogue  on  the  Sabbath,  and 
**  stood  up  for  to  read."  It  was  customary  for  the  priest 
to  summon  readers  from  the  congregation,  so  probably 
Jesus,  the  townsman  of  whom  all  men  spake,  was  thus 
summoned.  He  read  a  passage  from  Isaiah  saying  that 
God  had  sent  one  to  preadi  to  the  poor  and  rescue  the 
perishing.  Then,  putting  away  the  book  Jesus  sat  down 
to  discourse,  while  all  men  watched  Him  eageriy.  In 
His  very  first  words  He  announced  Himself:  **This  day 
is  this  scripture  fulfilled  in  your  ears."  He  spake  so 
wondrously,  so  graciously,  that  they  were  amazed.  Could 
this  really  be  the  man  they  had  known  all  their  lives? 
**Is  not  this  Joseph*s  son.'"  they  asked.  His  ascendency 
over  them  seemed  for  the  moment  complete. 
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Chapter  10 

3  Chrid  dUputdh  wWt  the  PharUuM  tottdiing  divorcement:  13  hlesteih  the  children  that  are  brouqht  unto  him: 
17  resolveth  a  rich  man  how  he  may  inherit  life  everlasting:  23  telleth  his  disciples  of  the  danger  of  riches:  28  prom- 
isetk  rewards  to  them  that  forsake  any  thing  for  the  pospet:  32  fortelleth  tiis  death  and  resurrection:  35  tfiddeth  the 
two  ambitious  suitors  to  thtnk  rather  of  suffering  witn  him:  46  and  restoreth  to  Bartimeus  his  sight. 

ND  he  arose  from  thence,  and  cometh  into  the  coasts  of 
Judea  by  the  farther  side  of  Jordan :  and  the  people  resort  unto 
him  again;  and,  as  he  was  wont,  he  taught  them  again. 

2  ^  And  the  Pharisees  came  to  him,  and  asked  him,  Is  it  lawful 
for  a  man  to  put  away  his  wife  ?  tempting  him. 

3  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  tnem,  What  did  Moses  command 
you  ? 

4  And  they  said,  Moses  suffered  to  write  a  bill  of  divorcement,  and 
to  put  her  away. 

5  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  For  the  hardness  of' 
your  heart  he  wrote  you  this  precept. 

6  But  from  the  beginning  of  the  creation  God  made  them  male 
and  female. 

7  For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  his  father  and  mother,  and 
cleave  to  his  wife; 

8  And  they  twain  shall  be  one  flesh:  so  then  they  are  no  more 
twain,  but  one  flesh. 

9  What  therefore  God  hath  joined  together,  let  not  man  put 
asunder. 

10  And  in  the  house  his  disciples  asked  him  again  of  the  same 
matter. 

11  And  he  saith  unto  them.  Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wdfe, 
and  marry  another,  committeth  adultery  against  ner. 

12  And  if  a  woman  shall  put  aw*ay  her  husband,  and  be  married 
to  another,  she  committeth  adultery. 

13  ^  And  thev  brought  young  children  to  him,  that  he  should 
touch  them:  and  his  disciples  rebuked  those  that  brought  them. 

14  But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much  displeased,  and  said  unto 
them.  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not : 
for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 

15  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom 
of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein. 

16  And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his  hands  upon  them, 
and  blessed  them. 

17  ^  And  when  he  was  gone  forth  into  the  way,  there  came  one 
running,  and  kneeled  to  him,  and  asked  him.  Good  Master,  what 
shall  I  do  that  I  may  inherit  eternal  life.^ 

18  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Why  callest  thou  me  good?  there  is 
none  good  but  one,  that  iSy  God. 

19  Thou  knowest  the  commandments.  Do  not  commit  adultery. 
Do  not  kill.  Do  not  steal.  Do  not  bear  false  witness.  Defraud  not. 
Honour  thy  father  and  mother. 
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20  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Master,  all  these  have  I 
observed  from  my  youth. 

21  Then  Jesus  beholding  him  loved  him,  and  said  unto  him.  One 
thing  thou  lackest:  go  thy  way,  sell  whatsoever  thou  hast,  and  give 
to  the  poor,  and  thou  shalt  have  treasure  in  heaven :  and  come,  take 
up  the  cross,  and  follow  me. 

22  And  he  was  sad  at  that  saying,  and  went  away  grieved:  for  he 
had  great  possessions. 

23  ^  And  Jesus  looked  round  about,  and  saith  unto  his  disciples. 
How  hardly  shall  they  that  have  riches  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God ! 

24  And  the  disciples  were  astonished  at  his  words.  But  Jesus 
answereth  again,  and  saith  unto  them.  Children,  how  hard  is  it  for 
them  that  trust  in  riches  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God. 

25  It  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go  through  the  eye  of  a  needle,  than 
for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God. 

26  And  thev  were  astonished  out  of  measure,  saying  among  them- 
selves. Who  then  can  be  saved  ? 

27  And  Jesus  looking  upon  them  saith.  With  men  it  is  impossible, 
but  not  with  God :  for  with  God  all  thiuM  are  possible. 

28  Tf  Then  Peter  began  to  say  unto  him,  Lo,  we  have  left  all,  and 
have  followed  thee. 

29  And  Jesus  answered  and  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  There  is 
no  man  that  hath  left  house,  or  brethren,  or  sisters,  or  father,  or 
mother,  or  wife,  or  children,  or  lands,  for  my  sake,  and  the  gospeFs,^ 

30  But  he  shall  receive  an  hundredfold  now  in  this  time,  houses, 
and  brethren,  and  sisters,  and  mothers,  and  children,  and  lands,  with 
persecutions;  and  in  the  world  to  come  eternal  life. 

31  But  many  that  are  first  shall  be  last;  and  the  last  first. 

32  If  And  they  were  in  the  way  going  up  to  Jerusalem;  and  Jesus 
went  before  them:  and  they  were  amazed;  and  as  they  followed,  they 
were  afraid.  And  he  took  again  the  twelve,  and  began  to  tell  them 
what  things  should  happen  unto  him, 

33  Sayinqy  Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem;  and  the  Son  of  man 
shall  be  delivered  unto  the  chief  priests,  and  unto  the  scribes;  and 
they  shall  condemn  him  to  death,  and  shall  deliver  him  to  the  Gen- 
tiles : 

34  And  they  shall  mock  him,  and  shall  scourge  him,  and  shall  spit 
upon  him,  and  shall  kill  him:  and  the  third  day  he  shall  rise  again. 

35  ^  And  James  and  John,  the  sons  of  Zebedee,  come  unto  nim, 
saying.  Master,  we  would  that  thou  shouldest  do  for  us  whatsoever 
we  shall  desire. 

36  And  he  said  unto  them,  What  would  ye  that  I  should  do  for  you  ? 

37  Thev  said  unto  him.  Grant  unto  us  that  we  may  sit,  one  on  thy 
right  hand,  and  the  other  on  thy  left  hand,  in  thy  glory. 

38  But  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Ye  know  not  what  ye  ask:  can  ye

THAT  first  sermoii  of  Jesus  to  His  own  townfolk, 
did  not  dose  as  winninglj  as  it  began.  Jesus 
knew  the  heart  of  these  people,  knew  their  selfish 
desire  to  profit  by  His  greatness.  So  He  warned  them 
that  His  miraculous  powers  were  not  to  be  exerted  for 
them.  He  would  neither  bring  them  into  worldly  honor 
nor  cure  their  sick.  At  this  they  rose  against  Him  in 
tumultuous  anger.  They  hustled  Him  out  from  the 
synagogue.  Then,  their  wrath  increasing  with  its  expres- 
sion, they  haled  Him  to  the  top  of  a  diff  beyond  the  town, 
meaning  to  cast  Him  from  the  edge  and  slay  Him.  "  But 
he  passing  through  the  midst  of  them  went  his  way." 

Thus  the  first  persecution  which  broke  out  openly 
against  the  Christ,  was  in  His  own  native  town.  It  was 
an  example  of  the  way  other  men  were  to  rage  against 
Him  when  He  crossed  their  evil  desires.  As  Jesus  sadly 
said  to  the  Nazarines  in  His  sermon,  "No  prophet  is 
accepted  in  his  own  country.'* 
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drink  of  the  cup  that  I  drink  of  ?  and  be  baptized  with  the  baptism 
that  I  am  baptized  with  ? 

39  And  they  said  unto  him,  We  can.  And  Jesus  said  unto  them. 
Ye  shall  indeed  drink  of  the  cup  that  I  drink  of;  and  with  the  baptism 
that  I  am  baptized  withal  shall  ye  be  baptized: 

40  But  to  sit  on  my  right  hand  and  on  my  left  hand  is  not  mine  to 
give;  but  it  shaU  he  given  to  them  for  whom  it  is  prepared. 

41  And  when  the  ten  heard  t/,  they  began  to  be  much  displeased 
with  James  and  John. 

42  But  Jesus  called  them  to  hirriy  and  saith  unto  them,  Ye  know 
that  they  which  are  accounted  to  rule  over  the  Gentiles  exercise  lord- 
ship over  them:  and  their  great  ones  exercise  authority  upon  them. 

43  But  so  shall  it  not  be  among  you:  but  whosoever  will  be  great 
among  you,  shall  be  your  minister: 

44  And  whosoever  of  you  will  be  the  chiefest,  shall  be  servant  of  all. 

45  For  even  the  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but 
to  minister*  and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many. 

46  Tf  And  they  came  to  Jericho :  and  as  he  went  out  of  Jericho  with 
his  disciples  and  a  great  number  of  people,  blind  Bartimseus,  the  son 
of  Timeus,  sat  by  the  highway  side  begging. 

47  And  when  he  heard  that  it  was  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  he  began  to 
cry  out,  and  say,  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me. 

48  And  many  charged  him  that  he  should  hold  his  peace:  but  he 
cried  the  more  a  great  deal.  Thou  Son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me. 

49  And  Jesus  stood  still,  and  commanded  him  to  be  called.  And 
they  call  the  blind  man,  saying  imto  him.  Be  of  good  comfort,  rise; 
he  calleth  thee. 

50  And  he,  casting  away  his  garment,  rose,  and  came  to  Jesus. 

51  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him.  What  wilt  thou  that  I 
should  do  imto  thee.^^  The  blind  man  said  imto  him.  Lord,  that  I 
might  receive  my  sight. 

52  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Go  thy  way;  thy  faith  hath  made  thee 
whole.  And  immediately  he  received  his  sight,  and  followed  Jesus 
in  the  way. 

Chapter  U 

1  Chriii  rideOt  vriih  triumjih  into  Jerusalem:  12  curaeth  the  fniiaesa  leafy  tree:  15  puraeth  the  temple:  20  exhorieth 
hie  discipUe  to  etedfaetnesa  of  faith,  and  to  forgive  their  enemiee:  27  and  defendeUi  toe  lawfiUneea  of  hie  actione,^ 
by  the  wUneea  of  John,  v^  woe  a  fnan  eerU  of  God. 

D  when  they  came  nigh  to  Jerusalem,  unto  Bethphage  and 
Bethany,  at  the  moimt  of  Olives,  he  sendeth  forth  two  of  his 
disciples, 

2  And  saith  unto  them.  Go  your  way  into  the  vill^e  over  against 
you:  and  as  soon  as  ye  be  entered  into  it,  ye  shall  find  a  colt  tied, 
whereon  never  man  sat;  loose  him,  and  bring  him. 

3  And  if  any  man  say  unto  you.  Why  do  ye  this  ?  sav  ye  that  the 
Lord  hath  need  of  him;  and  straightway  he  will  send  him  hither. 
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4  And  they  went  their  way,  and  found  the  colt  tied  by  the  door 
without  in  a  place  where  two  ways  met;  and  they  loose  him. 

5  And  certain  of  them  that  stood  there  said  unto  them.  What  do 
ye,  loosing  the  colt  ? 

6  And  they  said  unto  them  even  as  Jesus  had  conunanded:  and 
they  let  them  go. 

7  And  they  t>rought  the  colt  to  Jesus,  and  cast  their  garments  on 
him;  and  he  sat  upon  him. 

8  And  many  spread  their  garments  in  the  way :  and  others  cut  down 
branches  off  the  trees,  and  strawed  them  in  the  way. 

9  And  they  that  went  before,  and  they  that  followed,  cried,  saying, 
Hosanna;  Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

10  Blessed  be  the  kingdom  of  our  father  David,  that  cometh  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord:  Hosanna  in  the  highest. 

11  And  Jesus  entered  into  Jerusalem,  and  into  the  temple:  and 
when  he  had  looked  round  about  upon  all  things,  and  now  the  even- 
tide was  come,  he  went  out  unto  Bethany  with  the  twelve. 

12  ^  And  on  the  morrow,  when  they  were  come  from  Bethany,  he 
was  hungry: 

13  And  seeing  a  fig  tree  afar  off  having  leaves,  he  came,  if  haply 
h6  might  find  any  thmg  thereon:  and  when  he  came  to  it,  he  found 
nothing  but  leaves;  for  the  time  of  figs  was  not  yet. 

14  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  it.  No  man  eat  fruit  of  thee 
hereafter  for  ever.     And  his  disciples  heard  it 

15  •[  And  they  come  to  Jerusalem :  and  Jesus  went  into  the  temple, 
and  began  to  cast  out  them  that  sold  and  bought  in  the  temple,  and 
overthrew  the  tables  of  the  moneychangers,  and  the  seats  of  them  that 
sold  doves; 

16  And  would  not  suffer  that  any  man  should  carry  any  vessel 
through  the  temple. 

17  And  he  taught,  saying  unto  them,  Is  it  not  written.  My  house 
shall  be  called  of  all  nations  the  house  of  prayer  ?  but  ye  have  made 
it  a  den  of  thieves. 

18  And  the  scribes  and  chief  priests  heard  ity  and  sought  how  they 
might  destroy  him;  for  they  feared  him,  because  all  the  people  were 
astonished  at  his  doctrine. 

19  And  when  even  was  come,  he  went  out  of  the  city. 

20  ^  And  in  the  morning,  as  they  passed  by,  they  saw  the  fig  tree 
dried  up  from  the  roots. 

21  And  Peter  calling,  to  remembrance  saith  unto  him.  Master, 
behold,  the  fig  tree  which  thou  cursedst  is  withered  away. 

22  And  Jesus  answering  saith  unto  them,  Have  faith  in  God. 

23  For  verily  I  say  unto  you.  That  whosoever  shall  say  unto  this 
mountain.  Be  thou  removed,  and  be  thou  cast  into  the  sea;  and  shall 
not  doubt  in  his  heart,  but  shall  believe  that  those  things  which  he 
saith  shall  come  to  pass;  he  shall  have  whatsoever  he  saitn. 
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And  they  beckoned  unto  their  partners^  which  were  in 
the  other  ship,  that  they  should  come  and  help  them.  And 
they  cams,  and  filled  both  the  ships,  so  that  they  began  to 
sinJc" — Luke,  5,  7. 

DRIVEN  from  Nazareth,  Jesus  established  His 
headquarters  at  Capernaum,  the  dtj  built  by 
the  Romans  on  the  shores  of  the  lake  or  ''sea"  of 
Galilee.  Here  He  continued  preaching  to  the  people; 
and  nearby,  on  the  shores  of  the  lake.  He  formally  sum- 
moned His  chief  apostles  to  unite  their  lives  with  His,  and 
take  up  His  mission.  He  had  stepped  into  a  boat,  and 
drawn  a  little  way  from  shore  that  the  crowd  of  listeners 
might  press  less  close  and  better  hear.  The  boatman 
was  His  former  follower  Simon,  whom  He  had  renamed 
Peter.  Peter  and  his  brother  Andrew  had  apparently 
not  accompanied  Christ  to  Jerusalem,  and  had  as  yet  but 
little  conception  of  His  real  overshadowing  magnitude 
in  the  world. 

Having  finished  preaching,  Jesus  bade  Andrew  and 
Simon  cast  their  nets  for  fish.  They  had  been  doing  this 
all  through  the  night  without  success;  and  now  worn  and 
sleepy-eyed,  they  protested,  yet  finally  obeyed.  At  once 
the  nets  were  so  loaded  with  fish,  the  men  could  not  haul 
them  in.  They  shouted  to  their  friends  for  help;  and  many 
hands  with  united  strength  drew  in  the  miraculous  draft. 
Perhaps  no  other  wonder  could  have  so  impressed  these 
fishermen,  who  knew  that  no  such  weight  or  multitude 
of  fish  had  ever  been  in  Galilee  before.  There- 
fore they  fell  down  and  worshipped 
Christ  as  God. 
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24  Therefore  I  say  unto  you.  What  things  soever  ye  desire,  when 
ye  pray,  believe  that  ye  receive  them,  and  ye  shall  have  them. 

25  And  when  ye  stand  praying,  forgive,  if  ye  have  ought  against 
any:  that  your  Father  also  which  is  in  heaven  may  forgive  you  your 
trespasses. 

26  But  if  ye  do  not  forgive,  neither  will  your  Father  which  is  in 
heaven  forrive  your  trespasses.^ 

27  ^  And  they  come  again  to  Jerusalem :  and  as  he  was  walking 
in  the  temple,  there  come  to  him  the  chief  priests,  and  the  scribes,  ana 
the  elders, 

28  And  say  unto  him,  By  what  authority  doest  thou  these  things  ? 
and  who  gave  thee  this  authority  to  do  these  things? 

29  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  will  also  ask  of  you 
one  question,  and  answer  me,  and  I  will  tell  you  by  what  authority 
I  do  these  thin^. 

30  The  baptism  of  John,  was  it  from  heaven,  or  of  men  ?  answer  me. 

31  And  they  reasoned  with  themselves,  saying.  If  we  shall  say. 
From  heaven;  he  will  say.  Why  then  did  ye  not  believe  him? 

32  But  if  we  shall  say.  Of  men;  they  feared  the  people:  for  all  men 
counted  John,  that  he  was  a  prophet  mdeed. 

33  And  they  answered  and  said  unto  Jesus,  We  cannot  tell.  And 
Jesus  answermg  saith  unto  them,  Neither  do  I  tell  you  by  what 
authority  I  do  these  things. 

Chapter  12 

I  In  a  pardbU  of  (he  vineyard  let  out  to  unthankful  huabandmen,  Christ  fortellelh  the  reprobation  of  the  Jews,  and 
Vie  eaUtng  of  the  Gentiles.  13  He  avoideth  the  snare  of  ilie  Pharisees  and  Herodians  aboiit  paying  tribute  to  Ccesar: 
18  convinceth  the  error  of  the  Sadducees,  who  denied  the  resurrection:  28  re^veth  Uie  scribe,  who  questioned  of  the 
firM  commandment:  35  refuteth  the  opinion  that  the  scribes  held  of  Christ:  38  bidding  the  people  to  beware  of 
Vieir  ambitiim  and  hypocrisy:  41  and  commendeth  the  poor  widow  for  her  two  mitfis,  above  all, 

ND  he  began  to  speak  unto  them  by  parables.     A  certain  man 
planted  a  vineyard,  and  set  an  hedge  about  itj  and  digged  a 

place  for  the  winefat,  and  built  a  tower,  and  let  it  out  to 

husbanomen,  and  went  into  a  far  country. 

2  And  at  the  season  he  sent  to  the  husbandmen  a  servant,  that  he 
might  receive  from  the  husbandmen  of  the  fruit  of  the  vineyard. 

3  And  they  caught  him,  and  beat  him,  and  sent  him  away  empty. 

4  And  again  he  sent  unto  them  another  servant;  and  at  him  tney 
cast  stones,  and  woimded  him  in  the  head,  and  sent  him  away  shame- 
fully handled. 

5  And  again  he  sent  another;  and  him  they  killed,  and  many  others; 
beating  some,  and  killing  some. 

6  mtving  yet  therefore  one  son,  his  wellbeloved,  he  sent  him  also 
last  unto  them,  saying.  They  will  reverence  my  son. 

7  But  those  husbandmen  said  among  themselves.  This  is  the  heir; 
come,  let  us  kill  him,  and  the  inheritance  shall  be  ours. 

»Thi8  verse  Is  omitted  in  the  Revised  Version. 
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8  And  they  took  him,  and  killed  him^  and  cast  him  out  of  the 
vineyard. 

9  What  shall  therefore  the  lord  of  the  vineyard  do  ?  he  will  come  and 
destroy  the  husbandmen,  and  will  give  the  vineyard  unto  others. 

10  And  have  ye  not  read  this  scripture;  The  stone  which  the 
builders  rejected  is  become  the  head  of  the  corner:^ 

11  This  was  the  Lord's  doing,  and  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes.^ 

12  And  they  sought  to  lay  hold  on  him,  but  feared  the  people:  for 
they  knew  that  he  had  spoken  the  parable  against  them:  and  they 
left  him,  and  went  their  way. 

13  ^  And  they  send  unto  him  certain  of  the  Pharisees  and  of  the 
Hevodians,  to  catch  him  in  his  words. 

14  And  when  they  were  come,  they  say  unto  him.  Master,  we  know 
that  thou  art  true,  and  carest  for  no  man:  for  thou  regardest  not  the 
person  of  men,  but  teachest  the  way  of  God  in  truth:  Is  it  lawful  to 
give  tribute  to  Ctesar,  or  not  ? 

15  Shall  we  give,  or  shall  we  not  give?  But  he,  knowing  their 
hypocrisy,  said  unto  them.  Why  tempt  ye  me?  bring  me  a  penny, 
that  I  may  see  it. 

16  And  they  brought  it.  And  he  saith  unto  them.  Whose  is  this 
image  and  superscription?     And  they  said  unto  him,  Caesar's. 

17  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  them.  Render  to  Caesar  the  things 
that  are  Caesar's,  and  to  God  the  things  that  are  God's.  And  they 
marvelled  at  him. 

18  ^  Then  come  unto  him  the  Sadducees,  which  say  there  is  no 
resurrection;  and  they  asked  him,  saying, 

19  Master,  Moses  wrote  unto  us,  If  a  man's  brother  die,  and  leave 
his  wife  behind  fern,  and  leave  no  children,  that  his  brother  should 
take  his  wife,  and  raise  up  seed  unto  his  brother. 

20  Now  there  were  seven  brethren:  and  the  first  took  a  wife,  and 
dying  left  no  seed. 

21  And  the  second  took  her,  and  died,  neither  left  he  any  seed: 
and  the  third  likewise. 

22  And  the  seven  had  her,  and  left  no  seed :  last  of  all  the  woman 
died  also. 

23  In  the  resurrection  therefore,  when  they  shall  rise,  whose  wife 
shall  she  be  of  them  ?  for  the  seven  had  her  to  wife. 

24  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  them,  Do  ye  not  therefore  err, 
because  ye  know  not  the  scriptures,  neither  the  power  of  God  ? 

25  For  when  they  shall  rise  from  the  dead,  they  neither  marry,  nor 
are  given  in  marriage;  but  are  as  the  angels  which  are  in  heaven. 

26  And  as  touchmg  the  dead,  that  they  rise:  have  ye  not  read  in 
the  book  of  Moses,  how  in  the  bush  God  spake  unto  him,  saying,  I 
am  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of 
Jacob  ? 

iPsalma  118.  22  and  23. 
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"And  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Came  ye  after  me,  and  I 
loiU  make  you  to  become  fishers  of  men** — Mark,  1,  17, 

NOT  merely  to  impress  His  former  friends,  had 
Jesus  performed  the  miracle  of  the  fish-nets. 
He  had  resolved  that  four  of  these  fishermen  were 
to  be  among  the  chief  of  His  disciples,  leaders  of  the 
twelve  apostles  who  were  to  govern  His  Church  after  the 
Redemption  was  accomplished.  Hence  He  meant  now 
that  they  should  abandon  all  other  work,  to  follow  Him 
and  learn  from  Him.     Hence  the  miracle. 

So  impressed  was  Peter,  ever  the  foremost  and  most 
impulsive  of  the  group,  that  "he  fell  down  at  Jesus*  knees, 
saying.  Depart  from  me;  for  I  am  a  sinful  man,  O  Lord." 
But  Jesus  raised  him  up  and  said  "Fear  not;  from  hence- 
forth thou  shalt  catch  men."  Then  from  among  the 
crowding  fisherfolk  He  selected  four,  Peter  and  hb  brother 
Andrew,  and  two  other  brothers,  James  and  John,  the 
sons  of  Zebedee.  John,  at  least,  had  probably  listened 
to  Him  before;  he  was  the  writer  of  the  Grospel,  a  mere 
youth  at  this  time,  but  so  devoted  to  the  Master  that  he 
grew  to  be  the  best  beloved  of  all  the  disciples,  the  "apostle 
of  love,"  as  Peter  was  the  "apostle  of  power."  To  these 
four  Jesus  explained  His  doctrines  and  something  of  the 
future  before  them;  they  were  to  gather  multitudes  into 
the  faith,  to  become  "fishers  of  men. 
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27  He  is  not  the  God  of  the  dead,  but  the  God  of  the  living:  ye 
therefore  do  greatly  err. 

28  If  And  one  of  the  scribes  came,  and  having  heard  them  reasoning 
together,  and  perceiving  that  he  had  answered  them  well,  asked  him, 
WTiich  is  the  nrst  commandment  of  all  ? 

29  And  Jesus  answered  him,  The  first  of  all  the  commandments 
iSy  Hear,  O  Israel;  The  Lord  our  God  is  one  Lord: 

30  And  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and 
with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind,  and  with  all  thy  strength: 
this  is  the  first  commandment. 

31  And  the  second  is  like,  namely  this.  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neigh- 
bour as  thyself.    There  is  none  other  commandment  greater  than  these. 

32  And  the  scribe  said  unto  him.  Well,  Master,  tnou  hast  said  the 
truth:  for  there  is  one  God;  and  there  is  none  other  but  he: 

33  And  to  love  him  with  all  the  heart,  and  with  all  the  understand- 
ing, and  with  all  the  soul,  and  with  all  the  strength,  and  to  love  his 
neighbour  as  himself,  is  more  than  all  whole  burnt  offerings  and 
sacrifices. 

34  And  when  Jesus  saw  that  he  answered  discreetly,  he  said  unto 
him.  Thou  art  not  far  from  the  kingdom  of  God.  And  no  man  after 
that  durst  ask  him  any  question. 

35  ^  And  Jesus  answered  and  said,  while  he  taught  in  the  temple, 
How  say  the  scribes  that  Christ  is  the  Son  of  David? 

36  For  David  himself  said  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  The  Lord  said  to  my 
Lord,  Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand,  till  I  make  thine  enemies  thy  foot- 
stool.* 

37  David  therefore  himself  calleth  him  Lord;  and  whence  is  he 
ihen  his  son  ?     And  the  common  people  heard  him  gladly. 

38  ^  And  he  said  unto  them  in  his  doctrine.  Beware  of  the  scribes, 
which  love  to  go  in  long  clothing,  and  love  salutations  in  the  market- 
places, 

39  And  the  chief  seats  in  the  synagogues,  and  the  uppermost  rooms 
at  feasts: 

40  Which  devour  widows'  houses,  and  for  a  pretence  make  long 
prayers:  these  shall  receive  greater  damnation. 

41  ^  And  Jesus  sat  over  against  the  treasury,  and  beheld  how  the 
people  cast  money  into  the  treasury :  and  many  that  were  rich  cast  in 
much. 

42  And  there  came  a  certain  poor  widow,  and  she  threw  in  two 
mites,  which  make  a  farthing. 

43  And  he  called  unto  him  nis  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them,  Verily 
I  say  unto  you.  That  this  poor  widow  hath  cast  more  in,  than  all  they 
which  have  cast  into  the  treasury : 

44  For  all  they  did  cast  in  of  their  abundance;  but  she  of  her  want 
did  cast  in  all  that  she  had,  even  all  her  living.

^D  as  he  went  out  of  the  temple,  one  of  his  disciples  saith  unto 
him.  Master,  see  what  manner  of  stones  and  what  buildmgs 
are  here! 

2  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  him,  Seest  thou  these  great  build- 
ings ?  there  shall  not  be  left  one  stone  upon  another,  that  shall  not  be 
thrown  down. 

3  And  as  he  sat  u}X)n  the  mount  of  Olives  over  against  the 
temple,  Peter  and  James  and  John  and  Andrew  askecf  him  pri- 
vately, 

4  Tell  us,  when  shall  these  things  be  ?  and  what  shall  be  the  sign 
when  all  these  things  shall  be  fulfilled  ? 

5  And  Jesus  answering  them  began  to  say,  Take  heed  lest  any  man 
deceive  you: 

6  For  many  shall  come  in  my  name,  saying,  I  am  Christ;  and  shall 
deceive  many. 

7  And  when  ye  shall  hear  of  wars  and  rumours  of  wars,  be  ye  not 
troubled:  for  such  things  must  needs  be;  but  the  end  shall  not  be 
yet* 

8  For  nation  shall  rise  against  nation,  and  kingdom  against 
kingdom:  and  there  shall  be  earthquakes  in  divers  places,  and 
there  shall  be  famines  and  troubles:  these  are  the  beginnings  of 
sorrows. 

9  ^  But  take  heed  to  yourselves:  for  they  shall  deliver  you  up  to 
councils;  and  in  the  synagogues  ye  shall  be  beaten:  and  ye  shall  be 
brought  before  rulers  and  kmgs  for  my  sake,  for  a  testimony  against 
them. 

10  And  the  gospel  must  first  be  published  among  all  nations. 

11  But  when  tney  shall  lead  yaw,  and  deliver  you  up,  take  no 
thought  beforehand  what  ye  shall  speak,  neither  do  ye  premeditate: 
but  whatsoever  shall  be  given  you  in  that  hcur,  that  speak  ye:  for  it 
is  not  ye  that  speak,  but  the  Holy  Ghost. 

12  Now  the  brother  shall  betray  the  brother  to  death,  and  the 
father  the  son ;  and  children  shall  rise  up  against  their  parents,  and 
shall  cause  them  to  be  put  to  death. 

13  And  ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  men  for  my  name's  sake:  but  he  that 
shall  endure  unto  the  end,  the  same  shall  be  saved. 

14  ^  But  when  ye  shall  see  the  abomination  of  desolation,  spoken  of 
by  Daniel  the  prophet,  standing  where  it  ought  not,  (let  him  that  read- 
eth  understand,)  then  let  them  that  be  in  Judea  flee  to  the  moun- 
tains:^

'*And  when  the  undean  spirit  had  fom  him,  and  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  he  came  out  of  him.'* — Mark,  1,  £6. 

ACCOMPANIED  by  the  four  newly  summoned 
disciples,  Jesus  went  back  to  Capernaum,  and 
there  in  a  synagogue  began  to  preach.  Another 
marvel  followed,  a  miracle  such  as  perhaps  had  been 
shown  during  Jesus'  teaching  at  Jerusalem,  but  had  not 
been  recorded.  A  demon  recognized  the  God,  a  demon 
which  had  entered  into  a  man's  body  and  was  torturing 
him.  Unable  to  endure  Christ's  presence  the  fiend  cried 
out,  speaking  from  within  the  man,  *'Let  us  alone;  what 
have  we  to  do  with  thee,  thou  Jesus  of  Nazareth  ?  art  thou 
come  to  destroy  us  ?  I  know  thee  who  thou  art,  the  Holy 
One  of  God." 

Now  Jesus  had  no  need  for  such  testimony  to  Himself, 
nor  would  He  ever  consent  to  owe  aught  or  have  aught 
to  do  with  evil.  Therefore  He  rebuked  the  demon  sternly, 
"Hold  thy  peace,  and  come  out  of  him."  This  with  one 
final  throe  the  fiend  did;  and  the  unhappy  man  was  released 
from  his  agony. 

"And  they  were  all  amazed,  insomuch  that  they  ques- 
tioned among  themselves,  saying.  What  thing  is  this? 
what  new  doctrine  is  this  ?  for  with  authority  commandeth 
he  even  the  unclean  spirits,  and  they  do  obey  him. 

"And  immediately  his  fame  spread  abroad  throughout 
all  the  region  round  about  Galilee." 
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MARK  XIII — THE  END  OF  EARTH  1587 

15  And  let  him  that  is  on  the  housetop  not  to  down  into  the  house, 
neither  enter  therein^  to  take  any  thing  out  of  his  house : 

16  And  let  him  that  is  in  the  field  not  turn  back  again  for  to  take 
up  his  garment. 

17  But  woe  to  them  that  are  with  child,  and  to  them  that  give  suck 
in  those  days! 

18  And  prav  ye  that  your  flight  be  not  in  the  winter. 

19  For  m  tnose  days  shall  be  affliction,  such  as  was  not  from  the 
beginning  of  the  creation  which  God  created  unto  this  time,  neither 
shall  be. 

20  And  except  that  the  Lord  had  shortened  those  days,  no  flesh 
should  be  saved:  but  for  the  elect's  sake,  whom  he  hath  chosen,  he 
hath  shortened  the  days. 

21  And  then  if  any  man  shall  say  to  you,  Lo,  here  is  Christ;  or,  lo 
he  is  there;  l>elieve  nim  not: 

22  For  false  Christs  and  false  prophets  shall  rise,  and  shall  shew 
signs  and  wonders,  to  seduce,  if  it  were  possible,  even  the  elect. 

23  But  take  ye  heed:  behold,  I  have  foretold  you  all  things. 

24  Tf  But  in  those  days,  after  that  tribulation,  the  sun  shall  be 
darkened,  and  the  moon  shall  not  give  her  li^ht, 

25  And  the  stars  of  heaven  shall  fall,  and  the  powers  that  are  in 
heaven  shall  be  shaken. 

26  And  then  shall  they  see  the  Son  of  man  coming  in  the  clouds 
with  great  power  and  glory. 

27  And  then  shall  he  send  his  angels,  and  shall  gather  together  his 
elect  from  the  four  winds,  from  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth,  to  the 
uttermost  part  of  heaven. 

28  Now  learn  a  parable  of  the  fig-tree;  When  her  branch  is  yet 
tender,  and  putteth  forth  leaves,  ye  know  that  summer  is  near: 

29  So  ye  m  like  manner,  when  ye  shall  see  these  things  come  to 
pass,  know  that  it  is  nigh,  even  at  the  doors. 

30  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  this  generation  shall  not  pass,  till  all 
these  things  be  done. 

31  Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass  away:  but  my  words  shall  not  pass 
away. 

32  ^  But  of  that  day  and  thai  hour  knoweth  no  man,  no,  not  the 
angels  which  are  in  heaven,  neither  the  Son,  but  the  Father. 

33  Take  ye  heed,  watch  and  pray :  for  ye  know  not  when  the  time  is* 

34  For  the  Son  of  man  t^  as  a  man  taking  a  far  journey,  who  left 
his  house,  and  gave  authority  to  his  servants,  and  to  every  man  his 
work,  and  commanded  the  porter  to  watch. 

35  Watch  ye  therefore :  for  ye  know  not  when  the  master  of  the  house 
Cometh,  at  even,  or  at  midnight,  or  at  the  cockcrowing,  or  in  the 
morning : 

36  liest  coming  suddenly  he  find  you  sleeping. 

37  And  what  1  say  unto  you  I  say  unto  all,  Watch. 


1588  MARK  XIV — ^JESUS  ANOINTED 

Chapter  14 

1  A  conspiracy  against  Christ,  3  Precious  ointment  is  poured  on  his  head  by  a  woman.  10  Judas  sdMh  his 
Master  for  money.  12  Christ  himself  foretelleth  how  he  mall  be  betrayed  by  one  of  his  disciples:  22  after  the  pass- 
over  prepared,  and  eaten,  instUuteth  hu  supper:  26  dedareth  aforeKand  the  fiight  of  all  hie  disciples,  and  Peter'$ 
denial.  43  Judas  betrayeth  him  with  a  kiee.  46  He  is  apprehended  in  the  garden,  53  falsely  accused,  and  irn^ 
piously  condemned  of  the  Jews'  council:  65  shamefully  abused  by  them:  66  and  thrice  denied  of  Peter, 

FTER  two  days  was  the  feast  of  the  passover,  and  of  unleavened 
bread:  and  the  chief  priests  and  tne  scribes  sought  how  they 
might  take  him  by  craft,  and  put  him  to  death. 

2  But  they  said,  Not  on  the  feast-ctoy,  lest  there  be  an  uproar  of  the 
people. 

3  T[  And  being  in  Bethany  in  the  house  of  Simon  the  leper,  as  he 
sat  at  meat,  there  came  a  woman  having  an  alabaster  box  of  ointment 
of  spikenard  very  precious;  and  she  brake  the  box,  and  poured  it  on 
his  head. 

4  And  there  were  some  that  had  indignation  within  themselves, 
and  said,  Whj  was  this  waste  of  the  ointment  made  ? 

5  For  it  might  have  been  sold  for  more  than  three  hundred  pence, 
and  have  been  given  to  the  poor.     And  they  murmured  against  her. 

6  And  Jesus  said.  Let  her  alone;  why  trouble  ye  her?  she  hath 
wrought  a  good  work  on  me. 

7  For  ve  have  the  poor  with  you  always,  and  whensoever  ye  will  ye 
may  do  tnem  good :  but  me  ve  have  not  always. 

8  She  hath  done  what  she  could:  she  is  come  aforehand  to  anoint 
my  body  to  the  burying. 

9  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall  be  preached 
throughout  the  whole  world,  this  also  that  she  hath  done  shall  be 
spoken  of  for  a  memorial  of  her. 

10  ^  And  Judas  Iscariot,  one  of  the  twelve,  went  unto  the  chief 
priests,  to  betray  him  unto  them. 

11  And  when  they  heard  it,  they  were  glad,  and  promised  to  give 
him  money.  And  he  sought  how  he  might  conveniently  betray 
him. 

12  Tf  And  the  first  day  of  unleavened  bread,  when  they  killed  the 
passover,  his  disciples  said  unto  him.  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  go 
and  prepare  that  tnou  mayest  eat  the  passover  ? 

13  And  he  sendeth  forth  two  of  his  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them. 
Go  ye  into  the  city,  and  there  shall  meet  you  a  man  bearing  a  pitcher 
of  water:  follow  him. 

14  And  wheresoever  he  shall  go  in,  say  ye  to  the  good  man  of  the 
house.  The  Master  saith.  Where  is  the  guest-chamber,  where  I  shall 
eat  the  passover  with  my  disciples  ? 

15  And  he  will  shew  you  a  large  upper  room  furnished  and  pre- 
pared :  there  make  ready  for  us. 

16  And  his  disciples  went  forth,  and  came  into  the  city,  and  found 
as  he  had  said  unto  them:  and  they  made  ready  the  passover. 

17  And  in  the  evening  he  cometh  with  the  twelve. 
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"And  all  the  city  was  gathered  together  at  the  door,** — 
Mark,  1,  33. 

STIIX  attended  by  the  four  marvelling  disciples, 
Jesus  went  from  the  synagogue  to  the  home  of  Peter 
and  Andrew,  entering  at  once  into  a  life  of  close 
association  with  these  chosen  followers.  At  the  house 
they  found  Peter's  mother-in-law  sick  of  a  fever,  probably 
a  typhoid.  *'And  he  came  and  took  her  by  the  hand, 
and  lifted  her  up;  and  immediately  the  fever  left  her,  and 
she  ministered  unto  them." 

This,  be  it  remembered,wa8  on  the  sabbath,  a  time  when  ' 
no  Jew  who  followed  the  priestly  ritual  would  do  any 
work  whatever.  Thus  for  a  little  while  Jesus  sat  at  rest 
among  His  friends,  while  the  grateful  mother-in-law  waited 
upon  them.  Soon,  however,  the  sun  set,  and  as  this, 
according  to  Hebrew  custom,  ended  the  Sabbath,  Jesus 
found  Himself  at  once  surrounded  by  a  crowd  of  people: 
"And  at  even,  when  the  sun  did  set,  they  brought  unto 
him  all  that  were  diseased,  and  them  that  were  possessed 
with  devils. 

**And  he  healed  many  that  were  sick  of  divers  diseases, 
and  cast  out  many  devils;  and  suffered  not  the  devils  to 
speak,  because  they  knew  him." 
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18  And  as  they  sat  and  did  eat,  Jesus  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you. 
One  of  you  which  eateth  with  me  shall  betray  me. 

19  And  they  began  to  be  sorrowful,  and  to  say  unto  him  one  by 
one.  Is  ill?  and  another  said.  Is  it  I  ? 

20  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  It  is  one  of  the  twelve 
that  dippeth  with  me  in  the  dish. ' 

21  xhe  Son  of  man  indeed  goeth,  as  it  is  written  of  him:  but  woe 
to  that  man  by  whom  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed!  good  were  it  for 
that  man  if  he  had  never  been  bom. 

22  ^  And  as  they  did  eat,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed,  and  brake 
it^  and  gave  to  them,  and  said.  Take,  eat;  this  is  my  body. 

23  And  he  took  the  cup,  and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  gave 
it  to  them:  aiid  they  all  arank  of  it. 

24  And  he  said  unto  them.  This  is  my  blood  of  the  new  testament, 
which  is  shed  for  many. 

25  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  drink  no  more  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine, 
imtil  that  day  that  I  drink  it  new  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

26  T[  And  when  they  had  sung  an  hymn,  they  went  out  into  the 
mount  of  Olives. 

27  And  'Jesus  saith  unto  them.  All  ye  shall  be  offended  because  of 
me  this  night :  for  it  is  written,  I  will  smite  the  shepherd,  and  the  sheep 
shall  be  scattered.* 

28  But  after  that  I  am  risen,  I  will  go  before  you  into  Galilee. 

29  But  Peter  said  unto  him.  Although  all  shall  be  offended,  yet 
mUl  not  I. 

30  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Verily  I  say  unto  thee.  That  this  day, 
even  in  this  night,  before  the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 

31  But  he  spake  the  more  vehemently,  If  I  should  die  w^ith  thee,  I 
will  not  deny  thee  in  anywise.     Likewise  also  said  they  all. 

32  And  they  came  to  a  place  which  was  named  Gethsemane:  and 
he  saith  to  his  disciples.  Sit  ye  here,  while  I  shall  pray. 

33  And  he  taketh  with  him  Peter  and  James  and  John,  and  began 
to  be  sore  amazed,  and  to  be  very  heavy; 

34  And  saith  unto  them.  My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful  unto 
death:  tarrv  ye  here,  and  watch. 

35  And  he  went  forward  a  little,  and  fell  on  the  ground,  and  prayed 
that,  if  it  were  possible,  the  hour  might  pass  from  him. 

36  And  he  said,  Abba,  Father,  all  things  are  possible  unto  thee;  take 
away  this  cup  from  me :  nevertheless  not  what  I  will,  but  what  thou  wilt. 

37  And  he  cometh,  and  findeth  them  sleeping,  and  saith  unto 
Peter,  Simon,  sleepest  thou  ?  couldest  not  thou  watch  one  hour  ? 

38  Watch  ye  and  pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  temptation.  The  spirit 
truly  is  ready,  but  the  flesh  is  weak, 

39  And  again  he  went  away,  and  prayed,  and  spake  the  same  words. 

iTbe  Revised  Version  reads  "be  that  dippeth,"  etc.     >In  this  and  the  following  verses  "offended" 
means  "caused  to  stumble."    See  Zecta.  13,  7. 
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40  And  when  he  returned,  he  found  them  asleep  again,  (for  their 
eyes  were  heavy,)  neither  wist  they  what  to  answer  nim. 

41  And  he  cometh  the  third  time,  and  saith  unto  them.  Sleep  on 
now  and  take  your  rest:  it  is  enough,  the  hour  is  come;  behold,  the 
Son  of  man  is  betraved  into  the  hands  of  sinners. 

42  Rise  up,  let  us  go;  lo,  he  that  betray eth  me  is  at  hand. 

43  \  And  immediately,  while  he  yet  spake,  cometh  Judas,  one  of 
the  twelve,  and  with  him  a  great  multitude  with  swords  and  staves, 
from  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes  and  the  elders. 

44  And  he  that  betrayed  him  had  given  them  a  token,  saying.  Whom- 
soever I  shall  kiss,  that  same  is  he;  take  him,  and  lead  him  away  safely. 

45  And  as  soon  as  he  was  come,  he  goeth  straightway  to  him,  and 
jsaith,  Master,  master;  and  kissed  him. 

46  ^  And  they  laid  their  hands  on  him,  and  took  him. 

47  And  one  of  them  that  stood  by  drew  a  sword,  and  smote  a 
servant  of  the  high  priest,  and  cut  off  his  ear. 

48  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Are  ye  come  out,  as 
against  a  thief,  with  swords  and  with  staves  to  take  me  ? 

49  I  was  daily  with  you  in  the  temple  teaching,  and  ye  took  me 
Jiot:  but  the  scriptures  must  be  fulfillea. 

50  And  they  all  forsook  him,  and  fled. 

51  And  there  followed  him  a  certain  young  man,  having  a  linen 
Krloth  cast  about  his  naked  body;  and  the  young  men  laid  hold  on 
him:^ 

52  And  he  left  the  linen  cloth,  and  fled  from  them  naked. 

53  ^  And  they  led  Jesus  away  to  the  high  priest :  and  with  him  were 
.  assembled  all  the  chief  priests  and  the  elders  and  the  scribes. 

54  And  Peter  followed  him  afar  off,  even  into  the  palace  of  the  high 
priest:  and  he  sat  with  the  servants,  and  warmed  himself  at  the  fire. 

55  And  the  chief  priests  and  all  the  council  sought  for  witness 
against  Jesus  to  put  nim  to  death;  and  found  none. 

56  For  many  Tbare  false  witness  against  him,  but  their  witness 
agreed  not  together. 

57  And  there  arose  certain,  and  bare  false  witness  against  him, 
saying, 

58  We  heard  him  say,  I  will  destroy  this  temple  that  is  made  with 
liands,  and  within  three  days  I  will  build  another  made  without  hands. 

.59  But  neither  so  did  their  witness  agree  together. 

60  And  the  high  priest  stood  up  in  the  midst,  and  asked  Jesus,  say- 
ing, Answerest  thou  nothing  ?  what  is  it  which  these  witness  against 

thee? 

61  But  he  held  his  peace,  and  answered  nothing.  Again  the  high 
priest  asked  him,  and  said  unto  him.  Art  thou  tne  Christ,  the  Son 
of  the  Blessed  ? 


»As  this  odd  and  Btrlkinir  incident  is  told  only  In  this  Gospel,  it  has  been  suggested  that  Marie  may 
jiiimself  have  l>een  the  young  man  here  described 
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**And  Je9U8t  moved  with  eompaaaion^  put  forth  his  hand^ 
and  touched  him^  and  saith  unto  him^  I  will;  be  thou  dean,' 
— Mark,  1,  41- 

SO  GREAT  was  the  pressure  of  the  people  about 
Jesus  on  that  divine  evening  at  Capernaum,  that 
He  left  the  dty  during  the  night,  and  went  forth 
quietly  to  a  solitary  place  to  pray.  There  Peter  and  the 
other  disciples,  seeking,  found  Him,  bringing  news  that 
the  whole  city  was  searching  for  Him.  But  Jesus  insbted 
on  pressing  onward  to  other  towns.  Since  the  people  of 
Capernaum  believed.  His  mission  there  was  accomplished. 
Always  He  had  to  face  this  difficulty:  people  crowded  to 
Him  chiefly  to  be  relieved  of  bodily  ills;  but  while  He 
healed  them  out  of  divine  compassion.  His  real  mission 
was  not  to  their  bodies  but  to  their  souls.  His  miracles 
of  healing  were  only  a  means  to  a  greater  end. 

Yet  all  three  of  the  "synoptic"  Evangelists  pause  to 
dwell  on  what  was  apparently  considered  a  more  striking 
miracle  than  any  before.  Fevers  He  had  assuaged;  devils 
He  had  cast  out;  but  such  evils  had  been  sometimes  healed 
by  others.  Next  He  cured  the  supposedly  incurable, 
that  most  dreaded  of  all  diseases  in  the  East,  leprosy. 
To  Him  and  His  followers  came  a  leper  who  knelt  and  said, 
"If  thou  wilt,  thou  canst  make  me  clean."  Christ  touched 
the  sufferer,  a  thing  no  other  Hebrew  would  have  ventured; 
for  not  only  was  the  disease  terribly  contagious,  but  the 
Jewish  religion  forbade  the  faintest  association  with 
lepers.    Yet  Christ  touched  him :  and  at  once 

the  man  was  well. 
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62  And  Jesus  said,  I  am :  and  ye  shall  see  the  Son  of  man  sittmg  on 
the  right  hand  of  power,  and  coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven. 

63  Then  the  high  priest  rent  his  clothes,  and  saith,  What  need  we 
any  further  witnesses  ? 

64  Ye  have  heard  the  blasphemy:  what  think  ye?  And  they  all 
condemned  him  to  be  guilty  of  death. 

65  And  some  began  to  spit  on  him,  and  to  cover  his  face,  and  to 
buffet  him,  and  to  say  unto  nim.  Prophesy :  and  the  servants  did  strike 
him  with  the  palms  of  their  hands. 

66  ^  And  as  Peter  was  beneath  in  the  palace,  there  cometh  one  of 
the  maids  of  the  high  priest: 

67  And  when  she  saw  Peter  warming  himself,  she  looked  upon  him, 
and  said.  And  thou  also  wast  with  Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

6S  But  he  denied,  saying,  I  know  not,  neither  understand  I  what 
thou  sayest.     And  he  went  out  into  the  porch;  and  the  cock  crew. 

69  And  a  maid  saw  him  again,  and  began  to  say  to  them  that  stood 
by.  This  is  (me  of  them. 

70  And  he  denied  it  again.  And  a  little  after,  they  that  stood  by 
said  again  to  Peter,  Surely  thou  art  one  of  them :  for  thou  art  a  Galilean, 
and  thy  speech  agreeth  thereto. 

71  But  he  began  to  curse  and  to  swear,  saying^  I  know  not  this 
man  of  whom  ye  speak. 

72  And  the  second  time  the  cock  crew.  And  Peter  called  to  mind 
the  word  that  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Before  the  cock  crow  twice,  thou 
shalt  deny  me  thrice.     And  when  he  thought  thereon,  he  wept.

1  Jesus  hrouaht  bound,  and  accused  before  Pilate.  15  Upon  the  clamour  of  the  common  people,  the  murderer 
Barabbas  is  loosed,  and  Jesus  delivered  up  to  be  crucified.  17  He  is  crowned  with  thorns,  19  spii  on,  and  mocked: 
21  fainieih  in  Itearina  his  cross:  27  hangeth  betu^een  two  thiei'es:  29  suffereth  the  triumphing  reproaches  of  the  Jews:

ND  straightway  in  the  morning  the  chief  priests  held  a  consul- 
tation with  the  elders  and  scribes  and  the  whole  council,  and 
boimd   Jesus,   and   carried   him  away,    and   delivered   him 
to  Pilate. 

2  And  Pilate  asked  him,  Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  And  he 
answering  said  unto  him.  Thou  sayest  it. 

3  And  the  chief  priests  accused  him  of  many  things:  but  he  an- 
swered nothing. 

4  And  Pilate  asked  him  again,  saying,  Answerest  thou  nothing? 
behold  how  many  things  they  witness  against  thee. 

5  But  Jesus  yet  answered  nothing;  so  that  Pilate  marvelled. 

6  Now  at  that  feast  he  released  unto  them  one  prisoner,  whomso- 
ever they  desired. 

7  Ana  there  was  one  named  Barabbas,  which  lay  bound  with  them 
that  had  made  insurrection  with  him,  who  had  committed  murder  in 
the  insurrection.

8  And  the  multitude  crying  aloud  began  to  desire  him  to  do  ss  he 
had  ever  done  unto  them. 

9  But  Pilate  answered  them,  saying.  Will  ye  that  I  release  unto 
you  the  King  of  the  Jews  ? 

10  For  he  knew  that  the  chief  priests  had  delivered  him  for  envy. 

11  But  the  chief  priests  moved  the  people,  that  he  should  rather 
release  Barabbas  unto  them. 

12  And  Pilate  answered  and  said  again  imto  them.  What  wJl  ye 
then  that  I  shall  do  unto  him  whom  ye  call  the  £jng  of  the  Jews  ?    . 

13  And  they  cried  out  again,  Crucify  him. 

14  Then  Pilate  said  unto  them.  Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done? 
And  they  cried  out  the  more  exceedingly.  Crucify  him. 

15  ^  And  so  Pilate,  willing  to  content  the  people,  released  Barabbas 
unto  them,  and  delivered  Jfesus,  when  he  had  scourged  himy  to  be 
crucified. 

16  And  the  soldiers  led  him  away  into  the  hall,  called  Pretoiium; 
and  they  call  together  the  whole  band. 

17  And  they  clothed  him  with  purple,  and  platted  a  crown  of 
thorns,  and  put  it  about  his  head, 

18  And  began  to  salute  him.  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews! 

19  And  they  smote  him  on  the  head  with  a  reed,  and  did  spit  upon 
him,  and  bowing  their  knees  worshipped  him. 

20  And  when  they  had  mocked  him,  they  took  oflf  the  purple  from 
him,  and  put  his  own  clothes  on  him,  and  led  him  out  to  crucify  him. 

21  And  they  compel  one  Simon  a  Cyrenian,  who  passed  by,  coming 
out  of  the  country,  the  father  of  Alexander  and  Rufus,  to  bear  his 
cross. 

22  And  they  bring  him  unto  the  place  Golgotha,  which  is,  being 
interpreted,  Tne  place  of  a  skull. 

23  And  they  gave  him  to  drink  wine  mingled  with  myrrh:  but  he 
received  it  not. 

24  And  when  they  had  crucified  him,  they  parted  his  garments, 
casting  lots  upon  them,  what  every  man  should  take. 

25  And  it  was  the  third  hour,  and  they  crucified  him. 

26  And  the  superscription  of  his  accusation  was  written  over, 
THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS. 

27  And  with  him  they  crucified  two  thieves;  the  one  on  his  right 
hand,  and  the  other  on  his  left. 

28  And  the  scripture  was  fulfilled,  which  saith.  And  he  was  num- 
bered with  the  transgressors.* 

29  And  they  that  passed  by  railed  on  him,  wagging  their  heads,  and 
saying.  Ah,  thou  that  destroyest  the  temple,  and  buildest  it  in  three  days, 

30  Save  thyself,  and  come  down  from  the  cross. 

31  Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking  said  among  themselves 
with  the  scribes.  He  saved  others;  himself  he  cannot  save. 

ilsaiah  53,  12.    Tbia  verse  is  omitted  in  the  Revised  Version.    It  appears  in  Luke  22,  37. 
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**And  when  they  could  not  come  rdgh  unto  him  for  the 
press^  they  uncovered  the  roof  where  he  woe:  and  when  they 
had  broken  it  up^  they  let  down  the  bed  wherein  the  sick  of 
the  paUy  lay**-r-Mark^  2,  ^f. 

JESUS  bade  the  healed  leper  be  silent  as  to  what  had 
happened;  for  He  knew  what  the  result  would  be; 
men  would  crowd  to  Him  all  the  more  eagerly  to  be 
cured  of  bodily  ills;  His  teachings  would  be  scarce  heajd 
amid  the  clamor.  So  indeed  it  happened,  for  news  of  this 
further  miracle  got  abroad,  and  the  crush  about  Jesus 
became  tremendous. 

Among  others  there  was  brought  to  Him  a  man  paralyzed, 
Ijring  on  his  bed  and  borne  by  friends.  When  these  found 
it  quite  impossible  to  force  a  way  to  Jesus  through  the 
multitude,  they  climbed  to  the  roof  of  the  house  wherein 
He  sat  and  tearing  away  the  covering  they  lowered  the 
stricken  man  by  ropes  into  Jesus'  presence. 

Seizing  this  striking  instance,  in  order  to  teach  men 
that  He  was  not  come  as  a  physician  for  the  body,  Jesus, 
instead  of  curing  the  man's  wasted  frame,  said  to  him 
"Thy  sins  are  forgiven   thee."    At  once  •ome  priests 
listening  among  the  audience  murmured  that  He  blas- 
phemed; for  only  God  could  forgive  sins.    Turning  to 
them  Jesus  asked,  whether  it  was  easief  to  remove  the 
man's  sins  or  his  bodily  disease.    Then  He  bade 
the  man  *' Arise,  and  take  up  thy  couch 
and  go  into  thine  house."    And 
the  thing  was  done. 
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32  Let  Christ  the  Kin^  of  Israel  descend  now  from  the  cross,  that  we 
may  see  and  believe.  Ana  they  that  were  crucified  with  him  reviled  him. 

33  And  when  the  sixth  hour  was  come,  there  was  darkness  over 
the  whole  land  xmtil  the  ninth  hour. 

34  And  at  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Eloi, 
Eloi,  lama  sabachthani  ?  which  is,  being  interpreted,  My  God,  my 
God,  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me  ? 

35  And  some  of  them  that  stood  by,  when  they  heard  it^  said. 
Behold,  he  calleth  Elias. 

36  And  one  ran  and  filled  a  spunge  full  of  vinegar,  and  put  it  on  a 
reed,  and  gave  him  to  drink,  saying.  Let  alone;  let  us  see  whether 
Elias  will  come  to  take  him  down. 

37  And  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and  gave  up  the  ghost. 

38  And  the  veil  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain  from  the  top  to  the 
bottom. 

39  ^  And  when  the  centurion,  which  stood  over  against  him,  saw 
that  he  so  cried  out,  and  gave  up  the  ghost,  he  said.  Truly  this  man 
was  the  Son  of  God. 

40  There  were  also  women  looking  on  afar  off:  among  whom  was 
Mary  Magdalene,  and  Mary  the  mother  of  James  the  less  and  of 
Joses,  and  Salome; 

41  (Who  also,  when  he  was  in  Galilee,  followed  him,  and  min- 
istered unto  him;)  and  many  other  women  which  came  up  with  him 
imto  Jerusalem. 

42  ^  And  now  when  the  even  was  come,  because  it  was  the  prepar- 
ation, that  is,  the  day  before  the  sabbath, 

43  Joseph  of  Arimathea,  an  honourable  counsellor,  which  also 
waited  for  the  kingdom  of  God,  came,  and  went  in  boldly  unto  Pilate, 
and  craved  the  body  of  Jesus. 

44  And  Pilate  marvelled  if  he  were  already  dead :  and  calling  unto 
him  the  centurion,  he  asked  him  whether  he  nad  been  any  while  dead. 

45  And  when  he  knew  it  of  the  centurion,  he  gave  the  body  to  Joseph. 

46  And  he  bought  fine  linen,  and  took  him  down,  and  wrapped 
him  in  the  linen,  and  laid  him  in  a  sepulchre  which  was  hewn  out  of  a 
rock,  and  rolled  a  stone  unto  the  door  of  the  sepulchre. 

47  And  Mary  Magdalene  and  Mary  the  mother  of  Joses  beheld 
where  he  was  laid. 

Cfiapter  16 

I  An  angel  deelareth  the  resurrection  of  Christ  to  three  women.  9  Christ  himself  appecHreth  to  Mary  Magdalene: 
12  to  two  going  into  the  country:  14  then  to  the  apostles,  15  whom  he  sendeth  forth  to  preach  the  gospel:  19  ana  ascend- 
eth  into  nMven. 

ND  when  the  sabbath  was  past,  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Mary 
the  mother  of  James,  and  Salome,  had  bought  sweet  spices, 
that  they  might  come  and  anoint  him. 
2  And  very  early  in  the  morning  the  first  day  of  the  week,  they 
came  unto  the  sepulchre  at  the  rising  of  the  sun.

3  And  they  said  among  themselves.  Who  shall  roll  us  away  the 
stone  from  the  door  of  the  sepulchre  ? 

4  And  when  they  looked,  they  saw  that  the  stone  was  rolled  away: 
for  it  was  very  great. 

5  And  entering  into  the  sepulchre,  they  saw  a  young  man  sitting  on 
the  right  side,  clothed  in  a  long  white  garment;  and  they  were  aflf righted. 

6  And  he  saith  unto  them.  Be  not  affrighted:  Ye  seek  Jesus  of 
Nazareth,  which  was  crucified:  he  is  risen;  he  is  not  here:  behold  the 
place  where  they  laid  him. 

7  But  go  your  way,  tell  his  disciples  and  Peter  that  he  goeth  before 
you  into  Galilee :  there  shall  ve  see  him,  as  he  said  unto  you. 

8  And  they  went  out  quickly,  and  fled  from  the  sepulchre;  for  they 
trembled  and  were  amazed:  neither  said  they  any  thing  to  any  man; 
for  they  were  afraid.' 

9  ^  S^ow  when  Jesus  was  risen  early  the  first  day  of  the  week,  he 
appeared  first  to  Mary  Magdalene,  out  of  w^hom  ixehad  cast  seven 
devils ; 

10  And  she  went  and  told  them  that  had  been  with  him,  as  thev 
mourned  and  wept. 

1 1  And  they,  when  they  had  heard  that  he  was  alive,  and  had  been 
seen  of  her,  believed  not. 

12  ^  After  that  he  appeared  in  another  form  unto  two  of  them,  as 
they  walked,  and  went  mto  the  country. 

13  And  they  went  and  told  it  unto  the  residue:  neither  believed 
they  them. 

14  ^  Afterward  he  appeared  unto  the  eleven  as  they  sat  at  meat, 
and  upbraided  them  witn  their  unbelief  and  hardness  of  heart,  because 
they  believed  not  them  which  had  seen  him  after  he  w^as  risen. 

15  And  he  said  unto  them.  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  creature. 

16  He  that  belie veth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved;  but  he  that 
believeth  not  shall  be  damned. 

17  And  these  signs  shall  follow  them  that  believe;  In  my  name  shall 
they  cast  out  devils;  they  shall  speak  with  new  tongues; 

18  They  shall  take  up  serpents;  and  if  they  drink  any  deadly  thin^, 
it  shall  not  hurt  them:  they  shall  lay  hands  on  the  sick,  and  they  shall 
recover. 

19  Tf  So  then  after  the  Lord  had  spoken  unto  them,  he  was  received 
up  into  heaven,  and  sat  on  the  right  hand  of  God. 

20  And  they  went  forth,  and  preached  every  where,  the  Lord  work- 
ing with  themy  and  confirming  tne  word  with  signs  following.     Amen. 

^The  nairatlye  seems  here  to  pause  abruptly,  and  the  remaining  verses  (9-20)  of  this  chapter  are  usually 
regarded  as  a  later  addition  made  to  the  Gospel.  The  two  oldest  Greek  manuscripts,  and  some  other  author- 
ities, omit  them.    Some  other  authorities  have  a  different  ending  to  the  Gospel. 
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And  as  Jesus  passed  forth  from  thence,  he  saw  a  man, 
named  Matthew,  sitting  at  the  receipt  of  custom:  and  he 
saiih  unto  him.  Follow  ms.  And  he  arose,  and  foUowed 
him.'*— Matthew,  9,  9. 

THERE  was,  in  tliis  first  year  of  Christ's  teaching, 
no  formal  breach  between  Him  and  the  priest- 
hood of  Jerusalem;  but  the  difFerenoe  between 
His  teaching  and  theirs  began  to  grow  plainly  evident. 
If  He  had  horrified  them  by  assuming  to  forgive  sins.  He 
displeased  them  still  more  by  an  incident  which  imme- 
diately followed.  As  Jesus  left  the  house.  He  selected 
another  disciple,  choosing  him  from  a  class  peculiarly  offen- 
sive  to  religious  J^ws. 

The  man  thus  summoned  was  Matthew,  the  writer  of 
the  Gospel,  though  he  must,  like  Peter,  have  had  a  double 
name,  for  one  Gospel  caUs  him,  "Levi  the  Son  of  Alplueus." 
He  was  a  ''publican,"  a  man  who  served  the  hated  govern- 
ment of  the  Romans,  acting  as  a  collector  of  tases.  To 
him,  as  he  sat  presumably  by  the  gate  of  the  dty  engaged 
in  his  thankless  work,  Jesus  said,  "Follow  me." 

The  call  acted  as  it  had  done  with  Peter  and  the  others, 
instantly,  irrevocably,  changing  the  entire  life  of  the  de- 
spised and  apparently  sinful  publican.  "And  he  left  all, 
rose  up,  and  followed  him.'*  Out  of  the  lowest  and  the 
humblest,  those  scorned  and  rejected  by  the  priests  and 
Pharisees,  did  Christ  select  His  instruments. 
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^t.  ILufee 

Luke,  in  Greek  Lukas  a  briefer  form  of  Lucsnoa,  is  the  only  one  <A  the  four  Enuuidiab  who  was 
{Oobabl;  not  a  Jew.  It  has  been  su|g;ested  that  he  appears  in  his  own  narratiTe  as  one  <rt  the  "seventy" 
MDt  out  bv  lavs,  and  also  as  one  at  the  Iwo  discipUs  who  supped  with  the  Risen  Christ  at  Emmaus; 
but  I^ike  himsdf  states  that  he  does  not  write  as  an  eyewitness  of  events.  All  that  we  really  know  ol 
him  is  Eatbered  from  his  Gospel  and  hu  book  "The  Acts  of  the  Apostles,"  also  Philem.,  H;  i  Tim,,  4, 
11;  CoT.  4, 14.  From  these  we  leam  that  he  was  a  physician,  an  educated  man,  a  writer  of  more  classic 
Greek  than  Matthew  or  Mark,  and  traditioQ  makes  liiiii  a  paints.  He  wsa  an  eariy  convert  and  teacher, 
■  ehosen  ciunpanion  and  elose  friend  of  SL  Paul  in  the  latter's  joumeyings,  a  comrade  also  to  St,  Peter 
and  other  of  the  eariy  leaden  of  the  ChurcL     His  gospel  was  apparently  written  about  GO  or  70  a.s. 

The  fiuth  of  I.uke  seems  more  broadrobded  than  that  of  Matthew  and  Mark;  he  knows  no  dis- 
tinction between  Jew  and  Gentile  in  the  service  of  Christ.  From  this  and  other  indications  his  Guspd 
b  usually  regarded  as  v<ricing  the  views  of  his  great  leader.  Paul,  His  book  incorporates  most  of  the 
material  found  in  the  two  pnSedinR  Gospels  and  adds  to  this  much  detail  t)earing  on  the  birth  of  Christ, 
and  the  period  of  His  resurrection,  including  the  wonderful  account  at  the  AscensiiHi.  Chiefly,  how- 
ever, this  Gospel  is  sepaiated  from  the  otheis  by  the  many  additional  parables  it  contains,

1596  LUKE  I — ZACHARIAS  STRICKEN 

5  ^  There  was  in  the  days  of  Herod,  the  king  of  Judea,  a  certain 
priest  named  Zacharias,  of  the  course  of  Abia :  and  his  wife  was  of 
the  daughters  of  Aaron,  and  her  name  was  Elisabeth. 

6  And  they  were  both  righteous  before  God,  walking  in  all  the  com- 
mandments and  ordinance  of  the  Lord  blameless. 

7  And  they  had  no  child,  because  that  Elisabeth  was  barren,  and 
they  both  were  now  well  stricken  in  years. 

8  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  while  he  executed  the  priest's  office 
before  God  in  the  order  of  his  course, 

9  According  to  the  custom  of  the  priest's  office,  his  lot  was  to  burn 
incense  when  ne  went  into  the  temple  of  the  Lord. 

10  And  the  whole  multitude  of  the  people  were  praying  without 
at  the  time  of  incense. 

1 1  And  there  appeared  unto  him  an  angel  of  the  Lord  standing  on 
the  right  side  of  tne  altar  of  incense. 

12  And  when  Zacharias  saw  him,  he  was  troubled,  and  fear  fell 
upon  him. 

13  But  the  angel  said  unto  him.  Fear  not,  Zacharias:  for  thy  prayer 
is  heard;  and  thy  wife  Elisabeth  shall  bear  thee  a  son,  and  thou  shalt 
call  his  name  John. 

14  And  thou  shalt  have  joy  and  gladness;  and  many  shall  rejoice 
at  his  birth. 

15  For  he  shall  be  great  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  and  shall  drink 
neither  wine  nor  strong  drink;  and  ne  shall  be  filled  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  even  from  his  mother's  womb. 

16  And  many  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall  he  turn  to  the  Lord 
their  God. 

17  And  he  shall  go  before  him  in  the  spirit  and  power  of  Elias,  to 
turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children,  and  the  disobedient 
to  the  wisdom  of  the  just;  to  make  ready  a  people  prepared  for  the 
Lord. 

18  And  Zacharias  said  unto  the  angel.  Whereby  shall  I  know 
this  ?  for  I  am  an  old  man,  and  my  wife  well  stricken  in  years. 

19  And  the  angel  answering  said  unto  him,  I  am  Gabriel,  that  stand 
in  the  presence  of  God;  and  am  sent  to  speak  unto  thee,  and  to  shew 
thee  these  glad  tidings. 

20  And,  behold,  thou  shalt  be  dumb,  and  not  able  to  speak,  until 
the  day  that  these  things  shall  be  performed,  because  thou  believest 
not  my  words,  which  shall  be  fulfilled  in  their  season. 

21  And  the  people  waited  for  Zacharias,  and  marvelled  that  he 
tarried  so  long  m  the  temple. 

22  And  when  he  came  out,  he  could  not  speak  unto  them:  and  they 
perceived  that  he  had  seen  a  vision  in  the  temple:  for  he  beckoned 
unto  them,  and  remained  speechless. 

23  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  soon  as  the  days  of  his  ministra- 
tion were  accomplished,  he  departed  to  his  own  house.

**And  Levi  made  him  a  grtatfeaM  in  his  <non  house:  and 
there  woe  a  great  company  of  publicans  and  of  others  that 
sat  down  wiih  them." — Luke^  5,  29. 

YET  another  point  of  divergence  between  the  teach- 
ings of  Christ  and  of  the  Jewish  p^riesikood,  waa 
emphasized  immediately  after  the  calling  of  Mat- 
thew. The  newly  chosen  disciple  prepared  a  feast,  per- 
haps in  rejoicing  at  the  life  opening  before  him,  perhaps  to 
proclaim  to  all  the  publicans  that  in  the  new  religion  they 
would  be  welcomed  side  by  side  with  other,  more  honored 
men.  At  this  feast  were  gathered  *'many  publicans  and 
sinners;"  and  to  it  came  also  Jesus  and  His  disciples. 
This  scandalized  the  Pharisees,  that  a  teacher  kept  such 
company;  but  Jesus  answered  them,  "They  that  are  whole 
have  no  need  of  the  physician,  but  they  that  are  sick."' 

Also  some  disciples  of  John  the  Forenumer  temon* 
strated  with  Him;  for  the  Forerunner,  like  the  priests  of 
Jerusalem,  had  set  much  store  by  fasting  and  self-priva" 
tions.  To  these  more  honest  questioners,  Jesus  answered 
annoimcing  His  own  glory.  While  He  was  upon  earth 
was  not  a  time  for  men  to  fast  and  mourn.  "Can  the 
children  of  the  bride-chamber  fast,  while  the  bridegroom 
is  with  them?" 

"But  the  days  will  come,  when  the  bridegroom  shall  be 
taken  away  from  them,  and  then  shall  they  fast  in  those 
days." 

More  and  more  there  b^gan  to  appear  in  Christ's  teach- 
ings warning  of  the  sad  fate  in  store  for  Him  and  for  His 
foUoweis. 
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24  And  after  those  days  his  wife  Elisabeth  conceived,  and  hid 
herself  five  months,  saying, 

25  Thus  hath  the  Lord  dealt  with  me  in  the  days  wherein  he  looked 
on  me,  to  take  away  my  reproach  among  men. 

26  And  in  the  sixth  month  the  angel  Gabriel  was  sent  from  God 
unto  a  city  of  Galilee,  named  Nazareth, 

27  To  a  virgin  espoused  to  a  man  whose  name  was  Joseph,  of  the 
house  of  David;  and  the  virgin's  name  was  Mary. 

28  And  the  angel  came  in  unto  her,  and  said.  Hail,  thou  that  art 
highly  favoured,  the  Lord  is  with  thee:  blessed  art  thou  among 
women.  ^ 

29  And  when  she  saw  ^m,  she  was  troubled  at  his  saying,  and 
cast  in  her  mind  what  manner  of  salutation  this  should  be. 

30  And  the  angel  said  imto  her.  Fear  not,  Mary:  for  thou  hast 
found  favour  with  God. 

31  And,  behold,  thou  shalt  conceive  in  thy  womb,  and  bring  forth 
a  son,  and  shalt  call  his  name  JESUS. 

32  He  shall  be  great,  and  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  the  Highest; 
and  the  Lord  God  shall  give  unto  him  the  throne  of  his  father  David : 

33  And  he  shall  reign  over  the  house  of  Jacob  for  ever;  and  of  his 
kingdom  there  shall  be  no  end. 

34  Then  said  Mary  unto  the  angel.  How  shall  this  be,  seeing  I 
know  not  a  man  ? 

35  And  the  angel  answered  and  said  unto  her.  The  Holy  Ghost 
shall  come  upon  thee,  and  the  power  of  the  Highest  shall  overshadow 
thee:  therefore  also  that  holy  tning  which  shall  be  born  of  thee  shall 
be  called  the  Son  of  God. 

36  And,  behold,  thy  cousin  Elisabeth,  she  hath  also  conceived  a 
son  in  her  old  age:  and  this  is  the  sixth  month  with  her,  who  was 
called  barren. 

37  For  with  God  nothing  shall  be  impossible. 

38  And  Mary  said.  Behold  the  handmaid  of  the  Lord;  be  it  unto 
me  according  to  thy  word.     And  the  angel  departed  from  her. 

39  And  Mary  arose  in  those  days,  and  went  into  the  hill  country 
with  haste,  into  a  city  of  Juda; 

40  And  entered  into  the  house  of  Zacharias,  and  saluted  Elisabeth. 

41  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  when  Elisabeth  heard  the  salutation 
of  Mary,  the  babe  leaped  in  her  womb;  and  Elisabeth  was  filled  with 
the  Holy  Ghost: 

42  And  she  spake  out  with  a  loud  voice,  and  said.  Blessed  art  thou 
among  women,  and  blessed  is  the  fruit  of  thy  womb. 

43  And  whence  is  this  to  me,  that  the  mother  of  my  Lord  should 
come  to  me  ? 

44  For,  lo,  as  soon  as  the  voice  of  thy  salutation  sounded  in  mine 
ears,  the  babe  leaped  in  my  womb  for  joy. 

iTbe  words  "blessed  art  thou  among  woiqen'*  are  omitted  in  the  Revised  Version. 
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45  And  blessed  is  she  that  believed:  for  there  shall  be  a  perform- 
ance of  those  things  which  were  told  her  from  the  Lord. 

46  And  Mary  said,  My  soul  doth  magnify  the  Lord,* 

47  And  my  spirit  hath  reioiced  in  Goa  my  sa^dour. 

48  For  he  hath  regarded  the  low  estate  of  his  handmaiden:  for, 
behold,  from  henceforth  all  ^nerations  shall  call  me  blessed. 

49  For  he  that  is  mighty  nath  done  to  me.  great  things;  and  holy 
is  his  name. 

50  And  his  mercy  is  on  them  that  fear  him  from  generation  to  gen- 
eration. 

51  He  hath  shewed  strength  with  his  arm;  he  hath  scattered  the 
proud  in  the  imagination  of  their  hearts. 

52  He  hath  put  down  the  mighty  from  their  seats,  and  exalted 
them  of  low  degree. 

53  He  hath  filled  the  hungry  with  good  things;  and  the  rich  he 
hath  sent  empty  away. 

54  He  hatn  holpen  his  servant  Israel,  in  remembrance  of  his 
mercy ; 

55  As  he  spake  to  our  fathers,  to  Abraham,  and  to  his  seed  for  ever. 

56  And  Mary  abode  with  her  about  three  months,  and  returned  to 
her  own  house. 

57  Now  Elisabeth's  full  time  came  that  she  should.be  delivered; 
and  she  brought  forth  a  son. 

58  And  her  neighbours  and  her  cousins  heard  how  the  Lord  had 
shewed  great  mercy  upon  her;  and  they  rejoiced  with  her. 

59  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  eighth  day  they  came  to  circum- 
cise the  child;  and  tney  called  him  Zacnarias,  after  the  name  of  his 
father. 

60  And  his  mother  answered  and  said.  Not  so;  but  he  shall  be 
called  John. 

61  And  they  said  unto  her.  There  is  none  of  thy  kindred  that  is 
called  by  this  name. 

62  And  they  made  signs  to  his  father,  how  he  would  have  him  called. 

63  And  he  asked  for  a  writing  table,  and  wrote,  saying,  His  name 
is  John.     And  they  marvelled  aU. 

64  And  his  mouth  was  opened  immediately,  and  his  tongue  loosed, 
and  he  spake,  and  praised  God. 

65  And  fear  came  on  all  that  dwelt  round  about  them :  and  all  these 
sayings  were  noised  abroad  throughout  all  the  hill  countrv  of  Judea. 

66  And  all  they  that  heard  them  laid  them  up  in  their  hearts,  say- 
ing. What  manner  of  child  shall  this  be!  And  the  hand  of  the  Lord 
was  with  him. 

67  And  his  father  Zacharias  was  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
prophesied,  saying,^

'And  when  it  vxu  day^  he  called  tmto  him  his  disciples 
and  of  them  he  chose  twelve^  whom  also  he  named  Apostles,** 
—Luke,  6,  13.  ' 

*'And  he  ordained  twelve,  that  they  should  be  with  him, 
and  that  he  might  send  them  forth  to  preach" — Mark,  3,  H, 

OME  time,  probably  in  this  first  year  of  His  teaching 
in  Galilee,  Jesus  definitely  selected  and  set  apart 
from  other  men,  the  twelve  who  were  to  head  His 
church  after  He  was  gone. 

Groing  apart  upon  a  mountain.  He  summoned  to  Him 
*'whom  he  would"  out  of  all  the  followers  who  awaited 
Him  beneath;  and  thus  out  of  all  the  multitude  who  would 
have  been  glad  to  be  so  chosen,  He  selected  twelve,  the 
apostles.  Six  of  these  had  already  been  honored  by  a 
special  call  to  join  Him.  These  were  the  brothers  Andrew 
and  Peter,  who  had  been  with  the  Forerunner,  the  two 
''Sons  of  Zebedee"  James  and  John,  whom  Jesus  now 
named  "Boanerges"  or  "Sons  of  thunder,*'  and  of  whom 
John  at  least  had  probably  been  with  the  Forerunner, 
Philip  to  whom  on  that  first  day  He  had  said  "Follow 
me,'*  and  the  publican  Matthew.  To  these  six  were  now 
added  another  six,  Bartholomew  who  is  sometimes  thought 
to  be  the  same  as  that  Nathanael  whom  Philip  had  smn- 
moned,  Thomas  who  was  called  "Didymus**  or  "a  twin,** 
two  other  brothers  James  the  son  of  Alphieus  and  his 
brother  Judas  or  Jude  who  was  apparently  also  called 
Thaddeus,  Simon  the  Canaanite  or  Zealot,  and  last 
of  all  the  traitor  Judas  Iscariot 
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68  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  of  Israel;  for  he  hath  visited  and 
redeemed  his  peopjle, 

69  And  hatn  raised  up  an  horn  of  salvation  for  ns  in  the  house  of 
his  servant  David; 

70  As  he  spake  by  the  mouth  of  his  holy  prophets,  which  have  been 
since  the  world  began : 

71  That  we  should  be  saved  from  our  enemies,  and  from  the  hand 
of  all  that  hate  us; 

72  To  perform  the  mercy  promised  to  our  fathers,  and  to  remember 
his  holy  covenant; 

73  The  oath  which  he  sware  to  our  father  Abraham, 

74  That  he  would  grant  unto  us,  that  we  being  delivered  out  of  the 
hand  of  our  enemies  might  serve  him  without  fear, 

75  In  holiness  and  righteousness  before  him,  all  the  days  of  our  life. 

76  And  thou,  child,  shalt  be  called  the  prophet  of  the  Highest:  for 
thou  shalt  go  before  the  face  of  the  Lord  to  prepare  his  ways ; 

77  To  give  knowledge  of  salvation  unto  his  people  by  the  remission 
of  their  sms, 

78  Through  the  tender  mercy  of  our  God;  whereby  the  dayspring 
from  on  high  hath  visited  us, 

79  To  give  light  to  them  that  sit  in  darkness  and  in  the  shadow 
of  death,  to  guioe  our  feet  into  the  way  of  peace. 

80  And  the  child  grew,  and  waxed  strong  in  spirit,  and  was  in  the 
deserts  till  the  day  oi  his  shewing  unto  Israel.

ND  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  there  went  out  a  decree 
from  Cssar  Augustus,  that  all  the  world  should  be  taxed. 
.  2  {And  this  taxing  was  first  made  when  Cyrenius  was 
governor  of  Syria.)  ^ 

3  And  all  went  to  be  taxed,  every  one  into  his  own  city. 

4  And  Joseph  also  went  up  from  Galilee,  out  of  the  city  of  Nazareth, 
into  Judea,  unto  the  city  of  David,  which  is  called  Bethlehem :  (be- 
cause he  was  of  the  house  and  lineage  of  David:) 

5  To  be  taxed  with  Marv  his  espoused  wife,  being  great  with  child. 

6  And  so  it  was,  that,  while  they  were  there,  the  days  were  accom- 
plished that  she  should  be  delivered. 

7  And  she  brought  forth  her  firstborn  son,  and  wrapped  him  in 
swaddling  clothes,  and  laid  him  in  a  manger;  because  there  was  no 
room  for  them  in  the  inn. 

8  And  there  were  in  the  same  country  shepherds  abiding  in  the 
field,  keeping  watch  over  their  flock  by  night.

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9  And,  lo,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  came  upon  them,  and  the  glon 
of  the  Lord  shone  round  about  them:  ana  they  were  sore  airaid. 

10  And  the  angel  said  unto  them,  Fear  not:  lor,  behold,  I  bring 
you  good  tidings  of  great  joy,  which  shall  be  to  all  people. 

11  For  unto  you  is  bom  this  day  in  the  city  of  David  a  Saviour, 
which  is  Christ  the  Lord. 

12  And  this  shaU  be  a  sign  unto  you;  Ye  shall  find  the  babe  wrapped 
in  swaddling  clothes,  lying  in  a  manger.

18  And  all  they  that  heard  it  wondered  at  those  things  w^hich  were 
told  them  by  the  shepherds. 

19  But  Mary  kept  all  these  things,  and  pondered  them  in  her  heart. 

20  And  the  shepnerds  returned,  glorifying  and  praising  God  for  all 
the  things  they  had  heard  and  seen,  as  it  was  told  unto  them. 

21  And  when  eight  days  were  accomplished  for  the  circumcising  of 
the  child,  his  name  was  called  JESUS,  which  was  so  named  of  the 
angel  before  he  was  conceived  in  the  womb. 

22  And  when  the  days  of  her  purification  according  to  the  law  of 
Moses  were  accomplished,  they  brought  him  to  Jerusalem,  to  present 
him  to  the  Lord; 

23  (As  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  the  Lord,  Every  male  that  openeth 
the  womb  shall  be  called  holy  to  the  Lord;) 

24  And  to  offer  a  sacrifice  according  to  that  which  is  said  in  the  law 
of  the  Lord,  A  pair  of  turtledoves,  or  two  young  pigeons. 

25  And,  behold,  there  was  a  man  in  Jerusalem,  whose  name  wa3 
Simeon;  and  the  same  man  was  just  and  devout,  waiting  for  the  con- 
solation of  Israel:  and  the  Holv  Ghost  was  upon  him. 

26  And  it  was  revealed  unto  liim  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  he  should 
not  see  death,  before  he  had  seen  the  Lord's  Christ. 

27  And  he  came  by  the  Spirit  into  the  temple :  and  when  the  parents 
brought  in  the  child  Jesus,  to  do  for  him  after  the  custom  of  tne  law, 

28  Then  took  he  him  up  in  his  arms,  and  blessed  God,  and  said,

MOST  celebrated  of  all  Christ's  sennons,  the  most 
beautiful  of  aU  teachitigs,  is  the  so-called  Sermon 
on  the  Mount.  Luke  gives  it  in  part;  but  it  is 
onlj  the  Gospel  of  Matthew  that  has  preserved  the  words 
for  us  complete.  The  sermon  seems  to  have  been  deliv- 
ered, as  Luke  tells  us,  immediately  after  the  choosing  of 
the  twelve  apostles.  It  was  meant  for  their  instruction 
even  more  than  that  of  the  multitude;  and  it  apparently 
contains  a  summary  of  all  the  chief  docbines  which  Jesus 
had  been  proclaiming  with  such  effect  throughout 
Galilee. 

It  opens  with  the  '*  beatitudes/'  the  list  of  those  who 
are  blessed  by  God.  '* Blessed  are  the  poor/'  the  bumble, 
the  mourners,  the  meek,  those  who  seek  righteousness, 
the  merciful,  the  piu%,  the  peacemakers,  and  the  perse- 
cuted. Jesus  then  asserts  that  He  comes,  not  to  destroy 
the  ancient  faith,  but  to  fulfill  it  and  build  upon  it  His 
doctrine  of  Love.  All  men,  said  He,  learn  to  love  their 
friends.    He  bidb  His  followers  to  love  also  their  enemies. 

"And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had  ended  these 
sayings,  the  people  were  astonished  at  his  doctrine: 

For  he  taught  them  as  one  having  authority,  and  not 
as  the  scribes." 
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30  For  mine  eyes  have  seen  thy  salvation, 

31  Which  thou  hast  prepared  before  the  face  of  all  people; 

32  A  light  to  lighten  the  Gentiles,  and  the  glory  of  thy  people  Israel. 

33  And  Joseph  and  his  mother  marvelled  at  those  things  which 
were  spoken  of  him. 

34  And  Simeon  blessed  them,  and  said  unto  Mary  his  mother. 
Behold,  this  child  is  set  for  the  fall  and  rising  again  of  many  in  Israel ; 
and  for  a  sign  which  shall  be  spoken  against: 

35  (Yea,  a  sword  shall  pierce  through  thy  own  soul  also,)  that  the 
thoughts  of  many  hearts  may  be  revealed. 

36  And  there  was  one  Anna,  a  prophetess,  the  daughter  of  Phanuel, 
of  the  tribe  of  Aser:  she  was  of  a  ^reat  age,  and  had  lived  with  an 
husband  seven  years  from  her  virgmity; 

37  And  she  was  a  widow  of  about  fourscore  and  four  years,  which 
departed  not  from  the  temple,  but  served  God  with  fastings  and 
prayers  night  and  day. 

38  And  she  coming  in  that  instant  gave  thanks  likewise  imto  the 
Lord,  and  spake  of  him  to  all  them  tiiat  looked  for  redemption  in 
Jerusalem. 

39  And  when  they  had  performed  all  things  according  to  the  law  of 
the  Lord,  they  returned  into  Galilee,  to  their  own  city  Nazareth. 

40  And  the  child  grew,  and  waxed  strong  in  spirit,  filled  with 
wisdom:  and  the  grace  of  God  was  upon  him. 

41  Now  his  parents  went  to  Jerusalem  every  year  at  the  feast  of 
the  passover. 

42  And  when  he  was  twelve  years  old,  they  went  up  to  Jerusalem 
after  the  custom  of  the  feast. 

43  And  when  they  had  fulfilled  the  days,  as  they  returned,  the  child 
Jesus  tarried  behind  in  Jerusalem;  and  Joseph  and  his  mother  knew 
not  of  it. 

44  But  they,  supposing  him  to  have  been  in  the  company,  went 
a  day's  journey;  and  they  sought  him  among  their  kinsfolk  and 
acquaintance. 

45  And  when  they  found  him  not,  they  turned  back  again  to 
Jerusalem,  seeking  him. 

46  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  three  days  they  found  him  in  the 
temple,  sitting  in  the  midst  of  the  doctors,  both  nearing  them,  and 
asking  them  questions. 

47  And  all  that  heard  him  were  astonished  at  his  understanding 
mnd  answers. 

48  And  when  they  saw  him,  they  were  amazed:  and  his  mother 
said  unto  him.  Son,  why  hast  thou  thus  dealt  with  us  ?  behold,  thy 
father  and  I  have  sought  thee  sorrowing. 

49  And  he  said  unto  them.  How  is  it  that  ye  sought  me  ?  wist  ye 
not  that  I  must  be  about  my  Father's  business  ? 

50  And  they  imderstood  not  the  saying  which  he  spake  unto  them. 
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51  And  he  went  down  with  them,  and  came  to  Nazareth,  and  was 
subject  imto  them :  but  his  mother  kept  all  these  sayings  in  her  heart. 

52  And  Jesus  increased  in  wisdom  and  stature,  and  in  favour  with 
God  and  man.

1  TKe  preaching  and  baptUm  of  John:  15  his  testimony  of  Christ,    20  Herod  imprisoneth  John.    21  Christ  hap- 
tiled,  receiveth  testimony  from  Hwiven,    23  The  age,  and  ifenealogy  of  Christ  from  Joseph  upteards, 

|OW  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Tiberius  Caesar, 
Pontius  Pilate  being  governor  of  Judea,  and  Herod  being 
tetrarch  of  Galilee,  and  his  brother  Philip  tetrarch  of  Iturea 

and   of   the  region   of  Trachonitis,   and  Lysanias   the  tetrarch  of 

Abilene, 

2  Annas  and  Caiaphas  being  the  high  priests,  the  word  of  God 
came  unto  John  the  son  of  Zacharias  in  the  wilderness. 

3  And  he  came  into  all  the  country  about  Jordan,  preaching  the 
baptism  of  repentance  for  the  remission  of  sins; 

4  As  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  the  words  of  Esaias  the  prophet,  say- 
ing, The  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness,  Prepare  ye  the  way 
of  the  Lord,  make  his  paths  straight.  ^ 

5  Every  valley  shall  be  filled,  and  every  mountain  and  hill  shall  be 
brought  low;  and  the  crooked  shall  be  made  straight,  and  the  rough 
ways  shall  be  made  smooth;^ 

6  And  all  flesh  shall  see  the  salvation  of  God. 

7  Then  said  he  to  the  multitude  that  came  forth  to  be  baptized  of 
him,  O  generation  of  vipers,  who  hath  warned  you  to  flee  trom  the 
wrath  to  come  ? 

8  Bring  forth  therefore  fruits  .worthy  of  repentance,  and  begin  not 
to  say  within  yourselves.  We  have  Abraham  to  our  father:  for  I  say 
unto  vou.  That  God  is  able  of  these  stones  to  raise  up  children  unto 
Abratam. 

9  And  now  also  the  axe  is  laid  unto  the  root  of  the  trees :  every  tree 
therefore  which  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruit  is  hewn  down,  and  cast 
into  the  fire. 

10  And  the  people  asked  him,  saying.  What  shall  we  do  then? 

11  He  answereth  and  saith  unto  them.  He  that  hath  two  coats,  let 
him  impart  to  him  that  hath  none;  and  he  that  hath  meat,  let  him 
do  likewise. 

12  Then  came  also  publicans  to  be  baptized,  and  said  unto  him. 
Master,  what  shall  we  do  ?

**The  centurion  answered  and  said.  Lord,  I  arti  not 
worthy  that  thou  should  come  under  my  roof:  6ui  speak  ike 
word  only,  and  my  servant  shall  he  healed*' — MattheWf  8^  8. 

NEXT  came  what  seems  to  have  been  the  first 
official  churchly  recognition  and  acknowledg- 
ment of  Jesus'  miraculous  powers.  Having  fin- 
ished the  "Sermon  on  the  Mount/*  He  returned  to  Caper- 
naum, and  there  was  met  by  a  body  of  the  "elders"  of  the 
Jewish  chiuxih.  They  came  at  the  request  of  one  of  their 
Roman  rulers,  a  "centurion,**  or  captain  of  the  army, 
who  had  sent  to  them  desiring  that  they  would  have  Jesus 
cure  a  well-loved  servant  of  his.  The  elders  were  very 
anxious  that  Jesus  should  do  this;  for  the  centurion  had 
been  very  kind  and  generous  in  his  governinent  of  the  Jews. 
As  Jesus  advanced  with  the  elders  tcrward  the  centurion's 
house  they  were  met  by  that  officer  himself  with  his  famous 
speech.  He  declared  that  even  as  he  commanded  his 
servants  and  they  obeyed  at  a  distance,  so  Jesus,  being 
Lord  of  health,  need  only  will  the  command  from  where 
He  stood,  and  the  sickness  would  leave  the  servant. 
*'When  Jesus  heard  it,  he  marvelled,  and  said  to  them 
that  followed,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  have  not  found  so 
great  faiih,  no,  not  in  Israel."  So  Jesus  declared  the 
servant  cured,  and  pointed  out  that  many  of  these  Romans, 
ay,  and  men  from  every  region  upon  earth  should  come 
to  believe  and  to  sit  by  the  Father  in  heaven, 
while  many  of  the  Jews  themselves 
should  be  rejected. 
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15  And  as  the  people  were  in  expectation,  and  all  men  mused  in 
their  hearts  of  John,  whether  he  were  the  Christ,  or  not; 

16  John  answered,  saying  unto  them  all,  I  indeed  baptize  you  with 
water;  but  one  mightier  than  I  cometh,  the  latchet  of  whose  shoes  I 
am  not  worthy  to  unloose;  he  shall  baptize  you  with  the  Holy  Ghost 
and  with  fire: 

17  Whose  fan  is  in  his  hand,  and  he  will  thoroughly  purge  his  floor, 
and  will  gather  the  wheat  into  his  gamer;  but  the  chaff  he  will  bum 
with  fire  unquenchable. 

18  And  many  other  things  in  his  exhortation  preached  he  unto  the 
people. 

19  But  Herod  the  tetrarch,  being  reproved  by  him.  for  Herodias 
his  brother  Philip's  wife,  and  for  all  the  evils  which  Herod  had  done, 

20  Added  vet  this  above  all,  that  he  shut  up  John  in  prison. 

21  Now  wnen  all  the  people  were  baptized,  it  came  to  pass  that 
Jesus  also  being  baptized,  and  praying,  the  heaven  was  opened, 

22  And  the  Holy  Ghost  descended  in  a  bodily  shape  uke  a  dove 
upon  him,  and  a  voice  came  from  heaven,  which  said,  Thou  art  my 
beloved  Son;  in  thee  I  am  well  pleased. 

23  And  Jesus  himself  began  to  be  about  thirty  years  of  age,  being 
(as  was  supposed)  the  son  of  Joseph,  which  was  the  son  of  Ueli, 

24  Which  was  the  son  of  Matthat,  which  was  the  son  of  Levi,  which 
was  the  son  of  Melchi,  which  was  the  son  of  Janna,  which  was  the 
son  of  Joseph, 

25  Which  was  the  son  of  Mattathias,  which  was  the  son  of  Amos, 
which  was  the  son  of  Naum,  which  was  the  son  of  Esli,  which  was 
the  son  of  Nagge, 

26  Which  was  the  son  of  Maath,  which  was  the  son  of  Mattathias, 
which  was  the  son  of  Semei,  which  was  the  son  of  Joseph,  which  was 
the  son  of  Juda, 

27  Which  was  the  son  of  Joanna,  which  was  the  son  of  Rhesa,  which 
was  the  son  of  Zorobabel,  which  was  the  son  of  Salathiel,  which  w^as 
the  son  of  Neri, 

28  Which  was  the  son  of  Melchi,  which  was  the  son  of  Addi,  which 
was  the  son  of  Cosam,  which  was  the  son  of  Elmodam,  which  was

** Behold f  there  was  a  dead  man  carried  ouU  ^  only  son 
of  his  mother,  and  she  was  a  vndow.** — Luke^  7, 12* 

O.N  THE  very  next  day,  acoording  to  Luke,  came 
a  yet  more  tremendous,  more  startling  proof  of 
Jesus*  power  over  the  laws  of  nature.  Three 
times  in  the  various  Grospels  do  we  find  record  of  His 
actually  restoring  the  dead  to  life.  The  first  of  these 
three  impressive  revelations  of  immortdity  occurred  at 
Nain,  a  little  city  to  which  He  now  journeyed  from  Caper- 
naum. As  He  approached  the  gate  of  Nain,  a  funeral 
procession  came  forth;  a  widow  was  burying  her  only  son. 

"And  when  the  Lord  saw  her,  he  had  compassion  on 
her,  and  said  unto  her.  Weep  not. 

''And  he  came  and  touched  the  bier:  and  they  that  bare 
him  stood  still.  And  he  said,  Young  man,  I  say  uvto 
thee,  Arise, 

*'And  he  that  was  dead  sat  up,  and  began  to  speak. 
And  he  delivered  him  to  his  mother.'* 

Then  a  great  fear  and  awe  came  over  all  who  saw;  for 
though  both  Elijah  and  Elisha  were  each  r^wrted  to  have 
once  raised  a  corpse  to  life,  yet  they  had  done  it  after  long 
prayer  and  effort.    This  Man  did  it  at  a  word. 
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11  And  in  their  hands  they  shall  bear  thee  up,  lest  at  any  time 
thou  dash  thy  foot  against  a  stone. 

12  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  him.  It  is  said.  Thou  shalt  not 
tempt  the  Lord  thy  God. 

13  And  when  the  devil  had  ended  all  the  temptation,  he  departed 
from  him  for  a  season. 

14  Tf  And  Jesus  returned  in  the  power  of  the  Spirit  into  Galilee: 
and  there  went  out  a  fame  of  him  through  all  the  region  round 
about. 

15  And  he  taught  in  their  synagogues,  being  glorified  of  all. 

16  %  And  he  came  to  Nazareth,  where  he  had  been  brought  up; 
and,  as  his  custom  was,  he  went  into  the  synagogue  on  the  sabbath 
day,  and  stood  up  for  to  read. 

17  And  there  was  delivered  unto  him  the  book  of  the  prophet 
Esaias.  And  when  he  had  opened  the  book,  he  found  the  place 
where  it  was  written, 

18  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  me,  because  he  hath  anointed 
ime  to  preacn  the  gospel  to  the  poor;  he  hath  sent  me  to  heal  the 
jbrokennearted,  to  preach  deliverance  to  the  captives,  and  recovering 

►f  sight  to  the  blind,  to  set  at  liberty  them  that  are  bruised,  ^ 

19  To  preach  the  acceptable  year  of  the  Lord. 

20  And  he  closed  the  book,  and  he  gave  it  again  to  the  minister, 
ind  sat  down.  And  the  eyes  of  all  them  that  were  in  the  synagogue 
veve  fastened  on  him. 

21  And  he  began  to  say  unto  them.  This  day  is  this  scripture  ful- 
illed  in  your  ears. 

22  And  all  bare  him  witness,  and  wondered  at  the  gracious  words 
hich  proceeded  out  of  his  mouth.     And  they  said,  Is  not  this  Joseph's 

jon.? 

23  And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  w^U  surely  say  unto  me  this  proverb, 
^hysician,  heal  thyself:  whatsoever  we  have  heard  done  in  Caper- 
laum,  do  also  here  in  thy  country. 

24  And  he  said.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  No  prophet  is  accepted  in 
is  own  country. 

25  But  I  tell  you  of  a  truth,  many  widows  were  in  Israel  in  the  days 
[of  Elias,  w^hen  the  heaven  was  shut  up  three  years  and  six  months, 
I  when  great  famine  was  throughout  all  the  land; 

26  But  unto  none  of  them  was  Elias  sent,  save  unto  Sarepta,  a  city 
'^  Sidon,  unto  a  woman  that  was  a  widow. 

7  And  many  lepers  were  in  Israel  in  the  time  of  Eliseus  the  prophet; 

I  none  of  them  was  cleansed,  saving  Naaman  the  Syrian. 

'8  And  all  they  in  the  synagogue,  when  they  heard  these  things, 

"e  filled  with  wrath, 

!9  And  rose  up,  and  thrust  him  out  of  the  city,  and  led  him  unto 

ilaafaOi  61,  1. 
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the  brow  of  the  hill  whereon  their  city  was  built,  that  they  might 
cast  him  down  headlong. 

30  But  he  passing  through  the  midst  of  them  went  his  way, 

31  And  came  down  to  Capernaum,  a  city  of  Galilee,  and  taught 
them  on  the  sabbath  days. 

32  And  they  were  astonished  at  his  doctrine :  for  his  word  was  with 
power. 

33  %  And  in  the  synagogue  there  was  a  man,  which  had  a  spirit 
of  an  unclean  devil,  and  cned  out  with  a  loud  voice, 

34  Saying,  Let  us  alone;  what  have  we  to  do  with  thee,  thou  Jesus 
of  Nazareth  ?  art  thou  come  to  destroy  us  ?  I  know  thee  who  thou 
art;  the  Holy  One  of  God. 

35  And  Jesus  rebuked  him,  saying.  Hold  thy  peace,  and  come  out 
of  him.  And  when  the  devil  had  t&own  him^in  the  midst,  he  came 
out  of  him,  and  hurt  him  not. 

36  And  they  were  all  amazed,  and  spake  among  themselves,  saying. 
What  a  word  is  this!  for  with  authority  and  power  he  commandeth 
the  unclean  spirits,  and  they  come  out. 

37  And  the  fame  of  him  went  out  into  every  place  of  the  country 
round  about. 

38  ^  And  he  arose  out  of  the  synagogue,  and  entered  into  Simon's 
house.  And  Simon's  wife's  mother  was  taken  with  a  great  fever; 
and  they  besought  him  for  her. 

39  And  he  stood  over  her,  and  rebuked  the  fever;  and  it  left  her: 
and  immediately  she  arose  and  ministered  unto  them. 

40  %  Now  when  the  sun  was  setting,  all  they  that  had  any  sick  with 
divers  diseases  brought  them  unto  him ;  and  he  laid  his  hanas  on  every 
one  of  them,  and  healed  them. 

41  And  devils  also  came  out  of  many,  crying  out,  and  saying.  Thou 
art  Christ  the  Son  of  God.  And  he  rebukmg  them  suflFered  them  not 
to  speak:  for  they  knew  that  he  was  Christ. 

42  And  when  it  was  day,  he  departed  and  went  into  a  desert  place: 
and  the  people  sought  him,  and  came  unto  him,  and  stayed  him,  that 
he  should  not  depart  from  them. 

43  And  he  said  unto  them,  I  must  preach  the  kingdom  of  Gt)d  to 
other  cities  also:  for  therefore  am  I  sent. 

44  And  he  preached  in  the  synagogues  of  Galilee. 

Ctiapter  5 

1  Christ  teacheOi  the  pwpU  out  of  Peter* s  ship:  4  in  a  miraculous  taking  of  fiOies,  sheweth  how^  he  tciU  make  him 


worn  garments. 

ND  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  the  people  pressed  upon  him  to 
hear  the  word  of  God,  he  stood  by  the  lake  of  Gennesaret, 

2  And    saw    two    ships    standing    by    the  lake:  but    the 

fishermen  were  gone  out  of  them,  and  were  washing  their  nets. 
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"/  entered  into  thine  house,  thou  gavest  me  no  water  for 
my  feet:  hut  she  hath  washed  my  feet  with  tears,  and  tviped 
them  with  the  hairs  of  her  head" — Lvke,  7,  H. 

IN  THIS  first  period  of  Jesus*  preaching  in  Galilee, 
we  should  perhaps  place  the  account,  which  Luke 
gives,  of  the  sinful  woman  whose  sins  were  forgiven 
her.  Jesus  was  dining  at  the  house  of  Simon,  a  pharisee, 
who  had  invited  Him  apparently  out  of  curiosity,  for  he 
gave  the  Master  little  honor.  To  the  couch  where  Jesus 
reclined,  there  came  a  woman  of  sin,  who  knelt  and 
anointed  His  feet.  The  bathing  of  a  guest's  feet  was  a 
common  courtesy  in  those  days;  but  Simon  had  not  offered 
it.  The  woman  washed  them  with  her  tears,  dried  them 
with  her  hair,  caressed  them,  and  anointed  them  with  oil. 

The  host  instead  of  being  reminded  of  his  own  neglect 
only  thought,  as  the  other  Pharisees  had  said  in  Matthew's 
case,  that  Jesus  should  not  let  such  sinful  people  approach 
Him.  The  Master,  rebuking  the  unspoken  selfishness, 
pointed  out  to  Simon  how  much  greater  gratitude  and  love 
the  outcast  woman  had  shown  than  had  the  arrogant 
host.  "Wherefore  I  say  unto  thee,  Her  sins,  which  are 
many,  are  forgiven;  for  she  loved  much." 

Then  he  blessed  the  woman  and  dismissed  her,  and 
again  the  Pharisees  noted,  and  perhaps  word  travelled 
through  them  to  Jerusalem,  that  this  man  claimed  to 
forgive  sin. 
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3  And  he  entered  into  one  of  the  ships,  which  was  Simon's,  and 
prayed  him  that  he  would  thrust  out  a  little  from  the  land.  And 
ne  sat  down,  and  taught  the  people  out  of  the  ship. 

4  Now  when  he  had  left  speaking,  he  said  unto  Simon,  Launch  out 
into  the  deep,  and  let  down  your  nets  for  a  draught 

5  And  Simon  answering  said  unto  him.  Master,  we  have  toiled 
all  the  night,  and  have  taken  nothing:  nevertheless  at  thy  word  I  will 
let  down  the  net. 

6  And  when  they  had  this  done,  they  inclosed  a  great  multitude 
of  fishes:  and  their  net  brake. 

7  And  they  beckoned  unto  their  partners,  which  were  in  the  other 
ship,  that  they  should  come  and  help  them.  And  they  came,  and 
filled  both  the  ships,  so  that  thev  besan  to  sink. 

8  When  Simon  Peter  saw  it,  ne  fell  down  at  Jesus'  knees,  saying. 
Depart  from  me;  for  I  am  a  sinful  man,  O  Lord. 

9  For  he  was  astonished,  and  all  that  were  with  him,  at  the  draught 
of  the  fishes  which  they  had  taken : 

10  And  so  was  also  James  and  John,  the  sons  of  Zebedee,  which 
were  partners  with  Simon.  And  Jesus  said  unto  Simon,  Fear  not, 
from  henceforth  thou  shalt  catch  men. 

11  x\nd  when  they  had  brought  their  ships  to  land,  they  forsook 
all,  and  followed  him. 

12  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  was  in  a  certain  city,  behold  a 
man  full  of  leprosy:  wno  seeing  Jesus  fell  on  his  face,  and  besought 
him,  saying.  Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  thou  canst  make  me  clean. 

13  And  he  put  forth  his  hand,  and  touched  him,  saying,  I  will :  be 
thou  clean.     And  immediately  the  leprosy  departed  from  him. 

14  And  he  charged  him  to  tell  no  man;  but  go,  and  shew  thyself 
to  the  priest,  and  oflFer  for  thy  cleansing,  according  as  Moses  com- 
mandea,  for  a  testimony  unto  them. 

15  But  so  much  the  more  went  there  a  fame  abroad  of  him:  and 
great  multitudes  came  together  to  hear,  and  to  be  healed  by  him  of 
flieir  infirmities. 

16  ^  And  he  withdrew  himself  into  the  wilderness,  and  prayed. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass  on  a  certain  dav,  as  he  was  teaching,  that 
there  were  Pharisees  and  doctors  of  the  law  sitting  by,  which  were 
come  out  of  every  town  of  Galilee,  and  Judea,  and  Jerusalem:  and 
the  power  of  the  Lord  was  present  to  heal  them.  * 

18  ^  And,  behold,  men  brought  in  a  bed  a  man  which  was  taken 
with  a  palsy:  and  they  sought  means  to  bring  him  in,  and  to  lay  him 
before  nim. 

19  And  when  thev  could  not  find  by  what  way  they  might  brinj 
him  in  because  of  the  multitude,  they  went  upon  the  housetop,  an< 
let  him  down  through  the  tiling  with  his  couch  into  the  midst  before 
Jesus. 

^Tbe  Revised  Verston  by  omitting  the  last  word  *'  them"  changes  the  sense  of  this  vena. 
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20  And  when  he  saw  their  faith,  he  said  unto  him,  Man,  thy  sins 
are  forgiven  thee. 

21  And  the  scribes  and  the  Pharisees  began  to  reason^  saying, 
Who  is  this  which  speaketh  blasphemies!  Who  can  forgive  sins,  but 
God  alone? 

22  But  when  Jesus  perceived  their  thoughts,  he  answering  said 
unto  them.  What  reason  ye  in  your  hearts  ? 

23  Whether  is  easier,  to  say,  Thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee;  or  to  say. 
Rise  up  and  walk? 

24  ]5ut  that  ye  may  know  that  the  Son  of  man  hath  power  upon 
earth  to  forgive  sins,  (he  said  unto  the  sick  of  the  palsy,)  I  say  unto 
thee,  Arise,  and  take  up  thy  couch,  and  go  into  thine  house. 

25  And  immediately  he  rose  up  before  them,  and  took  up  that 
whereon  he  lay,  and  departed  to  his  own  house,  glorifying  God. 

26  And  they  were  all  amazed,  and  they  glorified  Goci,  and  were 
filled  with  fear,  saying.  We  have  seen  strange  things  to-day. 

27  T[  And  after  these  things  he  went  forth,  ana  saw  a  publican, 
named  Levi,  sitting  at  the  receipt  of  custom:  and  he  said  imto  him, 
Follow  me. 

28  And  he  left  all,  rose  up,  and  followed  him. 

29  And  Levi  made  him  a  great  feast  in  his  own  house :  and  there  was 
a  great  company  of  publicans  and  of  others  that  sat  dowTi  with 
them. 

30  But  their  scribes  and  Pharisees  murmured  against  his  disciples, 
saying.  Why  do  ye  eat  and  drink  with  publicans  and  sinners  ? 

31  And  tiesus  answering  said  unto  them.  They  that  are  whole  need 
not  a  physician ;  but  they  that  are  sick. 

32  I  came  not  to  call  the  righteous,  but  sinners  to  repentance. 

33  ^  And  they  said  unto  him.  Why  do  the  disciples  of  John  fast 
often,  and  make  prayers,  and  likewise  the  disciples  of  the  Pharisees; 
but  thine  eat  ana  drink? 

34  And  he  said  unto  them.  Can  ye  make  the  children  of  the  bride- 
chamber  fast,  while  the  bridegroom  is  with  them  ? 

35  But  the  days  will  come,  when  the  bridegroom  shall  be  taken 
away  from  them,  and  then  shall  thev  fast  in  those  days. 

36  ^  And  he  spake  also  a  parable  unto  them;  No  man  putteth 
a  piece  of  a  new  garment  upon  an  old;  if  otherwise,  then  both  tne  new 
maketh  a  rent,  and  the  piece  that  was  taken  out  of  the  new  agreeth 
not  with  the  old. 

37  And  no  man  putteth  new  wine  into  old  bottles;  else  the  new 
wine  will  burst  the  bottles,  and  be  spilled,  and  the  bottles  shall 
perish. 

38  But  new  wine  must  be  put  into  new  bottles;  and  both  are  pre- 
served. 

39  No  man  also  having  drunk  old  toine  straightway  desireth  new: 
for  he  saith,  The  old  is  Mtter.

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*'Now  wJien  John  heard  in  the  prison  tlie  vwrks  of 
Christy  he  sent  two  of  his  disciples" — Matthew ,  11,  £. 

THE  tale  turns  now  again  to  John  the  Forerunner, 
he  whose  life  was  so  narrow  and  grim  as  com- 
pared to  the  rich,  full  career  of  Jesus.  John 
must  by  now  have  been  almost  a  year  in  prison,  where  he 
had  been  cast  by  King  Herod  at  about  the  time  when 
Jesus  returned  to  Galilee  after  His  first  preaching  in 
Jerusalem.  The  disciples  of  John  were  still  faithful  to 
him;  and,  coming  to  him  in  prison,  they  told  him  all  the 
rumors  of  Jesus'  work.  Apparently  John  was  not  clear 
as  to  the  meaning  of  the  announcement  he  himself  had 
made  in  baptizing  Jesus,  or  else  he  was  not  sure  this  was 
the  same  man;  for  he  sent  two  of  his  disciples  to  Jesus 
asking  Him,  '*Art  thou  he  that  should  come?  or  look  we 
for  another  ?" 

*'Then  Jesus  answering,  said  unto  them.  Go  your  way, 
and  tell  John  what  things  ye  have  seen  and  heard;  how 
that  the  blind  see,  the  lame  walk,  the  lepers  are  cleansed, 
the  deaf  hear,  the  dead  are  raised,  to  the  poor  the  gospel 
is  preached.  And  blessed  is  he,  whosoever  shall  not  be 
offended   in  me." 

Then  turning  to  the  people  Jesus  spake  nobly  of  John: 

"Among  those  that  are  born  of  women  there  is  not  a 

greater  prophet  than  John  the  Baptist:  but  he  that  is 

least  in  the  kingdom  of  God  is  greater  than  he.* 
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Ctiopter  6 

1  ChriM  reprovdh  the  Pharisees*  Uindnees  about  the  obeervation  of  the  sabbath,  by  scripture,  reason,  and  miracle: 
13  chooeeth  twelve  apostles:  17  healeth  the  diseased:  20  preacheth  to  his  disciples  before  the  peojile  of  blessings  and 
cunet:  27  how  we  must  love  our  enemies:  46  and  jotn  the  obedience  of  good  works  to  the  hearing  of  the  word:  led  in  the 
evil  day  of  temptation  we  fall  Wee  an  house  built  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  vnthout  any  foundation. 

ND  it  came  to  pass  on  the  second  sabbath  after  the  first,  that 
he  went  through  the  com  fields;  and  his  disciples  plucked  the 

ears  of  corn,  and  did  eat,  rubbing  them  in  their  hands. 

i  And  certain  of  the  Pharisees  said  unto  them,  Why  do  ye  that 
which  is  not  lawful  to  do  on  the  sabbath-days  ? 

3  And  Jesus  answering  them  said.  Have  ye  not  read  so  much  as 
this,  what  David  did,  when  himself  was  an  himgred,  and  they  which 
were  with  him; 

4  How  he  went  into  the  house  of  God,  and  did  take  and  eat  the 
shewbread,  and  gave  also  to  them  that  were  with  him;  which  it  is 
Dot  lawful  to  eat  but  for  the  priests  alone? 

5  And  he  said  unto  them.  That  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  also  of  the 
sabbath. 

6  And  it  came  to  pass  also  on  another  sabbath,  that  he  entered  into 
the  sjmagogue  and  taught:  and  there  was  a  man  whose  right  hand 
was  withered. 

7  And  the  scribes  and  Pharisees  watched  him,  whether  he  would 
heal  on  the  sabbath  day ;  that  they  might  find  an  accusation  against  him, 

8  But  he  knew  their  thoughts,  and  said  to  the  man  which  had  the 
withered  hand.  Rise  up,  and  stand  forth  in  the  midst.  And  he  arose 
and  stood  forth. 

9  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them,  I  will  ask  you  one  thing;  Is  it  lawful  on 
the  sabbath-days  to  do  good,  or  to  do  evil  ?  to  save  life,  or  to  destroy  it  ? 

10  And  looking  round  about  upon  them  all,  he  said  unto  the  man, 
Stretch  forth  thy  hand.  And  he  did  so:  and  his  hand  was  restored 
whole  as  the  other. 

11  And  they  were  filled  with  madness;  and  commimed  one  with 
another  what  they  might  do  to  Jesus. 

12  And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  he  went  out  into  a  moun- 
tain to  pray,  and  continued  all  night  in  prayer  to  God. 

13  ^  And  when  it  was  day,  he  called  unto  him  his  disciples:  and 
of  them  he  chose  twelve,  whom  also  he  named  apostles; 

14  Simon,  (whom  he  also  named  Peter,)  and  Andrew  his  brother, 
James  and  John,  Philip  and  Bartholomew, 

15  Matthew  and  Thomas,  James  the  son  of  Alpheus,  and  Simon 
called  Zelotes, 

16  And  Judas  the  brother  of  James,  and  Judas  Iscariot,  which  also 
was  the  traitor. 

17  \  And  he  came  down  with  them,  and  stood  in  the  plain,  and  the 
company  of  his  disciples,  and  a  great  multitude  of  people  out  of  all 
Judea  and  Jerusalem,  and  from  the  sea  coast  of  Tyre  and  Sidon, 
which  came  to  hear  him,  and  to  be  healed  of  their  diseases; 
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18  And  they  that  were  vexed  with  unclean  spirits:  and  they  were 
healed. 

19  And  the  whole  multitude  sought  to  touch  him:  for  there  went 
virtue  out  of  him,  and  healed  them  all. 

20  TIf  And  he  lifted  up  his  eyes  on  his  disciples,  and  said.  Blessed 
be  ye  poor:  for  yours  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 

21  Blessed  are  ye  that  hunger  now:  for  ye  shall  be  filled.  Blessed 
are  ye  that  weep  now:  for  ye  shall  lau^h. 

22  Blessed  are  ye,  when  men  shall  hate  you,  and  when  they  shall 
separate  you  Jrovi  their  company ^  and  shall  reproach  yow,  and  cast 
out  your  name  as  evil,  for  the  Son  of  man's  sake. 

23  Rejoice  ye  in  that  day,  and  leap  for  joy :  for,  behold,  your  reward 
is  great  m  heaven:  for  in  the  like  manner  did  their  fathers  imto  the 
prophets. 

24  But  woe  unto  you  that  are  rich!  for  ye  have  received  your  con- 
solation. 

25  Woe  unto  you  that  are  full!  for  ye  shall  hunger.  Woe  unto 
you  that  laugh  now !  for  ye  shall  mourn  and  weep. 

26  Woe  unto  you  when  all  men  shall  speak  well  of  you !  for  so  did 
their  fathers  to  the  false  prophets. 

27  1[  But  I  say  unto  you  which  hear.  Love  your  enemies,  do  good 
to  them  which  hate  you. 

28  Bless  them  that  curse  you,  and  pray  for  them  which  despite- 
fully  use  vou. 

29  And  unto  him  that  smiteth  thee  on  the  one  cheek  offer  also  the 
other;  and  him  that  taketh  away  thy  cloke  forbid  not  to  take  thy  coat 
also. 

30  Give  to  every  man  that  asketh  of  thee;  and  of  him  that  taketh 
away  thy  goods  asK  them  not  again. 

31  And  as  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  also  to  them 
likewise. 

32  For  if  ye  love  them  which  love  you,  what  thank  have  ye  ?  for 
sinners  also  love  those  that  love  them. 

33  And  if  ye  do  good  to  them  which  do  good  to  you,  what  thank 
have  ye  ?  for  sinners  also  do  even  the  same. 

34  And  if  ye  lend  to  them  of  whom  ye  hope  to  receive,  what  thank 
have  ye  ?  for  sinners  also  lend  to  sinners,  to  receive  as  much  again. 

35  But  love  ye  your  enemies,  and  do  good,and  lend,  hoping  for  noth- 
ing again ;  and  your  reward  shall  be  great,  and  ye  shall  be  the  children 
of  the  Highest:  for  he  is  kind  unto  the  unthankful  and  to  the  evil.* 

36  Be  ye  therefore  merciful,  as  your  Father  also  is  merciful. 

37  Judge  not,  and  ye  shall  not  be  judged:  condemn  not,  and  ye 
shall  not  be  condemned :  forgive,  and  ye  shall  be  forgiven : 

38  Give,  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you;  good  measure,  pressed 
down,  and  shaken  together,  and  rimning  over,  shall  men  give  into

WHETHER  the  words  and  the  message  of  Jesus 
ever  reached  John,  we  do  not  know.  The  time 
was  come  for  the  ending  of  the  earthly  life  of 
the  Forenmner.  He  had  been  kept  eleven  months  in 
King  Herod's  prison,  for  having  boldly  protested  against 
the  king's  latest  marriage.  Herod  was  not  at  heart 
unfriendly  to  John;  he  was  impressed  by  the  prophet's 
power,  and  listened  with  interest  and  even  awe  to  his 
predictions.  Moreover  in  speaking  against  Herod's  mar- 
riage, John  only  spake  as  all  other  Jews.  It  had  been 
a  peculiarly  offensive  affair.  Without  troubling  to  get 
a  divorce  from  his  own  wife,  Herod  had  announced  him- 
self wedded  to  Herodias,  the  wife  of  his  brother,  the  brother 
being  also  living. 

John  having  been  loudest  in  protest  against  this  shame 
had  been  arrested  merely  as  a  scap^oat,  to  terrify  the 
others;  and  Herod  continued  to  converse  amicably  with 
his  prisoner.  The  woman,  Herodias,  hated  John  and 
urged  that  he  should  be  slain;  but  the  king  put  her  wish 
aside.  Then  one  day,  at  the  dose  of  a  drunken  feast, 
there  came  before  the  king  and  the  other  revellers,  Salome, 
a  daughter  of  Herodias.  She  danced  before  the  men,  a 
wild,  alluring,  fascinating  dance,  which  so  stirred  Herod 
that  he  swore  in  drunken  folly  she  shoidd  have 
any  gift  she  asked,  even  to  the  half  of 
his  kingdom. 
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your  bosom.  For  with  the  same  measure  that  ye  mete  withal  it 
shall  be  measured  to  you  again. 

39  And  he  spake  a  parable  imto  them,  Can  the  blind  lead  the 
blind  ?  shall  they  not  both  fall  into  the  ditch  ? 

40  The  disciple  is  not  above  his  master:  but  every  one  that  is 
perfect  shall  be  as  his  master. 

41  And  why  beholdest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye^ 
but  perceivest  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eye  ? 

42  Either  how  canst  thou  say  to  thy  brother,  Brother,  let  me  pull  out 
the  mote  that  is  in  thine  eye,  when  thou  thyself  beholdest  not  the 
beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eye?  Thou  hypocrite,  cast  out  first  the 
beam  out  of  thine  own  eye,  and  then  shalt  thou  see  clearly  to  pull 
out  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye. 

43  For  a  good  tree  bnngeth  not  forth  corrupt  fruit;  neither  doth 
a  corrupt  tree  bring  forth  good  fruit. 

44  For  every  tree  is  known  by  his  own  fruit.  For  of  thorns  men 
do  not  gather  figs,  nor  of  a  bramble  bush  gather  they  grapes. 

45  A  good  man  out  of  the  good  treasure  of  his  heart  bringeth  forth 
that  which  is  good;  and  an  evil  man  out  of  the  evil  treasure  of  his 
heart  bringeth  forth  that  which  is  evil:  for  of  the  abundance  of  the 
heart  his  mouth  speaketh. 

46  ^  And  why  call  ye  me  Lord,  Lord,  and  do  not  the  things  which 
I  say  ? 

47  Whosoever  cometh  to  me,  and  heareth  my  sayings,  and  doeth 
them,  I  will  shew  you  to  whom  he  is  like: 

48  He  is  like  a  man  which  built  an  house,  and  digged  deep,  and 
laid  the  foundation  on  a  rock:  and  when  the  flood  arose,  the  stream 
beat  vehemently  upon  that  house,  and  could  not  shake  it:  for  it  was 
founded  upon  a  rock. 

49  But  ne  that  heareth,  and  doeth  not,  is  like  a  man  that  without 
a  foundation  built  an  house  upon  the  earth;  against  which  the  stream 
did  beat  vehemently,  and  immediately  it  fell;  and  the  ruin  of  that 
house  was  great.

low  when  he  had  ended  all  his  sayings  in  the  audience  of  the 
people  he  entered  into  Capernaum. 

2  And  a  certain  centurion's  servant,  who  was  dear  unto 
him,  was  sick,  and  ready  to  die. 

3  And  when  he  heard  of  Jesus,  he  sent  unto  him  the  elders  of  the 
Jews,  beseeching  him  that  he  would  come  and  heal  his  servant. 

4  And  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  they  besought  him  instantly* 
saying,  That  he  was  worthy  for  whom  he  should  do  this: 
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5  For  he  loveth  our  nation,  and  he  hath  built  us  a  synagogue. 

6  Then  Jesus  went  with  them.  And  when  he  was  now  not  far 
from  the  house,  the  centurion  sent  friends  to  him,  saying  unto  him, 
Lord,  trouble  not  thyself:  for  I  am  not  worthy  that  thou  shouldest 
enter  under  my  roof:

9  When  Jesus  heard  these  things,  he  marvelled  at  him,  and  turned 
him  about,  and  said  unto  the  people  that  followed  him,  I  say  unto 
you,  I  have  not  found  so  great  faith,  no,  not  in  Israel. 

10  And  they  that  were  sent,  returning  to  the  house,  found  the 
servant  whole  that  had  been  sick.

BEING  promised  anything  she  asked,  Salome 
paused.  She  was  shrewd  and,  like  her  mother 
Herodias,  full  of  craft  Therefore  she  went  to 
that  mother  to  consult  as  to  what  she  might  best  demand. 
Herodias  answered  swiftly  and  eagerly,  ''The  head  of 
John  the  Baptist."  Perhaps  Salome  had  herself  cause 
for  resentment  against  John,  or  perhaps  it  was  in  wanton 
wickedness  that  she  enlarged  upon  her  mother's  words 
and  demanded  of  the  king  not  only  that  John  should  be 
beheaded,  biit  that  the  severed  head  should  be  brought 
before  her  and  her  mother  on  a  dish. 

Herod  would  have  refused  the  hideous  request.  He 
sought  to  save  John.  But  Salome  insisted;  and,  as  the 
king  was  weak  and  foolish  as  well  as  wicked,  she  had  at 
length  her  way.  The  king's  executioners  were  sent  to  the 
cell  of  John  and  slew  him;  and  presently,  apparently  at 
the  same  banquet,  Salome  received  the  head.  She  her- 
self bore  it  upon  its  dish  as  a  welcome  tidbit  to  her  savage 
mother. 

Then  the  disciples  of  John  buried  him;  and  when  after- 
ward the  news  of  Jesus'  doings  reached  Herod,  the  king 
declared  that  this  was  John  come  again,  risen  from  the 
dead  to  punish  him. 
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speak  unto  the  people  concerning  John,  What  went  ye  out  into  the 
wilderness  for  to  see  ?     A  reed  shaken  with  the  wind  ? 

25  But  what  went  ye  out  for  to  see  ?  A  man  clothed  in  soft  rai- 
ment? Behold,  they  which  are  gorgeously  apparelled,  and  live 
delicately,  are  in  king's  courts. 

26  But  what  went  ye  out  for  to  see  ?  A  prophet  ?  Yea,  I  say  unto 
you,  and  much  more  than  a  prophet. 

27  This  is  hCy  of  whom  it  is  written.  Behold,  I  send  my  messenger 
before  thy  face,  which  shall  prepare  thy  way  before  thee.  ^ 

28  For  I  say  unto  you,  Among  those  that  are  bom  of  women  there  is 
not  a  greater  prophet  than  John  the  Baptist:  but  he  that  is  least  in 
the  kingdom  of  God  is  greater  than  he. 

29  ^d  all  the  people  that  heard  him,  and  the  publicans,  justified 
God,  being  baptized  with  the  baptism  of  John. 

30  But  the  Pharisees  and  lawyers  rejected  the  counsel  of  God 
against  themselves,  being  not  baptized  of  him. 

31  ^  And  the  Lord  said,  Whereunto  then  shall  I  liken  the  men  of 
this  generation  ?  and  to  what  are  they  like  ? 

32  They  are  like  unto  children  sitting  in  the  marketplace,  and  call- 
ing one  to  another,  and  saying.  We  have  piped  unto  you,  and  ye  have 
not  danced;  we  have  mourned  to  you,  and  ye  have  not  wept. 

33  For  John  the  Baptist  came  neither  eating  bread  nor  drinking 
wine;  and  ye  say.  He  hath  a  devil. 

34  The  Son  of  man  is  come  eating  and  drinking;  and  ve  say.  Be- 
hold a  gluttonous  man,  and  a  winebibber,  a  friend  of  publicans  and 
sinners ! 

35  But  wisdom  is  justified  of  all  her  children. 

36  ^  And  one  of  the  Pharisees  desired  him  that  he  would  eat  with 
him.     And  he  went  into  the  Pharisee's  house,  and  sat  down  to  meat. 

37  And,  behold,  a  woman  in  the  city,  which  was  a  sinner,  when 
she  knew  that  Jesus  sat  at  meat  in  the  Pharisee's  house,  brought  an

2  And  certain  women,  which  had  been  healed  of  evil  spirits  and  in- 
firmities, Mary  called  Magdalene,  out  of  whom  went  seven  devils, 

3  And  Joanna,  the  wife  of  Chuza,  Herod's  steward,  and  Susanna, 
and  many  others,  which  ministered  unto  him  of  their  substance. 

4  ^  And  when  much  people  were  gathered  together,  and  were  come 
to  him  out  of  every  city,  he  spake  by  a  parable : 

5  A  sower  went  out  to  sow  his  seed :  and  as  he  sowed,  some  fell  by  the 
way  side;  and  it  was  trodden  down,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air  devoured  it.

SOMEWHERE  about  this  time,  that  is  after  Jesua 
had  been  preaching  for  nearly  a  year  in  Galilee. 
He  visited  Jerusalem  again,  probably  to  be  present 
at  the  annual  feast  of  the  passover,  as  before.  But  he 
could  not  come  now  as  on  the  previous  year,  a  man  unnoted 
amid  the  crowd.  He  was  now  famous;  His  name.  His 
works  were  the  wonder  of  all  Palestine.  Moreover  the 
priesthood  had  learned  to  look  on  Him  with  doubt  They 
had  heard  that  He  claimed  to  forgive  sins,  a  blasphemy. 
It  was  certain  that  He  consorted  with  men  of  the  poorer 
classes,  and  that  He  stirred  the  people  to  intense  excite- 
ment. 

Wishing  to  avoid  such  tumult  as  He  might,  Jesus  came 
quietly  to  Jerusalem.  He  appeared,  unknown,  at  the  pool 
of  Bethesda.  Now  this  pool  was  reputed  to  be  miraculous. 
The  verse  of  the  Bible  quoted  above  says  positively  that 
it  was  so,  but  this  verse  has  been  said  to  be  an  interpo- 
lation in  the  text.  The  waters  had  certainly  at  intervals 
a  curative  effect,  strongly  felt  by  whosoever  entered  them 
at  the  moment  of  their  agitation.  Hence  there  was  always 
a  crowd  of  invalids  about  the  pool  "waiting  for  the  moving 
of  the  water." 
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devil,  and  taketh  away  the  word  out  of  their  hearts,  lest  they  should 
believe  and  be  saved. 

13  They  on  the  rock  are  ihey^  which,  when  they  hear,  receive  the 
word  with  joy ;  and  these  have  no  root,  which  for  a  while  believe,  and 
in  time  of  temptation  fall  away. 

14  And  that  which  fell  among  thorns  are  they,  which,  when  they 
have  heard,  go  forth,  and  are  choked^ with  cares  and  riches  and 
pleasures  of  this  life,  and  bring  no  fruit  to  perfection. 

15  But  that  on  the  good  ground  are  they,  which  in  an  honest  and 
good  heart,  having  heard  tne  word,  keep  iU  and  bring  forth  fruit 
with  patience. 

16  \  No  man,  when  he  hath  lighted  a  candle,  covereth  it  with  a 
vessel,  or  putteth  it  under  a  bed;  but  setteth  it  on  a  candlestick,  that 
they  which  enter  in  may  see  the  light. 

17  For  nothing  is  secret  that  shall  not  be  made  manifest;  neither 
<iny  thing  hid,  that  shall  not  be  known  and  come  abroad. 

18  Take  heed  therefore  how  ye  hear:  for  whosoever  hath,  to  him 
shall  be  given ;  and  whosoever  hath  not,  from  him  shall  be  taken  even 
that  which  he  seemeth  to  have. 

19  f  Then  came  to  him  his  mother  and  his  brethren,  and  could  not 
come  at  him  for  the  press. 

20  And  it  was  told  him  hy  certain  which  said.  Thy  mother  and  thy 
brethren  stand  without,  desiring  to  see  thee. 

21  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them.  My  mother  and  my 
brethren  are  these  which  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  do  it. 

22  ^  Now  it  came  to  pass  on  a  certain  day,  that  he  went  into  a  ship 
with  his  disciples :  and  ne  said  unto  them,  Let  us  go  over  unto  the 
other  side  of  the  lake.     And  they 'launched  forth. 

23  But  as  they  sailed  he  fell  asleep:  and  there  came  down  a  storm 
of  wind  on  the  lake;  and  they  were  filled  with  water y  and  were  in 
jeopardy. 

24  And  they  came  to  him,  and  awoke  him,  saying.  Master,  master, 
we  perish.  Then  he  arose,  and  rebuked  the  wind  and  the  raging  of 
the  water:  and  they  ceased,  and  there  was  a  calm. 

25  And  he  said  unto  them,  Where  is  your  faith  ?  And  they  being 
afraid  wondered,  saying  one  to  another.  What  manner  of  man  is  this ! 
for  he  commandeth  even  the  winds  and  water,  and  they  obey  him. 

26  ^  And  they  arrived  at  the  country  of  the  Gadarenes,  which 
is  over  against  Galilee. 

27  And  when  he  went  forth  to  land,  there  met  him  out  of  the  city 
a  certain  man,  which  had  devils  long  time,  and  ware  no  clothes, 
neither  abode  in  any  house,  but  in  the  tombs. 

28  When  he  saw  Jesus,  he  cried  out,  and  fell  down  before  him, 
and  with  a  loud  voice  said.  What  have  I  to  do  w4th  thee,  Jesus,  thou 
Son  of  God  most  high  ?     I  beseech  thee,  torment  me  not. 

29  (For  he  had  commanded  the  unclean  spirit  to  come  out  of  the 
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man.  For  oftentimes  it  had  caught  him :  and  he  was  kept  bound  with 
chains  and  in  fetters;  and  he  brake  the  bands,  and  was  driven  of  the 
devil  into  the  wilderness.) 

30  And  Jesus  asked  him,  saying,  WTiat  is  thy  name  ?  And  he  said. 
Legion:  because  many  devils  were  entered  into  him. 

31  And  they  besought  him  that  he  would  not  command  them  to 
go  out  into  the  deep. 

32  And  there  was  there*  an  herd  of  many  swine  feeding  on  the 
mountain :  and  they  besought  him  that  he  would  suffer  them  to  enter 
into  them.     And  he  suffered  them. 

33  Then  went  the  devils  out  of  the  man,  and  entered  into  the 
swine:  and  the  herd  ran  violently  down  a  steep  place  into  the  lake, 
and  were  choked. 

34  When  they  that  fed  them  saw  what  was  done,  they  fled,  and 
went  and  told  it  in  the  city  and  in  the  country. 

35  Then  they  went  out  to  see  what  was  done ;  and  came  to  Jesus,  and 
found  the  man,  out  of  whom  the  devils  were  departed,  sitting  at  the 
feet  of  Jesus,  clothed,  and  in  his  right  mind:  and  they  were  afraid. 

36  They  also  which  saw  it  told  them  by  what  means  he  that  was 
possessed  of  the  devils  was  healed. 

37  ^  Then  the  whole  multitude  of  the  country  of  the  Gadarenes 
round  about  besought  him  to  depart  from  them ;  for  they  were  taken 
with  great  fear:  and  he  went  up  into  the  ship,  and  returned  back  again. 

38  Now  the  man  out  -of  wnom  the  devils  were  departed  besought 
him  that  he  might  be  with  him :  but  Jesus  sent  him  away,  saying, 

39  Return  to  thine  own  house,  and  shew  how  great  things  God 
hath  done  unto  thee.  And  he  went  his  way,  and  published  through- 
out the  whole  city  how  great  things  Jesus  had  done  unto  him. 

40  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  when  Jesus  was  returned,  the  people 
gladly  received  him:  for  they  were  all  waiting  for  him. 

41  ^  And,  behold,  there  came  a  man  named  Jairus,  and  he  was  a 
ruler  of  the  synagogue :  and  he  fell  down  at  Jesus'  feet,  and  besought 
him  that  he  would  come  into  his  house: 

42  For  he  had  one  only  daughter,  about  twelve  years  of  age,  and 
she  lay  a  dying.     But  as  he  went  the  people  thronged  him. 

43  If  And  a  woman  having  an  issue  of  blood  twelve  years,  which 
had  spent  all  herliving  upon  physicians,  neither  could  be  healed  of  any, 

44  Came  behind  him^  ana  touched  the  border  of  his  garment :  and 
immediately  her  issue  of  blood  stanched. 

45  And  Jesus  said.  Who  touched  me  ?  When  all  denied,  Peter  and 
they  that  were  with  him  said.  Master,  the  multitude  throng  thee  and 
press  thee,  and  say  est  thou,  WTio  touched  me  ? 

46  And  Jesus  said.  Somebody  hath  touched  me:  for  I  perceive 
that  virtue  is  gone  out  of  me.^ 

47  And  when  the  woman  saw  that  she  was  not  hid,  she  came

MOST  miserable  of  all  those  waiting  by  the  pool 
of  Bethesda  was  a  helpless  paralytic  who  had 
lain  upon  its  verge  for  nearly  fcnty  yean.  When* 
ever  the  waters  were  stirred,  he,  being  helpless  and  alone, 
was  unable  to  reach  them  quickly,  and  some  other  reached 
there  before  him.  Jesus  conversed  with  the  man;  and 
pitying  his  hard  lot  cured  him,  bidding  him  "take  up  thy 
bed  and  walk."  The  man  rose,  rejoicing,  uplifted  his 
"bed"  or  mass  of  rugs,  and  went  away. 

The  thing  was  done  in  secret,  no  other  man-was  present, 
the  divine  act  of  mercy  might  have  passed  unnoted;  but 
the  day  chanced  to  be  the  Sabbath.  The  watchful  priests 
saw  the  cured  man  carrying  his  n^.  Such  work  was  not 
permitted  on  the  Sabbath,  so  the  priests  checked  the  man, 
whereon  he  told  them  how  an  Unknown  had  healed  him 
and  bade  him  carry  the  bed.  They  set  him  to  find  his 
Deliverer;  and,  when  he  found  out  and  told  them  it  was 
Jesus,  they  reproached  the  Master  for  working  on  the 
Sabbath.  He  answered  them  nobly  that  God  was  work- 
ing always  at  guiding  the  world,  and  that  He  too  must 
work.  They  saw  that  thus  He  asserted  His  equality  with 
God,  so  they  threatened  to  slay  Him.  Then  earnestly 
and  solemnly  he  pointed  out  to  them  that  He  was  indeed 
the  Messiah. 
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trembling,  and  falling  down  before  him,  she  declared  unto  him  before 
all  the  people  for  what  cause  she  had  touched  him,  and  how  she  was 
healed  immediately. 

48  And  he  said  unto  her.  Daughter,  be  of  good  comfort:  thy  faitli 
hath  made  thee  whole ;  go  in  peace. 

49  ^  While  he  yet  spake,  tnere  cometh  one  from  the  ruler  of  the 
synagogue's  house,  saying  to  him,  Thy  daughter  is  dead ;  trouble  not 
the  Master. 

50  But  when  Jesus  heard  it,  he  answered  him,  saying.  Fear  not: 
believe  only,  and  she  shall  be  made  whole. 

51  And  when  he  came  into  the  house,  he  suffered  no  man  to  go  in^ 
save  Peter,  and  James,  and  John,  and  the  father  and  the  mother  of 
the  maiden. 

52  And  all  wept,  and  bewailed  her:  but  he  said.  Weep  not;  she 
is  not  dead,  but  sleepeth. 

53  And  they  laugned  him  to  scorn,  knowing  that  she  was  dead* 

54  And  he  put  them  all  out,  and  took  her  by  the  hand,  and  called^ 
saying.  Maid,  arise.  ^ 

55  And  her  spirit  came  again,  and  she  arose  straightway:  and  he 
commanded  to  give  her  meat. 

56  And  her  parents  were  astonished:  but  he  charged  them  that 
they  should  tell  no  man  what  was  done. 

Ctiapter  9 

1  ChriM  tenddh  hU  apotUes  to  work  miradeg,  and  to  preach.  7  Herod  desired  to  aee  Chriti.  10  Christ  feedefh 
fire  thousand:  18  enomreih  what  opinion  the  world  had  of  him:  foretelleth  his  passion:  23  proposeth  to  all  (he  pattern 
of  his  patience.  28  The  transfiquration.  37  He  healeth  the  lunatick :  again  forewameth  his  disciples  of  his  passion: 
46  eommendeth  humility:  51  triadeth  them  to  shew  mildness  towards  all,  unthout  desire  of  revenge.  57  Divers  would 
foUow  him,  but  upon  conditions. 
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HEN  he  called  his  twelve  disciples  together,  and  gave  them 
power  and  authority  over  all  devils,  and  to  cure  diseases. 
2  And  he  sent  them  to  preach  the  kingdom  of  God,  and 
to  heal  the  sick. 

3  And  he  said  unto  them.  Take  nothing  for  your  journey,  neither 
staves,  nor  scrip,  neither  bread,  neither  money;  neither  have  two 
coats  apiece. 

4  And  whatsoever  house  ye  enter  into,  there  abide,  and  thence 
depart. 

5  And  whosoever  will  not  receive  you,  when  ye  go  out  of  that  city, 
shake  off  the  very  dust  from  your  feet  for  a  testimony  against 
them. 

6  And  they  departed  and  went  through  the  towns,  preaching  the 
gospel,  and  heahng  every  where. 

7  ^  Now  Herod  the  tetrarch  heard  of  all  that  was  done  by  him: 
and  he  was  perplexed,  because  that  it  was  said  of  some,  that  John 
was  risen  from  the  dead;

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8  And  of  some,  that  Elias  had  appeared;  and  of  others,  that  one 
of  the  old  prophete  was  risen  again. 

9  And  Herod  said,  John  have  I  beheaded:  but  who  is  this,  of  whom 
I  hear  such  things?    And  he  desired  to  see  him. 

10  ^  And  the  apostles,  when  they  were  returned,  told  him  all  that 
they  had  done.  And  he  took  them,  and  went  aside  privately  into 
a  desert  place  belonging  to  the  city  called  Bethsaida. 

11  And  the  people,  when  they  knew  ity  followed  him:  and  he  re- 
ceived them,  and  spake  unto  them  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  healed 
them  that  had  need  of  healing. 

12  And  when  the  day  began  to  wear  away,  then  came  the  twelve, 
and  said  unto  him.  Send  the  multitude  away,  that  they  may  go  into 
the  towns  and  country  round  about,  and  lodge,  and  get  victuals:  for 
we  are  here  in  a  desert  place. 

13  But  he  said  unto  them.  Give  ye  them  to  eat.  And  they  said, 
We  have  no  more  but  five  loaves  and  two  fishes ;  except  we  should  go 
and  buy  meat  for  all  this  people. 

14  For  they  were  about  five  thousand  men.  And  he  said  to  his 
disciples.  Make  them  sit  down  by  fifties  in  a  company. 

15  And  they  did  so,  and  made  them  all  sit  down. 

16  Then  he  took  the  five  loaves  and  the  two  fishes,  and  looking 
up  to  heaven,  he  blessed  them,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  the  disciples 
to  set  before  the  multitude. 

17  And  they  did  eat  and  were  all  filled:  and  there  was  taken  up 
of  fragments  that  remained  to  them  twelve  baskets.

19  They  answering  said,  John  the  Baptist;  but  some  say^  Elias;

20  He  said  unto  them,  But  whom  say  ye  that  I  am  ?  Peter  answer- 
ing said,  The  Christ  of  God. 

21  And  he  straitly  charged  them,  and  commanded  them  to  tell 
no  man  that  thing; 

22  Saying,  The  Son  of  man  must  suffer  manv  things,  and  be  rejected 
of  the  elders  and  chief  priests  and  scribes,  and  be  slain,  and  be  raised 
the  third  day. 

23  ^  And  he  said  to  them  all,  If  any  man  will  come  after  me,  let  him 
deny  himself,  and  take  up  his  cross  daily,  and  follow  me. 

24  For  whosoever  will  save  his  life  shall  lose  it ;  but  whosoever  will 
lose  his  life  for  my  sake,  the  same  shall  save  it. 

25  For  what  is  a  man  advantaged,  if  he  gain  the  whole  world,  and 
lose  himself,  or  be  cast  away  ? 

26  For  whosoever  shall  be  ashamed  of  me  and  of  my  words,  of  him 
shall  the  Son  of  man  be  ashamed,  when  he  shall  come  in  his  own  gloiyi 
and  in  his  Father's,  and  of  the  holy  angels.

**And  it  came  to  pass,  that  he  tpeni  through  the  com- 
fields  on  the  sabbath-day;  and  his  disciples  hegan^  as  they 
went,  to  pliuik  the  ears  of  com" — Mark,  2,  23, 

JESUS  now  departed  from  Jerusalem.  The  zealots 
among  the  priests,  and  especially  the  Pharisees,  began 
to  seek  for  an  occasion  to  arrest  Him.  Perhaps  some 
of  the  Pharisees  even  accompanied  Him  on  His  north- 
ward journey;  for  from  this  time  forward  we  find  them 
repeatedly  approaching  Him,  arguing  and  challenging. 
It  was  apparently  immediately  after  the  passover,  perhaps 
He  was  still  in  the  neighborhood  of  Jerusalem,  when 
their  next  opportunity  against  Him  arose. 

Jesus  with  His  disciples  was  passing  through  a  field 
of  corn,  when  the  disciples,  being  hungry,  plucked  some 
com  in  passing,  and  began  to  prepare  it  for  eating.  The 
day  was  again  the  Sabbath,  so  at  once  the  eager  Pharisees 
demanded  of  Jesus  if  He  approved  this  act  of  toil  on  the 
Sabbath.  Jesus  answered,  gently  as  always,  by  recalling 
to  their  obstinate  eyes  examples  from  their  own  Scriptures, 
of  things  done  at  need  despite  the  unfitness  of  time  or  place. 
Then  He  rose  gloriously  above  their  narrow  plane  of 
argument,  telling  them  that  "The  Sabbath  was  made  for 
man,  and  not  man  for  the  sabbath."  Then  viewing  the 
trivial  matter  from  an  even  higher  stand.  He  told  them 
that  they  must  think  of  mercy,  not  of  ritual  observances, 
and  that  He,  the  "Son."  was  "lord  even  of  the  sabbath/* 
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27  But  I  tell  you  of  a  truth,  there  be  some  standing  here,  which 
shall  not  taste  of  death,  till  they  see  the  kingdom  of  God. 

28  ^  And  it  came  to  pass  about  an  eight  days  after  these  sayings, 
he  took  Peter  and  John  and  James,  and  went  up  into  a  mountain  to  pray. 

29  And  as  he  prayed,  the  fashion  of  his  countenance  was  altered, 
and  his  raiment  was  white  and  glistering. 

30  And,  behold,  there  talked  with  him  two  men,  which  were  Moses 
and  Elias: 

31  WTio  appeared  in  glory,  and  spake  of  his  decease  which  he  should 
acconaplish  at  Jerusalem. 

32  out  Peter  and  they  that  were  with  him  were  heavy  with  sleep: 
and  when  they  were  awake,  they  saw  his  glory,  and  the  two  men  that 
stood  with  him. 

33  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  departed  from  him,  Peter  said 
unto  Jesus,  Master,  it  is  good  for  us  to  be  here:  and  let  us  make  three 
tabernacles ;  one  for  thee,  and  one  for  Moses,  and  one  for  Elias :  not 
knowing  what  he  said. 

34  While  he  thus  spake,  there  came  a  cloud  and  overshadowed 
them:  and  they  feared  as  they  entered  into  the  cloud. 

35  And  there  came  a  voice  out  of  the  cloud,  saying.  This  is  my 
beloved  Son:  hear  him. 

36  And  when  the  voice  was  past,  Jesus  was  found  alone.  And 
they  kept  it  close,  and  told  no  man  in  those  days  any  of  those  things 
which  tney  had  seen. 

37  ^  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  next  day,  when  they  were 
come  doNvn  from  the  hill  much  people  met  him. 

38  And,  behold,  a  man  of  the  company  cried  out,  saying.  Master, 
I  beseech  thee,  look  upon  my  son :  for  he  is  mine  only  child. 

39  And,  lo,  a  spirit  taketh  him,  and  he  suddenly  criethout;  and  it 
teareth  him  that  he  foameth  again,  and  bruising  him  hardly  departeth 
from  him. 

40  And  I  besought  thy  disciples  to  cast  him  out :  and  they  could  not. 

41  And  Jesus  answering  said,  O  faithless  and  perverse  generation, 
how  long  shall  I  be  with  you,  and  suffer  you  ?     Bring  thy  son  hither. 

42  And  as  he  was  yet  a  coming,  the  devil  threw  him  down,  and 
tare  him.  And  Jesus  rebuked  the  unclean  spirit,  and  healed  the  child, 
and  delivered  him  again  to  his  father. 

43  f  And  they  were  all  amazed  at  the  mighty  power  of  God.  But 
wliile  they  wondered  every  one  at  all  things  which  Jesus  did,  he  said 
unto  his  disciples, 

44  Let  these  sayings  sink  down  into  your  ears :  for  the  Son  of  man 
shall  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  men. 

45  But  they  understood  not  this  saying,  and  it  was  hid  from  them, 
that  they  perceived  it  not:  and  they  feared  to  ask  him  of  that  saying. 

46  ^  Then  there  arose  a  reasoning  among  them,  which  of  them 
should  be  greatest.

47  And  Jesus,  perceiving  the  thought  of  their  heart,  took  a  child» 
and  set  him  bv  him, 

48  And  said  unto  them,  Whosoever  shall  receive  this  child  in  my 
name  recei veth  me :  and  whosoever  shall  receive  me  receiveth  him  that 
sent  me:  for  he  that  is  least  amon^  you  all,  the  same  shall  be  great. 

49  ^  And  John  answered  and  said,  Master,  we  saw  one  casting  out 
devils  in  thy  name;  and  we  forbad  him,  because  he  foUoweth  not  with  us. 

50  And  Jesus  said  imto  him,  Forbid  him  not:  for  he  that  is  not 
against  us  is  for  us. 

51  Tf  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  time  was  come  that  he  should 
be  received  up,  he  stedf astlv  set  his  face  to  go  to  Jerusalem, 

52  And  sent  messengers  fcef ore  his  face :  and  thev  went,  and  entered 
into  a  village  of  the  Samaritans,  to  make  ready  tor  him. 

53  And  tney  did  not  receive  him,  because  his  face  was  as  though  he 
would  go  to  Jerusalem. 

54  And  when  his  disciples  James  and  John  saw  this^  they  said. 
Lord,  wilt  thou  that  we  command  fire  to  come  down  from  heaven, 
and  consume  them,  even  as  Elias  did  ? 

55  But  he  turned,  and  rebuked  them,  and  said,  Ye  know  not  what 
manner  of  spirit  ye  are  of.^ 

56  For  the  Son  of  man  is  not  come  to  destroy  men's  lives,  but  to 
save  them.     And  they  went  to  another  village.  " 

57  ^  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  they  went  in  the  way,  a  certain 
m^n  said  unto  him.  Lord,  I  will  follow  thee  whithersoever  thou  goest. 

58  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Foxes  have  holes,  and  birds  of  the  air 
have  nests;  but  the  Son  of  man  hath  not  where  to  lay  his  head. 

59  And  he  said  unto  another.  Follow  me.  But  he  said.  Lord, 
suffer  me  first  to  go  and  buiy  my  father. 

60  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Let  the  dead  bury  their  dead :  but  go  thou 
and  preach  the  kingdom  of  God. 

61  And  another  also  said,  Lord,  I  will  follow  thee;  but  let  me  first 
go  bid  them  farewell,  which  are  at  home  at  my  house. 

62  And  Jesus  said  imto  him.  No  man,  having  put  his  hand  to  the 
plough,  and  looking  back,  is  fit  for  the  kingdom  of  God. 

Chapter  10 

1  Christ  tendeth  out  at  once  seventy  diecipUe  to  work  miracles,  and  to  preach  :,17  admoni^ieth  them  to  be  humble^ 
and  wherein  to  rejoice:  21  ihatikethliis  Father  for  his  fprace:  23  magnifieih  the  happy  estate  of  his  chwrh:  25  teacheth 
the  lawyer  how  to  attain  eternal  life,  and  to  take  every  one  for  his  netghbour  that  needeth  his  mercy:  41  reprehendeth 
Martha,  and  commenddh  Mary  her  sister. 

FTER  these  things  the  Lord  appointed  other  seventy  also, 
and  sent  them  two  and  two  before  his  face  into  every  city 

and  place,  whither  he  himself  would  come, 

2  Therefore  said  he  unto  them.  The  harvest  truly  is  great,  but 
the  labourers  are  few :  pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that 
he  would  send  forth  labourers  into  his  harvest.

SOON  after,  perhaps  the  very  next  Sabbath,  as  Jesus 
preached  in  a  synagogue,  the  Pharisees  brought 
forward  the  Sabbath  question  again.  They  came 
all  prepared  with  witnesses;  for  at  the  pool  of  Bethesda 
Jesus  had  been  unseen,  and  in  the  cornfield  it  had  been 
His  disciples  who  broke  the  Sabbath,  not  He.  This  time 
the  Pharisees  deliberately  pointed  out  to  Jesus  a  man 
whose  right  hand  was  withered,  and  asked  if  it  were  lawful 
to  heal  him  on  the  Sabbath. 

Jesus,  as  before,  reminded  them  first  of  deeds  done  by 
themselves:  "What  man  shall  there  be  among  you,  that 
shall  have  one  sheep,  and  if  it  fall  into  a  pit  on  the  sabbath- 
day,  will  he  not  lay  hold  on  it,  and  lift  it  out  ?"  Then  He 
spoke  more  angrily,  knowing  that  they  plotted  to  injure 
Him,  "Is  it  lawful  on  the  sabbath-day  to  do  good,  or  to 

do  e\Ti  r 

"And  when  he  had  looked  round  about  on  them  with 
anger,  being  grieved  for  the  hardness  of  their  hearts,  he 
saith  unto  the  man.  Stretch  forth  thine  hand.  And  he 
stretched  it  out:  and  his  hand  was  restored  whole  as  the 
other. 

"And  the  Pharisees  went  forth,  and  straightway  took 
counsel  with  the  Herodians  against  him,  how  they  might 
destroy  him." 
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'3  Go  your  ways :  behold,  I  send  you  forth  as  lambs  among  wolves. 

4  Carry  neither  purse,  nor  scrip,  nor  shoes:  and  salute  no  man  by 

the  way. 

5  And  into  whatsoever  house  ye  enter,  first  say,  Peace  be  to  this 

house. 

6  And  if  the  son  of  peace  be  there,  your  peace  shall  rest  upon  it: 
if  not,  it  shall  turn  to  you  again. 

7  And  in  the  same  house  remain,  eating  and  drinking  such  things 
as  they  give :  for  the  labourer  is  worthy  of  his  hire.  Go  not  from  house 
to  house. 

8  And  into  whatsoever  city  ye  enter,  and  they  receive  you,  eat  such 
things  as  are  set  before  you: 

9  And  heal  the  sick  that  are  therein,  and  say  unto  them.  The  king- 
dom of  God  is  come  nigh  unto  you. 

10  But  into  whatsoever  city  ye  enter,  and  they  receive  you  not,  go 
your  ways  out  into  the  streets  of  the  same,  and  say, 

11  Even  the  very  dust  of  your  city,  which  cleaveth  on  us,  we  do  wipe 
off  against  you :  notwithstanding  be  ye  sure  of  this,  that  the  kingdom 
of  God  is  come  nigh  unto  you. 

12  But  I  say  unto  you,  that  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  in  that  day 
for  Sodom,  than  for  that  city. 

13  Woe  unto  thee,  Chorazin!  woe  unto  thee,  Bethsaida!  for  if  the 
mighty  works  had  been  done  in  Tyre  and  Sidon,  which  have  been 
done  m  you,  they  had  a  great  while  ago  repented,  sitting  in  sackcloth 
and  ashes. 

14  But  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  Tyre  and  Sidon  at  the  judg- 
ment, than  for  you. 

15  And  thou,  Capernaum,  which  art  exalted  to  heaven,  shalt  be 
thrust  down  to  hell. 

16  He  that  heareth  you  heareth  me;  and  he  that  despiseth  you  de- 
spiseth  me;  and  he  that  despiseth  me  despiseth  him  that  sent  me. 

17  If  And  the  seventy  returned  again  with  joy,  saying.  Lord,  even 
the  devils  are  subject  unto  us  through  thy  name. 

18  And  he  said  unto  them,  I  beheld  Satan  as  lightning  fall  from 
heaven. 

19  Behold,  I  give  unto  you  power  to  tread  on  serpents  and  scor- 
pions, and  over  all  the  power  of  the  enemy :  and  nothing  shall  by  any 
means  hurt  you. 

20  Notwithstanding  in  this  rejoice  not,  that  the  spirits  are  subject 
imto  you;  but  rather  rejoice,  because  your  names  are  written  in 
heaven. 

21  ^  In  that  hour  Jesus  rejoiced  in  spirit,  and  said,  I  thank  thee, 
O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  that  thou  hast  hid  these  things 
from  the  wise  and  prudent,  and  hast  revealed  them  unto  babes:  even 
so,  Father;  for  so  it  seemed  good  in  thy  sight. 

22  All  things  are  delivered  to  me  of  my  Father :  and  no  man  know- 


1622  LUKE  X — "who  is  my  neighbour?" 

eth  who  the  Son  is,  but  the  Father;  and  who  the  Father  is,  but  the 
Son,  and  he  to  whom  the  Son  will  reveal  him. 

23  ^  And  he  turned  him  unto  his  disciples,  and  said  privately. 
Blessed  are  the  eyes  which  see  the  things  that  ye  see: 

24  For  I  tell  you,  that  many  prophets  and  kings  have  desired  to 
see  those  things  which  ye  see,  and  have  not  seen  them;  and  to  hear 
those  things  which  ye  hear,  and  have  not  heard  them. 

25  Tf  And,  behold,  a  certain  lawyer  stood  up,  and  tempted  him 
saying,  Master,  what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life  ? 

26  He  said  imto  him.  What  is  written  in  the  law  ?  how  readest  thou  ? 

27  And  he  answering  said.  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with 
all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thjr  soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength,  and 
with  all  thy  mind;  and  thy  neighbour  as  thyself. 

28  And  he  said  unto  him,  Tnou  hast  answered  right:  this  do,  and 
thou  shalt  live. 

29  But  he,  willing  to  justify  himself,  said  unto  Jesus,  And  who  is 
my  neighbour  ? 

30  And  Jesus  answering  said,  A  certain  man  went  down  from  Jeru- 
salem to  Jericho,  and  fell  among  thieves,  which  stripped  him  of  his  rai- 
ment, and  wounded  him,  and  departed,  leaving  hira  half  dead. 

31  And  by  chance  there  came  down  a  certain  priest  that  way: 
and  when  he  saw  him,  he  passed  by  on  the  other  side. 

32  And  likewise  a  Levite,  when  he  was  at  the  place,  came  and 
looked  on  him,  and  passed  by  on  the  other  side. 

33  But  a  certain  Samaritan,  as  he  journeyed,  came  where  he  was: 
and  when  he  saw  him,  he  had  compassion  on  him, 

34  And  went  to  him,  and  bound  up  his  wounds,  pouring  in  oil  and 
wine,  and  set  him  on  his  own  beast,  and  brought  him  to  an  inn,  and 
took  care  of  him. 

35  And  on  the  morrow  when  he  departed,  he  took  out  two  pence^ 
and  gave  them  to  the  host,  and  said  unto  him.  Take  care  of  him:  and 
whatsoever  thou  spendest  more,  when  I  come  again  I  will  repay  thee. 

36  Which  now  of  these  three,  thinkest  thou,  was  neighbour  unto 
him  that  fell  among  the  thieves  ? 

37  And  he  said,  He  that  shewed  mercy  on  him.  Then  said  Jesus 
unto  him,  Go,  and  do  thou  likewise. 

38  ^  Now  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  went,  that  he  entered  into  a  certain 
village:  and  a  certain  woman  named  Martha  received  him  into  her 
house. 

39  And  she  had  a  sister  called  Mary,  which  also  sat  at  Jesus'  feet,^ 
and  heard  his  word. 

40  But  Martha  was  cumbered  about  much  serving,  and  came  to 
him,  and  said.  Lord,  dost  thou  not  care  that  my  sister  hath  left  me 
to  serve  alone  ?  bid  her  therefore  that  she  help  me. 

41  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her,  Martha,  Martha,  thou 
art  careful  and  troubled  about  many  things: 
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**And  he  began  again  to  teach  by  the  sea-side;  and  there 
was  gathered  unto  him  a  great  multitude,  so  that  he  entered 
into  a  ship,  and  sat  in  the  sea;  and  the  whole  mtdOtude 
was  by  tJie  sea  on  the  land" — Mark,  ^  i. 

BEING  endangered  by  the  Pharisees,  Jesus  with- 
drew once  more  to  the  seashore  in  Galilee,  where 
probably  His  popularity  made  Him  secure.  Dur- 
ing this,  His  second  year's  ministry  in  Galilee,  He  began 
to  teach  in  parables,  m<»e  or  less  obvious  of  i^i^cation. 
The  first  recorded  day  on  which  He  thus  addressed  His 
followers  was  that  of  the  "sermon  from  the  boat"  when, 
seating  Himself  in  a  boat  to  keep  back  the  multitude  as 
once  before  He  had  preached  from  Peter's  fishing  smack. 
He  addressed  those  gathered  on  the  shore.  On  this  day 
He  told  of  "the  sower,"  of  "the  tares  and  wheat,"  of  the 
"mustard  seed"  and  the  "light  under  a  bushel."  His 
disciples,  unused  to  this  mode  of  teaching,  listened  in 
perplexity. 

There  must  also  have  been  many  women  lislenen,  esp^ 
dally  one  group,  who,  during  this  second  year  followed 
Christ  U>  minister  to  Him  and  His  apostles.  One  of  these 
was  wealthy  and  prominent.  She  was  Joaana,  the  wife 
of  King  Herod's  "steward,"  whom  some  suppose  to  have 
been  that  noble  of  Capernaum  whose  son  Jesus  had  saved 
from  disease.  Doubtless  Joanna  alone  could  have  pro- 
vided funds  for  the  modest  needs  of  all  the  party.  Tlien 
also  there  was  Mary  Magdalene  "out  of  whom  went  seven 
devils,"  whom  some  connect  with  the  woman  of  sin  who 
had  bathed  Jesus'  feet.    Others  also  attended  Him. 
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42  But  one  thing  is  needful :  and  Mary  hath  chosen  that  good  part, 
which  shall  not  be  taken  away  from  her. 

Chapter  It 

1  Christ  teacheth  to  pray^  and  thai  instantly:  11  assuring  that  God  so  will  give  us  good  things.  14  He,  casting 
out  a  dumb  tlevil.  rwukeih  the  blasphemous  Pharisees:  28  and  aheweth  who  are  blessed:  29  preachiCth  to  the  people^ 
37  and  reprthenaeth  the  outward  mow  of  holiness  in  the  Pharisees^  scribes  and  lawyers, 

ND  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  he  was  praying  in  a  certain  place, 
when  he  ceased,  one  of  his  disciples  said  unto  him.  Lord, 
teach  us  to  pray,  as  John  also  taught  his  disciples. 

2  And  he  said  unto  them.  When  ye  pray,  sa^.  Our  Father  which 
art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  be  thy  name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy 
will  be  done,  as  in  heaven,  so  in  earth.  ^ 

3  Give  us  day  by  day  our  daily  bread. 

4  And  forgive  us  our  sins;  for  we  also  for^ve  every  one  that  is  in- 
debted to  us.  And  lead  us  not  into  temptation;  but  deliver  us  from 
evil.* 

5  And  he  said  unto  them.  Which  of  you  shall  have  a  friend,  and  shall 
go  unto  him  at  midnight,  and  say  unto  him,  Friend,  lend  me  three 
loaves; 

6  For  a  friend  of  mine  in  his  journey  is  come  to  me,  and  I  have 
nothing  to  set  before  him  ? 

7  And  he  from  within  shall  answer  and  say.  Trouble  me  not:  the 
door  is  now  shut,  and  my  children  are  with  me  in  bed;  I  cannot  rise 
and  give  thee. 

8  1  say  unto  you,  Though  he  will  not  rise  and  give  him,  because 
he  is  his  friend,  yet  because  of  his  importunity  he  will  rise  and  give 
him  as  many  as  he  needeth. 

9  And  I  say  unto  you.  Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you;  seek,  and 
ye  shall  find;  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you. 

10  For  eveiy  one  that  asketh  receiveth;  and  he  that  seeketh  find- 
eth;  and  to  him  that  knocketh  it  shall  be  opened. 

1 1  If  a  son  shall  ask  bread  of  any  of  you  that  is  a  father,  will  he  give 
him  a  stone  ?  or  if  he  ask  a  fish,  will  he  for  a  fish  give  him  a  serpent  ? 

12  Or  if  he  shall  ask  an  egg,  will  he  offer  him  a  scorpion  ? 

13  If  ye  then,  being  evil,  Know  how  to  give  good  gifts  unto  your 
children:  how  much  more  shall  your  heavenly  Father  give  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  them  that  ask  him  ? 

14  ^  And  he  was  casting  out  a  devil,  and  it  was  dumb.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  when  the  devil  was  gone  out,  the  dumb  spake;  and  the 
people  wondered. 

15  But  some  of  them  said,  He  casteth  out  devils  through  Beelze- 
bub the  chief  of  the  devils. 

16  And  others,  tempting  Aim,  sought  of  him  a  sign  from  heaven. 

17  But  he,  knowing  their  thoughts,  said  unto  them,  Every  king-

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dom  divided  against  itself  is  brought  to  desolation;  and  a  house 
divided  against  a  house  falleth. 

18  If  Satan  also  be  divided  against  himself,  how  shall  his  kingdom 
stand  ?  because  ye  say  that  I  cast  out  devils  through  Beelzebub. 

19  And  if  I  by  Beelzebub  cast  out  devils,  by  whom  do  your  sons 
cast  them  out  ?  therefore  shall  they  be  your  judges. 

20  But  if  I  with  the  finger  of  God  cast  out  devils,  no  doubt  the 
kingdom  of  God  is  come  upon  you. 

21  When  a  strong  man  armed  keepeth  his  palace,  his  goods  are  in 
peace : 

22  But  when  a  stronger  than  he  shall  come  upon  him,  and  over- 
come him,  he  taketh  from  him  all  his  armour  wherein  he  trusted, 
and  divideth  his  spoils. 

23  He  that  is  not  with  me  is  against  me :  and  he  that  gathereth  not 
with  me  scattereth. 

24  When  the  unclean  spirit  is  gone  out  of  a  man,  he  walketh  through 
dry  places,  seeking  rest;  and  finaing  none,  he  saith,  I  will  return  unto 
my  nouse  whence  I  came  out. 

25  And  when  he  cometh,  he  findeth  it  swept  and  garnished. 

26  Then  goeth  he,  and  taketh  to  him  seven  other  spirits  more 
wicked  than  nimself;  and  they  enter  in,  and  dwell  there:  and  the  last 
state  of  that  man  is  worse  than  the  first. 

27  ^  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  spake  these  things,  a  certain  woman 
of  the  company  lifted  up  her  voice,  and  said  unto  nim.  Blessed  is  the 
womb  that  bare  thee,  and  the  breasts  w^hich  thou  hast  sucked. 

28  But  he  said.  Yea,  rather,  blessed  are  they  that  hear  the  word  of 
God,  and  keep  it. 

29  %  And  when  the  people  were  gathered  thick  together,  he  began 
to  say.  This  is  an  evil  generation;  they  seek  a  sign;  and  there  shall  no 
sign  be  given  it,  but  the  sign  of  Jonas  the  prophet. 

30  For  as  Jonas  was  a  sign  unto  the  Ninevites,  so  shall  also  the 
Son  of  man  be  to  this  generation. 

31  The  queen  of  the  south  shall  rise  up  in  the  judgment  with  the 
men  of  this  generation,  and  condemn  them:  for  she  came  from  the 
utmost  parts  of  the  earth  to  hear  the  w^isdom  of  Solomon;  and,  be- 
hold, a  greater  than  Solomon  is  here. 

32  The  men  of  Nineveh  shall  rise  up  in  the  judgment  with  this 
generation,  and  shall  condemn  it:  for  they  repented  at  the  preaching 
of  Jonas;  and,  behold,  a  greater  than  Jonas  is  here. 

33  No  man,  when  he  hath  lighted  a  candle,  putteth  it  in  a  secret 
place,  neither  under  a  bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick,  that  they  which 
come  in  may  see  the  light. 

34  The  light  of  the  body  is  the  eye:  therefore  when  thine  eye  is  sin- 
gle, thy  whole  bodv  also  is  full  of  light;  but  when  thine  eye  is  evil, 
thy  body  also  is  full  of  darkness. 

35  Take  heed  therefore  that  the  light  which  is  in  thee  be  not  darkness. 
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**A  mnoer  went  out  to  sow  hi$  seed:  and  as  he  sotoed,  some 
fdl  by  the  way-side;  and  it  was  trodden  dovm^  and  the  fowls 
cf  the  air  devoured  it,'* — Luke^  8,  6, 

JESUS  had  often  drawn  similitudes  in  His  earlier  teach- 
ing,  .3  that  in  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  of  the 
houses  founded  upon  rode  and  upon  sand;  but  the 
first  extended  parable  for  which  His  disciples  sought  ex- 
planation, the  one  which  marks  the  transition  to  this 
method  of  instruction,  is  the  parable  of  the  sower  told  in 
His  Sermon  from  the  Boat. 

He  likened  His  own  words  to  the  seed  which  a  sower 
scattered  everywhere  as  he  went,  by  roadsides,  on  rocks, 
amid  thorns,  or  on  good  soil.  The  seed  strewn  by  the 
roadside  was  plucked  up  by  fowb  or  trodden  on,  even  as 
His  words  were  forgotten  of  some  or  deliberately  stamped 
out  of  mind.  The  seed  upon  the  rocks  sprang  quickly 
up  and  as  quickly  withered  for  lack  of  root,  just  as  His 
word  did  in  shallow  minds.  The  seed  amid  the  thorns 
grew  for  a  time,  then  was  choked  by  them,  as  His  word 
was  choked  in  worldly  minds  filled  with  the  cares  and 
struggles  of  this  world.  "But  that  on  the  good  ground 
are  they,  which  in  an  honest  and  good  heart,  having  heard 
the  word,  keep  it,  and  bring  forth  fruit  with  patience." 
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36  If  thy  whole  body  therefore  be  full  of  light,  having  no  part  dark, 
the  whole  shall  be  full  of  light,  as  when  the  bright  shining  oi  a  candle 
doth  give  thee  light. 

37  Tf  And  as  he  spake«  a  certain  Pharisee  besought  him  to  dine 
with  him:  and  he  went  in,  and  sat  down  to  meat. 

38  And  when  the  Pharisee  saw  Uf  he  marvelled  that  he  had  not 
first  washed  before  dinner. 

39  And  the  Lord  said  imto  him,  Now  do  ye  Pharisees  make  clean 
the  outside  of  the  cup  and  the  platter;  but  yoUr  inward  part  is  full 
of  ravening  and  wickedness. 

40  Ve  fools,  did  not  he  that  made  that  which  is  without  make  that 
which  is  within  also  ? 

41  But  rather  give  alms  of  such  things  as  ye  have;  and,  behold, 
all  things  are  clean  imto  you.^ 

42  But  woe  unto  you,  Pharisees!  for  ye  tithe  mint  and  rue  and  all 
manner  of  herbs,  and  pass  over  judgment  and  the  love  of  God:  these 
ought  ye  to  have  done,  and  not  to  leave  the  other  undone. 

43  woe  unto  you,  Pharisees!  for  ye  love  the  uppermost  seats  in 
the  synagogues,  and  greetings  in  the  markets. 

44  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for  ye  are  as 
graves  which  appear  not,  and  the  men  that  walk  over  them  are  not 
aware  qf  them. 

45  ^  Then  answered  one  of  the  lawyers,  and  said  unto  him.  Mas- 
ter, thus  saying  thou  reproachest  us  also. 

46  And  ne  said,  Woe  unto  you  also,  ye  lawyers!  for  ye  lade  men 
with  burdens  grievous  to  be  borne,  and  ye  yourselves  touch  not  the 
burdens  with  one  of  your  fingers. 

47  Woe  unto  you !  for  ye  build  the  sepulchres  of  the  prophets,  and 
your  fathers  killed  them. 

48  Truly  ye  bear  witness  that  ye  allow  the  deeds  of  your  fathers: 
for  they  indeed  killed  them,  and  ye  build  their  sepulchres.  * 

49  Therefore  also  said  the  wisdom  of  God,  I  will  send  them 
prophets  and  apostles,  and  s(mie  of  them  they  shall  slay  and  perse- 
cute : 

50  That  the  blood  of  all  the  prophets,  which  was  shed  from  the 
foundation  of  the  world,  may  be  required  of  this  generation; 

51  From  the  blood  of  Abel  unto  the  blood  of  Zacharias,  which  per- 
ished between  the  altar  and  the  temple :  verily  I  say  unto  you.  It  shall 
be  reouired  of  this  generation. 

52  Woe  unto  you,  lawyers!  for  ye  have  taken  away  the  key  of 
knowledge:  ye  entered  not  in  yourselves,  and  them  that  were  enter- 
ing in  ye  hindered. 

53  And  as  he  said  these  things  unto  them,  the  scribes  and  the  Phar- 
isees began  to  urge  him  vehemently,  and  to  provoke  him  to  speak  of 
many  tmngs: 

^Eevlfled  VersioiL    **Howbeit  give  for  alms  thoee  things  which  are  within;  and,  behold,!!  etc 
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54  Laying  wait  for  him,  and  seeking  to  catch  something  out  of  his 
mouth,  that  they  might  accuse  him. 

Chapter  12* 

1  ChrUl  preacheth  to  his  dUeipltt  to  avoid  hypocrisy,  and  fearfidnesa  in  publi^ing  his  doctrines:  i:  ixim«efe  the 
people  to  beware  of  coveUmsness,  by  the  parable  of  the  rich  man  who  set  up  prealer  bams.  22  We  mun»  not  be  over 
careftd  of  earthly  things,  ^l  but  seek  the  kingdom  of  God,  33  ffive  alms,  36  be  ready  at  a  knock  to  open  (o  our  Lard 
whensoever  he  cometh.  41  Christ's  ministers  are  to  see  to  thexr  charge.  49  and  look  for  persecution.  54  7%e  people 
must  take  this  time  of  grace,  58  because  it  is  a  fearful  thing  to  die  without  reconciliaiion, 

N  the  mean  time,  when  there  were  gathered  together  an  innu- 
merable multitude  of  people,  insomuch  that  they  trode  cne 

upon  another,  he  began  to  say  unto  his  disciples  first  of  ell. 

Beware  ye  of  the  leaven  of  the  Pharisees,  which  is  hypocrisy. 

2  For  there  is  nothing  covered,  that  shall  not  be  revealed;  neither 
hid,  that  shall  not  be  known. 

3  Therefore  whatsoever  ye  have  spoken  in  darkness  shall  be  heard 
in  the  light ;  and  that  which  ye  have  spoken  in  the  ear  in  closets  shall 
be  proclaimed  upon  the  housetops. 

4  And  I  say  unto  you  my  friends.  Be  not  afraid  of  them  that  kill 
the  body,  and'  after  that  have  no  more  that  they  can  do. 

5  But  I  will  forewarn  you  whom  ye  shall  fear :  Fear  him,  which  after 
he  hath  killed  hath  power  to  cast  into  hell ;  yea,  I  say  unto  you.  Fear  him. 

6  Are  not  five  sparrows  sold  for  two  farthings,  and  not  one  of  them 
is  f orcotten  before  God  ? 

7  But  even  the  very  hairs  of  vour  head  are  all  numbered.  Fear 
not  therefore:  ye  are  of  more  value  than  many  sparrows. 

8  Also  I  say  unto  you.  Whosoever  shall  confess  me  before  men,  him 
shall  the  Son  of  man  also  confess  before  the  angels  of  God : 

9  But  he  that  denieth  me  Before  men  shall  be  denied  before  the 
angels  of  God. 

10  And  whosoever  shall  speak  a  word  against  the  Son  of  man,  it 
shall  be  forgiven  him :  but  unto  him  that  blasphemeth  against  the  Holy 
Ghost  it  shall  not  be  forgiven. 

11  And  when  they  bring  you  unto  the  synagogues,  and  utUo  magis- 
trates, and  powers,  take  ye  no  thought  how  or  what  thing  ye  shall 
answer,  or  what  ye  shall  say: 

12  For  the  Holy  Ghost  shall  teach  you  in  the  same  hour  what  ye 
ought  to  say. 

13  ^  And  one  of  the  company  said  unto  him.  Master,  speak  to  my 
brother,  that  he  divide  the  inheritance  with  me. 

14  And  he  said  unto  him,  Man,  who  made  me  a  judge  or  a  divider 
over  you  ? 

15  And  he  said  unto  them.  Take  heed,  and  beware  of  covetous- 
ness:  for  a  man's  life  consisteth  not  in  the  abundance  of  the  things 
which  he  possesseth. 

16  And  he  spake  a  parable  unto  them,  saying.  The  ground  of  a 
certain  rich  man  brougnt  forth  plentifully:

ANOTHER  parable  delivered  in  that  same  "Ser- 
mon from  the  Boat"  has  been  preserved  for  us 
only  by  Matthew.  A  farmer  sowed  his  field  with 
good  seed  of  wheat,  even  as  God  sends  into  the  world 
babes  pure  of  soul.  But  an  enemy  came  secretly  by  night 
and  scattered  over  the  field  seed  of  a  dangerous  weed 
called  tare.  So,  secretly,  comes  the  spirit  of  evil  planting 
evil  thoughts  among  men.  When  the  tares  sprang  up 
and  were  seen,  the  farmer  said  sadly,  "An  enemy  hath 
done  this." 

His  servants  wished  to  go  forth  and  weed  out  the  tares; 
but  the  farmer  forbade  them,  lest  they  should  destroy  the 
wheat  also  or  injure  its  growth.  He  commanded  that  they 
should  wait  till  the  harvest  and  then  divide  the  good  grain 
from  the  worthless  weed.  Thus,  said  Jesus  in  explana- 
tion, should  the  angels  of  Grod  come  upon  the  Day  of 
Judgment  to  separate  good  souls  from  evil.  "As  there- 
fore the  tares  are  gathered  and  burned  in  the  fire;  so  shall 
it  be  in  the  end  of  this  world." 

But  He  promised  that  the  righteous  should  "shine  forth 
as  the  sun  in  the  kingdom  of  their  Father.' 
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17  And  he  thought  within  himself,  saying.  What  shall  I  do,  be- 
cause 1  have  no  room  where  to  bestow  my  fruits  ? 

18  And  he  said.  This  will  I  do:  I  will  pull  down  my  bams,  and 
build  greater;  and  there  will  I  bestow  all  my  fruits  and  my  goods. 

19  And  I  will  say  to  my  soul.  Soul,  thou  hast  much  goods  laid  up 
for  many  years ;  take  thine  ease,  eat,  drink,  and  be  merry. 

20  But  God  said  unto  him.  Thou  fool,  this  ni^ht  thy  soul  shall  be 
required  of  thee :  then  whose  shall  those  things  be,  which  thou  hast 
provided  ? 

21  So  w  he  that  layeth  up  treasure  for  himself,  and  is  not  rich 
toward  God. 

22  I  And  he  said  unto  his  disciples.  Therefore  I  say  unto  you. 
Take  no  thought  for  your  life,  what  ye  shall  eat ;  neither  for  the  body, 
what  ye  shall  put  on. 

23  The  life  is  more  than  meat,  and  the  body  is  more  than  raiment. 

24  Consider  the  ravens:  for  they  neither  sow  nor  reap;  which 
neither  have  storehouse  nor  bam ;  and  God  f eedeth  them :  how  much 
more  are  ye  better  than  the  fowls  ? 

25  And  which  of  you  with  taking  thought  can  add  to  his  stature 
one  cubit  ? 

26  If  ye  then  be  not  able  to  do  that  thing  which  is  least,  why  take 
ye  thought  for  the  rest  ? 

27  Consider  the  lilies  how  they  grow :  they  toil  not,  'they  spin  not ; 
and  yet  I  say  unto  you,  that  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed 
like  one  of  these. 

28  If  then  God  so  clothe  the  grass,  which  is  to-day  in  the  field,  and 
to-morrow  is  cast  into  the  oven;  how  much  more  will  he  clothe  you, 
0  ye  of  little  faith  ? 

29  And  seek  not  ye  what  ve  shall  eat,  or  what  ye  shall  drink, 
neither  be  ye  of  doubtful  mind. 

30  For  all  these  things  do  the  nations  of  the  world  seek  after:  and 
your  Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need  of  these  things. 

31  ^  But  rather  seek  ye  the  kingdom  of  God;  and  all  these  things 
shall  be  added  unto  you. 

32  Fear  not,  little  flock;  for  it  is  your  Father's  good  pleasure  to 
give  you  the  kingdom. 

33  Sell  that  ye  have,  and  give  alms ;  provide  yourselves  bags  which 
wax  not  old,  a  treasure  in  the  heavens  tnat  f  aileth  not,  where  no  thief 
approacheth,  neither  moth  corrupteth.^ 

34  For  where  your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be  also. 

35  Let  your  loins  be  girded  about,  and  your  lights  burning; 

36  And  ye  yourselves  like  unto  men  that  wait  for  their  lord,  when 
he  will  return  from  the  wedding ;  that  when  he  cometh  and  knocketh, 
they  may  open  unto  him  immediately. 

37  Blessed  are  those  servants,  whom  the  lord  when  he  cometh  shall

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find  watching:  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  he  shall  gird  himself,  and 
make  them  to  sit  down  to  meat,  and  will  come  forth  and  serve 
them. 

38  And  if  he  shall  come  in  the  second  watch,  or  come  in  the  third 
watch,  and  find  them  so,  blessed  are  those  servants. 

39  And  this  know,  that  if  the  goodman  of  the  house  had  known 
what  hour  the  thief  would  come,  he  would  have  watched,  and  not 
have  suffered  his  house  to  be  broken  through. 

40  Be  ye  therefore  ready  also:  for  the  Son  of  man  cometh  at  an 
hour  when  ye  think  not. 

41  If  Then  Peter  said  unto  him.  Lord,  speakest  thou  this  parable 
unto  us,  or  even  to  all  ? 

42  And  the  Lord  said,  Who  then  is  that  faithful  and  wise  steward, 
whom  his  lord  shall  make  ruler  over  his  household,  to  give  them  their 
portion  of  meat  in  due  season  ? 

43  Blessed  is  that  servant,  whom  his  lord  when  he  cometh  shall 
find  so  doing. 

44  Of  a  truth  I  say  unto  you,  that  he  will  make  him  ruler  over  aU 
that  he  hath. 

45  But  and  if  that  servant  say  in  his  heart.  My  lord  delayeth  his 
coming;  and  shall  begin  to  beat  the  men-servants  and  maidens,  and 
to  eat  and  drink,  and  to  be  drunken; 

46  The  lord  of  that  servant  will  come  in  a  day  when  he  looketh  not 
for  him,  and  at  an  hour  when  he  is  not  aware,  and  will  cut  him  in 
sunder,  and  will  appoint  him  his  portion  with  the  unbelievers. 

47  And  that  servant,  which  knew  his  lord's  will,  and  prepared  not 
himseljy  neither  did  according  to  his  will,  shall  be  beaten  with  many 
stripes. 

48  But  he  that  knew  not,  and  did  commit  things  worthy  of  stripes, 
shall  be  beaten  with  few  stripes.  For  unto  whomsoever  much  is 
given,  of  him  shall  be  much  required:  and  to  whom  men  have  com- 
mitted much,  of  him  they  will  ask  the  more. 

49  ^  I  am  come  to  send  fire  on  the  earth ;  and  what  wiU  I,  if  it  be 
already  kindled  ? 

50  6ut  I  have  a  baptism  to  be  baptized  with ;  and  how  am  I  strait- 
ened till  it  be  accomplished! 

51  Suppose  ye  that  I  am  come  to  give  peace  on  earth  ?  I  tell  you, 
Nay;  but  rather  division: 

52  For  from  henceforth  there  shall  be  five  in  one  house  divided, 
three  against  two,  and  two  against  three. 

53  Tne  father  shall  be  divided  against  the  son,  and  the  son  against 
the  father ;  the  mother  against  the  daughter,  and  the  daughter  against 
the  mother;  the  mother-in-law  against  her  daughter-in-law,  and  the 
daughter-in-law  against  her  mother-in-law. 

54  ^  And  he  said  also  to  the  people,  When  ye  see  a  cloud  rise  out 
of  the  west,  straightway  ye  say.  There  cometh  a  shower;  and  so  it  is. 
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And  it  WCL8  told  him  by  certain  which  saidy  Thy  mother 
and  thy  brethren  stand  vnthout^  desiring  to  see  thee.  And 
he  answered  and  said  unto  theyn.  My  mother  and  my  brethren 
are  these  which  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  do  it" — Litket 
8,  20,  21. 

ONLY  once  through  all  this  portion  of  Jesus'  min- 
istry do  we  find  mention  of  His  earthly  relatives. 
This  is  in  the  incident  told  in  all  three  of  the 
synoptic  Grospels,  as  happening  on  this  same  day  of  the 
first  parables.  *'  While  he  yet  talked  to  the  people,  behold, 
his  mother  and  his  brethren  stood  without,  desiring  to 
speak  with  him." 

Why  they  came,  we  do  not  know.  Perhaps  Mary  sought 
to  warn  Him  of  danger  from  ftis  enemies:  for  the  message 
seemed  sudden  and  urgent.  The  incident  is  not  inserted 
to  explain  these  points,  but  only  to  bring  out  the  response 
of  Jesus.  Looking  round  upon  the  multitude  and  upon 
His  disciples  close  at  hand.  He  said,  ''Behold  my  mother 
and  my   brethren! 

''For  whosoever  shall  do  the  will  of  my  Father  which 
is  in  Heaven,  the  same  is  my  brother,  and  sister,  and 
mother." 

Having  thus  proclaimed  His  mission,  declared  that 
His  relation  as  Grod  to  all  true  believers  was  greater  than 
His  relation  as  man  to  Mary  and  His  kinsmen,  Jesus 
resumed  His  teaching.  But  there  is  nothing  to  suggest 
that  He  repudiated  Mary:  on  the  contrary  He  probably 
saw  her  afterward,  listened  to  her  pleadings  and  wamings» 
and  bade  her  an  affectionate  farewell;  for 
we  find  Him  immediately  afterward 
departing  from  that  place. 
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55  And  when  ye  see  the  south  wind  blow,  ye  say,  There  will  be 
heat;  and  it  cometh  to  pass. 

56  Ye  hypocrites,  ye  can  discern  the  face  of  the  sky  and  of  the 
earth ;  but  now  is  it  that  ye  do  not  discern  this  time  ? 

57  Yea,  and  why  even  of  yourselves  judge  ye  not  what  is  right  ? 

58  f  When  thou  goest  with  thine  aclversary  to  the  magistrate,  as 
thou  art  in  the  way,  give  diligence  that  thou  mayest  be  delivered  from 
him;  lest  he  hale  thee  to  the  judge,  and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to  the 
officer,  and  the  oflBcer  cast  thee  into  prison. 

59  I  tell  thee,  thou  shalt  not  depart  thence,  till  thou  hast  paid  the 
very  last  mite. 

Ciiapter  13 

1  Chriat  prea€hdh  repentance  upon  the  punishment  of  the  Oaliieans,  and  others.  6  The  fruitless  fig  tree  may  not 
-stand.  II  He  healeth  the  crooked  umnan:  18  ^eiceth  the  powerful  working  of  the  word  in  the  hearts  of  his  diosen, 
^  the  parable  of  the  grain  of  mustard  seed,  and  of  leaven:  24  exhorteth  to  enter  in  at  the  strait  gate,  31  and  reproveth 
Herod  and  Jerusalem, 

|H£RE  were  present  at  that  season  some  that  told  him  of  the 
Galileans,  whose  blood  Pilate  had  mingled  with  their  sacrifices. 

2  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  them.  Suppose  ye  that 

these  Galileans  were  sinners  above  all  the  Galileans,  because  they 
suffered  such  things  ? 

3  I  tell  you.  Nay:  but,  except  ye  repent,  ye  shall  all  likewise  perish. 

4  Or  those  eighteen,  upon  whom  the  tower  in  Siloam  fell,  and  slew 
them,  think  ye  tnat  they  were  sinners  above  all  men  that  dwelt  in  Jeru- 
salem? 

5  I  tell  you.  Nay :  but,  except  ye  repent,  ye  shall  all  likewise  perish. 

6  ^  He  spake  also  this  parable ;  A  certain  man  had  a  fig  tree  planted 
in  his  vineyard;  and  he  came  and  sought  fruit  thereon,  and  found  none. 

7  Then  said  he  unto  the  dresser  of  his  vineyard,  Behold,  these  three 
years  I  come  seeking  fruit  on  this  fig  tree,  and  find  none :  cut  it  down ; 
why  cumbereth  it  the  ground  ? 

8  And  he  answering  said  unto  him.  Lord,  let  it  alone  this  year  also, 
till  I  shall  dig  about  it,  and  dung  it: 

9  And  if  it  bear  fruit,  well:  and  if  not,  then  after  that  thou  shalt 
•cut  it  down. 

10  And  he  was  teaching  in  one  of  the  synagogues  on  the  sabbath. 

11  ^  And,  behold,  there  was  a  woman  which  had  a  spirit  of  infirm- 
ity eighteen  years,  and  was  bowed  together,  and  could  in  no  wise  lift 
up  herself. 

12  And  when  Jesus  saw  her,  he  called  her  to  hirrty  and  said  unto 
her,  Woman,  thou  are  loosed  from  thine  infirmity. 

13  And  he  laid  his  hands  on  her:  and  immediately  she  was  made 
straight,  and  glorified  God. 

14  And  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue  answered  with  indignation,  be- 
cause that  Jesus  had  healed  on  the  sabbath  dav,  and  said  unto  the 
people.  There  are  six  days  in  which  men  ouglit  to  work:  in  them 
therefore  come  and  be  healed,  and  not  on  the  sabbath  day. 
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15  The  Lord  then  answered  him,  and  said.  Thou  hypocrite,  doth 
not  each  one  of  you  on  the  sabbath  loose  his  ox  or  his  ass  from  the 
stall,  and  lead  him  away  to  watering  ? 

16  And  ought  not  this  woman^  being  a  daughter  of  Abraham,  whom 
Satan  hath  bound,  lo,  these  eighteen  years,  be  loosed  from  this  bond 
on  the  sabbath  day  ? 

17  And  when  he  had  said  these  things,  all  his  adversaries  were 
ashamed:  and  all  the  people  rejoiced  for  all  the  glorious  things  that 
were  done  by  him. 

18  ^  Then  said  he.  Unto  what  is  the  kingdom  of  God  like  ?  and 
whereunto  shall  I  resemble  it  ? 

19  It  is  like  a  grain  of  mustard  seed,  which  a  man  took,  and  cast 
into  his  garden;  and  it  grew,  and  waxed  a  great  tree;  and  the  fowls 
of  the  air  lodged  in  the  branches  of  it. 

20  And  again  he  said,  Whereunto  shall  I  liken  the  kingdom  of  God  ? 

21  It  is  Ukc  leaven,  which  a  woman  took  and  hid  in  three  measures 
of  meal,  till  the  whole  was  leavened. 

22  And  he  went  through  the  cities  and  villages,  teaching,  and  jour- 
neyingtoward  Jerusalem. 

23  Then  said  one  unto  him.  Lord,  are  there  few  that  be  saved  ? 
And  he  said  unto  them, 

24  Tf  Strive  to  enter  in  at  the  strait  gate:  for  many,  I  say  unto  you> 
will  seek  to  enter  in,  and  shall  not  be  able. 

25  When  once  the  master  of  the  house  is  risen  up,  and  hath  shut 
to  th^  door,  and  ye  begin  to  stand  without,  and  to  knock  at  the  door, 
saying.  Lord,  Lord,  open  unto  us;  and  he  shall  answer  and  say  unto 
you,  I  know  you  not  whence  ye  are : 

26  Then  shall  ye  begin  to  say.  We  have  eaten  and  drunk  in  thy 
presence,  and  thou  has  taught  in  our  streets. 

27  But  he  shall  say,  I  tell  you,  I  know  you  not  whence  ye  are; 
depart  from  me,  all  ye  workers  of  iniquity. 

28  There  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth,  when  ye  shall 
see  Abraham,  and  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and  all  the  prophets,  in  the 
kingdom  of  God,  and  you  yourselves  thrust  out. 

29  And  they  shall  come  from  the  east,  and /rom  the  west,  and  from 
the  north,  and/rom  the  south,  and  shall  sit  down  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

30  And,  behold,  there  are  last  which  shall  be  first,  and  there  are 
first  w^hich  shall  be  last. 

31  ^  The  same  day  there  came  certain  of  the  Pharisees,  saying  unto 
him.  Get  thee  out,  and  depart  hence:  for  Herod  will  kill  thee. 

32  And  he  said  unto  them.  Go  ye,  and  tell  that  fox.  Behold,  I  cast 
out  devils,  and  I  do  cures  to-day,  and  to-morrow,  and  the  third  datf 
I  shall  be  perfected. 

33  Nevertheless  I  must  walk  to-day,  and  to-morrow,  and  the  day 
following:  for  it  cannot  be  that  a  prophet  perish  out  of  Jerusalem. 

34  O  J  erusalem,  Jerusalem,  which  killest  the  prophets,  and  stonest 
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**And  he  arose^  and  rebuked  the  wind,  and  said  unio  the 
8ea,  Pecux,  be  still.  And  the  wind  ceased,  and  there  was 
a  great  calm.^* — Mark,  i,  39. 

WHETHER  because  of  a  maternal  warning  or 
no,  Jesus  now  took  ship  and  sailed  away  from 
the  regions  around  Capernaum,  heading  for 
the  land  of  the  Gaderenes  or  Gergesenes  on  the  opposite 
shore  of  the  lake  of  Galilee.  This,  the  first  voyage 
of  several  which  He  was  to  make  upon  the  lake,  gave 
opportunity  for  a  miracle  of  a  new  order.  He  had  shown 
His  power  over  the  bodies  and  minds  of  men;  now  He 
displayed  His  control  of  lifeless  matter,  of  the  wind  and 
waves. 

Exhausted  doubtless  with  His  long  day's  teaching, 
Jesus  was  sleeping  in  the  boat.  A  sudden  terrible  storm 
arose.  The  waves  swept  over  the  frail  bark,  filling  it  with 
water;  yet  Christ  slept  on.  The  apostles  awoke  Him  in 
terror  and  reproach,  ''Master,  carest  thou  not  that  we 
perish  ?" 

Rising,  Jesus  rebuked  them  for  their  feebleness  of  faith 
that  they  could  feel  fear  in  His  company.  Then  in  pity  for 
their  human  weakness.  He  spake  to  the  winds  and  waves. 
Immediately  the  tumult  hushed;  "and  there  was  a  great 
calm." 
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them  that  are  sent  unto  thee;  how  often  would  I  have  gathered  thy^ 
children  together,  as  a  hen  doth  gather  her  brood  under  her  wings,, 
and  ye  would  not! 

35  Behold,  your  house  is  left  unto  you  desolate:  and  verily  I  say^ 
unto  you.  Ye  shall  not  see  me,  until  the  time  come  when  ye  shall  say,. 
Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

Cfiopter  14 

2  Chritt  healeih  the  dropsy  on  the  aabbath:  7  teacheth  hutnUUy:  12  to  feast  the  poor:  15  under  the  parable  of  (Ae 
great  supper,  eheweth  how  worldly-mindai  men,  who  contemn  the  word  of  God,  shau  be  thut  out  of  heaven.  25  Thos^ 
tcfto  wiU  he  his  disciples,  to  hear  their  cross  mu^  make  their  accounts  aforehand,  lest  with  sham^  they  revolt  from- 
him  afterward,  34  and  hecome  altogether  unprofUahle,  like  salt  that  hath  lost  his  savour. 

ND  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  went  into  the  house  of  one  of  the 
chief  Pharisees  to  eat  bread  on  the  sabbath  day,  that  they 
watched  him. 

2  And,  behold,  there  was  a  certain  man  before  him  which  had  the 

dropsy. 

3  And  Jesus  answering  spake  unto  the  lawyers  and  Pharisees,  say- 
ing. Is  it  lawful  to  heal  on  the  sabbath  day  ? 

4  And  they  held  their  peace.  And  he  took  hirriy  and  healed  him, 
and  let  him  go; 

5  And  answered  them,  saying.  Which  of  you  shall  have  an  ass  or 
an  ox  fallen  into  a  pit,  and  will  not  straightway  pull  him  out  on  the 
sabbath  day  ? 

6  And  they  could  not  answer  him  again  to  these  things. 

7  ^  And  he  put  forth  a  parable  to  those  which  were  bidden,  w^hen  he 
marked  how  they  chose  out  the  chief  rooms ;  saying  unto  them, 

8  When  thou  are  bidden  of  any  man  to  a  wedding,  sit  not  down  in: 
the  highest  room;  lest  a  more  honourable  man  than  thou  be  bidden 
of  him; 

9  And  he  that  bade  thee  and  him  come  and  say  to  thee,  Give  this 
man  place;  and  thou  begin  with  shame  to  take  the  lowest  room. 

10  But  when  thou  art  bidden,  go  and  sit  down  in  the  lowest  room; 
that  when  he  that  bade  thee  cometh,  he  may  say  unto  thee.  Friend,, 
go  up  higher:  then  shalt  thou  have  worship  in  tne  presence  of  them 
that  sit  at  meat  with  thee. 

11  For  whosoever  exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased;  and  he  that 
humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted. 

12  ^  Then  said  he  also  to  him  that  bade  him.  When  thou  makest 
a  dinner  or  a  supper,  call  not  thy  friends,  nor  thv  brethren,  neither 
thy  kinsmen,  nor  thy  rich  neighbours;  lest  they  also  bid  thee  again^ 
and  a  recompence  be  made  thee. 

13  But  when  thou  makest  a  feast,  call  the  poor,  the  maimed,  the 
lame,  the  blind: 

14  And  thou  shalt  be  blessed;  for  they  cannot  recompense  thee: 
for  thou  shalt  be  recompensed  at  the  resurrection  of  the  just. 

15  f  And  when  one  of  them  that  sat  at  meat  with  him  heard  these 
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things,  he  said  unto  them.  Blessed  is  he  that  shall  eat  bread  in  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

16  Then  said  he  unto  him,  A  certain  man  made  a  great  supper, 
and  bade  many: 

17  And  sent  his  servant  at  supper- time  to  say  to  them  that  were 
bidden.  Come;  for  all  things  are  now  ready. 

18  And  they  all  with  one  consent  began  to  make  excuse.  The  first 
said  unto  him,  I  have  bought  a  piece  of  ground,  and  I  must  needs  go 
and  see  it:  I  pray  thee  have  me  excused. 

19  And  another  said,  I  have  bought  live  yoke  of  oxen,  and  I  go  to 
prove  them :  I  pray  thee  have  me  excused. 

20  And  another  said,  I  have  married  a  wife,  and  therefore  I  can- 
not come. 

21  So  that  servant  came,  and  shewed  his  lord  these  things.  Then 
the  master  of  the  house  being  angry  said  to  his  servant.  Go  out  quickly 
into  the  streets  and  lanes  of  the  city,  and  bring  in  hither  the  poor, 
and  the  maimed,  and  the  halt  and  the  blind. 

22  And  the  servant  said.  Lord,  it  is  done  as  thou  hast  commanded, 
and  yet  there  is  room. 

23  And  the  lord  said  unto  the  servant.  Go  out  into  the  highways  and 
hedges,  and  compel  thevi  to  come  in,  that  my  house  may  be  filled. 

24  For  I  say  unto  you.  That  none  of  those  men  which  were  bidden 
shall  taste  of  my  supper. 

25  ^  And  there  went  great  multitudes  with  him :  and  he  turned, 
and  said  unto  them, 

26  If  any  man  come  to  me,  and  hate  not  his  father,  and  mother, 
and  wife,  and  children,  and  brethren,  and  sisters,  yea,  and  his  own 
life  also,  he  cannot  be  my  disciple. 

27  And  whosoever  doth  not  bear  his  cross,  and  come  after  me,  can- 
not be  my  disciple. 

28  For  which  of  you,  intending  to  build  a  tower,  sitteth  not  down 
first,  and  counteth  the  cost  whether  he  have  sufficient  to  finish  it  ? 

29  Lest  haply,  after  he  hath  laid  the  foundation,  and  is  not  able  to 
finish  iiy  all  that  behold  it  begin  to  mock  him, 

30  Saying,  This  man  began  to  build,  and  was  not  able  to  finish. 

31  Or  what  king,  going  to  make  war  against  another  king,  sitteth 
not  down  first,  and  consmteth  whether  he  be  able  with  ten  thousand 
to  meet  him  that  cometh  against  him  with  twenty  thousand? 

32  Or  else,  while  the  other  is  yet  a  great  way  off,  he  sendeth  an 
embassage,  and  desireth  conditions  of  peace. 

33  So  likewise,  whosoever  he  be  of  you  that  forsaketh  not  all  that 
he  hath,  he  cannot  be  my  disciple. 

34  Tf  Salt  is  good:  but  if  the  salt  have  lost  his  savour,  wherewith 
shall  it  be  seasoned  ? 

35  It  is  neither  fit  for  the  land,  nor  yet  for  the  dunghill;  but  men 
^ast  it  out.     He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 
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* 

"  Then  went  the  devils  out  of  the  man,  and  entered  into 
the  swine:  and  the  herd  ran  violenily  down  a  steep  'place 
into  the  lake^  and  were  choked.** — Luke,  8,  33. 

REACHING  the  other  shore  of  the  lake,  the  country 
of  the  Gadarenes,  Jesus  was  met  upon  the  shore 
by  two  men  possessed  by  demons.  One  of  these 
was  so  maniacal  in  his  frenzy  that  he  had  become  a  terror 
to  all  the  region.  More  than  once  he  had  been  imprisoned 
and  chained  down  with  iron,  but  when  the  madness  came 
upon  him  he  burst  every  bar;  so  that  now  he  raged  unre- 
strained, wild  and  naked,  upon  the  seashore. 

At  sight  of  Jesus,  the  devils  within  this  man  began  to 
shriek  and  cry  for  mercy.  Jesus  demanded  of  them, 
rather  than  of  their  victim,  who  they  were;  and  they 
answered  through  the  man's  mouth  that  their  name  was 
Legion,  because  they  were  so  many.  ICnowing  they  would 
be  compelled  to  leave  the  man,  the  devils  entreated  to  be 
allowed  to  enter  a  huge  herd  of  swine,  two  thousand  in 
number,  which  grovelled  nearby.  Confounding  them  by 
their  own  means,  Jesus  sent  them  into  the  swine,  and 
immediately  the  frenzied  beasts  rushed  into  the  sea  and 
were  drowned. 

The  released  demoniac  wished  to  foUow  Jesus  as  a 
disciple,  but  the  Master  bade  him  stay  in  his  ovm  land 
as  a  witness  to  his  people,  telling  of  the  new  faith. 
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Chapter  15 

1  Tke  varabh  of  the  kmt  sheep:  S^  of  the  piece  of  silver:  11  of  the  prodigal  son. 

jSMMilHEN  drew  near  unto  him  all  the  publicans  and  sinners  for  to 
^^  hear  him, 

2  And  the  Pharisees  and  scribes  murmured,  saying,  This 
man  receiveth  sinners,  and  eateth  with  them. 

3  ^  And  he  spake  this  parable  unto  them,  saying, 

4  What  man  of  you,  having  an  hundred  sheep,  if  he  lose  one  of 
them,  doth  not  leave  the  ninety  and  nine  in  the  wilderness,  and  go 
after  that  which  is  lost,  until  he  find  it  ? 

5  And  when  he  hath  found  ity  he  layeth  it  on  his  shoulders,  rejoicing. 

6  And  when  he  cometh  home,  he  calleth  together  his  friends  and 
neighbours,  saying  unto  them.  Rejoice  with  me;  for  I  have  found  my 
sheep  which  was  lost. 

7  1  say  unto  you,  that  likewise  joy  shall  be  in  heaven  over  one  sinner 
that  repenteth,  more  than  over  ninety  and  nine  just  persons,  which 
need  no  repentance. 

8  Tf  Either  what  woman  having  ten  pieces  ul  silver,  if  she  lose  one 
piece,  doth  not  light  a  candle,  and  sweep  the  house,  and  seek  diligently 
till  she  find  if .? 

9  And  when  she  hath  found  ily  she  calleth  her  friends  and  her 
neighbours  together,  saying.  Rejoice  with  me;  for  I  have  found  the 
piece  which  I  had  lost. 

10  Likewise,  I  say  unto  you,  there  is  joy  in  the  presence  of  the 
angels  of  God  over  one  sinner  that  repenteth. 

11  Tf  And  he  said,  A  certain  man  had  two  sons: 

12  And  the  younger  of  them  said  to  his  father.  Father,  give  me  the 
portion  of  goods  that  f  alleth  to  me.  And  he  divided  unto  them  his  living. 

13  And  not  many  days  after  the  younger  son  gathered  all  together, 
and  took  his  journey  into  a  far  country,  and  there  wasted  his  substance 
with  riotous  living. 

14  And  when  he  had  spent  all,  there  arose  a  mighty  famine  in  that 
land;  and  he  began  to  be  in  want.

ND  he  said  also  unto  his  disciples,  There  was  a  certain  rich 
man,  which  had  a  steward;  and  the  same  was  accused  unto 
him  that  he  had  wasted  his  goods. 

2  And  he  called  him,  and  said  unto  him,  How  is  it  that  I  hear  this 
of  thee?  give  an  account  of  thy  stewardship;  for  thou  mayest  be  no 
longer  steward. 

3  Then  the  steward  said  within  himself.  What  shall  I  do  ?  for  my 
lord  taketh  away  from  me  the  stewardship:  I  cannot  dig;  to  beg  I  am 
ashamed. 

4  I  am  resolved  what  to  do,  that,  when  I  am  put  out  of  the  stew- 
ardship, they  may  receive  me  into  their  houses. 

5  So  he  called  every  one  of  his  lord's  debtors  unto  him^  and  said 
unto  the  first.

**Far  she  said,  if  I  may  touch  but  his  clothes^  I  shall  he 
whole" — Mark,  5,  ^8, 

THE  peoples  of  the  eastern  shore  of  the  Sea  of  Gali- 
lee seem  to  have  been  terrified  hj  Jesus'  power 
rather  than  attracted  to  Him.  After  he  had 
driven  their  swine  into  the  sea,  they  gathered  round  Him 
in  great  numbers  and  entreated  Him  to  leave  them.  Tak- 
ing ship  again.  He  returned  to  His  own  region  of  Galilee, 
where  a  priest,  Jairus,  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue,  met  Him 
with  a  prayer  for  his  daughter,  who  was  dying. 

On  the  way  to  the  home  of  Jairus,  Jesus  could  scarce 
force  a  way  through  the  eager  welcoming  multitude. 
A  woman  afflicted  by  a  disease  regarded  by  the  Jews  as 
peculiarly  unclean,  approached  Him  in  the  throng.  She 
did  not  dare  proclaim  her  need,  but  only  reached  out  to 
touch  His  garment.  At  once  he  felt  the  touch,  knew  that 
the  healing  power  had  gone  forth  from  Him,  and  demanded 
to  know  whom  He  had  benefited.  His  disciples  pro- 
tested the  impossibility  of  finding  out  what  one  person  in 
all  this  crowding  throng  had  been  affected.  But  Jesus 
summoned  the  woman,  and  she  stood  forth  and  confessed 
in  fear  what  she  had  done. 

The  response  of  Jesus  is  among  the  most  treasured 
of  all  His  gifts  to  the  faith  and  hope  of  man:  *'Be  of  good 
comfort;  thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole." 
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7  Then  he  said  to  another.  And  how  much  owest  thou  ?  And 
he  said,  An  hundred  measures  of  wheat.  And  he  said  unto  him. 
Take  thy  bill,  and  write  fourscore. 

8  Ana  the  lord  commended  the  unjust  steward,  because  he  had 
done  wisely :  for  the  children  of  this  world  are  in  their  generation  wiser 
than  the  children  of  light. 

9  And  I  say  unto  you.  Make  to  yourselves  friends  of  the  mammon 
of  unrighteousness;  that,  when  ye  fail,  they  may  receive  you  into 
everlasting  habitations. 

10  He  tiiat  is  faithful  in  that  which  is  least  is  faithful  also  in  much: 
and  he  that  is  unjust  in  the  least  is  unjust  also  in  much. 

11  If  therefore  ye  have  not  been  faithful  in  the  unrighteous  mam- 
mon, who  will  commit  to  your  trust  the  true  riches  ? 

12  And  if  ye  have  not  been  faithful  in  that  which  is  another  man's, 
who  shall  give  you  that  which  is  your  own  ? 

13  If  No  servant  can  serve  two  masters :  for  either  he  will  hate  the 
one,  and  love  the  other;  or  else  he  will  hold  to  the  one,  and  despise 
the  other.     Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  mammon. 

14  And  the  Pharisees  also,  who  were  covetous,  heard  all  these 
things:  and  they  derided  him. 

15  And  he  said  unto  them.  Ye  are  they  which  justify  yoi^rselves 
before  men;  but  God  knoweth  your  hearts:  for  that  which  is  highly 
esteemed  among  men  is  abomination  in  the  sight  of  God. 

16  The  law  and  the  prophets  were  until  John:  since  that  time  the 
kingdom  r)f  God  is  preached,  and  every  man  presseth  into  it. 

17  And  it  is  easier  for  heaven  and  earth  to  pass,  than  one  tittle  of 
the  law  to  fail. 

18  Whosoever  puttelh  away  his  wife,  and  marrieth  another,  com- 
mitteth  adultery:  and  whosoever  marrieth  her  that  is  put  away  from 
her  husband  committeth  adultery; 

19  I  There  was  a  certain  rich  man,  which  was  clothed  in  purple 
and  fine  linen,  and  fared  sumptuously  every  day: 

20  And  there  was  a  certain  oeggar  named  Lazarus,  which  was  laid 
at  his  gate,  full  of  sores, 

21  And  desiring  to  be  fed  with  the  crumbs  which  fell  from  the  rich 
man's  table :  moreover  the  dogs  came  and  licked  his  sores. 

22  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  the  beggar  died,  and  was  carried  by  the 
angels  into  Abraham's  bosom:  the  rich  man  also  died,  and  was  buried; 

23  And  in  hell  he  lift  up  his  eyes,  being  in  torments,  and  seeth 
Abraham  afar  off,  and  Lazarus  in  his  bosom. 

24  And  he  cried  and  said.  Father  Abraham,  have  mercy  on  me, 
and  send  Lazarus,  that  he  may  dip  the  tip  of  his  finger  in  water,  and 
cool  my  tongue;  for  I  am  tormented  in  tnis  flame. 

25  But  Abraham  said.  Son,  remember  that  thou  in  thy  lifetime 
receivedst  thy  good  things,  and  likewise  Lazarus  evil  things :  but  now 
be  is  comf orted,  and  thou  art  tormented. 
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26  And  beside  all  this,  between  us  and  you  there  is  a  great  gulf 
fixed:  so  that  they  which  would  pass  from  hence  to  you  cannot; 
neither  can  they  pass  to  us,  that  would  come  from  thence. 

27  Then  he  said,  I  pray  thee  therefore,  father,  that  thou  wouldest 
send  him  to  my  father's  nouse: 

28  For  I  have  five  brethren;  that  he  may  testify  unto  them,  lest 
they  also  come  into  this  place  of  torment. 

29  Abraham  saith  unto  him.  They  have  Moses  and  the  prophets; 
let  them  hear  them. 

30  And  he  said,  Nay,  father  Abraham:  but  if  one  went  unto  them 
from  the  dead,  they  will  repent. 

31  And  he  said  unto  him.  If  they  hear  not  Moses  and  the  prophets, 
neither  will  they  be  persuaded,  though  one  rose  from  the  aeaa. 

Ciiapter  17 

1  Chriti  teathtUi  io  avoid  oecation  of  offence.  3  One  to  forgive  another.  6  The  power  of  faith.  7  How  we  are 
bound  to  Qod,  and  not  he  to  ue.  11  He  healeth  ten  lepers.  22  Of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  the  coming  of  the  Son 
of  man, 

HEN  said  he  unto  the  disciples,  It  is  impossible  but  that  offences 
will  come:  but  woe  unto  nim^  througn  whom  they  come! 
2  It  were  better  for  him  that  a  millstone  were  hanged  about 
his  neck,  and  he  cast  into  the  sea,  than  that  he  should  offend  one  of 
these  Jittle  ones. 

3  T[  Take  heed  to  yourselves :  If  thy  brother  trespass  against  thee, 
rebuke  him;  and  if  he  repent,  forgive  him. 

4  And  if  he  trespass  against  thee  seven  times  in  a  day,  and  seven  times 
in  a  day  turn  agam  to  thee,  saying,  I  repent;  thou  shalt  forgive  him. 

5  And  the  apostles  said  unto  the  liOrd,  Increase  our  faith. 

6  And  the  Lord  said.  If  ye  had  faith  as  a  grain  of  mustard  seed, 
ye  might  say  unto  this  sycamine  tree,  Be  thou  plucked  up  by  the 
root,  and  be  thou  planted  in  the  sea;  and  it  should  obey  you. 

7  But  which  of  you,  having  a  servant  plowing  or  feeding  cattle, 
will  say  unto  him  by  and  by,  when  he  is  come  from  the  field.  Go  and 
sit  down  to  meat  ? 

8  And  will  not  rather  say  unto  him,  IMake  ready  wherewith  I  may 
sup,  and  gird  thyself,  and  serve  me,  till  I  have  eaten  and  drunken: 
and  afterward  thou  shalt  eat  and  drink  .^ 

9  Doth  he  thank  that  servant  because  he  did  the  things  that  were 
commanded  him  ?    I  trow  not. 

10  So  likewise  ye,  when  ye  shall  have  done  all  those  things  which  are 
commanded  you,  say,  We  are  unprofitable  servants:  we  have  done 
that  which  was  our  duty  to  do.* 

11^  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  went  to  Jerusalem,  that  he  passed 
through  the  midst  of  Samaria  and  Galilee. 

12  And  as  he  entered  into  a  certain  village,  there  met  him  ten  men 
that  were  lepers,  which  stood  afar  off:

"And  he  cometh  to  tJie  house  of  the  ruler  of  tlu  syna^ 
gogue,  and  seeth  the  tumvlU  and  tliem  that  weft  and  wailed 
greatly** — Mark,  5,  38. 

PROCEEDING  toward  the  house  of  Jairus  to  heal 
his  daughter,  Jesus  and  His  followers  were  met 
hy  a  messenger  who  bade  Jairus  ''Trouble  not  the 
Master,"  for  the  daughter  was  dead.  But  Jesus  having 
already  pledged  Himself  to  cure  the  young  girl,  reassured 
the  stricken  father:  "Fear  not:  believe  only,  and  she  shall 
be  made  whole." 

Thus  for  a  second  time  was  the  Master  set  to  conquer 
death  itself.  Doubtless  in  the  throng  around  Him  were 
many  who  had  heard  of  His  raising  of  the  widow's  son 
at  Nain  the  year  before.  They  must  have  listened  eager- 
ly now,  and  crowded  after  the  Master  yet  more  eagerly. 
Were  they  to  see  a  similar  marvel,  more  tremendous  than 
any  or  all  cures  wrought  upon  the  living?  Jesus  turned 
them  back,  and  entered  the  house  with  only  three  of  His 
disciples,  Peter,  James  and  John,  and  the  parents  of  the 
dead  girl. 

Already  the  pageantry  of  death  was  spread  around; 
paid  mourners  wept  and  wiuled  while  minstrels  played 
about  the  bier,  as  was  the  fashion  in  those  days  at  funerals 
of  the  wealthy.  When  Jesus  hushed  their  noise,  saying 
that  there  was  no  cause  for  all  this  hired  grief,  the  hire- 
lings laughed  at  Him.  They  knew  death  well,  and  thb 
was  death. 


^ 
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13  And  they  lifted  up  their  voices,  and  said,  Jesus,  Master,  have 
mercy  on  us. 

14  And  when  he  saw  them,  he  said  unto  them.  Go  shew  yourselves 
unto  the  priests.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  they  went,  they  were, 
cleansed. 

15  And  one  of  them,  when  he  saw  that  he  was  healed,  turned  back*, 
and  with  a  loud  voice  glorified  God, 

16  And  fell  down  on  his  face  at  his  feet,  giving  him  thanks:  and 
he  was  a  Samaritan. 

17  And  Jesus  answering  said.  Were  there  not  ten  cleansed?  but 
where  are  the  nine  ? 

18  There  are  not  found  that  returned  to  give  glory  to  God,  save 
this  stranger. 

19  And  he  said  unto  him.  Arise,  go  thy  way:  thy  faith  hath  made 
thee  whole. 

20  ^  And  when  he  was  demanded  of  the  Pharisees,  wlien  the  king- 
dom of  God  should  come,  he  answered  them  and  said.  The  kingdom 
of  God  Cometh  not  with  observation : 

21  Neither  shall  they  say,  Lo  here!  or,  lo  there!  for,  behold,  the 
kingdom  of  God  is  within  you. 

22  And  he  said  unto  the  disciples.  The  days  will  come,  when  ye 
shall  desire  to  see  one  of  the  days  of  the  Son  of  man,  and  ye  shall  not 
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23  And  they  shall  say  to  you.  See  here;  or,  see  there:  go  not  after 
them  nor  follow  them. 

24  For  as  the  lightning,  that  lighteneth  out  of  the  one  part  under 
heaven,  shineth  unto  the  other  part  under  heaven;  so  shall  also  the 
Son  of  man  be  in  his  day. 

25  But  first  must  he  suffer  many  things,  and  be  rejected  of  this 
generation. 

26  And  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  Noe,  so  shall  it  be  also  in  the  dayis 
of  the  Son  of  man. 

27  They  did  eat,  they  drank,  they  married  wives,  they  were  given 
in  marriage,  until  the  day  that  Noe  entered  into  the  ark,  and  the  flood 
came,  and  destroyed  them  all. 

28  Likewise  also  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  Lot;  they  did  eat,  they 
drank,  they  bought,  they  sold,  they  planted,  they  builded; 

29  But  the  same  day  that  Lot  went  out  of  Sodom  it  rained  fire  and 
brimstone  from  heaven,  and  destroyed  them  all. 

30  Even  thus  shall  it  be  in  the  day  when  the  Son  of  man  is  revealed. 

31  In  that  day,  he  which  shall  be  upon  the  housetop,  and  his  stuff 
in  the  house,  let  him  not  come  down  to  take  it  away :  and  he  that  is  in 
the  field,  let  him  likewise  not  return  back. 

32  Remember  Lot's  wife. 

33  Whosoever  shall  seek  to  save  his  life  shall  lose  it;  and  whosoever 
shall  lose  his  life  shall  preserve  it. 


1638  LUKE  xvm — the  publican  and  Pharisee 

34  I  tell  you,  in  that  night  there  shall  be  two  men  in  one  bed;  the 
one  shall  be  taken,  and  the  other  shall  be  left- 

35  Two  women  shall  be  grinding  together;  the  one  shall  be  taken , 
and  the  other  left. 

36  Two  m^n  shall  be  in  the  field;  the  one  shall  be  taken,  and  the

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ND  he  spake  a  parable  unto  them  to  this  end,  that  men  ought 
always  to  pray,  and  not  to  faint; 

2  Saying,  There  was  in  a  city  a  judge,  which  feared  not 
God,  neither  regarded  man: 

3  And  there  was  a  widow  in  that  city;  and  she  came  unto  him,  say- 
ing, Avenge  me  of  mine  adversary. 

4  And  ne  would  not  for  a  while:  but  afterward  he  said  within 
himself.  Though  I  fear  not  God,  nor  regard  man : 

5  Yet  because  this  widow  troubleth  me,  I  will  avenge  her,  lest  by 
her  continual  coming  she  weary  me. 

6  And  the  Lord  said.  Hear  what  the  unjust  judge  saith. 

7  And  shall  not  God  avenge  his  own  elect,  which  cry  day  and  night 
unto  him,  though  he  bear  long  with  them  ?

13  And  the  publican,  standing  afar  off,  would  not  lift  up  so  much 
as  his  eyes  unto  heaven,  but  smote  upon  his  breast,  saying,  God  be 
merciful  to  me  a  sinner. 

14  I  tell  you,  this  man  went  down  to  his  house  justified  rather  than 
the  other :  for  every  one  that  exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased ;  and  he 
that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted. 

15  And  they  brought  unto  him  also  infants,  that  he  would  touch 
them:  but  when  his  disciples  saw  ii,  they  rebuked  them. 

16  But  Jesus  called  them  unto  him,  and  said,  SuflFer  little  children  to 
come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not :  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.

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*'And  he  took  ihs  damsel  by  the  hand,  and  said  unto  her^ 
Talitha  cumi;  which  is,  being  interpreted^  Damsel,  I  say 
unto  thee,  arise" — Mark,  5,  il. 

THE  raising  of  the  daughter  of  Jairus  from  the  dead 
is  told  in  all  three  of  the  synoptic  Gospels.  But 
it  is  not  in  this  case,  as  in  that  at  Nain,  the  power 
and  the  pity  of  Jesus  that  are  mainly  impressed  on  us. 
Rather  it  is  the  gentleness  of  the  Master,  His  watchful 
care  and  attention  to  little  things.  He  sent  the  mourners 
away  lest  the  awaking  child  be  terrified.  To  soothe  the 
stricken  father  and  mother  He  said,  ''She  is  not  dead, 
but  sleepeth,"  words  which  have  formed  the  consolation 
of  millions  upon  millions  of  believers.  After  that,  only 
the  parents  were  permitted  to  accompany  Him  to  the  bier, 
where,  taking  the  damsel's  hand  in  His,  He  called  her  back 
into  our  world.  He  spoke  so  calmly  that  there  was  no 
excitement;  only  ''her  spirit  came  again,  and  she  arose 
straightway."  Then,  as  the  practical  physician  Luke 
alone  records  for  us,  "he  commanded  to  give  her  meat. 

This  miracle  has  always  been  much  dwelt  upon  as  being 
one  of  the  few  which  Christ  performed  in  the  service  of 
the  rich;  and  because  we  have  in  Jairus  an  example  of 
faith  displayed  by  a  vTewish  priest,  a  "ruler  of  the  syna- 
gogue, "  a  member  of  that  class  who  were  most  of  them  so 
antagonistic  to  this  Messiah  of  the  common  folk. 
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17  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom 
of  God  as  a  little  child  shall  in  no  wise  enter  therein. 

18  And  a  certain  ruler  asked  him  saying.  Good  Master,  what  shall 
1  do  to  inherit  eternal  life  ? 

19  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Why  callest  thou  me  good  ?  none  is 
good,  save  one,  that  isy  God. 

20  Thou  knowest  the  commandments.  Do  not  commit  adultery. 
Do  not  kill,  Do  not  steal.  Do  not  bear  false  witness,  Honour  thy  father 
and  thv  mother. 

21  And  he  said.  All  these  have  I  kept  from  my  youth  up. 

22  Now  when  Jesus  heard  these  things,  he  said  unto  him.  Yet 
lackest  thou  one  thing:  sell  all  that  thou  hast,  and  distribute  unto  the 
poor,  and  thou  shalt  nave  treasure  in  heaven:  and  come,  follow  me» 

23  And  when  he  heard  this,  he  was  very  sorrowful :  for  he  was  very  rich. 

24  And  when  Jesus  saw  that  he  was  very  sorrowful,  he  said.  How 
hardly  shall  they  that  have  riches  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God! 

25  For  it  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go  through  a  neeale's  eye,  than 
for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God. 

26  And  they  that  heard  it  said,  Who  then  can  be  saved  ? 

27  And  he  said.  The  things  which  are  impossible  with  men  are 
possible  with  God. 

28  Then  Peter  said,  Lo,  we  have  left  all,  and  followed  thee. 

29  And  he  said  unto  them.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  There  is  no  man 
that  hath  left  house,  or  parents,  or  brethren,  or  wife,  or  children,  for 
the  kingdom  of  God's  sake, 

30  Who  shall  not  receive  manifold  more  in  this  present  time,  and 
in  the  world  to  come  life  everlasting. 

31  ^  Then  he  took  unto  him  the  twelve,  and  said  unto  them.  Behold, 
we  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  and  all  things  that  are  written  by  the  prophets 
concerning  the  Son  of  man  shall  be  accomplished. 

32  For  he  shall  be  delivered  unto  the  Gentiles,  and  shall  be  mocked, 
and  spitefully  entreated,  and  spitted  on: 

33  And  they  shall  scourge  him^  and  put  him  to  death:  and  the  third 
day  he  shall  rise  again. 

34  And  they  understood  none  of  thes  things :  and  this  saying  was 
hid  from  them,  neither  knew  they  the  tilings  which  were  spoken. 

35  ^  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  as  he  was  come  nigh  unto  Jericho, 
a  certain  blind  man  sat  by  the  way  side  begging: 

36  And  hearing  the  multitude  pass  by,  he  aslked  what  it  meant. 

37  And  they  told  him,  that  Jesus  of  Nazareth  passeth  by. 

38  And  he  cried,  saying,  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  David,  nave  mercy  on  me. 

39  And  they  which  went  before  rebuked  him,  that  he  should  hold 
his  peace:  but  he  cried  so  much  the  more.  Thou  Son  of  David,  have 
mercy  on  me. 

40  And  Jesus  stood,  and  commanded  him  to  be  brought  unto  him: 
and  when  he  was  come  near,  he  asked  him,

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*'And  he  called  unto  him  the  twelve^  and  began  to  send 
them  forth  by  two  and  tvx);  ard  gave  them  pouter  over  unclean 
spirits" — Mark,  6,  7. 

IT  WAS  during  this  second  year  of  Jesus*  -ministry 
that  He  first  entrusted  His  power  to  other  men, 
his  followers.  The  twelve  specially  chosen  apostles 
must  by  now  have  been  with  Him  long  enough  to  have  ac- 
quired as  clear  knowledge  as  was  possible  of  His  yet  im- 
fulfiUed  mission  to  mankind.  He  felt  the  need  of  spreading 
yet  more  widely  the  news  that  the  hour  of  the  Great 
Sacrifice  approached,  that  the  Saviour  was  already  among 
men.  Therefore  He  despatched  the  twelve,  by  two  and 
two,  to  preach  amid  the  cities  of  the  Jews. 

The  full  and  careful  directions  which  Jesus  gave  to 
these  the  first  preachers  to  go  forth  in  His  name,  are  pre- 
served only  by  Matthew.  They  were  to  carry  no  wealth, 
to  make  no  provision  for  the  future,  to  be  *' sheep  in  the 
midst  of  wolves,"  "wise  as  serpents,  and  harmless  as 
doves."  In  each  city,  they  were  to  seek  the  home  of  the 
worthiest  and  enter  it  with  a  benediction  of  peace.  Yet 
should  they  themselves  have  no  peace,  but  always  suffer- 
ing and  abuse.    "I  came  not  to  send  peace,  but  a  sword.^* 

After  this  tragic  warning,  the  apostles  were  .encouraged 
by  that  glad  promise,  "He  that  findeth  his  life  shall  lose 
it:  and  he  that  loseth  his  life  for  my  sake  shall  find  it. 
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hast  been   faithful  in   a  very  little,  have  thou  authority  over  ten 
cities. 

18  And  the  second  came,  saying.  Lord,  thy  pound  hath  gained  five 
pounds. 

19  And  he  said  likewise  to  him.  Be  thou  also  over  five  cities. 

20  And  another  came,  saying.  Lord,  behold,  here  is  thy  pounds 
which  I  have  kept  laid  up  in  a  napkin : 

21  For  I  feared  thee,  because  thou  art  an  austere  man:  thou  takest 
up  that  thou  layedst  not  down,  and  reapest  that  thou  didst  not  sow. 

22  And  he  saith  unto  him.  Out  of  thine  own  mouth  will  I 
judge  thee,  thou  wicked  servant.  Thou  knewest  that  I  was  an  austere 
man,  taking  up  that  I  laid  not  down,  and  reaping  that  I  did  not 
sow: 

23  Wherefore  then  gavest  not  thou  my  money  into  the  bank,  that 
at  my  coming  I  might  have  required  mine  own  with  usury  ? 

24  And  he  said  unto  them  that  stood  by.  Take  from  him  the  pound, 
and  give  it  to  him  that  hath  ten  pounds. 

25  (And  they  said  unto  him.  Lord,  he  hath  ten  pounds.) 

26  For  I  say  unto  you.  That  unto  everv  one  which  hath  shall  be 
given;  and  from  him  that  hath  not,  even  that  he  hath  shall  be  taken 
away  from  him. 

27  But  those  mine  enemies,  which  would  not  that  I  should  reign 
over  them,  bring  hither,  and  slay  them  before  me. 

28  \  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  went  before,  ascending 
up  to  Jerusalem. 

29  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  was  come  nigh  to  Bethphage  and 
Bethany,  at  the  mount  called  the  mount  of  Olives,  he  sent  two  of  his 
disciples, 

80  Saying,  Go  ye  into  the  village  over  against  you;  in  the  which  at 
vour  entering  ye  shall  find  a  colt  tied,  whereon  yet  never  man  sat: 
loose  him,  and  bring  him  hither. 

31  And  if  any  man  ask  you.  Why  do  ye  loose  him?  thus  shall  ye 
say  unto  him.  Because  the  Lord  hath  need  of  him. 

32  And  they  that  were  sent  went  their  way,  and  found  even  as 
he  had  said  unto  them. 

33  And  as  they  were  loosing  the  colt,  the  owners  thereof  said  unto 
them,  Why  loose  ye  the  colt  ? 

34  And  they  said.  The  Lord  hath  need  of  him. 

35  And  they  brought  him  to  Jesus:  and  they  cast  their  garments 
upon  the  colt,  and  they  set  Jesus  thereon. 

36  And  as  he  went,  they  spread  their  clothes  in  the  way. 

37  And  when  he  was  come  nigh,  even  now  at  the  descent  of  the  mount 
of  Olives,  the  whole  multitude  of  the  disciples  began  to  rejoice  and  praise 
God  with  a  loud  voice  for  all  the  mighty  works  that  they  had  seen; 

38  Saying,  Blessed  be  the  King  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord: 
peace  in  heaven,  and  glory  in  the  highest. 
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39  And  some  of  the  Pharisees  from  among  the  multitude  said  unto 
him.  Master,  rebuke  thy  disciples. 

40  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  tell  you  that,  if  these 
should  hold  their  peace,  the  stones  would  immediately  cry  out. 

41  ^  And  when  he  was  come  near,  he  beheld  the  city,  and  wept 
over  it, 

42  Saying,  If  thou  hadst  known,  even  thou,  at  least  in  this  thy  day, 
the  things  which  belong  unto  thy  peace !  but  now  they  are  hici  from 
thine  eves. 

43  For  the  days  shall  come  upon  thee,  that  thine  enemies  shall  cast 
a  trench  about  thee,  and  compass  thee  round,  and  keep  thee  in  on 
every  side, 

44  And  shall  lay  thee  even  with  the  ground,  and  thy  children 
within  thee;  and  they  shall  not  leave  in  thee  one  stone  upon  another; 
because  thou  knewest  not  the  time  of  thy  visitation. 

45  And  he  went  into  the  temple,  and  began  to  cast  out  them  that 
sold  therein,  and  them  that  bought; 

46  Saying  unto  them.  It  is  written.  My  house  is  the  house  of  prayer: 
but  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of  thieves. 

47  And  he  taught  daily  in  the  temple.  But  the  chief  priests  and 
the  scribes  and  the  chief  of  the  people  sought  to  destroy  him. 

48  And  could  not  find  what  they  might  do :  for  all  the  people  were 
very  attentive  to  hear  him. 

Chapter  20 

1  Christ  avpucheth  his  authority  by  a  question  of  John*8  baptism.  9  The  parable  of  the  vineyard.  19  Of  giving 
tribute  to  Cmsar.  27  He  convinceth  the  Sadducees  that  denied  the  resurrection.  41  How  Christ  is  the  Son  of  DavUL 
45  He  wameth  his  disciples  to  be  beware  of  the  scribes. 

ND  it  came  to  pass,  thai  on  one  of  those  days,  as  he  taught  the 
people  in  the  temple,  and  preached  the  gospel,  the  chief 
priests  and  the  scribes  came  upon  him  with  the  elders. 

2  And  spake  unto  him,  saying.  Tell  us,  by  what  authority  doest 
thou  these  things  ?  or  who  is  he  mat  gave  thee  this  authority  ? 

3  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  will  also  ask  you  one 
thing;  and  answer  me: 

4  TThe  baptism  of  John,  was  it  from  heaven,  or  of  men  ? 

5  And  they  reasoned  with  themselves,  saving.  If  we  shall  say. 
From  heaven ;  he  will  say.  Why  then  believed  ye  him  not  ? 

6  But  and  if  we  say.  Of  men;  all  the  people  will  stone  us:  for  they 
be  persuaded  that  John  was  a  prophet. 

7  And  they  answered,  that  tney  could  not  tell  whence  it  was. 

•8  And  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Neither  tell  I  you  by  what  authority 
I  do  these  things. 

9  Then  began  he  to  speak  to  the  people  this  parable;  A  certain 
man  planted  a  vineyard,  and  let  it  forth  to  nusbandmen,  and  went  into 
a  far  country  for  a  long  time. 

10  And  at  the  season  he  sent  a  servant  to  the  husbandmen,  that 
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Then  he  took  the  Jive  loaves  and  the  two  fishes^  and 
looking  up  to  heaveriy  he  blessed  them^  and  brake^  and  gave 
to  the  disciples  to  set  before  the  mtdiitude** — Lukey  9,  16. 

WHEN  the  apostles  returned  from  this  first  mis- 
sionary service,  they  found  the  Master  still 
teaching  by  the  lake  of  Galilee,  though  it  would 
seem  He  had  been  somewhat  in  retirement  for  a  time  be- 
cause of  the  excitement  roused  by  the  slaying  of  John, 
the  Forerunner.  After  listening  to  the  report  of  the 
apostles,  Jesus  took  them  by  boat  to  a  desert  region,  that 
they  might  rest  a  while.  Yet  so  prodigious  had  become 
His  popularity,  that  great  multitudes  followed  Him  even 
here.  Indeed,  seeing  Jesus  proceeding  over  the  lake, 
the  throngs  ran  in  haste  to  reach  the  desert  parts  as  soon 
as  He. 

As  evening  gathered  round  them  all»  there  in  the  bare 
wilderness,  Jesus  pitied  the  people;  for  in  their  haste  they 
had  brought  no  food.  He  commanded  His  disciples  to 
feed  them;  whereupon  the  astonished  men  declared  there 
was  no  food.  Only  five  coarse  loaves  of  barley  bread 
could  be  found,  and  two  fishes.  Then  Jesus,  smiling  at 
the  disciples'  ignorance,  which  knew  not  even  yet  His 
power,  blessed  the  bread  and  fishes,  and  had  the  scanty 
fare  distributed  amid  the  multitude.  Five  thousand 
men  besides  uncounted  women  and  children  filled  them- 
selves full  upon  tlie  food,  and  the  fragments  that 
remained  over  were  far  larger  in  quantity  than 
the  original  little  loaves  and  tiny  fishes. 
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they  should  give  him  of  the  fruit  of  the  vineyard :  but  the  husbandmen 
beat  him,  and  sent  him  away  empty. 

11  And  again  he  sent  another  servant:  and  they  beat  him  also,  and 
entreated  him  shamefully,  and  sent  him  away  empty. 

12  And  again  he  sent  a  third:  and  they  wounded  him  also,  and 
cast  him  out. 

13  Then  said  the  lord  of  the  vineyard.  What  shall  I  do  ?  I  will  send 
my  beloved  son :  it  may  be  they  will  reverence  him  when  they  see  him. 

14  But  when  the  husbandmen  saw  him,  they  reasoned  among 
themselves,  sajdng.  This  is  the  heir:  come,  let  us  kill  him,  that  the 
inheritance  may  be  ours. 

15  So  they  cast  him  out  of  the  vineyard,  and  killed  him.  What 
therefore  shall  the  lord  of  the  vineyard  do  unto  them  ? 

16  He  shall  come  and  destroy  these  husbandmen,  and  shall  give  the 
Ylfieyard  to  others.     And  when  they  heard  ity  they  said,  God  forbid. 

17  And  he  beheld  them,  and  said,  What  is  this  then  that  is  written. 
The  stone  which  the  builders  rejected,  the  same  is  become  the  head 
of  the  corner  .^^ 

18  Whosoever  shall  fall  upon  that  stone  shall  be  broken;  but  on 
whomsoever  it  shall  fall,  it  will  grind  him  to  powder.^ 

19  t  And  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes  the  same  hour  sought  to 
lay  hands  on  him;  andl^they  feared  the  people:  for  they  perceived  that 
he  had  spoken  this  parable  against  them. 

20  And  they  watcned  him^  and  sent  forth  spies,  which  should  feign 
themselves  just  men,  that  thev  might  take  hold  of  his  words,  that  so 
they  might  deliver  him  unto  the  power  and  authority  of  the  governor. 

21  And  they  asked  him,  saying,  Master,  we  know  that  thou  sayest 
and  teachest  rightly,  neither  acceptest  thou  the  person  of  any^  but 
teachest  the  way  of  God  truly: 

22  Is  it  lawful  for  us  to  give  tribute  unto  Cffisar,  or  no  ? 

23  But  he  perceived  their  craftiness,  and  said  unto  them.  Why 
tempt  ye  me  ? 

24  Shew  me  a  penny.  Whose  image  and  superscription  hath  it? 
They  answered  and  said,  Csesar^s. 

25  And  he  said  unto  them,  Render  therefore  unto  Caesar  the  things 
which  be  Caesar's,  and  unto  God  the  things  which  be  God's. 

26  And  they  could  not  take  hold  of  his  words  before  the  people: 
and  they  marvelled  at  his  answer,  and  held  their  peace. 

27  ^  Then  came  to  him  certain  of  the  Sadducees,  which  deny  that 
there  is  any  resurrection ;  and  they  asked  him, 

28  Saying,  Master,  Moses  wrote  unto  us,  If  any  man's  brother  die, 
having  a  wtfe,  and  he  die  without  children,  that  his  brother  should  take 
his  wife,  and  raise  up  seed  unto  his  brother. 

29  There  were  therefore  seven  brethren :  and  the  first  took  a  wife;, 
and  died  without  children. 

'Psalm  118.  22.     'Isaiah  8,   14,   16.

30  And  the  second  took  her  to  wife,  and  he  died  childless. 

31  And  the  third  took  her;  and  in  like  manner  the  seven  also:  and 
they  left  no  children,  and  died. 

32  Last  of  all  the  woman  died  also. 

33  Therefore  in  the  resurrection  whose  wife  of  them  is  she?  for 
seven  had  her  to  wife. 

34  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  them,  The  children  of  this 
world  marry,  and  are  given  in  marriage: 

35  But  they  which  shall  be  accounted  worthy  to  obtain  that  world, 
and  the  resurrection  from  the  dead,  neither  marry,  nor  are  given  in 
marriage: 

36  Neither  can  they  die  any  more :  for  they  are  equal  unto  the  angels ; 
and  are  the  children  of  God,  being  the  children  of  the  resurrection. 

37  Now  that  the  dead  are  raised,  even  Moses  shewed  at  the  bush, 
when  he  calleth  the  Lord  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac, 
and  the  God  of  Jacob. 

38  For  he  is  not  a  God  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  living:  for  all  live 
unto  him. 

39  f  Then  certain  of  the  scribes  answering  said.  Master,  thou  hast 
well  said. 

40  And  after  that  they  durst  not  ask  him  any  (piestion  at  all. 

41  And  he  said  unto  them,  How  say  thev  that  Christ  is  David's  son :^ 

42  And  David  himself  saith  in  the  book  of  Psalms,  The  Lord  said 
unto  m^;  Lord,  Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand, 

43  Till  I  make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool. 

44  David  therefore  calleth  him  Lord,  how  is  he  then  his  son  ? 

45  %  Then  in  the  audience  of  all  the  people  he  said  unto  his  dis- 
ciples, 

46  Beware  of  the  scribes,  which  desire  to  walk  in  long  robes,  and 
love  greetings  in  the  markets,  and  the  liighest  seats  in  the  synagogues, 
and  tne  chief  rooms  at  feasts; 

47  Which  devour  widows'  houses,  and  for  a  shew  make  long 
prayers:  the  same  shall  receive  greater  damnation. 

Chapter  21 

1  Christ  commendeth  the  poor  widow.    5  Hi  pireUlMh  the  destmction  of  the  temple,  and  of  the  eUy  Jeni9alem: 
25  the  eigne  aUo  u^ich  ehall  be  before  the  last  day.    34  He  ezhorteth  them  to  be  watchful. 

ND  he  looked  up,  and  saw  the  rich  men  casting  their  gifts 
into  the  treasury. 

2  And  he  saw  also  a  certain  poor  widow  casting  in  thither

3  And  he  said.  Of  a  truth  I  say  unto  you,  that  this  poor  widow 
hath  cast  in  more  than  they  all:

"When  Jesus  therefore  perceived  that  they  would  come 
and  take  him  hy  force ^  to  make  him  a  king,  he  departed 
again  into  a  mountain  himself  alone" — John^  6,  IS, 

BY  THIS  time  the  popular  enthusiasm  over  Jesus 
had  become  unbounded.  Through  weary  centur- 
ies of  oppression,  the  Jews  had  been  waiting  the 
coming  of  the  Messiah.  Their  thoughts,  however,  were 
all  directed  to  the  idea  of  His  earthly  dominion;  He  was 
to  avenge  them  on  their  enemies.  So  these  poor  peasants 
of  Galilee,  firmly  convinced  now  that  Jesus  was  indeed 
Messiah,  seeing  also  in  His  miracles  proof  of  how  easily 
He  could  conquer  other  nations,  these  peasants  waited 
impatiently  for  Him  to  proclaim  His  kingdom.  On  this 
m'ght  of  the  loaves  and  fishes  they  seemed  determined  to 
wait  no  more.  If  He  would  not  assume  His  crown  will- 
ingly, they  would  force  Him  to  it.  So  they  surrounded 
Jesus  with  clamor  and  applause,  crying:  ''This  is  of  a 
truth  that  prophet  that  should  come  into  the  world." 

They  would  have  compelled  Jesus  to  announce  Him- 
self king.  But  He,  having  previously  sent  Hie  disciples 
away  by  boat,  easily  evaded  the  multitude.  Perchance 
He  used  His  power  to  pass  unseen  from  among  Uiem. 
They  were  left  bewildered  and  astounded.  Having 
refused  the  richest  bribes  of  Satan,  the  Master  was  little 
likely  to  accept  the  poor  uncertain  crown  which  the  Gal- 
ileans could  have  upheld  for  Him. 
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6  As  for  these  things  which  ye  behold,  the  days  will  come,  in  the 
which  there  shall  not  be  left  one  stone  upon  another,  that  shall  not 
be  thrown  down. 

7  And  they  asked  him,  saying.  Master,  but  when  shall  these  things 
be  ?  and  what  sign  vnll  there  he  when  these  things  shall  come  to  pass  ? 

8  And  he  said,  Take  heed  that  ye  be  not  deceived:  for  many  shall 
come  in  my  name,  saying,  I  am  Christ;  and  the  time  draweth  near: 
go  ye  not  therefore  after  them. 

9  But  when  ye  shall  hear  of  wars  and  commotions,  be  not  terrified : 
for  these  things  must  first  come  to  pass;  but  the  end  is  not  by  and  by. 

10  Then  said  he  unto  them.  Nation  shall  rise  against  nation,  and 
kingdom  against  kingdom: 

1 1  And  great  earthouakes  shall  be  in  divers  places,  and  famines,  and 
pestilences;  and  fearful  sights  and  great  signs  shall  there  be  from  heaven. 

12  But  before  all  these,  they  shall  lay  their  hands  on  you,  and  per- 
secute yow,  delivering  you  up  to  the  synagogues,  and  into  prisons, 
being  brought  before  kings  and  rulers  for  my  name's  sake. 

13  And  it  shall  turn  to  you  for  a  testimony. 

14  Settle  it  therefore  in  your  hearts,  not  to  meditate  before  what 
ye  shall  answer: 

15  For  I  will  give  vou  a  mouth  and  wisdom,  which  all  your  adver- 
saries shall  not  1^  able  to  gainsay  nor  resist. 

16  And  ye  shall  be  betrayed  both  by  parents,  and  brethren,  and  kins- 
folks, and  friends ;  and  some  of  you  shall  they  cause  to  be  put  to  death. 

17  And  ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  men  for  my  name's  saice. 

18  But  there  shall  not  an  hair  of  your  head  perish. 

19  In  your  patience  possess  ye  your  souls. 

20  And  when  ye  shall  see  Jerusalem  compassed  with  armies,  then 
know  that  the  desolation  thereof  is  nigh. 

21  Then  let  them  which  are  in  Judea  flee  to  the  mountains;  and 
let  them  which  are  in  the  midst  of  it  depart  out;  and  let  not  them  that 
are  in  the  countries  enter  thereinto. 

22  For  these  be  the  days  of  vengeance,  that  all  things  which  are 
written  may  be  fulfilled. 

23  But  woe  unto  them  that  are  with  child,  and  to  them  that  give 
suck,  in  those  days !  for  there  shall  be  great  distress  in  the  land,  and 
wrath  upon  this  people. 

24  And  thev  shall  fall  by  the  edge  of  the  sword,  and  shall  be  led 
away  captive  into  all  nations:  and  Jerusalem  shall  be  trodden  down 
of  tne  Grentiles,  until  the  times  of  the  Grentiles  be  fulfilled. 

25  ^  And  there  shall  be  signs  in  the  sun,  and  in  the  moon,  and  in 
the  stars;  and  upon  the  earth  distress  of  nations,  ^vith  perplexity; 
the  sea  and  the  waves  roaring; 

26  Men's  hearts  failing  them  for  fear,  and  for  looking  after  those 
thinss  which  are  coming  on  the  earth :  for  the  powers  of  neaven  shall 
be  snaken. 
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27  And  then  shall  they  see  the  Son  of  man  coining  in  a  cloud  with 
power  and  great  fflory. 

28  And  when  tnese  things  begin  to  come  to  pass,  then  look  up, 
and  lift  up  your  heads;  for  your  redenaption  draweth  nigh. 

29  And  he  spake  to  them  a  parable;  Behold  the  fig  tree,  and  all  the 
trees; 

30  When  they  now  shoot  forth,  ye  see  and  know  of  your  own  selves 
that  summer  is  now  nigh  at  hand. 

31  So  likewise  ye,  when  ye  see  these  things  come  to  pass,  know  ye 
that  the  kingdom  of  God  is  nigh  at  hand. 

32  Verily  I  say  imto  you,  Tnis  generation  shall  not  pass  away,  till 
all  be  fulfilled. 

33  Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass  away:  but  my  words  shall  not 
pass  away. 

34  ^  And  take  heed  to  yourselves,  lest  at  any  time  your  hearts  be 
overcharged  with  surfeiting,  and  drunkenness,  and  cares  of  this  life, 
and  so  that  day  come  upon  you  unawares. 

35  For  as  a  snare  shall  it  come  on  all  them  that  dwell  on  the  face 
of  the  whole  earth. 

36  Watch  ye  therefore,  and  pray  always,  that  ye  may  be  accounted 
worthy  to  escape  all  these  things  that  shall  come  to  pass,  and  to  stand 
before  the  Son  of  man. 

37  And  in  the  day  time  he  was  teaching  in  the  temple;  and  at  night 
he  went  out,  and  abode  in  the  mount  that  is  called  the  mount  of  Olives. 

38  And  all  the  people  came  early  in  the  morning  to  him  in  the 
temple,  for  to  bear  him.

|OW  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread  drew  nigh,  which  is  called 
the  Passover. 

2  And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  sought  how  they  might 
kill  him;  for  they  feared  the  people. 

3  II  Then  entered  Satan  into  Judas  sumamed  Iscariot,  being  of 
the  number  of  the  twelve. 

4  And  he  went  his  way,  and  communed  with  the  chief  priests  and 
captains,  how  he  might  oetray  him  unto  them. 

5  And  they  were  glad,  and  covenanted  to  give  him  money. 

6  And  he  promised,  and  sought  opportunity  to  betray  nim  unto 
them  in  the  absence  of  the  multitude.

Bttt  when  he  saw  the  wind  boistermu,  he  was  afraid; 
and  beginning  to  sink,  he  cried^  saying^  Lord,  save  me.'* —

AS  THE  boat  of  the  disciples  sped  away  from  that 
desert  land  where  Jesus  had  put  aside  acrowii,  a 
storm  followed  them,  so  that  they  sailed  on  in  fear. 
Then  suddenly  across  the  raging  waters  they  saw  the 
Master  coming  to  join  them,  walking  calmly  upon  the 
surface  of  the  waves.  Most  of  them  were  terrified,  crying 
that  a  ghost,  a  spirit,  was  approaching  them.  Only 
Peter  triumphed  for  a  moment  over  this  natural  human 
weakness,  and  when  Jesus  bade  them  "be  not  afraid," 
Peter  answered:  "Lord*  if  it  be  thou,  bid  me  oome  unto 
thee  on  the  water." 

The  Master  measured  Peter's  faith  with  the  one  word, 
"Come."  Sustained  by  trust  in  Plim,  the  apostle  obeyed 
and  walked  upon  the  sea.  Presently,  however,  the  storm  and 
the  waves  terrified  him;  then  he  began  to  sink,  and  cried 
aloud  to  the  Lord  for  aid.  Jesus  stretched  forth  a  hand 
and  raised  him  up,  meanwhile  in  a  single  phrase  of  divine 
rebuke  pointing  out  to  him  the  sources  of  both  his  tri- 
umph and  his  failure,  "O  thou  of  little  faith,  wherefore 
didst  thou  doubt  P' ' 
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9  And  they  said  unto  him.  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  prepare  ? 

10  And  he  said  unto  them.  Behold,  when  ye  are  entered  into  the 
city,  there  shall  a  man  meet  you,  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water;  follow 
him  into  the  house  where  he  entereth  m. 

11  And  ye  shall  say  unto  the  goodman  of  the  house.  The  Master 
saith  unto  thee.  Where  is  the  guestchamber,  where  I  shall  eat  the 
passover  with  my  disciples? 

12  And  he  shall  shew  you  a  large  upper  room  furnished:  there 
make  ready. 

13  And  they  went,  and  foimd  as  he  had  said  unto  them:  and  they 
made  ready  the  passover.

29  And  I  appoint  unto  you  a  kingdom,  as  my  Father  hath  ap- 
pointed unto  me; 

30  That  ye  may  eat  and  drink  at  my  table  in  my  kingdom,  and  sit 
on  thrones  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel. 
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31  ^  And  the  Lord  said,  Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath  desired 
to  have  you,  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat: 

32  But  I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith  fail  not:  and  when 
thou  art  convertea,  strengthen  thy  brethren. 

33  And  he  said  unto  him.  Lord,  I  am  ready  to  go  with  thee,  both 
into  prison,  and  to  death. 

34  And  he  said,  I  tell  thee,  Peter,  the  cock  shall  not  crow  this  day, 
before  that  thou  shalt  thrice  deny  that  thou  knowest  me. 

35  And  he  said  unto  them.  When  I  sent  you  without  purse,  and 
scrip,  and  shoes,  lacked  ye  anything?     And  they  said.  Nothing.

**/  am  the  living  bread  which  came  down  from  heaven: 
if  any  man  eat  of  this  breads  he  shall  live  for  ever:  and  Ike 
bread  thai  I  will  give  is  my  fleshy  which  I  wHl  give  for  the 
life  of  the  world** — John^  6,  61. 

HEN  the  ship  of  Jesus  reached  the  shore  near 
Capernaum  He  found  that  the  people  there  had 
already  news  of  His  coming;  and  those  whom 
He  had  left  behind  in  the  wilderness  now  came  also  stream- 
ing, with  word  of  the  miracle  of  the  loaves  and  fishes. 
As  the  multitude  clustered  round,  Jesus  rebuked  them 
sadly,  saying:  ''Ye  seek  me  not  because  ye  saw  the  miracles, 
but  because  ye  did  eat  of  the  loaves  and  were  filled." 

This  served  to  open  one  of  His  most  earnest  and  solemn 
sermons,  the  substance  of  which  is  given  in  the  sixth 
chapter  of  John.  He  was  there,  He  told  them,  not  to 
sustain  them  in  idleness  with  bodily  food  but  to  ^ve  them 
divine  teaching,  the  "bread  of  life,"  eating  which,  they 
should  live  forever.  They  clamored  for  a  "sign,"  for 
bread  such  as  Moses  had  given  their  ancestors;  but  instead 
of  yielding,  Christ  responded  in  those  mystic  words,  "He 
that  eateth  my  flesh,  and  drinketh  my  blood,  dwelleth  in 
me,  and  I  in  him."  This  promise,  repeated  in  this  sermon 
in  many  forms,  was  the  first  explanation  of  the  sacrament 
of  the  "Eucharist,"  the  bread  and  wine. 

Even  many  of  those  who  had  before  believed  in  Jesus« 

were  puzzled  and  bewildered  now,  by  thoughts  too  high 

for  them .     '  *  From  that  ti me  many  of  his  disciples 

went  back,  and  walked  no  more  with  him."

52  Then  Jesus  said  unto  the  chief  priests,  and  captains  of  the 
temple,  and  the  elders,  which  were  come  to  him,  Be  ye  come  out,  as 
agamst  a  thief,  with  swords  and  staves  ? 

53  When  I  was  daily  with  you  in  the  temple,  ye  stretched  forth  na 
hands  against  me;  but  this  is  your  hour,  and  the  power  of  darkness. 

54  ^  Then  took  they  him,  and  led  hirriy  and  brought  him  into  the 
high  priest's  house.     And  Peter  followed  afar  off. 

55  And  when  they  had  kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst  of  the  hall,  and 
were  set  down  together,  Peter  sat  down  among  them.

ND  the  whole  multitude  of  them  arose,  and  led  him  unto  Pilate.

**  Ye  hypocrites,  well  did  Emias  prophesy  of  yot*,  saying , 
This  people  draweth  nigh  unto  me  with  their  movih,  and 
hoiioureih  me  toith  their  lips;  hut  their  lieart  is  far  from 
mey — Matthew,  15,  7. 

THE  receding  wave  of  Jesus*  tremendous  popu- 
larity was  now  in  rapid  ebb.  Many  must  have 
deserted  Him  in  the  desert  when  He  refused  to  be 
crowned.  Many  resented  His  refusal  to  feed  them  with 
"manna"  or  oblige  them  with  other  miracles  according 
to  their  will.  The  Pharisees,  determined  to  discredit 
Him,  joined  in  the  popular  cry.  They  sent  a  deputation 
specially  from  Jerusalem  to  demand  that  He  give  a  "sign/* 
that  is  perform  some  fresh  miracle  that  should  convince 
them  personally.  Jesus  told  them  tliat  the  signs  of  His 
mission  were  all  about  them,  but  that  they  did  not  choose 
to  see. 

Also  they  charged  Him  with  impurity  because  some  of 
His  disciples  had  eaten  without  washing  their  hands, 
which  was  a  disobedience  of  Jewish  traditions.  Jesus 
answered  them  scornfully,  "Not  that  which  goeth  into  the 
mouth  defileth  a  man ;  but  that  which  cometh  out  of  the 
mouth,  this  defile th  a  man."  And  when  His  disciples 
asked  an  explanation  the  Master  broke  flatly  away  from 
the  priesthood  and  their  narrow  doctrines,  declaring  that 
evil  words  and  thoughts  caused  defilement;  "but  to  eat 
with  unwashed  hands  defileth  not  a  man." 
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LUKE  XXIII — CHRIST  CRUCiFIED  1651 

25  And  he  released  unto  them  him  that  for  sedition  and  murder 
was  cast  into  prison,  whom  they  had  desired;  but  he  delivered  Jesus 
to  their  will. 

26  And  as  they  led  him  away,  they  laid  hold  upon  one  Simon,  a 
Cyrenian,  coming  out  of  the  country,  and  on  him  tney  laid  the  cross, 
that  he  might  bear  it  after  Jesus. 

27  ^  And  there  followed  him  a  great  company  of  people,  and  of 
women,  which  also  bewailed  and  lamented  him. 

28  But  Jesus  turning  unto  them  said.  Daughters  of  Jerusalem, 
weep  not  for  me,  but  weep  for  yourselves,  and  for  your  children. 

29  For,  behold,  the  days  are  coming,  in  the  which  thev  shall  say. 
Blessed  are  the  barren,  and  the  wombs  that  never  bare,  and  the  breasts 
which  never  gave  suck. 

30  Then  shall  they  begin  to  say  to  the  mountains.  Fall  on  us;  and 
to  the  hills.  Cover  us. 

31  For  if  they  do  these  things  in  a  green  tree,  what  shall  be  done 
in  the  dry  ? 

32  And  there  were  also  two  others,  malefactors,  led  with  him  to  be 
put  to  death. 

33  And  when  they  were  come  to  the  place,  which  is  called  Calvary 
there  they  crucified  him,  and  the  malefactors,  one  on  the  right  hand, 
and  the  other  on  the  left. 

34  ^  Then  said  Jesus,  Father,  forgive  them;  for  they  know  not 
what  they  do.     And  they  parted  his  raiment  and  cast  lots. 

35  And  the  people  stood  beholding.  And  the  rulers  also  with 
them  derided  /iim,  saying.  He  saved  others;- let  him  save  himself,  if 
he  be  Christ,  the  chosen  of  God. 

36  And  the  soldiers  also  mocked  him,  coming  to  him,  and  offering 
him  vinegar. 

37  And  saying.  If  thou  be  the  king  of  the  Jews,  save  thyself. 

38  And  a  superscription  also  was  written  over  him  in  letters  of 
Greek,  and  Latin,  and  Hebrew,  THIS  IS  THE  KING  OF  THE 

JEWS.* 

39  %  And  one  of  the  malefactors  which  were  hanged  railed  on  him, 
saying.  If  thou  be  Christ,  save  thyself  and  us. 

40  But  the  other  answering  rebuked  him,  saying,  Dost  not  thou 
fear  God,  seeing  thou  art  in  the  same  condemnation  ? 

41  And  we  indeed  justlv;  for  we  receive  the  due  reward  of  our 
deeds:  but  this  man  hath  done  nothing  amiss. 

42  And  he  said  unto  Jesus,  Lord,  remember  me  when  thou  comest 
into  thy  kingdom. 

43  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Verily  I  say  unto  thee.  To-day  shalt 
thou  be  with  me  in  paradise. 

44  And  it  was  about  the  sixth  hour,  and  there  was  a  darkness  over 
all  the  earth  until  the  ninth  hour.

45  And  the  sun  was  darkened,  and  the  veil  of  the  temple  was  rent 
in  the  midst. 

46  T[  And  when  Jesus  had  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  he  said,  Father, 
into  thy  hands  I  commend  my  spirit:  and  having  said  thus,  he  gave 
up  the  ghost. 

47  Now  when  the  centurion  saw  what  was  done,  he  glorified  God,. 
saying,  Certainly  this  was  a  righteous  man. 

48  And  all  the  people  that  came  together  to  that  sight,  beholding 
the  things  which  were  done,  smote  their  breasts,  and  returned. 

49  And  all  his  acquaintance,  and  the  women  that  followed  him 
from  Galilee,  stood  afar  off,  beholding  these  things. 

50  ^  And,  behold,  there  was  a  man  named  Joseph,  a  counsellor; 
and  he  was  a  good  man,  and  a  just: 

51  (The  same  had  not  consented  to  the  counsel  and  deed  of  them ;) 
he  wa^  of  Arimathea,  a  city  of  the  Jews :  who  also  himself  waited  for 
the  kingdom  of  God. 

52  This  man  went  unto  Pilate,  and  begged  the  body  of  Jesus. 

53  And  he  took  it  down,  and  wrappea  it  in  linen,  and  laid  it  in  a 
sepulchre  that  was  hewn  in  stone,  wherein  never  man  before  was  laid. 

54  And  that  day  was  the  preparation,  and  the  sabbath  drew  on. 

55  And  the  women  also,  which  came  with  him  from  Galilee,  fol- 
lowed after,  and  beheld  the  sepulchre,  and  how  his  body  was  laid. 

56  And  they  returned,  and  prepared  spices  and  ointments;  and 
rested  the  saboath  day  according  to  the  commandment. 

Chapter  24 

1  ChrigVs  resurrection  is  declared  by  two  angels  to  the  women  that  cyme  to  the  sepulchre.  9  These  report  it  to  others, 
13  ChriA  himself  appear^  to  the  two  disciples  that  went  to  Emmaus:  36  afterwards  he  appeareth  to  the  apostles 
tmd  reproveth  their  unbelief:  47  giveth  them  a  charge:  49  promiselh  the  Holy  Ghost:  51  and  so  aseendeth  into  heaven^ 
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OW  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  very  early  in  the  morning, 
they  came  unto  the  sepulchre,  bringing  the  spices  which  they 
haa  prepared,  and  cei-tain  others  with  them. 

2  And  they  found  the  stone  rolled  away  from  the  sepulchre. 

3  And   they  entered  in,  and  found   not  the  body  of  the  Lord 
Jesus. 

4  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  were  much  perplexed  thereabout  > 
behold,  two  men  stood  by  them  in  shining  garments: 

5  And  as  they  were  afraid,  and  bowed  down  their  faces  to  the  earth,, 
they  said  unto  them.  Why  seek  ye  the  living  among  the  dead  ? 

6  He  is  not  here,  but  is  risen:  remember  how  he  spake  unto  yon 
when  he  was  yet  in  Galilee, 

7  Saying,  The  Son  of  man  must  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of 
sinful  men,  and  be  crucified,  and  the  third  day  rise  again. 

8  And  they  remembered  his  words, 

9  And  returned  from  the  sepulchre,  and  told  all  these  things  unto 
the  eleven,  and  to  all  the  rest. 

10  It  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Joanna,  and  Mary  the  mother

**For  a  certain  woman,  tchose  young  daughier  had  an 
unclean  spirit,  heard  of  him,  and  cams  and  fell  al  his  feet.** 
—Mark,  7,  25. 

AFTER  this  break  with  both  the  multitude  and  the 
Pharisees,  it  would  seem  that  Jesus  was  not  safe 
even  in  Galilee.  He  left  the  Jewish  land  entirely 
and  went  with  His  disciples  **into  the  borders  of  Tyre 
and  Sidon,  and  entered  into  an  house,  and  would  hare 
no  man  know  it;  but  he  could  not  be  hid." 

In  this  temporary  seclusion  among  foreigners,  Jesus 
seems  to  have  performed  only  a  single  miracle,  and  that, 
as  it  were,  unwillingly.  A  Greek  woman  hearing  of  the 
Christ,  cried  after  Him  in  the  streets,  and  forced  herself 
into  His  presence,  insisting  with  true  motherly  devotion 
that  He  should  cure  her  daughter. 

At  first  Jesus  held  back;  perhaps  He  meant  to  try  her 
faith.  Using  the  common  phrase  of  the  Jews  against 
foreigners.  He  declared  that  one  should  not  throw  the 
children's  meat  to  d<^.  But  the  mother  refused  to  be 
repulsed.  She  pleaded  that  the  dogs  too  should  receive 
some  crumbs.  "Then  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her, 
O  woman,  great  is  thy  faith:  be  it  unto  thee  even  as  thou 
wilt.  And  her  daughter  was  made  whole  from  that  very 
hour/' 
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of  James,  and  other  women  that  were  with  them,  which  told  these 
things  unto  the  apostles. 

11  And  their  words  seemed  to  them  as  idle  tales,  and  they  believed 
them  not. 

12  Then  arose  Peter,  and  ran  unto  the  sepulchre;  and  stooping^ 
down,  he  beheld  the  linen  clothes  laid  by  themselves,  and  departed, 
wondering  in  himself  at  that  which  was  come  to  pass. 

13  f  Ajfld  behold,  two  of  them  went  that  same  day  to  a  village 
called  Emmaus,  which  was  from  Jerusalem  about  threescore  furlongs. 

14  And  they  talked  together  of  all  these  things  which  had  happened. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  while  they  communed  togetker  and 
reasoned,  Jesus  himself  drew  near,  and  went  with  them. 

16  But  their  eyes  were  holden  that  they  should  not  know  him. 

17  And  he  said  imto  them.  What  manner  of  communications  are 
these  that  ye  have  one  to  another,  as  ye  walk,  and  are  sad  ? 

18  And  the  one  of  them,  whose  name  was  Cleopas,  answering  said 
unto  him.  Art  thou  only  a  stranger  in  Jerusalem,  and  hast  not  Imown 
the  things  which  are  come  to  pass  there  in  these  days  ? 

19  And  he  said  unto  them,  What  things?  And  they  said  unto 
him.  Concerning  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  which  was  a  prophet  mighty  in 
deed  and  word  before  God  and  all  the  people: 

20  And  how  the  chief  priests  and  our  rulers  delivered  him  to  be  con« 
demned  to  death,  and  nave  crucified  him. 

21  But  we  trusted  that  it  had  been  he  which  should  have  redeemed 
Israel:  and  beside  all  this,  to-day  is  the  third  day  since  these  things 
were  done. 

22  Yea,  and  certain  women  also  of  our  company  made  us  astonished,, 
which  were  early  at  the  sepulchre; 

23  And  when  they  found  not  his  body,  they  came,  saying,  that  they 
had  also  seen  a  vision  of  angels,  which  said  that  he  was  alive. 

24  And  certain  of  them  which  were  with  us  went  to  the  sepulchre,, 
and  found  it  even  so  as  the  women  had  said:  but  him  they  saw  not. 

25  Then  he  said  unto  them,  O  fools,  and  slow  of  heart  to  believe 
all  that  the  prophets  have  spoken: 

26  Ought  not  Christ  to  have  suffered  these  things,  and  to  enter 
into  his  glory  ? 

27  And  beginning  at  Moses  and  all  the  prophets,  he  expounded 
unto  them  in  all  the  scriptures  the  things  concerning  himself. 

28  And  they  drew  nigti  unto  the  village,  whither  they  went:  and 
he  made  as  though  he  would  have  gone  further. 

29  But  they  constrained  him,  saying,  Abide  with  us :  for  it  is  toward 
evening,  and  the  day  is  far  spent.     And  he  went  in  to  tarry  with  them. 

30  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sat  at  meat  with  them,  he  took  breads 
and  blessed  it^  and  brake,  and  gave  to  them. 

31  And  their  eyes  were  opened,  and  they  knew  him;  and  he  van- 
ished  out  of  their  sight.

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32  And  they  said  one  to  another,  Did  not  our  heart  bum  within 
us,  while  he  talked  with  us  by  the  way,  and  while  he  opened  to  us  the 
scriptures  ? 

33  And  they  rose  up  the  same  hour,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem, 
and  found  the  eleven  gathered  together,  and  them  that  were  with 
them, 

34  Saying,  The  Lord  is  risen  indeed,  and  hath  appeared  to  Simon. 

35  And  tney  told  what  things  were  done  in  the  way,  and  how  he 
was  known  of  them  in  breaking  of  bread. 

36  ^  And  as  they  thus  spake,  Jesus  himself  stood  in  the  midst 
of  them,  and  saith  mito  them.  Peace  he  unto  you. 

37  But  they  were  terrified  and  affrighted,  and  supposed  that  they 
had  seen  a  spirit. 

38  And  he  said  unto  them.  Why  are  ye  troubled?  and  why  do 
thoughts  arise  in  your  hearts  ? 

39  Behold  my  hands  and  my  feet,  that  it  is  I  myself:  handle  me, 
and  see;  for  a  spirit  hath  not  flesh  and  bones,  as  ye  see  me  have. 

40  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  shewed  them  his  hands  and 
his  feet. 

41  And  while  they  yet  believed  not  for  joy,  and  wondered,  he  said 
unto  them.  Have  ye  nere  any  meat? 

42  And  they  gave  him  a  piece  of  a  broiled  fish,  and  of  an  honeycomb.  * 

43  And  he  took  it^  and  did  eat  before  them. 

44  And  he  said  unto  them.  These  are  the  words  which  I  spake  imto 
you,  while  I  was  yet  with  you,  that  all  things  must  be  fulfilled,  which 
were  written  in  the  law  of  Moses,  and  in  the  prophets,  and  in  the 
psalms,  concerning  me. 

45  Then  opened  he  their  understanding,  that  they  might  under- 
stand the  scriptures, 

46  And  said  imto  them.  Thus  it  is  written,  and  thus  it  behoved 
Christ  to  suffer,  and  to  rise  from  the  dead  the  third  day: 

47  And  that  repentance  and  remission  of  sins  should  be  preached 
in  his  name  among  all  nations,  beginning  at  Jerusalem. 

48  And  ye  are  witnesses  of  these  things. 

49  ^  And,  behold,  I  send  the  promise  of  my  Father  upon  you : 
but  tarry  ye  in  the  city  of  Jerusalem,  until  ye  be  endued  with  power 
from  on  high. 

50  \  And  he  led  them  out  as  far  as  to  Bethany,  and  he  lifted  up  his 
hands,  and  blessed  them. 

51  And  it  came  to  pass,  while  he  blessed  them,  he  was  parted  from 
them,  and  carried  up  into  heaven. 

52  And  they  worshipped  him,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem  with 
great  joy: 

53  And  were  continually  in  the  temple,  praising  and  blessing  God. 
Amen.

'*And  Simon  Peter  amwered  and  aaidy   Thou  art  the 
Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Living  God"— Matthew,  16, 16. 

THE  third  ^ear  of  Christ's  mission  upon  earth  thus 
found  Him  partly  rejected,  and  in  danger  even  in 
Galilee.  From  the  region  of  Sidon  and  Tyre,  He 
crossed  the  northern  edge  of  Galilee  and  so  came  to  the 
land  east  of  the  Jordan,  the  "Decapolb,"  not  far  from 
the  spot  whence  once  the  Gadarenes  had  driven  Him. 
Here  He  continued  teaching  and  working  miracles  in  such 
numbers  that  once  more  throngs  of  worshippers  surrounded 
Him.  Cures  innumerable  were  wrought;  another  multi- 
tude was  fed  as  the  former  had  been,  by  a  miracle  of  loaves 
and  fishes. 

At  length  He  came  with  His  dLsciples  to  Caesarea  Phil- 
ippi,  a  beautiful  city  east  of  Jordan  and  high  up  toward 
Mount  Hermon.  Here  occurred  that  memorable  scene 
with  the  twelve  apostles  which  pledged  them  wholly  to 
His  service.  He  had  been  a  most  disappointing  Messiah 
to  all  those  who  expected  Messiah  to  be  a  national  hero 
like  Samson  or  Judas  ]VIaccabeus.  So  now  He  asked 
plainly  of  the  apostles,  whom  men  thought  Him  to  be. 
**And  they  said.  Some  say  that  thou  art  John  the  Baptist: 
some,  Elias;  and  others,  Jeremias,  or  one  of  the  prophets." 
Jesus  persisted,  '*But  whom  say  ye  that  I  am.^"  And 
Peter  answering  for  all  the  little  band  declared  solemnly 
that  they  knew  certainly  that  He  was  Messiah. 


;^\v 
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John,  like  the  writer  of  the  fint  Goapd,  nasone  of  the  twdve  apostles,  and  hence  &□  eyewitness  of 
all  that  be  describes.  He  was  one  of  the  fint  four  followers  summoned  by  Jeans,  and  was  of  all  men 
the  man  most  intimatdy  associated  with  the  Master,  and  bdoved  by  Him.  A  mere  youth  at  the  time 
of  his  call,  John  appareotly  outlived  all  the  other  Apostles.  His  Goapd  is  of  later  date  than  the  other 
three  and  is  supposed  to  have  been  wrilten  by  him  perhaps  sixty  yean  after  the  death  of  Christ,  though 
(here  is  a  widespread  opinion  among  modcrp  scholars  that  not  John  himsdf .  but  some  intimate  friend 
•nd  pupil  of  his,  was  the  actual  B-riler.  John  also,  as  a  leader  of  the  Church,  wrote  three  of  the  "Epis- 
lles"  and  in  extreme  old  age  penned  his  mighty  and  mystic  "Revdalion." 

This  Qospd  is  supplementary  to  and  widely  different  from  the  other  three.  It  aims,  not  lo  tell 
the  stoiy  A  Jesus'  life,  but  to  expound  His  doctrines.  The  other  Gospds  are  chiefly  narrative;  this 
oat,  wlule  menticniing  incidents  passed  over  by  the  otheis,  is  a  book  of  philosophic  discounes.  John, 
wbo  had  most  loved  Jesus  and  most  fully  caught  His  sunt,  explains  His  mission  to  the  worid  as  the 
God,  boni  man,  lo  suffer  tar  us  all,  the  God  tri  Divine  Love.

42  And  he  brought  him  to  Jesus.  And  when  Jesus  beheld  him, 
he  said.  Thou  art  Sunon  the  son  of  Jona :  thou  shalt  be  called  Cephas, 
which  is  by  interpretation,  A  stone. 

43  ^  The  day  following  Jesus  would  go  forth  into  Galilee,  and 
findeth  Philip,  and  saith  unto  him.  Follow  me. 

44  Now  Philip  was  of  Bethsaida,  the  city  of  Andrew  and  Peter. 

45  Philip  findeth  Nathanael,  and  saith  unto  him.  We  have  found 
him,  of  whom  Moses  in  the  law,  and  the  prophets,  did  write,  Jesus  of 
Nazareth,  the  son  of  Joseph. 

46  And  Nathanael  said  unto  him,  Can  there  any  good  thing  come 
out  of  Nazareth?  Philip  saith  unto  him.  Come  and  see. 

47  Jesus  saw  Nathanael  coming  to  him,  and  saith  of  him, -Behold 
an  Israelite  indeed,  ki  whom  is  no  guile! 

48  Nathanael  saith  unto  him,  Whence  knowest  thou  nae  ?  Jesus  an- 
swered and  said  unto  him.  Before  that  Philip  called  thee,  when  thou 
wast  under  the  fig  tree,  I  saw  thee. 

49  Nathanael  answered  and  saith  unto  him,  Rabbi,  thou  art  the 
Son  of  God;  thou  art  the  King  of  Israel. 

50  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Because  I  said  unto  thee, 
I  saw  thee  under  the  fig  tree,  believest  thou  ?  thou  shalt  see  greater 
things  than  these. 

51  And  he  saith  imto  him.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  Hereafter 
ye  shall  see  heaven  open,  and  the  angels  of  God  ascending  and  de- 
scending upon  the  Son  of  man. 

Chapter  2

2  And  both  Jesus  was  called,  and  his  disciples,  to  the 
marriage. 
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3  And  when  they  wanted  wme,  the  mother  of  Jesus  saith  unto  him» 
They  have  no  wine. 

4  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Woman,  what  have  I  to  do  with  thee  ?  mine 
hour  is  not  yet  come. 

5  His  mother  saith  unto  the  servants.  Whatsoever  he  saith  unto 
you,  do  it. 

6  And  there  were  set  there  six  waterpots  of  stone,  after  the  manner 
of  the  purifying  of  the  Jews,  containing  two  or  three  firkins  apiece. 

7  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Fill  the  waterpots  with  water.  Ana  they 
filled  them  up  to  the  brim. 

8  And  he  saith  unto  them.  Draw  out  now,  and  bear  unto  the 
governor  of  the  feast.     And  they  bare  it. 

9  When  the  ruler  of  the  feast  had  tasted  the  water  that  was  made 
wine,  and  knew  not  whence  it  was :  (but  the  servants  which  drew  the 
water  knew;)  the  governor  of  the  feast  called  the  bridegroom, 

10  And  saith  unto  him,  Every  man  at  the  beginning  doth  set  forth 
good  wine;  and  when  men  have  well  drunk,  then  that  which  is  worse: 
out  thou  hast  kept  the  good  wine  until  now. 

11  This  beginning  of  miracles  did  Jesus  in  Cana  of  Galilee,  and 
manifested  forth  his  glory;  and  his  disciples  believed  on  him. 

12  ^  After  this  he  went  down  to  Capernaum,  he,  and  his  mother, 
and  his  brethren,  and  his  disciples:  and  they  continued  there  not 
many  days: 

13  ^  And  the  Jews'  passover  was  at  hand,  and  Jesus  went  up  to 
em, 

14  And  found  in  the  temple  those  that  sold  oxen  and  sheep  and 
doves,  and  the  changers  of  money  sitting: 

15  And  when  he  had  made  a  scourge  of  small  cords,  he  drove  them 
all  out  of  the  temple,  and  the  sheep,  and  the  oxen;  and  poured  out 
the  changers'  money,  and  overthrew  the  tables; 

16  And  said  unto  them  that  sold  doves,  Take  these  things  hence; 
make  not  my  Father's  house  an  house  of  merchandise. 

17  And  his  disciples  remembered  that  it  was  written.  The  zeal 
of  thine  house  hath  eaten  me  up.^ 

18  T[Then  answered  the  Jews  and  said  unto  him.  What  sign 
shewest  thou  unto  us,  seeing  that  thou  doest  these  things  ? 

19  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Destroy  this  temple,  and 
in  three  days  I  will  raise  it  up. 

20  Then  said  the  Jews,  Forty  and  six  vears  was  this  temple  in 
building,  and  wilt  thou  rear  it  up  in  three  days  ? 

21  But  he  spake  of  the  temple  of  his  body. 

22  When  therefore  he  was  risen  from  the  dead,  his  disciples  re- 
membered that  he  had  said  this  unto  them;  and  they  believed  the 
scripture,  and  the  word  which  Jesus  had  said.

[HERE  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees  named  Nieodemus,  a 
ruler  of  the  Jews: 

2  The  same  came  to  Jesus  by  night,  and  said  imto  him» 
Rabbi,  we  know  that  thou  art  a  teacher  come  from  God :  for  no  man 
can  do  these  miracles  that  thou  doest,  except  God  be  with  him. 

3  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee> 
Except  a  man  be  bom  again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

4  Nieodemus  saith  unto  him,  How  can  a  man  be  bom  when  he  is 
old  ?  can  he  enter  the  second  time  into  his  mother's  womb,  and  be 
bom? 

5  Jesus  answered,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  Except  a  man  be  borir 
of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kmgdom  of  God. 

6  That  which  is  bom  of  the  flesh  is  flesh ;  and  that  wmch  is  bom  of 
the  Spirit  is  spirit.

1660  JOHN  III — ^JOHN  PROCLAIMETH  CHRIST 

17  For  God  sent  not  his  Son  into  the  world  to  condemn  the  world; 
but  that  the  world  through  him  might  be  saved.* 

18  1[  He  that  believeth  on  him  is  not  condemned:  but  he  that 
ibelieveth  not  is  condemned  already,  because  he  hath  not  believed 
in  the  name  of  the  only  begotten  Son  of  God. 

19  And  this  is  the  condemnation,  that  light  is  come  into  the  world, 
and  men  loved  darkness  rather  than  light,  because  their  deeds  were 
-evil. 

20  For  every  one  that  doeth  evil  hateth  the  light,  neither  cometh 
to  the  light,  lest  his  deeds  should  be  reproved. 

21  But  he  that  doeth  truth  cometh  to  the  light,  that  his  deeds  may 
fce  made  manifest,  that  they  are  wrought  in  God.

34  For  he  whom  God  hath  sent  speaketh  the  words  of  God:  for 
Cod  ffiveth  not  the  Spirit  by  measure  unto  him. 

35  The  Father  loveth  the  Son,  and  hath  given  all  things  into  his 
liand. 

36  He  that  believeth  on  the  Son  hath  everlasting  life:  and  he  that 
believeth  not  the  Son  shall  not  see  life;  but  the  wrath  of  God  abideth 
on  him.^

THE  three  apostles  had  become  hea^'y  with  sleep 
whUe  iesva  prayed  upon  the  Mount,  so  that  at 
first  they  beheld  the  Traasfiguratioa  darkly  as 
through  a  dream.  Then  they  realized  that  Moses  and 
Elijah  were  speaking  to  the  Christ  of  that  dread  diing  of 
which  He  had  told  them,  the  approaching  Sacrifice  at 
Jerusalem*  Next  they  saw  the  IVIaster  alone  before  them; 
and  falling  down  they  worshipped  Him. 

Yet  the  greatest  glory  was  still  to  oome.  As  they  knelt 
before  the  Master  a  cloud  enwrapped  them  and  the  Di\ine 
Voice  from  heaven  spake,  renewing  the  blessing  and 
avowal  which  had  come  when  Jesus  had  been  baptized 
by  the  Forerunner:  "This  is  my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I 
am  well  [leased;  hear  ye  him.*' 

'*  And  suddenly,  when  they  had  looked  round  about,  they 
saw  no  man  any  more,  save  Jesus  only  with  themselves." 
But  Jesus  bade  the  three  say  nothing  of  these  wonders 
until  after  the  Great  Sacrifice  should  be  accomplished. 
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Chapter  4 


1  Ckritt  talkeOi  wiih  a  woman  of  Samaria,  and  revealeth  himself  vnto  ?ier.  27  His  diseiples  marvel,  ai  /7fl 
dtdarelh  to  them  his  teal  for  God's  glory,  39  Many  Samantans  believe  on  him.  43  He  departeth  into  Oalilee^ 
and  healeth  the  rider's  son  thai  lay  sick  at  Capernaum. 


IHEN  therefore  the  Lord  knew  how  the  Pharisees  had  heard 

that  Jesus  made  and  baptized  more  disciples  than   John» 

2  (Though  Jesus  himself  baptized  not,  but  his  disciples,) 

3  He  left  Judea,  and  departed  again  into  Galilee. 

4  And  he  must  needs  go  through  Samaria. 

5  Then  cometh  he  to  a  city  of  Samaria,  which  is  called  Sychar, 
near  to  the  parcel  of  ground  that  Jacob  gave  to  his  son  Joseph. 

6  Now  Jacob's  well  was  there.  Jesus  therefore,  being  wearied  with 
his  journey,  sat  thus  on  the  well:  and  it  was  about  the  sixth  hour. 

7  There  cometh  a  woman  of  Samaria  to  draw  water:  Jesus  saith 
unto  her,  Give  me  to  drink. 

8  (For  his  disciples  were  gone  away  unto  the  city  to  buy  meat.), 

9  Then  saith  the  woman  of  Samaria  imto  him.  How  is  it  that 
thou,  being  a  Jew,  askest  drink  of  me,  which  am  a  woman  of  Samaria  ? 
for  the  Jews  have  no  dealings  with  the  Samaritans. 

10  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her,  If  thou  knewest  the  gift  of 
God,  and  who  it  is  that  saith  to  thee.  Give  me  to  drink;  thou  wouldest 
have  asked  of  him,  and  he  would  have  given  thee  living  water. 

11  The  woman  saith  unto  him.  Sir,  thou  hast  nothing  to  draw  with, 
and  the  well  is  deep:  from  whence  then  hast  thou  that  living  water? 

12  Art  thou  greater  than  our  father  Jacob,  which  gave  us  the  well, 
and  drank  thereof  himself,  and  his  children,  and  his  cattle  ? 

13  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her.  Whosoever  drinketh  of  this 
water  shall  thirst  again : 

14  But  whosoever  drinketh  of  the  water  that  I  shall  give  him  shall 
never  thirst;  but  the  water  that  I  shall  give  him  shall  be  in  him  a 
well  of  water  springing  up  into  everlasting  life. 

15  The  woman  saith  unto  him,  Sir,  give  me  this  water,  that  I  thirst 
not,  neither  come  hither  to  draw. 

16  Jesus  said  unto  her.  Go,  call  thy  husband,  and  come  hither. 

17  The  woman  answered  and  said,  I  have  no  husband.  Jesus 
said  unto  her,  Thou  hast  well  said,  I  have  no  husband : 

18  For  thou  hast  had  five  husbands:  and  he  whom  thou  now  hast 
is  not  thy  husband:  in  that  saidst  thou  truly. 

19  The  woman  saith  unto  him.  Sir,  I  perceive  that  thou  art  a  prophet. 

20  Our  fathers  worshipped  in  this  mountain;  and  ye  say,  that  in 
Jerusalem  is  the  place  wiiere  men  ought  to  worship. 

21  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Woman,  believe  me,  the  hour  cometh, 
when  ye  shall  neither  in  this  moimtain,  nor  yet  at  Jerusalem,  worship 
the  Father. 

22  Ye  worship  ye  know  not  what:  we  know  what  we  worship: 
for  salvation  is  of  tne  Jews. 


1662  JOHN  IV — THE  HARVEST  GATHERED 

23  But  the  hour  cometh,  and  now  is»  when  the  true  worshippers 
shall  worship  the  Father  in  spirit  and  in  truth :  for  the  Father  seeketh 
such  to  worship  him.  . 

24  God  is  a  Spirit:  and  they  that  worship  him  must  worship  him 
in  spirit  and  in  truth. 

25  The  woman  saith  unto  him,  I  know  that  Messias  cometh,  which 
is  called  Christ:  when  he  is  come,  he  will  tell  us  all  things. 

26  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  I  that  speak  unto,  thee  am  he. 

27  ^  And  upon  this  came  his  disciples,  and  marvelled  that  he 
talked  with  the  woman :  yet  no  man  said!.  What  seekest  thou  ?  or.  Why 
talkest  thou  with  her? 

28  The  woman  then  left  her  waterpot,  and  went  her  way  into  the 
city,  and  saith  to  the  men, 

29  Come,  see  a  man,  which  told  me  all  things  that  ever  I  did:  is 
not  this  the  Christ? 

30  Then  they  went  out  of  the  city,  and  came  unto  him. 

31  f  In  the  mean  while  his  disciples  prayed  him,  saying,  Master,  eat. 

32  But  he  said  unto  them,  I  have  meat  to  eat  that  ye  know  not  of. 

33  Therefore  said  the  disciples  one  to  another.  Hath  any  man 
brought  him  ought  to  eat? 

34  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  My  meat  is  to  do  the  will  of  him  that 
sent  me,  and  to  finish  his  work. 

35  Say  not  ye.  There  are  yet  four  months,  and  then  cometh  harvest  ? 
behold,  I  say  unto  you.  Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look  on  the  fields;  for 
they  are  white  already  to  harvest. 

36  And  he  that  reapeth  receiveth  wages,  and  gathereth  fruit  unto 
life  eternal :  that  both  ne  that  soweth  and  he  that  reapeth  may  rejoice 
together. 

37  And  herein  is  that  saying  true.  One  soweth,  and  another  reapeth. 
[     38  I  sent  you  to  reap  that  whereon  ye  bestowed  no  labour :  other 

men  laboured,  and  ye  are  entered  into  their  labours. 

39  Tf  And  many  of  the  Samaritans  of  that  city  believed  on  him  for 
the  saying  of  the  woman,  which  testified.  He  told  me  all  that  ever  I  did. 

40  So  when  the  Samaritans  were  come  unto  him,  they  besought 
him  that  he  would  tarry  with  them:  and  he  abode  there  two  days. 

41  And  many  more  believed  because  of  his  own  word; 

42  And  said  unto  the  woman.  Now  we  believe,  not  because  of  thy 
saying :  for  we  have  heard  him  ourselves,  and  know  that  this  is  indeed 
the  Ckrist,  the  Saviour  of  the  world. 

43  If  Now  after  two  days  he  departed  thence,  and  went  into  Galilee. 

44  For  Jesus  himself  testified,  that  a  prophet  hath  no  honour  in 
his  own  country. 

45  Then  when  he  was  come  into  Galilee,  the  Galileans  received 
him,  having  seen  all  the  things  that  he  did  at  Jerusalem  at  the  feast: 
for  they  also  went  unto  the  teast. 

46  So  Jesus  came  again  into  Cana  of  Galilee,  where  he  made  the 
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**And,  hy  a  spirit  iaketh,  hirn^  and  he  suddenly  crieth 
out.**—Ltike,  9,  39. 

WHILE  Jesus  and  the  three  disciples  were  up  on 
the  mountain,  while  the  Christ  held  converse 
with  Moses  and  Elias,  the  other  disciples  re- 
maining below  found  themselves  in  difficulty.  A  boy 
had  been  brought  to  them,  who  was  so  terribly  possessed 
by  an  evil  spirit  that  he  writhed  and  foamed  and  fell  down 
as  if  dead.  Without  waiting  for  the  return  of  Jesus,  the 
(^isciples  had  attempted  to  heal  the  boy  and  had  failed. 
Hence  all  was  confusion.  They  themselves  were  bewildered ; 
before,  when  sent  out  on  their  mission  by  Jesus,  they  had 
healed  such  cases.  Were  they  now  facing  a  demon  more 
powerful  than  the  Master? 

As  Jesus  descended  the  mountain,  all  men  came  run- 
ning to  Him.  the  lad's  father  appealing  for  his  son,  the 
disciples  calling  for  assistance,  the  multitude  curious  and 
half  sceptical.  Jesus  rebuked  them  all  for  their  lack  of 
faith.  "O  faithless  generation,  how  long  shall  I  be  with 
you.^  how  long  shall  I  suffer  you.^  bring  him  unto  me." 

To  the  father  He  said,  '*  If  thou  canst  believe,  all  things 
are  possible  to  him  that  believeth." 

**And  straightway  the  father  of  the  child  cried  out,  and 
said  with  tears.  Lord,  I  believe;  help  thou  mine  unbelief. 
So  his  son  was  ciued. 
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water  wine.  And  there  was  a  certain  nobleman,  whose  son  was  sick 
at  Capernaum. 

47  when  he  heard  that  Jesus  was  come  out  of  Judea  into  Galilee, 
he  went  unto  him,  and  besought  him  that  he  would  come  down,  and 
heal  his  son :  for  he  was  at  the  point  of  death. 

48  Then  said  Jesus  unto  him,  Except  ye  see  signs  and  wonders,  ye 
wil!  not  believe. 

49  The  nobleman  saith  unto  him,  Sir,  come  down  ere  my  child  die. 

50  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Go  thy  way;  thy  son  liveth.  And  the 
man  believed  the  word  that  Jesus  had  spoken  unto  him,  and  he  went 
his  way. 

51  And  as  he  was  now  going  down,  his  servants  met  him,  and  told 
Am,  saving.  Thy  son  liveth. 

52  Then  enquired  he  of  them  the  hour  when  he  began  to  amend.  And 
they  said  unto  him.  Yesterday  at  the  seventh  hour  the  fever  left 
him. 

53  So  the  father  knew  that  it  was  at  the  same  hour,  in  the  which 
Jesus  said  unto  him.  Thy  son  liveth;  and  himself  believed,  and  his 
whole  house. 

54  This  is  a^ain  the  second  miracle  that  Jesus  did,  when  he  was 
come  out  of  Judea  into  Galilee. 

Ci)apter  5 

1  Je^us  on  Otf  tabbath  day  eureth  him  thai  was  diseased  eight  and  thitiu  years.  10  The  Jews  (herefore  eavU; 
end  persecute  him  for  it.  17  He  ansvcereih  for  himself,  and  reproveth  themt  shewing  by  the  testimony  of  hi9 
Father^  32  of  John,  36  of  his  works,  39  and  of  the  scriptures,  who  he  is. 


FTER  this  there  was  a  feast  of  the  Jews;  and  Jesus  went  up 
to  Jerusalem. 
_.       2  Now  there  is  at  Jerusalem  by  the  sheep  market  a  pool, 
which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew  tongue  Bethesda,  having  five  porches. 

3  In  these  lay  a  great  multitude  of  impotent  folk,  of  blind,  halt, 
withered,  waiting  for  the  moving  of  the  water.  ^ 

4  For  an  angel  went  down  at  a  certain  season  into  the  pool,  and 
troubled  the  water :  whosoever  then  first  after  the  troubling  of  the  water 
stepped  in  was  made  whole  of  whatsoever  disease  he  had. 

5  And  a  certain  man  was  there,  which  had  an  infirmity  thirty 
and  eight  years. 

6  When  Jesus  saw  him  lie,  and  knew  that  he  had  been  now  a  long 
time  in  thai  ca^se^  he  saith  unto  him,  Wilt  thou  be  made  whole  ? 

7  The  impotent  man  answered  him,  Sir,  I  have  no  man,  when  the 
water  is  troubled,  to  put  me  into  the  pool:  but  while  I  am  coming, 
another  steppeth  dawn  before  me. 

8  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Rise,  take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk. 

9  And  immediately  the  man  was  maae  wnole,  and  took  up  his  bed, 
and  walked:  and  on  the  same  day  was  the  sabbath. 

^The  close  of  the  third  verse  and  all  of  the  fourth  are  omitted  In  the  Revised  Version. 
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10  1[The  Jews  therefore  said  unto  him  that  was  cured,  It  is  the 
sabbath  day:  it  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to  cany  thy  bed. 

11  He  answered  them.  He  that  made  me  whole,  the  same  said 
unto  me,  Take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk. 

12  Then  askea  they  him.  What  man  is  that  which  said  unto  thee. 
Take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk? 

13  And  he  that  was  healed  wist  not  who  it  was:  for  Jesus  had  con- 
veyed himself  away,  a  multitude  being  in  that  place. 

14  Afterward  Jesus  findeth  him  in  the  temple,  and  said  unto  him> 
Behold,  thou  art  made  whole:  sin  no  more,  lest  a  worse  thing  come 
unto  thee. 

15  The  man  departed,  and  told  the  Jews  that  it  was  Jesus  which 
had  made  him  whole. 

16  And  therefore  did  the  Jews  persecute  Jesus,  and  sought  to  slay 
him,  because  he  had  done  these  things  on  the  sabbath  day. 

17  ^  But  Jesus  answered  them,  IV^  Father  worketh  hitherto,  and 
I  work. 

18  Therefore  the  Jews  sought  the  more  to  kill  him,  because  he  not 
only  had  broken  the  sabbath,  but  said  also  that  God  was  his  Father, 
making  himself  equal  with  God. 

19  Then  answered  Jesus  and  said  unto  them,  Verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  you.  The  Son  can  do  nothing  of  himself,  but  what  he  seeth  the 
Father  do:  for  what  things  soever  ne  doeth,  these  also  doeth  the  Son 
likewise. 

20  For  the  Father  loveth  the  Son,  and  sheweth  him  all  things  that 
himself  doeth:  and  he  will  shew  him  greater  works  than  these,  that 
ye  may  marvel. 

21  For  as  the  Father  raiseth  up  the  dead,  and  quickeneth  them; 
even  so  the  Son  quickeneth  whom  he  will. 

22  For  the  Fatner  judgeth  no  man,  but  hath  committed  all  judg- 
ment unto  the  Son : 

23  That  all  men  should  honour  the  Son,  even  as  they  honour  the 
Father.  He  that  honoureth  not  the  Son  honoureth  not  the  Father 
which  hath  sent  him. 

24  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  that  heareth  my  word,  and 
believeth  on  him  that  sent  me,  hath  everlasting  life,  and  shall  not  come 
into  condemnation;  but  is  passed  from  death  unto  life. 

25  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  The  hour  is  coming,  and  now  is, 
when  the  dead  shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Son  of  God:  and  they  that 
hear  shall  live. 

26  For  as  the  Father  hath  life  in  himself;  so  hath  he  given  to  the 
Son  to  have  life  in  himself; 

27  And  hath  given  him  authority  to  execute  judgment  also,  because 
he  is  the  Son  of  man. 

28  Marvel  not  at  this :  for  the  hour  is  coming,  in  the  which  all  that 
are  in  the  grave  shall  hear  his  voice. 
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**And  Jesus  called  a  Hide  child  unto  him,  and  set  him 
in  the  midst  of  them" — Matthew^  18,  2. 

JESUS  now  returned  from  the  north  land,  into  Galilee; 
but  He  came  quietly,  seeking  only  to  instruct  the 
apostles  until  the  time  for  the  Great  Sacrifice  should 
come.  New  thoughts  were  stirring  in  the  apostles'  minds. 
Hitherto  they  had  followed  Jesus  out  of  pure  unquestion- 
ing faith  and  love;  but  now  as  they  saw  more  clearly  the 
immeasurable  greatness  of  their  Master,  they  began  to 
think  of  the  gifts  which  He  might  give  them  if  He  would. 
On  the  road  back  to  the  familiar  city  of  Capernaum  they 
even  disputed  as  to  which  of  them  "should  be  greater" 
in  His  kingdom. 

When  Jesus  questioned  them  they  were  at  once  ashamed; 
and  He,  calling  a  little  child,  set  him  amid  them,  and  told 
them  that  unless  they  became  as  simple  and  as  humble  as 
the  child,  they  could  not  even  enter  His  kingdom  at  all. 
"If  any  man  desire  to  be  first,  the  same  shall  be  last  of  all, 
and  servant  of  all.*' 

Still  further  to  check  earthly  ambition  and  its  false 
devices.  He  pointed  again  to  the  child  and  warned  them 
stemlv,  "Whosoever  shall  offend  one  of  these  little  ones 
that  believe  in  me,  it  is  better  for  him  that  a  millstone 
were  hanged  about  his  iteck,  and  he  were  cast  into  the  sea."

29  And  shall  come  forth;  they  that  have  done  good,  unto  the  resur-

30  I  can  of  mine  own  self  do  nothing:  as  I  hear,  I  judge:  and  my 
judCTient  is  just;  because  I  seek  not  mine  own  will,  but  the  will  of  the 
Father  which  hath  sent  me. 

31  If  I  bear  witness  of  myself,  my  witness  is  not  true. 

32  Tf  There  is  another  that  beareth  witness  of  me;  and  I  know  that 
the  witness  which  he  witnesseth  of  me  is  true. 

33  Ye  sent  unto  John,  and  he  bare  witness  unto  the  truth. 

34  But  I  receive  not  testimony  from  man:  but  these  things  I  say, 
that  ye  might  be  saved. 

35  He  was  a  burning  and  a  shining  light:  and  ye  were  willing  for 
a  season  to  rejoice  in  nis  light. 

36  %  But  I  have  greater  witoess  than  that  of  John:  for  the  works  which 
the  Father  hath  given  me  to  finish,  the  same  works  that  I  do,  bear 
witness  of  me,  that  the  Father  hath  sent  me. 

37  And  the  Father  himself,  which  hath  sent  me,  hath  borne  witness 
of  me.  Ye  have  neither  heard  his  voice  at  any  time,  nor  seen  his 
shape. 

38  And  ye  have  not  his  word  abiding  in  you:  for  whom  he  hath 
sent,  him  ye  believe  not. 

39  T[  Search  the  scriptures;  for  in  them  ye  think  ye  have  eternal 
life:  and  they  are  they  which  testify  of  me. 

40  And  ye  will  not  come  to  me,  that  ye  might  have  life. 

41  I  receive  not  honour  from  men. 

42  But  I  know  you,  that  ye  have  not  the  love  of  God  in  you. 

43  I  am  come  m  my  Father's  name,  and  ye  receive  me  not:  if 
another  shall  come  in  his  own  name,  him  ye  will  receive. 

44  How  can  ye  believe,  which  receive  honour  one  of  another,  and 
seek  not  the  honour  that  cometh  from  God  only  ? 

45  Do  not  think  that  I  will  accuse  you  to  tne  Father:  there  is  one 
that  accuseth  you,  even  Moses,  in  whom  ye  trust.

47  But  if  ye  believe  not  his  writings,  how  shall  ye  believe  my  words  ? 

Chapter  6 

1  CkrUt  feedeth  pve  thousand  men  with  five  loaves  and  two  fishes.  15  Thereupon  the  people  would  have  made 
him  ting.  16  Bui  withdrawing  himself,  he  walked  on  the  sea  to  his  disciples:  26  reproveth  the  people  flocking 
ajter  him,  and  all  the  fleshly  hearers  of  his  word:  32  declareth  himself  to  be  the  bread  of  life  to  believers.  66  Manu 
iples  depart  from  him.    68  Peter  confesseih  him.    70  Judas  is  a  devil, 

FTER  these  things  Jesus  went  over  the  sea  of  Galilee,  which 
is  the  sea  of  Tiberias. 

2  And  a  great  multitude  followed  him,  because  they  saw 
his  miracles  which  he  did  on  them  that  were  diseased.

1666  JOHN  VI — THE  LOAVES  AND  FISHES 

3  And  Jesus  went  up  into  a  mountain,  and  there  he  sat  with  his 
disciples. 

4  And  the  passover,  a  feast  of  the  Jews,  was  nigh. 

5  ^  When  Jesus  then  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw  a  great  company 
come  unto  him,  he  saith  unto  JPhilip,  Whence  shall  we  buy  bread, 
that  these  may  eat? 

6  And  this  he  said  to  prove  him:  for  he  himself  knew  what  he 
would  do. 

7  Philip  answered  him.  Two  hundred  pennyworth  of  bread  is  not 
sufficient  for  them,  that  every  one  of  them  may  take  a  little. 

8  One  of  his  disciples,  Andrew,  Simon  Peter's  brother,  saith  unto 
him, 

9  There  is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  five  barley  loaves,  and  two  small 
fishes:  but  what  are  they  among  so  many? 

10  And  Jesus  said.  Make  the  men  sit  down.  Now  there  was  much 
grass  in  the  place.  So  the  men  sat  down,  in  number  about  five  thousand. 

11  And  Jesus  took  the  loaves;  and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he 
distributed  to  the  disciples,  and  the  disciples  to  them  that  were  set 
down;  and  likewise  of  the  fishes  as  much  as  they  would. 

12  When  they  were  filled,  he  said  unto  his  disciples,  Gather  up  the 
fragments  that  remain,  that  nothing  be  lost. 

13  Therefore  they  gathered  them  together,  and  filled  twelve  baskets 
with  the  fragments  of  the  five  barley  loaves,  which  remained  over 
and  above  unto  them  that  had  eaten. 

14  Then  those  men,  when  they  had  seen  the  miracle  that  Jesus  did, 
said,  This  is  of  a  truth  that  prophet  that  should  come  into  the  world. 

15  ^  When  Jesus  therefore  perceived  that  they  would  come  and 
take  him  by  force,  to  make  him  a  king,  he  departed  again  into  a 
mountain  himself  alone.

18  And  the  sea  arose  by  reason  of  a  great  wind  that  blew.

*'And  his  feilow-servant  fell  down  cU  his  feeU  and  be- 
sought him^  saying.  Have  patience  vnth  me,  and  I  wiU

THE  apostles  now  questioned  Jesus  more  humbly. 
He  urged  them  to  avoid  all  disputes,  and  forgive 
all  offenses.  Peter  asked  Him:  "Lord,  how  oft 
shall  my  brother  sin  against  me,  and  I  forgive  him?" 
The  Mosaic  law  said  seven  times;  but  Jesus  answered  that 
it  should  be  "seventy  times  seven,"  meaning  forever. 

To  enforce  this  He  told  the  parable  of  the  two  debtors. 
There  was  a  king  who  sought  to  collect  from  one  of  his 
officials  a  debt  of  ten  thousand  talents.  The  offidal  could 
not  pay,  so  under  the  law,  the  king  could  have  reduced 
him  and  all  his  family  to  beggary  and  slavery.  But  at  the 
helpless  man's  entreaty,  the  king  forgave  him  the  debt. 
The  released  debtor,  as  he  passed  rejoicing  from  his 
master's  presence,  met  another,  lesser,  servant  of  the  king. 
Now  the  lesser  servant  owed  the  greater  one  the  small 
sum  of  a  hundred  pence.  At  once  this  man,  just  released 
from  his  own  huge  debt,  seized  his  poor  debtor  by  the 
throat  and  demanded  the  money.  Finding  the  poor  man 
could  not  immediately  pay  it,  he  had  him  thrown  into 
prison.  The  king,  learning  of  this,  withdrew  his  own 
generosity  from  the  cruel  official,  and  sent  the  latter  in 
his  turn  to  the  prison  he  so  well  deserved. 

From  this  Christ  pointed  out  that  we,  needing  daily  and 
hourly  the  forgiveness  of  God,  must  in  our  turn  forgive 
those  who  have  injured  us. 
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JOHN  VI —    I  AM  THE  BREAD  OF  LIFE  1667 

24  When  the  people  therefore  saw  that  Jesus  was  not  there,  neither 
his  disciples,  they  also  took  shipping,  and  came  to  Capernaum, 
seeking  for  Jesus. 

25  And  when  they  had  found  him  on  the  other  side  of  the  sea,  they 
said  unto  him.  Rabbi,  when  camest  thou  hither? 

26  Jesus  answered  them  and  said.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  vou, 
Ye  seek  me,  not  because  ve  saw  the  miracles,  but  because  ye  did  eat 
of  the  loaves,  and  were  filled. 

27  Labour  not  for  the  meat  which  perisheth,  but  for  that  meat 
which  endureth  unto  everlasting  life,  which  the  Son  of  man  shall  give 
unto  you:  for  him  hath  God  the  Father  sealed. 

28  Then  said  they  unto  him.  What  shall  we  do,  that  we  might 
work  the  works  of  God? 

29  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them.  This  is  the  work  of  God, 
that  ye  believe  on  him  whom  he  hath  sent. 

SO  They  said  therefore  unto  him.  What  si^  shewest  thou  then, 
that  we  mav  see,  and  believe  thee  ?  what  dost  uiou  work  ? 

31  Our  fathers  did  eat  manna  in  the  desert;  as  it  is  written.  He 
gave  them  bread  from  heaven  to  eat. 

32  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Verily,  verily,  I  sav  unto  you, 
Moses  gave  you  not  that  bread  from  heaven;  but  my  Father  giveth 
you  the  true  bread  from  heaven. 

33  For  the  bread  of  God  is  he  which  cometh  down  from  heaven, 
and  riyeth  life  unto  the  world. 

34  Then  said  they  unto  him,  Lord,  evermore  give  us  this  bread. 

35  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  I  am  the  bread  of  life :  he  that  cometh 
to  me  shall  never  hunger;  and  he  that  belie veth  on  me  shall  nevei 
thirst.

44  No  man  can  come  to  me,  except  the  Father  which  hath  sent  me 
draw  him:  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day. 

45  It  is  written  in  the  prophets,  And  they  shall  be  all  taught  of 
God.  Every  man  therefore  that  hath  heard,  and  hath  learned  of  the 
Father,  cometh  unto  me. 

46  Not  that  any  man  hath  seen  the  Father,  save  he  which  is  of 
God,  he  hath  seen  the  Father. 

47  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  that  believeth  on  me  hath 
everlasting  life.^ 

48  I  am  that  bread  of  life. 

49  Your  fathers  did  eat  manna  in  the  wilderness,  and  are  dead. 

50  This  is  the  bread  which  cometh  down  from  heaven,  that  a  man 
may  eat  thereof,  and  not  die. 

51  I  am  the  living  bread  which  came  down  from  heaven:  if  anv 
man  eat  of  this  bread,  he  will  live  forever :  and  the  bread  that  I  will 
give  is  my  flesh,  which  I  will  give  for  the  life  of  the  world. 

52  The  Jews  therefore  strove  among  themselves,  saying.  How  can 
this  man  give  us  his  flesh  to  eat? 

53  Then  Jesus  said  imto  them.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  imto  you.  Ex- 
cept ye  eat  the  flesh  of  the  Son  of  man,  and  drink  his  blood,  ye  have 
no  lire  in  you. 

54  Whoso  eateth  my  flesh,  and  drinketh  my  blood,  hath  eternal 
life;  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day. 

55  For  my  flesh  is  meat  indeed,  and  my  blood  is  drink  indeed. 

56  He  that  eateth  my  flesh,  and  drinketh  my  blood,  dwelleth  in 
me,  and  I  in  him. 

57  As  the  living  Father  hath  sent  me,  and  I  live  by  the  Father  r 
so  he  that  eateth  me,  even  he  shall  live  by  me. 

58  This  is  that  bread  which  came  down  from  heaven:  not  as  your 
fathers  did  eat  manna,  and  are  dead:  he  that  eateth  of  this  bread 
shall  live  for  ever. 

59  These  things  said  he  in  the  synagogue,  as  he  taught  in  Capernaum. 

60  Many  therefore  of  his  disciples,  when  they  had  heard  ihis^ 
said.  This  is  an  hard  saying;  who  can  hear  it? 

61  When  Jesus  knew  in  himself  that  his  disciples  murmured  at  it, 
he  said  imto  them.  Doth  this  offend  you  ? 

62  What  and  if  ye  shall  see  the  Son  of  man  ascend  up  where  he  was 
before  ? 

63  It  is  the  spirit  that  quickeneth;  the  flesh  profiteth  nothing:  the 
words  that  I  speak  unto  you,  they  are  spirit,  and  they  are  life. 

64  But  there  are  some  of  you  that  believe  not.  For  Jesus  knew 
from  the  beginning  who  they  were  that  believed  not,  and  who  should 
betray  him. 

65  And  he  said.  Therefore  said  I  unto  you,  that  no  man  can  come 
unto  me,  except  it  were  given  imto  him  of  my  Father.

**And  when  tfUm  hast  opened  his  mouikt  thou  shaU  find 
a  piece  of  money,** — McUUiew,  17,  9f1. 

DURING  this  period,  while  Jesus  dwelt  retired  in 
Capernaum  with  the  apostles,  much  of  His  teach- 
ing enforced  this  same  doctrine  of  forgiveness. 
He  endeavored  to  impress  the  folly  of  disputing  unneces- 
sarily, of  resenting  small  injustices,  of  clinging  obstinately 
to  trivial  points  of  ceremony  such  as  were  so  magnified  by 
the  Pharisees.  Once  John  came  to  Him  with  report  of 
a  stranger  who  had  cast  out  a  devil  in  the  name  of  Jesus. 
John  had  rebuked  the  stranger.  But  the  Master  with 
broader  mind  pointed  out  that  this  man  must  have  had 
both  high  faith  and  noble  purpose,  else  he  could  have  done 
naught  in  Jesus*  name.  Therefore  the  disciples  ought  to 
welcome  him. 

So,  too,  there  came  a  tax-collector  to  Peter,  asking  a 
payment  for  the  Temple  at  Jerusalem.  Peter  would  have 
paid  this  unthinking;  but  Jesus  checked  him  by  arguii^ 
that,  since  the  money  was  intended  for  His  own  Temple, 
surely  He  need  not  pay  it.  Then  smilingly  dismissing 
the  subject.  He  said:  *'Notwitlistanding,  lest  we  should 
offend  them,  go  thou  to  the  sea,  and  cast  an  hook,  and  take 
up  the  fish  that  first  cometh  up;  and  when  thou  hast 
opened  his  mouth,  thou  shalt  find  a  piece  of  money;  that 
take,  and  give  unto  them  for  me  and  thee."  Not 
by  defiant  self-assertion,  but  by  generous 
concession  is  true  greatness  shown.

66  ^  From  that  time  many  of  his  disciples  went  back,  and  walked 
no  more  with  him. 

67  Then  said  Jesus  unto  the  twelve.  Will  ye  also  go  away  ? 

68  Then  Simon  Peter  answered  him.  Lord,  to  whom  shall  we  go  ? 
thou  hast  the  words  of  eternal  life. 

69  And  we  believe  and  are  sure  that  thou  art  that  Christ,  the  Son 
of  the  living  God.  ^ 

70  Jesus  answered  them.  Have  not  I  chosen  you  twelve,  and  one 
of  you  is  a  devil  ? 

71  He  spake  of  Judas  Iscariot  the  son  of  Simon:  for  he  it  was  that 
should  betray  him,  being  one  of  the  twelve. 

Cfiapter  7 

1  Jenu  revrovdh  Ihe  (Mmbiiion  and  boldness  of  his  kinsmen:  10  goeth  up  from  GalHee  to  Ihe  feast  of  tabemades: 
14  ieadielh  in  the  temple.  40  Divers  opinions  of  him  among  the  people,  45  The  Pharisees  are  angry  that  their 
officers  took  him  not,  and  chide  with  Nicodemiu  for  taking  his  part. 

FTER  these  things  Jesus  walked  in  Galilee:  for  he  would  not 
walk  in  Jewry,  because  the  Jews  sought  to  kill  him. 
2  Now  the  Jews'  feast  of  tabernacles  was  at  hand. 


3  His  brethren  therefore  said  unto  him.  Depart  hence,  and  go  into 
Judea,  that  thy  disciples  also  may  see  the  works  that  thou  doest. 

4  For  there  is  no  man  that  doeth  any  thing  in  secret,  and  he  himself 
seeketh  to  be  known  openly.  If  thou  do  these  things,  shew  thyself 
to  the  world. 

5  For  neither  did  his  brethren  believe  in  him. 

6  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them.  My  time  is  not  yet  come:  but  your 
time  is  alway  ready. 

7  The  world  cannot  hate  you;  but  me  it  hateth,  because  I  testify 
of  it,  that  the  works  thereof  are  evil. 

8  Go  ye  up  unto  this  feast:  I  go  not  up  yet  unto  this  feast;  for  my 
time  is  not  yet  full  come. 

9  When  he  had  said  these  words  unto  them,  he  abode  stUl  in  Galilee. 

10  ^  But  when  his  brethren  were  gone  up,  then  went  he  also  up 
unto  the  feast,  not  openly,  but  as  it  were  in  secret. 

11  Then  the  Jews  sought  him  at  the  feast,  and  said,  Where  is  he? 

12  And  there  was  much  murmuring  among  the  people  concerning 
him:  for  some  said.  He  is  a  good  man:  others  said.  Nay:  but  he  de- 
ceiveth  the  people. 

13  Howbeit  no  man  spake  openly  of  him  for  fear  of  the  Jews. 

14  ^  Now  about  the  miast  of  the  feast  Jesus  went  up  into  the  temple 
and  taught. 

15  And  the  Jews  marvelled,  saying,  How  knoweth  this  man  letters, 
having  never  learned  ? 

16  Jesus  answered  them,  and  said.  My  doctrine  is  not  mine,  but 
his  that  sent  m&. 

<The  Revised  Version  reads  "that  thou  art  the  Holy  One  of  Qod." 
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17  If  any  man  will  do  his  will,  he  shall  know  of  the  doctrine, 
whether  it  be  of  God,  or  whether  I  speak  of  myself. 

18  He  that  speaketh  of  himself  seeketh  his  own  gloiy:  but  he  that 
seeketh  his  ^lory  that  sent  him,  the  same  is  true,  and  no  unrighteous- 
ness is  in  him. 

19  Did  not  Moses  give  you  the  law,  and  yet  none  of  you  keepeth 
the  law  ?    Why  go  ye  about  to  kill  me  ? 

20  The  people  answered  and  said.  Thou  dast  a  devil :  who  goeth 
about  to  kill  tnee  ? 

21  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  have  done  one  work,  and 
ye  all  marvel. 

22  Moses  therefore  gave  unto  you  circumcision;  (not  because  it  is 
of  Moses,  but  of  the  fathers;)  and  ye  on  the  sabbath  day  circumcise 
a  man. 

23  If  a  man  on  the  sabbath  day  receive  circumcision,  that  the  law 
of  Moses  should  not  be  broken;  are  ye  angry  at  me,  because  I  have 
made  a  man  every  whit  whole  on  the  saboath  day? 

24  Judge  not  according  to  the  appearance,  but  judge  righteous 
judgment. 

25  Then  said  some  of  them  of  Jerusalem,  Is  not  this  he,  whom 
they  seek  to  kill? 

26  But,  lo,  he  speaketh  boldly,  and  they  say  nothing  unto  him. 
Do  the  rulers  know  indeed  that  tnis  is  the  very  Christ  ? 

27  Howbeit  we  know  this  man  whence  he  is:  but  when  Christ 
Cometh,  no  man  knoweth  whence  he  is. 

28  Then  cried  Jesus  in  the  temple  as  he  taught,  saying,  Ye  both 
know  me,  and  ye  know  whence  I  am:  and  I  am  not  come  of  myself, 
but  he  that  sent  me  is  true,  whom  ye  know  not. 

29  But  I  know  him :  for  I  am  from  him,  and  he  hath  sent  me. 

30  Then  they  sought  to  take  him:  but  no  man  laid  hands  on  him, 
because  his  hour  was  not  yet  come. 

31  And  many  of  the  people  believed  on  hira,  and  said,  When  Christ 
Cometh,  will  he  do  more  miracles  than  these  which  this  man  hath 
done? 

32  ^  The  Pharisees  heard  that  the  people  murmured  such  things 
concerning  him;  and  the  Pharisees  ana  the  chief  priests  sent  officers 
to  take  him. 

33  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them.  Yet  a  little  while  am  I  with  you, 
and  then  I  go  unto  him  that  sent  me. 

34  Ye  shall  seek  me,  and  shall  not  find  me:  and  where  I  am,  thither 
ye  cannot  come. 

35  Then  said  the  Jews  among  themselves.  Whither  will  he  go, 
that  we  shall  not  find  him  ?  will  he  go  unto  the  dispersed  among  me 
Gentiles,  and  teach  the  Gentiles? 

36  What  manner  of  saying  is  this  that  he  said,  Ye  shall  seek  me, 
and  shall  not  find  me:  and  where  I  am,  thither  ye  cannot  come  ? 
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""  Ye  shall  seek  me,  and  shall  not  find  me:  and  where  I 
am,  thither  ye  cannot  comeJ* — John,  7,  3^. 

DURING  this  third  year  of  His  mission,  Jesus  had 
not  apparently  attended  the  passover  at  Jerusalem. 
Perhaps  He  had  been  out  of  reach  at  Tyre  or  Sidon. 
Now  there  came  another  important  religious  feast,  that 
of  ''Tabernacles;"  and  men  of  all  classes  b^an  to  discuss 
whether  He  would  venture  to  enter  Jerusalem  for  this 
feast  either.  His  own  kinsmen,  doubting  if  He  were 
indeed  the  Messiah,  urged  Him  to  go,  and  there  overthrow 
His  enemies  and  make  good  His  claims.  At  Jerusalem 
all  men  talked  of  Him,  telling  of  His  miracles,  or  of  His 
so-called  blasphemies,  worshipping  or  blaming  Him. 

Then  suddenly,  without  warning,  Jesus  appeared  among 
them  in  the  Temple,  in  the  space  reserved  for  the  rabbis.  No 
man  knew  how  He  had  come  there,  so  that  even  the  most 
embittered  of  the  Pharisees  were  awed;  and  no  attempt 
was  made  to  arrest  Him*  At  this  feast  He  preached  the 
sermon  in  the  seventh  chapter  of  John,  warning  them  that 
they  should  ''judge  righteous  judgment,"  that  it  needed 
no  learning  to  measure  His  truth,  that  any  man  by  listening 
with  open  heart  "shall  know  of  the  doctrine,  whether  it  be 
of  God,"  should  know  by  the  divinity  of  the  teaching  itself. 

Then  standing  forth,  doubtless  with  wide  open  arms 
Jesus  cried  out,  "If  any  man  thirst,  let  him  come  unto  me, 
and  drink." 
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37  In  the  last  day,  that  great  day  of  the  feast,  Jesus  stood  and 
cried,  saying,  If  any  man  thirst,  let  him  come  imto  me,  and  drink. 

38  He  that  believeth  on  me,  as  the  scripture  hath  said,  out  of  his 
belly  shall  flow  rivers  of  living  water. 

39  (But  this  spake  he  of  the  Spirit,  which  they  that  believe  on  him 
should  receive:  tor  the  Holy  Ghost  was  not  yet  given;  because  that 
Jesus  was  not  yet  glorified.) 

40  1[  Many  of  the  people  therefore,  when  they  heard  this  saying, 
said.  Of  a  truth  this  is  the  Prophet. 

41  Others  said.  This  is  the  Christ.  But  some  said.  Shall  Christ 
come  out  of  Galilee? 

42  Hath  not  the  scripture  said.  That  Christ  cometh  of  the  seed  of 
David,  and  out  of  the  town  of  Bethlehem,  where  David  was? 

43  So  there  was  a  division  among  the  people  because  of  him. 

44  And  some  of  them  would  have  taken  him;  but  no  man  laid 
hands  on  him. 

45  ^  Then  came  the  oflicers  to  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees; 
and  they  said  unto  them.  Why  have  ye  not  brought  him? 

46  The  oflScers  answered,  >Jever  man  spake  like  this  man. 

47  Then  answered  them  the  Pharisees,  Are  ye  also  deceived? 

48  Have  any  of  the  rulers  or  of  the  Pharisees  believed  on  him? 

49  But  this  people  who  kneweth  not  the  law  are  cursed. 

50  Nicodemus  saith  unto  them,  (he  that  came  to  Jesus  by  night, 
being  one  of  them,) 

51  Doth  our  law  judge  any  man,  before  it  hear  him,  and  know 
what  he  doeth? 

52  They  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  also  of  Galilee? 
Search  and  look:  for  out  of  Galilee  ariseth  no  prophet. 

53  And  every  man  went  unto  his  own  house. 

Cfiopter  8 

1  Chriti  ddivereth  the  woman  taken  in  aduUery.     12  He  preachelh  himtelf  the  lipht  of  the  toorld,  and  pu/UftdK 
ku  doctrine:  33  aneiwereOi  the  J  ewe  that  boaetea  of  Abraham^  59  and  conveyeth  himself  from  their  cruwy. 

ESUS  went  unto  the  mount  of  Olives.* 
2  And  early  in  the  morning  he  came  again  into  the  temple, 
and  all  the  people  came  imto  him;  and  he  sat  down,  and 
taught  them. 

3  And  the  scribes  and  Pharisees  brought  unto  him  a  woman  taken 
in  adultery;  and  when  they  had  set  her  m  the  midst, 

4  They  say  imto  him.  Master,  this  woman  was  taken  in  adultery, 
in  the  very  act. 

5  Now  Moses  in  the  law  commanded  us,  that  such  should  be 
stoned :  but  what  sayest  thou  ? 

6  This  they  said,  tempting  him,  that  they  might  have  to  accuse

7  So  when  they  continued  asking  him,  he  lifted  up  himself,  -and 
4said  unto  them,  He  that  is  without  sin  among  you,  let  him  first  cast 
a  stone  at  her. 

8  And  a^ain  he  stooped  down,  and  wrote  on  the  ground. 

9  And  tney  which  heard  it,  being  convicted  by  their  ovm  con- 
science, went  out  one  by  one,  beginning  at  the  eldest  even  unto  the 
last:  and  Jesus  was  leit  alone,  and  the  woman  standing  in  the 
midst. 

10  When  Jesus  had  lifted  up  himself,  and  saw  none  but  the  woman, 
he  said  unto  her.  Woman,  wnere  are  those  thine  accusers?  hath  no 
man  condemned  thee? 

11  She  said.  No  man.  Lord.  And  Jesus  said  unto  her,  Neither 
<lo  I  condemn  thee:  go,  and  sin  no  more. 

12  T[  Then  spake  Jesus  again  unto  them,  saying,  I  am  the  light 
of  the  world :  he  that  f olloweth  me  shall  not  walk  in  darkness,  but 
shall  have  the  light  of  life. 

13  The  Pharisees  therefore  said  unto  him.  Thou  bearest  record 
of  thyself;  thy  record  is  not  true. 

14  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Though  I  bear  record  of 
myself,  yet  my  record, is  true:  for  I  know  whence  1  came,  and  whither 
I  go;  but  ye  cannot  tell  whence  I  come,  and  whither  I  go. 

15  Ye  judge  after  the  flesh;  I  judge  no  man. 

16  And  yet  if  I  judge,  my  judgment  is  true:  for  I  am  not  alone, 
but  I  and  the  Father  that  sent  me. 

17  It  is  also  written  in  your  law,  that  the  testimony  of  two  men 
is  true. 

18  I  am  one  that  bear  witness  of  myself,  and  the  Father  that  sent 
me  beareth  witness  of  me. 

19  Then  said  they  unto  him.  Where  is  thy  Father?  Jesus  an- 
swereth,  Ye  neither  know  me,  nor  my  Father:  if  ye  had  known  me, 
ye  should  have  known  my  Father  also. 

20  These  words  spake  Jesus  in  the  treasury,  as  he  taught  in  the 
temple :  and  no  man  laid  hands  on  him ;  for  his  hour  was  not  yet  come. 

21  Then  said  Jesus  again  unto  them,  I  go  my  way,  and  ye  shall 
seek  me,  and  shall  die  in  your  sins:  whither  I  go,  ye  cannot  come. 

22  Then  said  the  Jews,  Will  he  kill  himself  ?  because  he  saith, 
Whither  I  go,  ye  cannot  come. 

23  And  he  said  unto  them.  Ye  are  from  beneath;  I  am  from  above: 
ye  are  of  this  world;  I  am  not  of  this  world. 

24  I  said  therefore  unto  you,  that  ye  shall  die  in  your  sins:  for  if 
ye  believe  not  that  I  am  he^  ye  shall  die  in  your  sins. 

25  Then  said  they  unto  him,  Who  art  thou  ?  And  Jesus  saith  unto 
them.  Even  the  same  that  I  said  unto  you  from  the  beginning. 

26  I  have  many  things  to  say  and  to  judge  of  you:  but  he  that

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**He  that  is  vnthovt  sin  among  you,  let  him  first  cast  a 
stone  €U  her" — John,  8,  7. 

CHRIST'S  teachings  were  always  of  mercy  and  of 
charitable  dealings  to  others.  Often  His  counsels 
were  opposed  to  the  strict  and  severe  teachings  of 
the  Roman  law;  and  by  means  of  this  antagonism  it  seemed 
easy  for  the  Pharisees  to  entangle  Him  with  the  Roman 
government.  But  His  quiet  wbdom  avoided  all  their 
subtleties.  Upon  the  second  day  of  His  visit  to  Jerusalem, 
as  He  was  again  preaching- in  the  Temple,  the  scribes 
dragged  before  Him  a  poor  woman  who  had  been  seized 
in  an  act  of  sin  for  which  the  law  prescribed  death  by 
stoning.  Knowing  the  tender  heart  of  Jesus  they  asked 
if  they  should  stone  her.  To  say,  yes,  was  to  contradict 
His  own  teachings;  to  say,  no,  was  to  incite  disobedience 
to  the  law.  For  a  time  Christ  seemed  absorbed  in  medi- 
tation, tracing  letters  with  His  finger  on  the  floor.  Then 
as  they  pressed  eagerly  for  an  answer,  He  uttered  those 
words  of  divine  reproof  which  implied  that  only  a  man 
who  was  himself  without  sin  was  justified  in  condemning 
the  woman  or  inciting  others  to  destroy  her.  Having  thus 
answered,  Jesus  sank  again  into  apparent  thought.  When 
He  once  more  raised  His  head.  He  was  alone  with  the 
sinner,  each  clamorous  accuser  having  searched  his  own 
heart  and  slunk  awav. 

"Hath  no  man  condemned  thee?"  Jesus  asked  the 
woman.  *'She  said.  No  man.  Lord.  And  Jesus  said 
unto  her»  Neither  do  I  condemn  thee;  go  and  sin  no  more." 
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sent  me  is  true;  and  I  speak  to  the  world  those  things  which  I  have 
heard  of  him. 

27  They  miderstood  not  that  he  spake  to  them  of  the  Father. 

28  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them.  When  ve  have  lifted  up  the  Son  of 
man,  then  shall  ye  know  that  I  am  he^  and  that  I  do  nothing  of  myself; 
but  as  my  Father  hath  taught  me,  I  speak  these  things. 

29  And  he  that  sent  me  is  with  me:  the  Father  hath  not  left  me 
alone;  fori  do  always  those  things  that  please  him. 

30  As  he  spake  these  words,  many  believed  on  him. 

31  Then  said  Jesus  to  those  Jews  which  believed  on  him.  If  ye  con- 
tinue in  my  word,  then  are  ye  my  disciples  indeed; 

32  And  ye  shall  know  the  truth,  and  the  truth  shall  make  you  free. 

33  Tf  They  answered  him.  We  be  Abraham's  seed,  and  were  never 
in  bondage  to  any  man:  how  sayest  thou.  Ye  shall  be  made  free? 

34  Jesus  answered  them.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  imto  you.  Whosoever 
committeth  sin  is  the  servant  of  sin. 

35  And  the  servant  abideth  not  in  the  house  for  ever:  hut  the  Son 
abideth  ever. 

36  If  the  Son  therefore  shall  make  you  free,  ye  shall  be  free  indeed. 

37  I  know  that  ye  are  Abraham's  seed;  but  ye  seek  to  kill  me, 
because  my  word  hath  no  place  in  you. 

38  I  speak  that  which  I  have  seen  with  my  Father:  and  ye  do  that 
which  ye  have  seen  with  your  father. 

39  Thev  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Abraham  is  our  father. 
Jesus  saith  unto  them.  If  ye  were  Abraham's  children,  ye  would  do 
the  works  of  Abraham. 

40  But  now  ye  seek  to  kill  me,  a  man  that  hath  told  you  the  truth, 
which  I  have  heard  of  God :  this  did  not  Abraham. 

41  Ye  do  the  deeds  of  your  father.  Then  said  they  to  him,  We 
be  not  bom  of  fornication ;  we  have  one  Father,  even  God. 

42  Jesus  said  imto  them.  If  God  were  your  Father,  ye  would  love 
me:  for  I  proceeded  forth  and  came  from  God;  neither  came  I  of 
myself,  but  he  sent  me. 

43  Why  do  ye  not  understand  my  speech  ?  even  because  ye  cannot 
hear  my  word. 

44  Ye  are  of  your  father  the  devil,  and  the  lusts  of  your  father  ye 
will  do.  He  was  a  murderer  from  the  beginning,  and  abode  not  in 
the  truth,  because  there  is  no  truth  in  him.  When  he  speaketh  a  lie, 
he  speaketh  of  his  own :  for  he  is  a  liar,  and  the  father  of  it. 

45  And  because  I  tell  you  the  truth,  ye  believe  me  not. 

46  Which  of  you  convinceth  me  of  sin  ?  And  if  I  say  the  tmth, 
why  do  ye  not  believe  me  ? 

47  He  that  is  of  God  heareth  God's  words :  ye  therefore  hear  them 
not,  because  ye  are  not  of  God. 

48  Then  answered  the  Jews,  and  said  unto  him,  Say  we  not  well 
that  thou  art  a  Samaritan,  and  hast  a  devil  P 
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49  Jesus  answered,  I  have  not  a  devil;  but  I  honour  my  Father, 
and  ye  do  dishonour  me. 

50  And  I  seek  not  mine  own  glory:  there  is  one  that  seeketh  and 
judgeth. 

51  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  If  a  man  keep  my  sa3nng,  he 
shall  never  see  death. 

52  Then  said  the  Jews  unto  him.  Now  we  know  that  thou  hast  a 
devil.  Abraham  is  dead,  and  the  prophets;  and  thou  sayest.  If  a 
man  keep  my  saying,  he  shall  never  taste  of  death. 

53  Art  thou  greater  than  our  father  Abraham,  which  is  dead  ?  and 
the  prophets  are  dead:  whom  makest  thou  thyself? 

54  Jesus  answered.  If  I  honour  myself,  my  honour  is  nothinj 
it  is  my  Father  that  honoureth  me;  of  whom  ye  say,  that  he  is  your  Go^ 

55  Vet  ye  have  not  known  him;  but  I  know  him:  and  if  I  should 
say,  I  know  him  not,  I  shall  be  a  liar  like  unto  you:  but  I  know  him, 
and  keep  his  saying. 

56  Your  father  Abraham  rejoiced  to  see  my  day:  and  he  saw  iU 
and  was  glad. 

57  Then  said  the  Jews  unto  him.  Thou  art  not  yet  fifty  years  old, 
and  hast  thou  seen  Abraham  ? 

58  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  Before

Chapter  9

ND  as  JesiLS  passed  by  he  saw  a  man  which  was  blind  from 
his  birth. 
_____      2  And  his  disciples  asked  him,  saying,  Master,  who  did 
sin,  this  man,  or  his  parents,  that  he  was  bom  blind  ? 

3  Jesus  answered.  Neither  hath  this  man  sinned,  nor  his  parents: 
but  that  the  works  of  God  should  be  made  manifest  in  him. 

4  I  must  work  the  works  of  him  that  sent  me,  while  it  is  day:  the 
night  Cometh,  when  no  man  can  work. 

5  As  long  as  I  am  in  the  world,  I  am  the  light  of  the  world. 

6  When  ne  had  thus  spoken,  he  spat  on  the  ground,  and  made  clay 
of  the  spittle,  and  he  anomted  the  eyes  of  the  band  man  with  the  clay, 

7  And  said  unto  him.  Go,  wash  m  the  pool  of  Siloam,  (which  is  by 
interpretation,  Sent.)  He  went  his  way  therefore,  and  washed,  and 
came  seeing. 

8  f  The  neighbours  therefore,  and  they  which  before  had  seen 
him  that  he  was  blind,  said,  Is  not  this  he  that  sat  and  begged  ?

AGAIN  upon  this  same  brief  visit  to  Jenisalemt 
Jesus  taught  the  multitude  from  the  Temple, 
crying,  '*I  am  the  light  of  the  world:  he  that  fol- 
loweth  me  shall  not  walk  in  darkness,  but  shall  have  the 
light  of  life/'  The  priests  and  Pharisees  argued  with 
Him,  so  that  there  was  little  chance  for  connected  teach- 
ing of  the  people.  His  whole  day  was  spent  in  disputa- 
tion, in  the  effort  to  explain,  not  so  much  to  those  about 
Him,  for  they  would  not  hearken,  but  to  all  the  future 
generations  who  should  read  the  chapters  of  John. 

The  baffled  priesthood  sent  armed  men  to  arrest  Him; 
but  so  awed  were  these,  they  laid  no  hand  upon  Him. 
Nicodemus,  the  leader  who  had  before  listened  to  Jesus, 
urged  the  Pharisees  not  to  condemn  the  man,  for  He  was 
indeed  a  prophet.  Divided  counsels  made  them  hesitate. 
But  the  rabble  brought  matters  to  an  issue  by  insisting 
that  Jesus  should  announce  and  prove  His  messiahship. 
When  He  declared  that  He  had  already  done  so,  they 
took  up  stones  to  stone  Him.  Then  whether  naturally 
or  by  miracle^  He  disappeared  from  among  them. 
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9  Some  said,  This  is  he:  others  said^  He  is  like  him:  bui  he  said» 
I  am  he. 

10  Therefore  said  they  unto  him.  How  were  thine  eyes  opened? 

11  He  answered  and  said,  A  man  that  is  called  Jesus  made  clay, 
and  anointed  mine  eyes,  and  said  unto  me.  Go  to  the  pool  of  Siloam, 
and  wash:  and  I  went  and  washed,  and  I  received  sight. 

12  Then  said  they  imto  him.  Where  is  he?  He  said,  I  know  not. 

13  ^  They  brought  to  the  Pharisees  him  that  aforetime  was  blind. 

14  And  it  was  me  sabbath  day  when  Jesus  made  the  clay,  and 
opened  his  eyes. 

15  Then  again  the  Pharisees  also  asked  him  how  he  had  received 
his  sight.  Ik  said  unto  them.  He  put  clay  upon  mine  eyes,  and 
I  washed,  and  do  see. 

16  Therefore  said  some  of  the  Pharisees,  This  man  is  not  of  God, 
because  he  keepeth  not  the  sabbath  day.  Others  said,  How  can  a 
man  that  is  a  sinner  do  such  miracles?  And  there  was  a  division 
among  them. 

17  They  say  unto  the  blind  man  again.  What  sayest  thou  of  him, 
that  he  hath  opened  thine  eves  ?    He  said.  He  is  a  prophet. 

18  But  the  Jews  did  not  believe  concerning  him,  that  he  had  been 
blind,  and  received  his  sight,  until  they  called  the  parents  of  him 
that  had  received  his  sight. 

19  And  they  asked  them,  saying,  Is  this  your  son,  who  ye  say  was 
bom  blind  ?  how  then  doth  he  now  see  ? 

20  His  parents  answered  them  and  said.  We  know  that  this  is  our 
son,  and  tnat  he  was  bom  blind: 

21  But  by  what  means  he  now  seeth,  we  know  not;  or  who  hath 
opened  his  eyes,  we  know  not:  he  is  of  age;  ask  him:  he  shall  speak 
for  himself. 

22  These  words  spake  his  parents,  because  they  feared  the  Jews: 
for  the  Jews  had  agreed  alreaay,  that  if  any  man  did  confess  that  he 
was  Christ,  he  should  be  put  out  of  the  synagogue. 

23  Therefore  said  his  parents,  He  is  of  age;  ask  him. 

24  Then  again  called  they  the  man  that  was  blind,  and  said  unto 
him.  Give  God  the  praise:  we  know  that  this  man  is  a  sinner. 

25  He  answered  and  said.  Whether  he  be  a  sinner  or  noy  I  know 
not:  one  thing  I  know,  that,  whereas  I  was  blind,  now  I  see. 

26  Then  said  they  to  him  again.  What  did  he  to  thee  ?  how  opened 
he  thine  eyes  ? 

27  He  answered  them,  I  have  told  you  already,  and  ye  did  not  hear: 
wherefore  would  ye  hear  it  again  ?  will  ye  also  be  his  disciples  ? 

28  Then  they  reviled  him,  and  said.  Thou  art  his  disciple;  but  we 
are  Moses'  disciples. 

29  We  know  tnat  God  spake  unto  Moses :  as  for  thisfelloWy  we  know 
not  from  whence  he  is. 

30  The  man  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Why  herein  is  a  mar- 
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vellous  thing,  that  ye  know  not  from  whence  he  is,  and  yet  he  hath 
opened  mine  eyes. 

31  Now  we  know  that  God  heareth  not  sinners:  but  if  any  man 
be  a  worshipper  of  God,  and  doeth  his  will,  him  he  heareth.  • 

32  Since  tne  world  began  was  it  not  heard  that  any  man  opened 
the  eyes  of  one  that  was  bom  blind. 

33  If  this  man  were  not  of  God,  he  could  do  nothing. 

34  They  answered  and  said  unto  him.  Thou  wast  altogether  bom 
in  sins,  and  dost  thou  teach  us  ?    And  they  cast  him  out. 

35  Jesus  heard  that  they  had  cast  him  out;  and  when  he  had  found 
him,  he  said  unto  him,  Dost  thou  believe  on  the  Son  of  God  ? 

36  He  answered  and  said.  Who  is  he.  Lord,  that  I  might  believe 
on  him? 

37  And  Jesus  said  imto  him.  Thou  hast  both  seen  him,  and  it  is 
he  that  talketh  with  thee. 

38  And  he  said.  Lord,  I  believe.    And  he  worshipped  him. 

39  Tf  And  Jesus  said.  For  judgment  I  am  come  into  this  world, 
that  they  which  see  not  might  see;  and  that  they  which  see  might 
be  made  blind. 

40  And  soTTie  of  the  Pharisees  which  were  with  him  heard  these 
words,  and  said  unto  him,  Are  we  blind  also? 

41  Jesus  said  unto  them.  If  ye  were  blind,  ye  should  have  no  sin: 
but  now  ye  say,  We  see;  therefore  your  sin  remaineth. 

Chapter  10 

>  Chriii  is  (he  door,  and  the  good  Oiepherd.    19  Divers  opinions  of  him.    24  He  proveth  by  his  works  that  hs 
if  Vhrisi  Uie  Son  of  Ood:  39  eseapeth  the  Jews,  40  and  went  again  beyond  Jordan,  where  many  believed  on  him. 

ijERILY,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  that  entereth  not  by  the 


door  into  the  sheepfold,  but  climbeth  up  some  other  way, 
the  same  is  a  thief  and  a  robber. 

2  But  he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the  shepherd  of  the  sheep. 

3  To  him  the  porter  openetn;  and  the  sheep  hear  his  voice:  and  ne 
calleth  his  own  sheep  by  name,  and  leadeth  them  out. 

4  And  when  he  putteth  forth  his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  before  their 
and  the  sheep  follow  him:  for  they  know  his  voice. 

5  And  a  stranger  will  they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from  him:  for 
they  know  not  the  voice  of  strangers. 

6  This  parable  spake  Jesus  unto  them:  but  they  understood  not 
what  things  they  were  which  he  spake  unto  them. 

7  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  again.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep. 

8  All  that  ever  came  before  me  are  thieves  and  robbers:  but  the 
sheep  did  not  hear  them. 

9  1  am  the  door:  by  me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved, 
and  shall  go  in  and  out,  and  find  pasture. 

10  The  thief  cometh  not,  but  for  to  steal,  and  to  kill,  and  to  destroy: 
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I  am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and  that  they  might  have  it 
more  abundantly. 

11  I  am  the  good  shepherd:  the  good  shepherd  giveth  his  life  for 
the  sheep. 

12  But  he  that  is  an  hireling,  and  not  the  shepherd,  whose  own 
the  sheep  are  not,  seeth  the  wolf  coming,  and  leaveth  the  sheep,  and 
fleeth:  and  the  wolf  catcheth  them,  and  scattereth  the  sheep. 

13  The  hireling  fleeth,  because  he  is  an  hireling,  and  careth  not 
for  the  sheep. 

14  I  am  the  good  shepherd,  and  know  my  sheep^  and  am  known 
of  mine. 

15  As  the  Father  knoweth  me,  even  so  know  I  the  Father:  and  I 
lay  down  my  life  for  the  sheep. 

16  And  other  sheep  I  have,  which  are  not  of  this  fold:  them  also 
I  must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my  voice;  and  there  shall  be  one 
fold,  and  one  shepherd. 

17  Therefore  cloth  mv  Father  love  me,  because  I  lay  down  my 
life,  that  I  might  take  it  again. 

18  No  man  taketh  it  from  me,  but  I  lay  it  down  of  myself,  I  have 
power  to  lay  it  down,  and  I  have  power  to  take  it  again.  This  com- 
mandment have  I  received  of  my  Father. 

19  ^  There  was  a  division  therefore  again  among  the  Jews  for 
these  sayings. 

20  And  many  of  them  said.  He  hath  a  devil,  and  is  mad;  why  hear 
ye  him  ? 

21  Others  said.  These  are  not  the  words  of  him  that  hath  a  devil. 
Can  a  devil  open  the  eyes  of  the  blind  ? 

22  If  And  it  was  at  Jerusalem  the  feast  of  the  dedication,  and  it 
was  winter. 

23  And  Jesus  walked  in  the  temple  in  Solomon's  porch. 

24  Then  came  the  Jews  round  about  him,  and  said  unto  him.  How 
long  dost  thou  make  us  to  doubt  ?  If  thou  be  the  Christ,  tell  us  plainly. 

25  Jesus  answered  them,  I  told  you,  and  ye  believed  not:  the  worKs 
that  I  do  in  my  Father's  name,  they  bear  witness  of  me. 

26  But  ye  believe  not,  because  ye  are  not  of  my  sheep,  as  I  said 
unto  you. 

27  My  sheep  hear  my  voice,  and  I  know  them,  and  they  folio w  me : 

28  And  I  give  unto  them  eternal  life;  and  they  shall  never  perish, 
neither  shall  any  man  pluck  them  out  of  my  hand. 

29  My  Father,  whicn  gave  them  me,  is  greater  than  all;  and  no 
man  is  able  to  pluck  them  out  of  my  Father's  hand. 

30  I  and  my  Father  are  one. 

31  Then  the  Jews  took  up  stones  again  to.  stone  him. 

32  Jesus  answered  them,  Many  good  works  have  I  shewed  you 
from  my  Father;  for  which  of  those  works  do  ye  stone  me  ? 

33  The  Jews  answered  him,  saying.  For  a  good  work  we  stone  thee 
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not;  but  for  blasphemy;  and  because  that  thou,  being  a  man,  makest 
thyself  God. 

34  Jesus  answered  them.  Is  it  not  written  in  your  law,  I  said.  Ye 
are  gods?* 

35  If  he  called  them  gods,  imto  whom  the  word  of  God  came,  and 
the  scripture  cannot  be  broken; 

36  Say  ye  of  him,  whom  the  Father  hath  sanctified,  and  sent  into 
the  world,  Thou  blasphemest;  because  I  said,  I  am  the  Son  of  God  ? 

37  If  I  do  not  the  works  of  my  Father,  believe  me  not. 

38  But  if  I  do,  though  ye  believe  not  me,  believe  the  works :  that  ye 
may  know,  and  believe,  that  the  Father  is  in  me,  and  I  in  him. 

39  Therefore  they  sought  again  to  take  him:  but  he  escaped  out 
of  their  hand, 

40  And  went  away  again  beyond  Jordan  into  the  place  where 
John  at  first  baptized;  and  there  he  abode. 

41  And  many  resorted  unto  him,  and  said,  John  did  no  miracle: 
but  all  things  that  John  spake  of  this  man  were  true. 

42  And  many  believed  on  him  there.

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low  a  certain  man  was   sick,  named   Lazarus,  of   Bethany, 
the  town  of  Mary  and  his  sister  Martha. 

2  (It  was  that  Mary  which  anointed  the  Lord  with  ointment, 
and  wiped  his  feet  with  her  hair,  whose  brother  Lazarus  was  sick.) 

3  Therefore  his  sisters  sent  unto  him,  saying,  Lord,  behold,  he 
whom  thou  lovest  is  sick. 

4  When  Jesus  heard  that,  he  said.  This  sickness  is  not  unto  death, 
but  for  the  glory  of  God,  that  the  Son  of  God  might  be  glorified  thereby. 

5  Now  Jesus  loved  Martha,  and  her  sister,  and  Lazarus. 

6  When  he  had  heard  therefore  that  he  was  sick,  he  abode  two 
days  still  in  the  same  place  where  he  was. 

7  Then  after  that  saith  he  to  his  disciples.  Let  us  go  into  Judea again. 

8  His  disciples  say  unto  him.  Master,  the  Jews  of  late  sought  to 
stone  thee;  and  goest  thou  thither  again? 

9  Jesus  answered,  Are  there  not  twelve  hours  in  the  day  ?  If  any 
man  walk  in  the  day,  he  stumbleth  not,  because  he  seetn  the  light 
of  this  world. 

10  But  if  a  man  walk  in  the  night,  be  stumbleth,  because  there 
is  no  light  in  him. 

11  These  things  said  he:  and  after  that  he  saith  unto  them.  Our 
friend  Lazarus  sleepeth;  but  I  go,  that  I  may  awake  him  out  of  sleep. 

12  Then  said  his  disciples.  Lord,  if  he  sleep,  he  shall  do  well.

** And. into  whatsoever  house  ye  enter,  first  say^  Peace  be 
to  this  house.^* — Lvke^  10,  5. 

EITHER  before  going  up  to  Jerusalem  for  the  feast 
of  Tabernacles,  or  immediately  after  returning 
thenoe  to  Galilee  for  His  last  brief  sojourn,  Jesus 
sent  out  a  set  of  seventy  missionaries,  on  a  journey  similar 
to  that  on  which  He  had  formerly  despatched  the  apostles. 
This  mission  of  "  the  seventy,**  as  they  are  called,  is  men- 
tioned only  by  St.  Luke.  Doubtless  many  noble  men 
beside  the  original  twelve  had  proffered  Him  their  services; 
but  He  felt  compelled  to  select  carefully  from  among  them 
those  who  could  stand  the  heavy  strain.  He  gave  the 
seventy  instructions  such  as  He  had  given  the  twelve. 
Tliey  were  to  be  gentle  always  and  meet  all  men  with  a 
salutation  of  peace,  and  thus  though  they  might  be  re- 
ceived with  anger  and  injur}'  yet  should  peace  be  theirs 
in  the  end.  Then  He  sent  them  two  by  two  through  all 
the  land  of  Palestine  ahead  of  Him. 

**  And  the  seventy  returned  again  with  joy,  saying.  Lord, 
even  the  devils  are  subject  unto  us  through  thy  name.'* 

'*  And  he  said  unto  them,  I  beheld  Satan  as  lightning  fall 
from  heaven.**  For  though  men  saw  only  the  squalor 
and  suffering  of  Jesus'  life.  He  saw  that  He  was  indeed 
establishing  the  kingdom  of  the  Father,  expelling  evil  from 
its  dominion  over  earth.

IS  Howbeit  Jesus  spake  of  his  death:  but  they  thought  that  he 
had  spoken  of  taking  of  rest  in  sleep. 

14  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  plainly,  Lazarus  is  dead. 

15  And  I  am  glad  for  your  sakes  that  I  wajs  not  there,  to  the  intent 
ye  may  believe;  nevertheless  let  us  go  imto  him. 

16  Then  said  Thomas,  which  is  called  Didymus,  unto  his  fellow 
disciples,  Let  us  also  go,  that  we  may  die  with  him. 

17  Then  when  Jesus  came,  he  foimd  that  he  had  lain  in  the  graver 
four  days  already. 

18  Now  Bethany  was  nigh  unto  Jerusalem,  about  fifteen  furlongs  off  z 

19  And  many  of  the  Jews  came  to  Martha  and  Mary,  to  comfort 
them  concerning  their  brother. 

20  Then  Martha,  as  soon  as  she  heard  that  Jesus  was  coming,  went 
and  met  him:  but  Mary  sat  stUl  in  the  house. 

21  Then  said  Martha  unto  Jesus,  Lord,  if  thou  hadst  been  here^ 
my  brother  had  not  died. 

22  But  I  know,  that  even  now,  whatsoever  thou  wilt  ask  of  God^ 
God  will  give  it  thee. 

23  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Thy  brother  shall  rise  again. 

24  Martha  saith  imto  him,  1  know  that  he  shall  rise  again  in  the 
resurrection  at  the  last  day. 

25  Jesus  said  unto  her,  1  am  the  resurrection,  and  the  life:  he  that 
believeth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live: 

26  And  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  me  shall  never  die;. 
Believest  thou  this  ? 

27  She  saith  unto  him.  Yea,  Lord:  I  believe  that  thou  art  the 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  which  should  come  into  the  world. 

28  And  when  she  had  so  said,  she  went  her  way,  and  called  Maijr 
her  sister  secretly,  saying.  The  Master  is  come,  and  calleth  for  thee. 

29  As  soon  as  she  heard  that,  she  arose  quickly,  and  came  unto  him. 

30  Now  Jesus  was  not  yet  come  into  the  town,  but  was  in  that 
place  where  Martha  met  him. 

31  The  Jews  then  which  were  with  her  in  the  house,  and  comfortetk 
her,  when  they  saw  Mary,  that  she  rose  up  hastily  and  went  out,  fol— 
lowed  her,  saying.  She  goeth  unto  the  grave  to  weep  there. 

32  Then  when  Mary  was  come  where  Jesus  was,  and  saw  him,  shet 
fell  down  at  his  feet,  saying  unto  him.  Lord,  if  thou  hadst  been  here^ 
my  brother  had  not  died. 

33  When  Jesus  therefore  saw  her  weeping,  and  the  Jews  also  weep- 
ing which  came  with  her,  he  groaned  in  the  spirit,  and  was  troubled^ 

34  And  said.  Where  have  ye  laid  him?  They  said  unto  him^ 
Lord,  come  and  see. 

35  Jesus  wept. 

36  Then  said  the  Jews,  Behold  how  he  loved  him  ? 

37  And  some  of  them  said.  Could  not  this  man,  which  opened  the 
eyes  of  the  blind,  have  caused  that  even  this  man  should  not  have  died?

38  Jesus  therefore  again  groaning  in  himself  cometh  to  the  grave. 
It  was  a  cave,  and  a  stone  lay  upon  it. 

39  Jesus  said,  Take  ye  away  the  stone.  Martha,  the  sister  of 
him  that  was  dead,  saith  unto  him.  Lord,  by  this  time  he  stinketh:  for 
he  hath  been  dead  four  days. 

40  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Said  I  not  unto  thee,  that,  if  thou  wouldest 
believe,  thou  shouldest  see  the  glory  of  God  ? 

41  Then  thev  took  away  the  stone  from  the  place  where  the  dead 
was  laid.  And  Jesus  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  said,  Father,  I  thank 
thee  that  thou  hast  heard  me. 

42  And  I  knew  that  thou  hearest  me  always :  but  because  of  the  peo- 
ple which  stand  by  I  said  iiy  that  they  may  believe  thatthouhastsentme. 

43  And  when  he  thus  had  spoken,  he  cried  with  a  loud  voice, 
Lazarus,  come  forth. 

44  And  he  that  was  dead  came  forth,  bound  hand  and  foot  with 
grave  clothes:  and  his  face  was  bound  about  with  a  napkin.  Jesus 
saith  unto  them,  Loose  him,  and  let  him  go. 

45  Then  many  of  the  Jews  which  came  to  Mary,  and  had  seen  the 
things  which  Jesus  did,  believed  on  him. 

4o  But  some  of  them  went  their  ways  to  the  Pharisees,  and  told 
them  what  things  Jesus  had  done. 

47  Tf  Then  gathered  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  a  council, 
and  said.  What  do  w^e  ?  for  this  man  doeth  many  miracles. 

48  If  we  let  him  thus  alone,  all  men  will  believe  on  him:  and  the 
Romans  shall  come  and  take  away  both  our  place  and  nation. 

49  And  one  of  them,  named  Caiaphas,  being  the  high  priest  that 
same  year,  said  unto  them.  Ye  know  nothing  at  all, 

50  Nor  consider  that  it  is  expedient  for  us,  that  one  man  should 
die  for  the  people,  and  that  the  whole  nation  perish  not. 

51  And  this  spake  he  not  of  himself:  but  being  high  priest  that  year, 
he  prophesied  tnat  Jesus  should  die  for  that  nation; 

52  And  not  for  that  nation  only,  but  that  also  he  should  gather 
together  in  one  the  children  of  God  that  were  scattered  abroad. 

53  Then  from  that  day  forth  they  took  counsel  together  for  to  put 
him  to  death. 

54  Jesus  therefore  walked  no  more  openly  among  the  Jews;  but 
v/ent  thence  unto  a  country  near  to  the  wilderness,  into  a  city  called 
Ephraim,  and  there  continued  with  his  disciples. 

55  1  And  the  Jews'  passover  was  nigh  at  hand :  and  many  went  out 
of  the  country  up  to  Jerusalem  before  the  passover,  to  purify  themselves. 

56  Then  sought  they  for  Jesus,  and  spake  among  themselves,  as 
they  stood  in  the  temple.  What  think  ye,  that  he  will  not  come  to  the 

feast? 

57  Now  both  {he  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  had  given  a  com- 
mandment, that  if  any  man  kiiew  where  he  were,  he  should  shew 
itj  that  they  might  take  him.

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"Mary  hath  chosen  that  good  part,  which  shall  not  be 
taken  away  from  her." — LvJce,  10,  Jfi, 

JESUS  now  set  out  on  a  final  journey  through  Pales- 
tine, following  where  the  seventy  had  been.  We 
cannot  exactly  trace  His  movements.  For  a  moment 
He  showed  Himself  in  Jerusalem  again,  but  was  again 
driven  thence  with  stones.  One  day  we  know  that  He 
came  to  the  home  of  Mary  and  Martha,  two  sisters  who 
dwelled  in  the  little  town  of  Bethany,  near  Jerusalem  • 
Mary  and  Martha  had  long  been  Jesus*  followers.  His 
devoted  friends;  and  they  and  their  brother  Lazarus  were 
much  loved  by  the  Master,  who  often  visited  them.  On 
this  occasion  it  chanced  that  He  came  unexpectedly,  per- 
haps, and  there  was  much  to  do  in  preparing  Him  accom- 
modation. Yet  Mary,  the  younger  sister,  did  naught  but 
sit  at  Jesus*  feet  and  listen  to  His  speaking. 

The  simple  incident  is  best  told  in  St  Luke's  own  brief 
words:  "But  Martha  was  cumbered  about  much  serving, 
and  came  to  him,  and  said.  Lord  dost  thou  not  care  that 
my  sister  hath  left  me  to  serve  alone  ?  bid  her  therefore 
that  she  help  me. 

''And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her,  Martha, 
Martha,  thou  art  careful  and  troubled  about  many  things: 

*'But  one  thing  is  needful;  and  Mary  hath  chosen  that 
good  part  which  shall  not  be  taken  away  from  her.'* 
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Ciiopter  12 

1  Jesu$  exctueOi  Mary  andntinq  hi»  fed.  9  The  people  flock  to  see  Lazarus.  10  The  high  prieats  consult  to 
kiU  him.  12  Christ  ruUth  into  Jerusalem.  20  Greeks  desire  to  see  Jesus.  23  He  foretelleth  hie  death.  37  The 
Jews  are  aeneraUy  blinded:  42  yet  many  chief  rulers  believe^  but  do  m^  confess  him:  44  therefore  Jesus  calleth 
earnestly  for  confession  of  faith. 

HEN  Jesus  six  days  before  the  passover  came  to  Bethany, 
where  Lazarus  was  which  had  been  dead,  whom  he  raised 
from  the  dead. 
*here  they  made  him  a  supper;  and  Martha  serv^^d:  but  Liazarus 
was  one  of  them  that  sat  at  the  table  with  him. 

3  Then  took  Mary  a  pound  of  ointment  of  spikenard,  very  costly, 
and  anointed  the  feet  of  Jesus,  and  wiped  his  feet  with  her  hair: 
and  the  house  was  filled  with  the  odour  of  the  ointment. 

4  Then  saith  one  of  his  disciples,  Judas  Iscariot,  Simon's  sorij 
which  should  betray  him, 

5  Why  was  not  this  ointment  sold  for  three  hundred  pence,  and 
given  to  the  poor  ? 

6  This  he  said,  not  that  he  cared  for  the  poor;  but  because  he  was  a 
thief,  and  had  the  bag,  and  bare  what  was  put  therein.* 

7  Then  said  Jesus,  Let  her  alone:  against  the  day  of  my  burying 
hath  she  kept  this. 

8  For  the  poor  always  ye  have  with  you;  but  me  ye  have  not 
always. 

9  Much  people  of  the  Jews  therefore  knew  that  he  was  there:  and 
they  came  not  for  Jesus'  sake  only,  but  that  they  might  see  Lazarus 
also,  whom  he  had  raised  from  the  dead. 

10  ^  But  the  chief  priests  consulted  that  they  might  put  Lazarus 
also  to  death; 

11  Because  that  by  reason  of  him  many  of  the  Jews  went  away, 
and  believed  on  Jesus. 

12  ^  On  the  next  day  much  people  that  were  come  to  the  feast, 
when  they  heard  that  Jesus  was  co'nipg  to  Jerusalem, 

13  Took  branches  of  palm  trees,  and  went  forth  to  meet  him,  and 
cried,  Hosanna :  Blessed  ts  the  King  of  Israel  that  cometh  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord. 

14  And  Jesus,  when  he  had  found  a  young  ass,  sat  thereon;  as  it  is 
written, 

15  Fear  not,  daughter  of  Sion:  behold,  thy  King  cometh,  sitting 
on  an  ass's  colt. 

16  These  things  understood  not  his  disciples  at  the  first:  but  when 
Jesus  was  elorined,  then  remembered  they  that  these  things  were 
written  of  hmi,  and  that  thev  had  done  these  things  unto  him. 

17  The  people  therefore  that  was  with  him  when  he  called  Lazarus 
out  of  his  grave,  and  raised  him  from  the  dead,  bare  record. 

18  For  this  cause  the  people  also  met  him,  for  that  they  heard 
that  he  had  done  this  miracle.

19  The  Pharisees  therefore  said  amon^  themselves.  Perceive  ye 
how  ye  prevail  nothing  ?  behold,  the  world  is  gone  after  him. 

20  ^  And  there  were  certain  Greeks  among  them  that  came  up  to 
worship  at  the  feast: 

21  The  same  came  therefore  to  Philip,  which  was  of  Bethsaida  of 
Galilee,  and  desired  him,  saying.  Sir,  we  would  see  Jesus. 

22  Philip  Cometh  and  telleth  Andrew:  and  again  Andrew  and 
Philip  tell  Jesus. 

23  ^  And  Jesus  answered  them,  saying.  The  hour  is  come,  that 
the  Son  of  man  should  be  glorified. 

24  Verily,  verily,  I  say  imto  you.  Except  a  com  of  wheat  fall  into 
the  ffround  and  die,  it  abideth  alone:  but  if  it  die,  it  bringeth  forth 
much  fruit. 

25  He  that  loveth  his  life  shall  lose  it;  and  he  that  hateth  his  life 
in  this  world  shall  keep  it  unto  life  eternal. 

26  If  any  man  serve  me,  let  him  follow  me;  and  where  I  am,  there 
shall  also  my  servant  be :  if  any  man  serve  me,  him  will  my  Father 
honour. 

27  Now  is  my  soul  troubled;  and  what  shall  I  say?  Father,  save 
me  from  this  hour :  but  for  this  cause  came  I  unto  this  hour. 

28  Father,  glorify  thy  name.  Then  came  there  a  voice  from 
heaven,  saying ,  I  have  both  glorified  it^  and  will  glorify  it  again. 

29  The  people  therefore,  mat  stood  by,  and  heard  iiy  said  that  il 
thundered:  others  said,  An  angel  spake  to  him. 

30  Jesus  answered  and  said.  This  voice  came  not  l)ecause  of  me> 
but  for  your  sakes. 

31  Now  is  the  judgment  of  this  world:  now  shall  the  prince  of  this 
w^orld  be  cast  out. 

32  And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  will  draw  all  men  unto  me* 

33  This  he  said,  signifying  what  death  he  should  die. 

34  The  people  answered  him.  We  have  heard  out  of  the  law  that 
Christ  abiaeth  for  ever:  and  how  sayest  thou.  The  Son  of  man  must 
be  lifted  up  ?  who  is  this  Son  of  man  ? 

35  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Yet  a  little  while  is  the  light  with 
you.  Walk  while  ye  have  the  light,  lest  darkness  come  upon  you :  for 
he  that  walketh  in  darkness  knoweth  not  whither  he  goeth. 

36  While  ye  have  light,  believe  in  the  light,  that  ye  may  be  the 
children  of  light.  These  things  spake  Jesus,  and  departed,  and  did 
hide  himself  from  them. 

37  ^  But  though  he  had  dcfne  so  many  miracles  before  them,  yet  they 
believed  not  on  him: 

38  That  the  saying  of  Esaias  the  prophet  might  be  fulfilled,  which 
he  spake,  Lord,  who  nath  believed  our  report  ?  and  to  whom  hath  the 
arm  of  the  Lord  been  revealed  ?^ 

39  Therefore  they  could  not  l>elieve,  l>ecause  that  Esaias  said  again. 
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JOHN  XII —    HE  THAT  REJECTETH  ME  168S 

40  He  hath  blinded  their  eyes,  and  hardened  their  heart;  that  they 
should  not  see  with  their  eyes,  nor  understand  with  their  heart,  and 
be  converted,  and  I  should  heal  them.^ 

41  These  things  said  Esaias,  when  he  saw  his  glory,  and  spake  of  him, 

42  ^  Nevertheless  among  the  chief  rulers  also  many  believed  on 
him ;  but  because  of  the  Pharisees  they  did  not  confess  Aim,  lest  they 
should  be  put  out  of  the  synagogue: 

43  For  they  loved  the  praise  of  men  more  than  the  praise  of  God. 

44  ^  Jesus  cried  and  said,  He  that  believeth  on  me,  believeth  not 
on  me,  but  on  him  that  sent  me. 

45  And  he  that  seeth  me  seeth  him  that  sent  me. 

46  I  am  come  a  light  into  the  world,  that  whosoever  believeth  on 
me  should  not  abide  in  darkness. 

47  And  if  any  man  hear  mv  words,  and  believe  not,  I  judge  him 
not:  for  I  came  not  to  judge  the  world,  but  to  save  the  world. 

48  He  that  rejecteth  me,  and  receiveth  not  my  words,  hath  one 
that  judgeth  him :  the  word  that  I  have  spoken,  the  same  shall  judge 
him  in  the  last  day. 

49  For  I  have  not  spoken  of  myself;  but  the  Father  which  sent  me, 
he  gave  me  a  commandment,  what  I  should  say,  and  what  I  should 
speak. 

50  And  I  know  that  his  commandment  is  life  everlasting:  whatso- 
ever I  speak  therefore,  even  as  the  Father  said  unto  me,  so  I  speak. 

Cfiopter  13 

I  Jegua  waaheth  the  dUciplea*  feet:  exhortelh  them  to  humility  and  charity.  IS  He  foretetteth,  and  diacoverelh 
to  John  by  a  token^  that  Judtu  ehould  betray  him:  31  commandeih  them  to  love  one  another,  36  and  foreivameth 
Peter  of  his  denial. 

jjOW  before  the  feast  of  the  passover,  when  Jesus  knew  that 
his  hour  was  come  that  he  should  depart  out  of  this  world 
unto  the  Father,  having  loved  his  own  which  were  in  the 
world,  he  loved  them  unto  the  end. 

2  And  supper  being  ended,  the  devil  now  put  into  the  heart  of 
Judas  Iscariot,  Simon  s  soUy  to  betray  him;' 

3  Jesus  knowing  that  the  Father  had  given  all  things  into  his  hands, 
and  that  he  was  come  from  God,  and  went  to  God; 

4  He  riseth  from  supper,  and  laid  aside  his  garments;  and  took  a 
towel,  and  girded  himself. 

5  After  that  he  poureth  water  into  a  bason,  and  began  to  wash  the 
disciples'  feet,  ana  to  wipe  them  with  the  towel  wherewith  he  was 
girded. 

6  Then  cometh  he  to  Simon  Peter :  and  Peter  saith  unto  him.  Lord, 
dost  thou  wash  my  feet.^ 

7  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him.  What  I  do  thou  knowest  not 
now;  but  thou  shalt  know  hereafter.

8  Peter  saith  unto  him,  Thou  shalt  never  wash  my  feet.  Jesus 
answered  him.  If  I  wash  thee  not,  thou  hast  no  part  with  me. 

9  Simon  Peter  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  not  my  feet  only,  but  also  my 
hands  and  my  head. 

10  Jesus  saith  to  him,  He  that  is  washed  needeth  not  save  to 
wash  his  feet,  but  is  clean  every  whit:  and  ye  are  clean,  but  not  all. 

1 1  For  he  knew  who  should  betray  him ;  therefore  said  he,  Ye  are 
not  all  clean. 

12  So  after  he  had  washed  their  feet,  and  had  taken  his  garments, 
and  was  set  down  again,  he  said  unto  them.  Know  ye  what  I  have 
done  to  you  ? 

13  Ye  call  me  Master  and  Lord:  and  ye  say  well;  for  so  I  am. 

14  If  I  then,  your  Lord  and  Master,  have  washed  your  feet;  ye 
also  ought  to  wash  one  another's  feet. 

15  For  I  have  given  you  an  example,  that  ye  should  do  as  I  have 
done  to  you. 

16  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  The  servant  is  not  greater  than 
his  lord;  neither  he  that  is  sent  greater  than  he  that  sent  him. 

17  If  ye  know  these  things,  happy  are  ye  if  ye  do  them. 

18  1 1  speak  not  of  you  all:  I  know  whom  I  have  chosen:  but  that 
the  scripture  may  be  fulfilled,  He  that  eateth  bread  with  me  hath 
lifted  up  his  heel  against  me. 

19  Now  I  tell  you  before  it  come,  that,  when  it  is  come  to  pass,  ye 
may  believe  that  I  am  he.

28  Now  no  man  at  the  table  knew  for  what  intent  he  spake  this 
unto  him. 

29  For  some  of  them  thought,  because  Judas  had  the  ba^,  that  Jesus 
had  said  unto  him.  Buy  those  things  that  we  have  need  of  against  the 

feast;  or,  that  he  should  give  something  to  the  poor.

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**BiU  Ood  said  unto  /iim.  Thou  fool,  this  night  thy  soul 
shall  be  required  of  thee:  then  whose  shall  those  things  be, 
which  thou  hast  provided  ?** — Luke,  12,  20. 

THROUGH  all  His  teaching,  Christ  strove  to  draw 
men's  thoughts  away  from  worldly  success,  He 
tried  to  make  them  feel  of  how  little  value  are  the 
things  of  earth.  Two  brothers  appealed  to  Him  to  arrange 
the  division  of  their  inheritance.  He  refused,  sadly 
enough,  to  give  time  to  such  a  matter,  and  told  this  parable: 
'"The  ground  of  a  certain  rich  man  brought  forth  plenti- 
fully. 

*'And  he  thought  within  himself,  saying.  What  shall 
I  do,  because  I  have  no  room  where  to  bestow  my  fruits  ? 

*' And  he  said.  This  will  I  do:  I  will  pull  down  my  bams, 
and  build  greater;  and  there  will  I  bestow  all  my  fruits 
and  my  goods. 

*' And  I  will  say  to  my  soul,  Soul,  thou  hast  much  goods 
laid  up  for  many  years;  take  thine  ease,  eat,  drink,  and 
be  merry. 

"But  God  said  unto  him.  Thou  fool,  this  night  thy  soul 
shall  be  required  of  thee.*'  So  the  man  died,  and  all  his 
planning  and  all  his  wealth  were  as  naught.  His  naked 
soul  passed  on  to  another  world. 

Jesus  summed  up  His  parable,  "Therefore  I  say  unto 
you.

Whither  I  go,  thou  canst  not  follow  me  now;  but  thoui 
shalt  follow  me  afterw^ards. 

37  Peter  said  unto  him.  Lord,  why  cannot  I  follow  thee  now?  I 
will  lav  dow^n  my  life  for  thy  sake. 

38  Jesus  answered  him,  vVilt  thou  lay  down  thy  life  for  my  sake  ? 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  The  cock  shall  not  crow,  till  thou  hast 
denied  me  thrice.

12  Verily,  verilv,  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  believeth  on  me,  the 
works  that  I  do  shall  he  do  also;  and  greater  works  than  these  shall 
he  do;  because  I  go  unto  my  Father. 

13  And  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  my  name,  that  will  I  do,  that 
the  Father  may  be  glorified  in  the  Son.

MOST  DOted  of  aJ]  the  parables  of  this  period  is 
that  of  the  prodigal  sod.  It  was  related  iq 
answer  to  some  Pharisees  who  sneered  at  Jesus 
(or  eating  with  sinners.  The  Master  reminded  them 
first  of  how,  when  a  lost  sheep  was  found,  the  shepherd 
would  rejoice  and  bear  it  on  his  shoulders.  These  sinuera 
were  His  lost  sheep.  "I  say  unto  you,  that  likewise  joy 
shall  be  in  heaven  over  one  sinner  that  repenteth,  more 
than  over  ninety  and  nine  just  persons,  which  need  no 
repentance." 

Then  He  told  of  the  son  who,  having  secured  from  his 
father  his  share  of  the  inheritance,  went  forth  and  squand- 
ered it  in  riotous  living  until  he  was  penniless  and  was 
reduced  to  tending  swine  for  a  bare  existence.  At  length 
the  shamed  son  returned  to  hb  home;  whereon  the  father 
welcomed  him  and  made  a  feast  for  him.  A  good  son, 
who  had  stayed  by  the  father,  protested  angrily  that  no 
feast  had  been  made  for  him.  The  father  consoled  him, 
saying,  "Son,  thou  art  ever  with  me,  and  all  that  I  have  is 
thine."  Yet  the  father  insisted  also  that  they  should 
rejoice,  "  For  this  thy  brother  was  dead,  and  is  alive  again; 
and  was  lost,  aod  is  found."

As  the  branch  cannot  bear  fruit  of 
itself,  except  it  abide  in  the  vine;  no  more  can  ye,  except  ye  abide  in  me. 

5  I  am  the  vine,  ye  are  the  branches:  He  that  abideth  m  me,  and  I  in 
him,  the  same  bringeth  forth  much  fruit :  for  without  me  ye  can  do  nothing. 

6  If  a  man  abide  not  in  me,  he  is  cast  forth  as  a  branch,  and  is  witherea ; 
and  men  gather  them,  and  cast  them  into  the  fire,  and  they  are  burned. 

7  If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my  words  abide  in  you,  ye  shall  ask  what 
ye  will,  and  it  shall  be  done  unto  you. 

8  Herein  is  my  Father  glorified,  that  ye  bear  much  fruit;  so  shall 
ye  be  my  disciples. 

9  As  the  Father  hath  loved  me,  so  have  I  loved  you:  continue  ye 
in  my  love. 

10  If  ye  keep  my  commandments,  ye  shall  abide  in  my  love;  even 
as  I  have  kept  my  Father's  commandments,  and  abide  in  his  love. 

11  These  things  have  I  spoken  unto  you,  that  my  joy  might  remain 
in  you,  and  that  your  joy  might  be  full. 

12  This  is  my  commandment.  That  ye  love  one  another,  as  I  have 
loved  you. 

13  Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a  man  lay  dovm  his 
life  for  his  friends. 

14  Ye  are  my  friends,  if  ye  do  whatsoever  I  command  you. 

15  Henceforth  I  call  you  not  servants;  for  the  servant  knoweth  not 
what  his  lord  doeth:  but  I  have  called  you  friends;  for  all  things 
that  I  have  heard  of  my  Father  I  have  made  known  unto  you. 

16  Ye  have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have  chosen  you,  and  ordained  you, 
that  ye  should  go  and  bring  forth  fruit,  and  that  your  fruit  should 
remam:  that  w^hatsoever  ye  shall  ask  of  the  Father  in  my  name,  he 
may  give  it  you. 

17  These  things  I  command  you,  that  ye  love  one  another. 

18  If  the  world  hate  you,  ye  know  that  it  nated  me  before  it  hated  you. 

19  If  ye  were  of  the  world,  the  world  would  love  his  own :  but  be- 
cause ye  are  not  of  the  world,  but  I  have  chosen  you  out  of  the  world, 
therefore  the  world  hateth  you. 

20  Remember  the  word  that  I  said  unto  you,  The  servant  is  not 
greater  than  his  lord.  If  they  have  persecuted  me,  they  will  also  per- 
secute you;  if  they  have  kept  my  saying,  they  will  keep  yours  also. 

21  But  all  these  things  will  they  do  unto  you  for  my  name's  sake, 
because  they  know  not  nim  that  sent  me.

22  If  I  had  not  come  and  spoken  unto  them,  they  had  not  had  sin : 
but  now  they  have  no  cloke  for  their  sin. 

23  He  that  hateth  me  hateth  my  Father  also. 

24  If  I  had  not  done  among  them  the  works  which  none  other  man 
did,  they  had  not  had  sin :  but  now  have  they  both  seen  and  hated  both 
me  and  my  Father. 

25  But  4his  cometh  to  pass,  that  the  word  might  be  fulfilled  that  is 
written  in  their  law.  They  hated  me  without  a  cause. 

26  But  when  the  Comforter  is  come,  whom  I  will  send  unto  you 
from  the  Father,  even  the  Spirit  of  truth,  which  proceedeth  from  the 
Father,  he  shall  testify  of  me: 

27  And  ye  also  shall  bear  witness,  because  ye  have  been  with  me 
from  the  beginning. 

Ci)apter  16 

1  Chri^  comforteth  his  ditciples  againat  tribulation  by  the  promise  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  by  his  resurrection 
and  ascension:  23  assurelh  their  praters  made  in  his  name  to  be  acceptable  to  his  Father.  33  Peace  in  Christy 
and  in  the  world  affliction. 

HESE  things  have  I  spoken  unto  you,  that  ye  should  not  be 
offended.  * 

2  They  shall  put  you  out  of  the  synagogues:  yea,  the  time 

cometh,  that  whosoever  killeth  you  will  think  mat  ne  doeth  God  service. 

3  And  these  things  will  they  do  imto  you,  because  they  have  not 
known  the  Father,  nor  me. 

4  But  these  things  have  I  told  you,  that  when  the  time  shall  come> 
ye  may  remember  that  I  told  you  of  them.  And  these  things  I  said 
not  unto  you  at  the  beginning,  because  I  was  with  you. 

5  But  now  I  go  my  way  to  him  that  sent  me;  and  none  of  you  asketh 
me.  Whither  goest  thou.? 

6  But  because  I  have  said  these  things  unto  you,  sorrow  hath  filled 

your  heart. 

7  Nevertheless  I  tell  you  the  truth;  It  is  expedient  for  you  that  I 
o  away:  for  if  I  go  not  away,  the  Comforter  will  not  come  unto  you; 
ut  if  1  depart,  I  will  send  him  unto  you. 

8  And  when  he  is  come,  he  will  reprove  the  world  of  sin,  and  of 
righteousness,  and  of  judgment:^ 

9  Of  sin,  because  they  believe  not  on  me; 

10  Of  righteousness,  because  I  go  to  my  Father,  and  ye  see  me  no 

more; 

11  Of  judgment,  because  the  prince  of  this  world  is  iudged. 

12  1  have  yet  many  things  to  say  unto  you,  but  ye  cannot  bear  them  now. 

13  Howbeit  when  he,  the  Spirit  of  truth,  is  come,  he  will  guide  you 
into  all  truth:  for  he  shall  not  speak  of  himself;  but  whatsoever  he 
shall  hear,  that  shall  he  speak:  and  he  will  shew  you  things  to  come, 

14  He  shall  glorify  me:  for  he  shall  receive  of  mine,  and  shall  shew 

it  unto  vou.

15  All  things  that  the  Father  hath  are  mine:  therefore  said  I,  that 
he  shall  take  of  mine,  and  shall  shew  it  unto  you. 

16  A  little  while,  and  ye  shall  not  see  me:  and  again,  a  little  while^ 
and  ye  shall  see  me,  because  I  go  to  the  Father. 

17  Then  said  some  of  his  disciples  among  themselves,  What  is  thi& 
that  he  saith  unto  us,  A  little  while,  and  ye  shall  not  see  me:  and  again, 
a  little  while,  and  ye  shall  see  me:  and,  Because  I  go  to  the  Father P 

18  They  said  therefore.  What  is  this  that  he  saitn,  A  little  while? 
we  cannot  tell  what  he  saith. 

19  Now  Jesus  knew  that  they  were  desirous  to  ask  him,  and  said 
unto  them.  Do  ye  enquire  among  yourselves  of  that  I  said,  A  little  while, 
and  ye  shall  not  see  me:  and  agam,  a  little  while,  and  ye  shall  see  me  ?

Clbapter  17 

1  Chriti  vraydh  to  his  Father  toplorifv  him,  6  to  preserve  hie  apoetlee,  11  in  unity,  17  and  tntih,  20  to  ffiorfff 
jthenit  ana  aU  other  believers  with  him  m  heaven. 

HESE  words  spake  Jesus,  and  lifted  up  his  eyes  to  heaven, 
and  said,  Father,  the  hour  is  come:  glorify  thy  Son,  that  thy 
Son  also  may  glorify  thee: 

2  As  thou  hast  given  him  power  over  all  flesh,  that  he  should  give 
eternal  life  to  as  many  as  thou  hast  given  him. 

3  And  this  is  life  eternal,  that  they  might  know  thee  the  only  true 
God,  and  Jesus  Christ,  whom  thou  hast  sent. 

4  I  have  glorified  thee  on  the  earth :  I  have  finished  the  work  which 
thou  gavest  me  to  do. 

5  And  now,  O  Father,  glorify  thou  me  with  thine  own  self  with  the 
glory  which  I  had  with  thee  before  the  world  was. 

6  I  have  manifested  thy  name  unto  the  men  which  thou  gavest  me 
out  of  the  world:  thine  they  were,  and  thou  gavest  them  me;  and  they 
have  kept  thy  word. 

7  Now  they  have  known  that  all  things  whatsoever  thou  hast  given 
me  are  of  thee. 

8  For  I  have  given  unto  them  the  words  which  thou  gavest  me;  and 
they  have  received  them,  and  have  knoi;\Ti  surely  that  I  came  out  from 
thee,  and  they  have  believe^  that  thou  didst  send  me. 

9  I  pray  for  them:  I  pray  not  for  the  world,  but  for  them  which 
thou  hast  given  me;  for  they  are  thine. 

10  And  all  mine  are  thine,  and  thine  are  mine;  and  I  am  glorified 
in  them. 

11  And  now  I  am  no  more  in  the  world,  but  these  are  in  the  world, 
and  I  come  to  thee.  Holy  Father,  keep  through  thine  own  name 
those  whom  thou  hast  given  me,  that  they  may  be  one,  as  we  are. 

12  While  I  was  with  them  in  the  w^orld,  I  kept  them  in  thv  name: 
those  that  thou  gavest  me  I  have  kept,  and  none  of  them  is  lost,  but 
the  son  of  perdition;  that  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled. 

13  And  now  come  I  to  thee;  and  these  things  I  speak  in  the  world, 
that  they  might  have  my  joy  fulfilled  in  themselves. 

14  I  have  given  them  tny  word;  and  the  world  hath  hated  them, 
because  they  are  not  of  the  world,  even  as  I  am  not  of  the  world. 

15  I  pray  not  that  thou  shouldest  take  them  out  of  the  world,  but 
that  thou  shouldest  keep  them  from  the  evil. 

16  Thev  are  not  of  the  world,  even  as  I  am  not  of  the  world, 

17  Sanctify  them  through  thy  truth:  thy  word  is  truth. 

18  As  thou  hast  sent  me  into  the  world,  even  so  have  I  also  sent  them 
into  the  world. 

19  And  for  their  sakes  I  sanctify  myself,  that  they  also  might  be 
sanctified  through  the  truth. 

20  Neither  pray  I  for  these  alone,  but  for  them  also  which  shall 
believe  on  me  through  their  word; 
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21  That  they  all  may  be  one;  as  thou,  Father,  art  in  me,  and  I  in 
thee,  that  they  also  may  be  one  in  us:  that  the  world  may  believe 
that  thou  hast  sent  me. 

22  And  the  glory  which  thou  gavest  me  I  have  given  them;  that 
they  may  be  one,  even  as  we  are  one: 

23  I  in  them,  and  thou  in  me,  that  they  may  be  made  perfect  in 
one;  and  that  the  world  may  know  that  thou  hast  sent  me,  and  hast 
loved  them,  as  thou  hast  loved  me. 

24  Father,  I  will  that  they  also,  whom  thou  hast  given  me,  be  with 
me  where  I  am ;  that  they  may  behold  my  glory,  which  thou  hast  given 
me:  for  thou  lovest  me  before  the  foundation  of  the  world. 

25  O  righteous  Father,  the  world  hath  not  kno\^Ti  thee:  but  I  have 
known  thee,  and  these  have  known  that  thou  hast  sent  me. 

26  And  I  have  declared  unto  them  thy  name,  and  will  declare  it:  that 
the  love  wherewith  thou  hast  loved  me  may  be  in  them,  and  I  in  them« 

Cfjapter  18 

1  Judas  betrayeOi  Jestu.  6  T?ie  officers  fall  to  (he  around.  10  Peter  smiteOi  off  Maicftus*  ear.  1 2  Jesus  is 
taken,  and  led  unto  Anncts  and  Caiaphas.  15  Feter's  denial.  19  Jesus  examined  before  Caiaphas.  28  His 
arraignment  before  Pilate.    36  His  kingdom.    40  The  Jews  ask  Barabbas  to  be  let  loose, 

HEN  Jesus  had  spoken  these  words,  he  went  forth  with  his 
disciples  over  the  brook  Cedron,  where  was  a  garden,  into 
the  which  he  entered,  and  his  disciples. 

2  And  Judas  also,  which  betrayed  him,  knew  the  place:  for  Jesus 
ofttimes  resorted  thither  with  his  disciples. 

3  Judas  then,  having  received  a  band  of  men  and  officers  from  the 
chief  priests  and  Pharisees,  cometh  thither  with  lanterns  and  torches 
and  weapons. 

4  Jesus  therefore,  knowing  all  things  that  should  come  upon  him, 
went  forth,  and  said  unto  them,  Whom  seek  ye? 

5  They  answered  him,  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Jesus  saith  unto  them, 
I  am  he.     And  Judas  also,  which  betrayed  him,  stood  with  them. 

6  As  soon  then  as  he  had  said  unto  them,  I  am  he^  they  went  back- 
ward, and  fell  to  the  ground. 

7  Then  asked  he  them  again,  Whom  seek  ye  ?  And  they  said, 
Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

8  Jesus  answered,  I  have  told  you  that  I  am  he:  if  therefore  ye 
seek  me,  let  these  go  their  way: 

9  That  the  saying  might  be  fulfilled,  which  he  spake.  Of  them 
which  thou  gavest  me  have  I  lost  none. 

10  Then  Simon  Peter  having  a  sword  drew  it,  and  smote  the  high 
priest's  servant,  and  cut  off  his  right  ear.  The  servant's  name  was 
Malchus. 

11  Then  said  Jesus  unto  Peter,  Put  up  thy  sword  into  the  sheath: 
the  cup  which  my  Father  hath  given  me,  shall  I  not  drink  it .? 

12  Then  the  band  and  the  captain  and  officers  of  the  Jews  took 
Jesus,  and  bound  him, 
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13  And  led  him  away  to  Annas  first;  for  he  was  father-in-law  to 
Caiaphas,  which  was  the  high  priest  that  same  year. 

14  Now  Caiaphas  was  he,  which  gave  counsel  to  the  Jews,  that 
it  was  expedient  that  one  man  should  die  for  the  people.

17  Tnen  saith  the  damsel  that  kept  the  door  unto  Peter,  Art  not 
thou  also  one  of  this  man's  disciples  ?     He  saith,  I  am  not. 

18  And  the  servants  and  officers  stood  there,  who  had  made  a  fire 
of  coals ;  for  it  was  cold :  and  they  warmed  themselves :  and  Peter  stood 
with  them,  and  warmed  himself. 

19  T[  The  high  priest  then  asked  Jesus  of  his  disciples,  and  of  his 
doctrine. 

20  Jesus  answered  him,  I  spake  openly  to  the  world;  I  ever  taught 
in  the  synagogue,  and  in  the  temple,  whither  the  Jews  always  resort; 
and  in  secret  nave  I  said  nothing. 

21  Why  askest  thou  me?  ask  them  which  heard  me,  what  I  have 
said  unto  them:  behold,  they  know  what  I  said. 

22  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  one  of  the  officers  which  stood 
by  struck  Jesus  with  the  palm  of  his  hand,  saying,  Answerest  thou 
the  high  priest  so? 

23  Jesus  answered  him.  If  I  have  spoken  evil,  bear  witness  of  the 
evil:  but  if  well,  why  smitest  thou  me? 

24  Now  Annas  had  sent  him  bound  unto  Caiaphas  the  high  priest. 

25  And  Simon  Peter  stood  and  warmed  himself.  They  said  there- 
fore unto  him.  Art  not  thou  also  one  of  his  disciples?  He  denied 
i<,  and  said,  I  am  not. 

26  One  of  the  servants  of  the  high  priest,  being  his  kinsman  whose 
ear  Peter  cut  off,  saith.  Did  not  I  see  thee  in  the  garden  with  him  ? 

27  Peter  then  denied  again:  and  immediately  the  cock  crew. 

28  Tf  Then  led  they  Jesus  from  Caiaphas  unto  the  hall  of  judgment: 
and  it  was  early;  and  they  themselves  went  not  into  the  judgment  hall, 
lest  they  should  be  defiled;  but  that  they  might  eat  the  passover. 

29  Pilate  then  went  out  unto  them,  and  said.  What  accusation 
bring  ye  against  this  man  ? 

30  They  answered  and  said  unto  him,  If  he  were  not  a  malefactor, 
we  would  not  have  delivered  hira  up  imto  thee. 

31  Then  said  Pilate  unto  them.  Take  ye  him,  and  judge  him 
according  to  your  law.  The  Jews  therefore  said  unto  him,  It  is  not 
lawful  for  us  to  put  any  man  to  death: 

32  That  the  saying  of  Jesus  might  be  fulfilled,  which  he  spake, 
signifying  what  death  he  should  die.

''  Then  gathered  the  chief  prieele  and  the  Pharieeee  a 
council^  and  said.  What  do  we  f  for  this  man  doeth  many 
miracles.** — John^  11,  ^7. 

THE  priests  of  Jerusalem  looked  upon  this  nJsiiig 
of  Lazarus,  performed  as  it  were  at  their  vcij 
doors,  as  briogiDg  matters  to  a  dimaz.  The  oom- 
mon  people  were  so  ezdted,  so  impressed,  that  it  seoned 
almost  as  though  there  would  be  a  rebellion  in  Jesus' 
favor.  Caiaphas,  the  high-priest,  summoned  the  chief 
members  of  his  order  to  a  coundl.  If  something  were 
not  done,  this  poor  Nazarene  would  vanquish  them  alL 
They  would  be  ousted  from  their  places.  Caiaphas  him- 
self urged  that  Jesus  be  slain:  *'It  is  expedient  for  us,  that 
one  man  should  die  for  the  peo[de,  and  that  the  whole 
nation  perish  not" 

Doubtless  the  hig^-priest  intended  to  imply  that  if 
there  were  a  rebellion  the  Romans  would  slay  them  all;  but 
his  words  conveyed  an  unintended  truth.  The  Saviour 
was  indeed  to  "die  for  the  people,"  not  only  the  people  of 
the  Jews  but  of  all  mankind.  "Then  from  that  day 
forth  they  took  counsel  together  for  to  put  him  to  death. 

"Jesus  therefore  walked  no  more  openly  among  the 
Jews;  but  went  thence  unto  a  oountnr  near  to  the  wilder- 
ness, into  a  dty  called  Ephraim,  and  there  continued  with 
his  disdples."

HEN  Pilate  therefore  took  Jesus,  and  scourged  him. 

2  And  the  soldiers  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it 
on  his  head,  and  they  put  on  him  a  purple  robe, 

3  And  said,  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews !  and  they  smote  him  with  their 
hands. 

4  Pilate  therefore  went  forth  again,  and  saith  unto  them.  Behold, 
I  bring  him  forth  to  you,  that  ye  may  know  that  I  find  no  fault  in  him. 

5  Tnen  came  Jesus  forth,  w^earing  the  crown  of  thorns,  and  the 
purple  robe.

9  And  went  again  into  the  judgment  hall,  and  saith  unto  Jesus, 
Whence  art  thou  ?  But  Jesus  gave  him  no  answer. 

10  Then  saith  Pilate  unto  him,  Speakest  thou  not  unto  me  ?  knowest 
thou  not  that  I  have  power  to  crucify  thee,  and  have  power  to  release 
thee? 

11  Jesus  answered.  Thou  couldest  have  no  power  at  all  against 


>Tbe  dauie  "Thou  sayest  that  I  am  a  king"  means  really  '* It  is  as  you  say,  I  am  a  king. 
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me,  except  it  were  given  thee  from  above:  therefore  he  that  delivered 
me  unto  thee  hath  the  greater  sin. 

12  And  from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to  release  him:  but  the  Jews 
cried  out,  saying,  If  thou  let  this  man  go,  thou  art  not  Caesar's  friend : 
whosoever  maketh  himself  a  king  speaketh  against  Caesar. 

13  Tl  When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saymg,  he  brought  Jesus 
forth,  and  sat  down  in  the  judgment  seat  in  a  place  that  is  called  the 
Pavement,  but  in  the  Hebrew,  Gabbatha. 

14  And  it  was  the  preparation  of  the  passover,  and  about  the  sixth 
hour:  and  he  saith  unto  the  Jews,  Behold  your  King!^ 

.15  But  they  cried  put.  Away  with  hiniy  away  with  hiniy  crucify 
him.  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Shall  I  crucify  your  King .?  The  chief 
priests  answered,  We  have  no  king  but  Caesar. 

16  Then  delivered  he  him  therefore  imto  them  to  be  crucified. 
And  they  took  Jesus  and  led  him  away. 

17  And  he  bearing  his  cross  went  forth  into  a  place  called  the  place 
of  a  skull,  which  is  called  iii  the  Hebrew  Golgotna: 

18  Where  they  crucified  him,  and  two  other  with  him,  on  either 
side  one,  and  Jesus  in  the  midst. 

19  T[  And  Pilate  wrote  a  title,  and  put  it  on  the  cross.  And  the 
writing  was,  JESUS  OF  NAZARETH  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS. 

20  This  title  then  read  manv  of  the  Jews:  for  the  place  where 
Jesus  was  crucified  was  nigh  to  the  city :  and  it  was  written  in  Hebrew, 
and  Greek,  and  Latin. 

21  Then  said  the  chief  priests  of  the  Jews  to  Pilate,  Write  not. 
The  King  of  the  Jews;  but  that  he  said,  I  am  King  of  the  Jews. 

22  Pilate  answered,  What  I  have  written  I  have  written. 

23  ^  Then  the  soldiers,  when  they  had  crucified  Jesus,  took  his 
garments,  and  made  four  parts,  to  every  soldier  a  part:  and  also  his 
coat :  now  the  coat  was  witnout  seam,  woven  from  the  top  throughout. 

24  They  said  therefore  among  themselves,  Let  us  not  rend  it,  but 
cast  lots  for  it,  whose  it  shall  be:  that  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled, 
which  saith.  They  parted  my  raiment  among  them,  and  for  my  vesture 
they  did  cast  lots.     These  things  therefore  the  soldiers  did.^ 

25  ^  Now  there  stood  by  the  cross  of  Jesus  his  mother,  and  his 
mother's  sister,  Mary  the  vrife  of  Cleophas,  and  Mary  Magdalene.* 

26  When  Jesus  therefore  saw  his  motner,  and  the  disciple  standing 
by,  whom  he  loved,  he  saith  unto  his  mother,  Woman,  behold  thy  son! 

27  Then  saith  he  to  the  disciple.  Behold  thy  mother!  And  from 
that  hour  that  disciple  took  her  unto  his  own  home. 

28  ^  After  this,  Jesus  knowing  that  all  things  were  now  accom- 
plished, that  the  scripture  might  oe  fulfilled,  saith,  I  thirst. 

29  Now  there  was  set  a  vessel  full  of  vinegar :  and  they  filled  a  spunge 
with  vinegar,  and  put  it  upon  hyssop,  and  put  it  to  his  mouth.

**  Suffer  the  UtUe  ekUdren  to  come  wUo  me,  and  forbid 
them  not.**—Mark^  10^  H. 

IN  TmS  last  brief  sojourn  at  Ephrum,  Jesus  con- 
tinued to  teach  His  disciples.  On  no  part  of  His 
teachings  did  He  insist  more  often  than  on  the  purity 
of  little  children  and  the  beauty  of  their  innocent  souls 
when  contrasted  with  the  worldly-wise  and  sinning  souls 
of  their  elders.  Love  for  children  was  an  essential  part  of 
the  man  nature  in  Jesus,  and  of  His  life.  The  incident 
so  beautifully  described  by  St.  Mark  must  have  been  one 
of  many;  only  this  was  the  last  of  the  kind,  the  final  word. 

"And  they  brought  young  children  to  him,  that  he 
should  touch  them;  and  his  disciples  rebuked  those  that 
brought  them. 

"But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  mudi  displeaaed,  and 
said  unto  them.  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  imto  me, 
and  forbid  them  not:  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  Grod. 

"Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not  receive 
the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  chfld,  he  shall  not  enter 
therein. 

"And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms*  put  his  hands  upon 
them,  and  blessed  them.*'

30  When  Jesus  therefore  had  received  the  vinegar,  he  said.  It  is 
finished:  and  he  bowed  his  head,  and  gave  up  the  ghost. 

31  The  Jews  therefore,  because  it  was  the  preparation,  that  the 
bodies  should  not  remain  upon  the  cross  on  tne  sabbath  day,  (for 
that  sabbath  day  was  an  high  day,)  besought  Pilate  that  their  legs 
might  be  broken,  and  that  they  might  be  taken  aw^ay. 

32  Then  came  the  soldiers,  and  brake  the  legs  of  the  first,  and  of 
the  other  which  was  crucified  with  him. 

33  But  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  aud  saw  that  he  was  dead  already, 
they  brake  not  his  legs: 

34  But  one  of  the  soldiers  with  a  spear,  pierced  his  side,  and  forth- 
with came  thereout  blood  and  water. 

35  And  he  that  saw  it  bare  record,  and  his  record  is  true :  and  he 
knoweth  that  he  saith  true,  that  ye  might  believe. 

36  For  these  things  were  done,  that  the  scripture  should  be  fulfilled, 
A  bone  of  him  shall  not  be  broken.* 

37  And  again  another  scripture  saith.  They  shall  look  on  him 
whom  they  pierced. 

38  ^  And  after  this  Joseph  of  Arimathea,  being  a  disciple  of  Jesus, 
but  secretly  for  fear  of  the  Jews,  besought  Pilate  that  he  might  take 
away  the  bodv  of  Jesus:  and  Pilate  gave  him  leave.  He  came  there- 
fore, and  took  the  body  of  Jesus. 

39  And  there  came  also  Nicodemus,  which  at  the  first  came  to 
Jesus  by  night,  and  brought  a  mixture  of  myrrh  and  aloes,  about  an 
hundred  pound  weight 

40  Then  took  they  the  body  of  Jesus,  «,nd  wound  it  in  linen  clothes 
with  the  spices,  as  the  manner  of  the  Jews  is  to  bury. 

41  Now  in  the  place  where  he  was  crucified  there  was  a  garden; 
and  in  the  garden  a  new  sepulchre,  wherein  was  never  man  yet  laid. 

42  There  laid  they  Jesus  therefore  because  of  the  Jews'  prepara- 
tion day;  for  the  sepulchre  was  nigh  at  hand. 

Cfiopter  20 

1  Mary  cometh  to  the  aevulchre:  3  so  do  Peter  and  John,  ignorant  of  the  renarection.  11  Jema  appeardh  to 
Mary  Magdalene,  19  and  to  his  disciples,  24  The  incredvltty,  and  confession  of  Thomas.  30  The  scriptwre  is 
sufficient  to  salvation. 


HE  first  day  of  the  week  cometh  Mary  Magdalene  early,  when 
it  was  vet  dark,  unto  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  stone  taken 
away  from  the  sepulchre. 

2  Then  she  runneth,  and  cometh  to  Simon  Peter,  and  to  the  other 
disciple,  whom  Jesus  loved,  and  saith  unto  them.  They  have  taken 
away  the  Lord  out  of  the  sepulchre,  and  we  know  not  where  they 
have  laid  him. 

3  Peter  therefore  went  forth,  and  that  other  disciple,  and  came 
to  the  sepulchre.

4  So  they  ran  both  together:  and  the  other  disciple  did  outrun 
Peter,  and  came  first  to  the  sepulchre. 

5  And  he  stooping  down,  and  looking  in^  saw  the  linen  clothes 
lying;  yet  went  he  not  in. 

6  Then  cometh  Simon  Peter  following  him,  and  went  into  the 
sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  linen  clothes  lie, 

7  And  the  napkin,  that  was  about  his  head,  not  lying  with  the  linen 
clothes,  but  wrapped  together  in  a  place  by  itself. 

8  Then  went  in  also  that  other  disciple,  which  came  first  to  the 
sepulchre,  and  he  saw,  and  believed. 

9  For  as  yet  they  knew  not  the  scripture,  that  he  must  rise  again 
from  the  dead. 

10  Then  the  disciples  went  away  again  unto  their  own  home. 

11  ^  But  Mary  stood  without  at  tne  sepulchre  weeping:  and  as 
she  wept,  she  stooped  down,  and  looked  into  the  sepulcnre, 

12  And  seeth  two  angels  in  white  sitting,  the  one  at  the  head,  and 
the  other  at  the  feet,  where  the  body  of  Jesus  had  lain. 

13  And  they  say  unto  her.  Woman,  why  weepest  thou?  She 
saith  unto  them.  Because  they  have  taken  away  my  LK)rd,  and  I  know 
not  where  they  have  laid  him. 

14  And  when  she  had  thus  said,  she  turned  herself  back,  and  saw 
Jesus  standing,  and  knew  not  that  it  was  Jesus. 

15  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Woman,  why  weepest  thou  ?  whom  seekest 
thou  ?  She,  supposing  him  to  be  the  gardener,  saith  unto  him.  Sir, 
if  thou  have  borne  him  hence,  tell  me  where  thou  hast  laid  him,  and 
I  will  take  him  away. 

16  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Mary.  She  turned  herself,  and  saith  unto 
him,  Rabboni;  which  is  to  say.  Master. 

17  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Touch  me  not;  for  I  am  not  yet  ascended 
to  my  Father:  but  go  to  my  brethren,  and  say  unto  them,  I  ascend 
unto  my  Father,  and  your  Father;  and  to  my  God,  and  your  God. 

18  Mary  Magdalene  came  and  told  the  disciples  that  she  had  seen 
the  Lord,  and  that  ht  had  spoken  these  things  unto  her. 

19  ^  Then  the  same  day  at  evening,  being  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
when  the  doors  were  shut  where  the  disciples  were  assembled  for  fear 
of  the  Jews,  came  Jesus  and  stood  in  the  midst,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Peace  he  unto  you. 

20  And  when  he  had  so  said,  he  shewed  unto  them  his  hands 
and  his  side.  Then  were  the  disciples  glad,  when  they  saw  the 
Lord. 

21  Then  said  Jesus  to  them  again,  Peace  he  imto  you:  as  my  Father 
hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you. 

22  And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  breathed  on  them^  and  saith  unto 
them.  Receive  ye  the  Holy  Ghost: 

23  Whose  soever  sins  ye  remit,  they  are  remitted  unto  them;  and 
whose  soever  sins  ye  retain,  they  are  retained.

"And  when  he  heard  this,  he  vhu  very  sorrowful:  for  he 
was  very  rich,** — Lvke^  IS,  B$. 

IT  MAY  also  have  been  at  Ephraim  that  Jesus  uttered 
His  celebrated  warning  against  riches.  A  rich  young 
man«  a  "ruler'*,  came  to  Him,  saying,  '*What  shall  I 
do  that  I  may  inherit  eternal  life  ?"  The  Master  reminded 
him  of  the  ten  commandments  of  old.  The  youth  insisted 
that  he  had  ever  striven  to  obey  these.  "Then  Jesus 
beholding  him  loved  him,  and  said  unto  him.  One  thing 
thou  lackest:  go  thy  way,  sell  whatsoever  thou  hast,  and 
give  to  the  poor,  and  thou  shalt  have  treasure  in  heaven: 
and  come,  take  up  the  cross,  and  follow  me." 

But  the  young  man  could  not  so  readily  consent  to  sur- 
render all  the  joy  of  life  and  all  the  power  which  lay  open 
before  him.  He  "went  away  grieved."  And  Jesus  turn- 
ing to  the  disciples  said,  "It  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go 
through  the  eye  of  a  needle,  than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  God." 

Then  Peter  asked  what  should  be  thdr  part  in  the 
future  who  had  been  faithful  to  Him.  Christ  prcnnised 
them  thrones  in  heaven.  **And  every  one  that  hath  for- 
saken houses,  or  brethren,  or  sisters,  or  father,  or  mother, 
or  wife,  or  children,  or  lands,  for  my  name's  sake,  shall 
receive  an  hundred-fold,  and  shall  inherit  everlasting  life."

12  He  dineih  voiOi 
them:  15  earnestly  commandeth  Peter  to  feed  his  lambs  and  sheep:  18  foreUUeth  Mm  of  his  death:  22  rebuketh  his 
curwsity  touching  John,     25  The  conclusion.    ' 

FTER  these  things  Jesus  shewed  himself  again  to  the  disciples 
at  the  sea  of  Tiberias;  and  on  this  wise  shewed  he  himselj. 
2  There  were  together  Simon  Peter,  and  Thomas  called 
Didymus,  and  Nathanael  of  Cana  in  Galilee,  and  the  sons  of  Zebedee, 
and  two  other  of  his  disciples. 

3  Simon  Peter  saith  unto  them,  I  go  a  fishing.  They  say  unto  him, 
We  also  go  with  thee.  They  went  forth,  and  entered  mto  a  ship 
immediately;  and  that  night  they  caught  nothing. 

4  But  when  the  morning  was  now  come,  Jesus  stood  on  the  shore:

9  As  soon  then  as  they  were  come  to  land,  they  saw  a  fire  of 
coals  there,  and  fish  laid  thereon,  and  bread. 

10  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Bring  of  the  fish  which  ye  have  now  caught. 

11  Simon  Peter  went  up,  ana  drew  the  net  to  land  full  of  great 
fishes,  an  hundred  and  fifty  and  three:  and  for  all  there  were  so  many, 
yet  was  not  the  net  broken. 

12  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Come  and  dine.  And  none  of  the  dis- 
ciples durst  ask  him.  Who  art  thou  ?  knowing  that  it  was  the  Lord. 

13  Jesus  then  cometh,  and  taketh  bread,  and  giveth  them,  and 
fish  likewise. 

14  This  is  now  the  third  time  that  Jesus  shewed  himself  to  his 
disciples,  after  that  he  was  risen  from  the  dead. 

15  ^  So  when  they  had  dined,  Jesus  saith  to  Simon  Peter,  Simon, 
son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me  more  than  these  ?  He  saith  unto  him» 
Yea,  Lord;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  He  saith  unto  him.  Feed 
my  lambs. 

16  He  saith  to  him  again  the  second  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest 
thou  me?  He  saith  unto  him.  Yea,  Lord;  thou  knowest  that  I  love 
thee.     He  saith  unto  him,  Feed  my  sheep.  ^ 

17  He  saith  unto  him  the  third  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou 
me  ?  Peter  was  grieved  because  he  said  unto  him  the  third  time,  Lovest 
thou  me?  And  ne  said  unto  him.  Lord,  thou  knowest  all  things;  thou^ 
knowest  that  I  love  thee.      Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Feed  my  sheep. 

18  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  When  thou  wast  young,  thou 
girdedst  thyself,  and  walkedst  whither  thou  wouldest:  but  when  thou 
shalt  be  old,  thou  shalt  stretch  forth  thy  hands,  and  another  shall  gird 
thee,  and  carry  thee  whither  thou  wouldest  not. 

19  This  spake  he,  signifying  by  what  death  he  should  glorify  God. 
And  when  he  had  spoken  this,  he  saith  unto  him.  Follow  me. 

20  Then  Peter,  turning  about,  seeth  the  disciple  whom  Jesus  loved 
following;  which  also  leaned  on  his  breast  at  supper,  and  said,  Lord^ 
which  is  he  that  betrayeth  thee? 

21  Peter  seeing  him,  saith  to  Jesus,  Lord,  and  what  shall  this  man 
do? 

22  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come,  what 
is  that  to  thee?  follow  thou  me. 

23  Then  went  this  saying  abroad  among  the  brethren,  that  that 
disciple  should  not  die:  yet  Jesus  said  not  unto  him.  He  shall  not  die; 
but.  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come,  what  is  that  to  thee  ?* 

24  This  is  the  disciple  which  testifieth  of  these  things,  and  wrote 
these  things:  and  we  Know  that  his  testimony  is  true. 

25  And  there  are  also  many  other  things  which  Jesus  did,  the  which^ 
if  they  should  be  written  every  one,  I  suppose  that  even  the  world 
itself  could  not  contain  the  books  that  snould  be  written.    Amen.

**Then  came  to  kim  the  mother  of  Zthedee^a  ekiUmu 
with  her  eons^  worehipying  him^  and  deairing  a  certain 
thing  of  him.'*— Matthew,  20,  20. 

CHRIST  entered  now  upon  the  final  period  of  His 
earthly  life.  The  time  for  the  Great  Sacrifice  wa. 
at  hand.  The  least  of  the  passover  was  again 
approaching.  Jesus  told  His  disciples^  **We  go  up  to 
Jerusalem,  and  all  things  that  are  written  by  the  prophets 
concerning  the  Son  of  man  shall  be  accomplished.'*  But 
they  understood  Him  not.  It  is  a  sad  commentary  on  our 
▼ain  human  natures  that,  as  the  disciples  journeyed  to- 
ward Jerusalem,  they  were  again  engaged  in  disputation 
as  to  which  of  them  should  outrank  the  others  in  the 
Master's  kingdom.  The  mother  of  James  and  John  even 
approached  Jesus  with  a  request,  which  the  sons  them- 
selves seconded,  that  the  two  of  them  should  sit  at  His  two 
sides  when  He  came  to  His  throne.  Saddened  that  even 
His  best  should  thus  covet  distinction,  Jesus  answered 
truly,  "You  know  not  what  you  ask.  Can  you  drink 
of  the  chalice  that  I  drink  of  ?"  They  answered  resolutely, 
that  they  could,  But  Jesus  responded  that  even  so  He 
could  not  promise  ai!ght,  for  His  kingdom  was  not  one  of 
earthly  ranks.  Then  He  summoned  all  the  apostles  to 
listen  while  He  told  them,  "Whosoever  of  you  will  be  the 
chiefest,  shall  be  servant  of  all. 

"For  even  the  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  ministered 
unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to  give  his 


life  a  ransom  for  many

THE  ACTS  OF  THE 

This  Book  is  b  continualion  of  the  Gospel  oF  Luke,  sddresMd  to  Ihe  same  "Theophilus"  and  com- 
posed by  the  same  aulhor  as  the  earlier  work,  Apparentlv  Luke  wrote  it  in  Rome  about  the  period 
of  its  atnlipt  Hose,  when  the  author  was  engaged  side  by  side  with  Paul  in  missionary  work  at  the  great 
capital.  The  Booh  k  by  no  means  a  i-otnplete  account  of  all  Ihe  apostles,  llie  theme  of  the  first  twelve 
(chapters  is  the  inspiration  of  Ihe  Church  bv  the  Holv  Ghost,  wilt  the  effect  of  this  in  building  up  the 
Faith  in  Judea  under  Peter's  leadership.  The  remamin^  chapters  then  cive  an  account  of  Paul,  chief 
of  the  leaders  who  spread  the  faith  abroad.  Of  the  missionary  work  of  the  other  ajiostles  and  thrir 
many  earnest  aiisuttants,  there  is  only  occasional  mention.  No  detailed  record  of  those  important  matters 
baa  come  down  to  us.

|>  of  all  that  Jesus  began  both  to  do  and  teach, 
I'       2  Until  the  day  in  which  he  was  taken  up, 

i  after  that  he  through  the  Holy  Ghost  had  given 
commandments  unto  the  apostles  whom  he  had 
chosen ; 
3  To  whom  also  he  shewed  himself  alive  after 
his  passion  by  many  infallible  proofs,  being  seen 
of  them  forty  days,  and  speaking  of  the  tilings 
"pertaining  to  the  kingdom  of  God: 

4  And,  being  assembled  together  with  them,  commanded  them  that 
they  should  not  depart  from  Jerusalem,  but  wait  for  the  promise  of 
the  Father,  which,  saith  he,  ye  have  heard  of  me. 

5  For  John  truly  baptized  with  water;  but  ye  shall  be  baptized 
with  the  Holy  Ghost  not  many  days  hence. 

6  When  they  therefore  were  come  together,  they  asked  of  him.

saying.  Lord,  wilt  thou  at  this  time  restore  again  the  kingdom  of 
Israel? 

7  And  he  said  mito  them,  It  is  not  for  you  to  know  the  times  or  the 
seasons,  .which  the  Father  hath  put  in  his  own  power. ^ 

8  But  ye  shall  receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come 
upon  you:  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and 
in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth. 

9  And  when  he  had  spoken  these  things,  while  they  beheld,  he  was 
taken  up;  and  a  cloud  received  him  out  of  their  signt. 

10  And  while  they  looked  stedfastly  toward  heaven  as  he  went  up> 
behold,  two  men  stood  by  them  in  white  apparel; 

1 1  Which  also  said.  Ye  men  of  Galilee,  why  stand  ye  gazing  up  inta 
heaven?  this  same  Jesus,  which  is  taken  up  from  you  into  heaven, 
shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye  have  seen  him  go  into  heaven. 

12  Then  returned  they  unto  Jerusalem  from  the  mount  called 
Olivet,  which  is  from  Jerusalem  a  sabbath  day's  journey.^ 

13  And  when  they  were  come  in,  they  went  up  mto  an  upper  room> 
where  abode  both  Peter,  and  James,  and  John,  and  Andrew,  Philip,, 
and  Thomas,  Bartholomew,  and  Matthew,  James  the  son  of  Alpheus^ 
and  Simon  Zelotes,  and  Judas  the  brother  of  James. 

14  These  all  continued  with  one  accord  in  prayer  and  supplication^ 
with  the  women,  and  Mary  the  mother  of  Jesus,  and  with  his  orethren. 

15  ^  And  in  those  days  Peter  stood  up  in  the  midst  of  the  disciples^ 
and  said,  (the  number  of  the  names  together  were  about  an  hundred 
and  twenty,) 

16  Men  and  brethren,  this  scripture  must  needs  have  been  fulfilled^ 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  by  the  mouth  of  David  spake  before  concern- 
ing Judas,  which  was  guide  to  them  that  took  Jesus. 

17  For  he  was  numbered  with  us,  and  had  obtained  part  of  this 
ministrv. 

18  Jsow  this  man  purchased  a  field  with  the  reward  of  iniquity; 
and  falling  headlong,  he  burst  asunder  in  the  midst,  and  all  his  bowels 
gushed  out. 

19  And  it  was  known  unto  alf  the  dwellers  at  Jerusalem;  insomuch 
a3  that  field  is  called  in  their  proper  tongue,  Aceldama,  that  is  to  say. 
The  field  of  blood. 

20  For  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  Psalms,  Let  his  habitation  be  deso- 
late, and  let  no  man  dwell  therein:  and  his  bishoprick  let  another 
take.' 

21  Wherefore  of  these  men  which  have  companied  with  us  all  the 
time  that  the  Lord  Jesus  went  in  and  out  among  us, 

22  Beginning  from  the  baptism  of  John,  unto  that  same  day  that 
he  was  taken  up  from  us,  must  one  be  ordained  to  be  a  witness  with 
us  of  his  resurrection. 

'The  word  power  in  this  and  the  following  verse  are  translated  from  different  Greek  words.  In  vene 
7  the  sense  is  that  God  has  set  the  time  in  His  own  sovereign  way;  by  the  authority  which  belongs  to  Him. 
>A  " sabbath  day  Journey"  was  under  the  rabbinical  law  somewhat  less  than  a  mile.     *Psalm  69,  25,  and  109,  & 
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23  And  they  appointed  two,  Joseph  called  Barsabas,  who  was 
surnamed  Justus,  and  Matthias. 

24  And  they  prayed,  and  said.  Thou,  Lord,  which  knowest  the 
hearts  of  all  men,  shew  whether  of  these  two  thou  hast  chosen, 

25  That  he  may  take  part  of  this  ministry  and  apostleship,  from 
which  Judas  by  transCTession  fell,  that  he  might  go  to  his  own  place. 

26  And  they  gave  n)rth  their  lots;  and  the  lot  fell  upon  Matthias; 
and  he  was  numbered  with  the  eleven  apostles. 

Cfiapter  2 

1  The  apostles,  filled  with  (he  Holy  Ghost,  and  speaking  divers  languages,  are  admired  by  some,  and  derided  bu 
Mhers.  14  Wiwm  Peter  disproving,  and  shewing  that  the  apostles  spake  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ohost,  that 
Jesus  was  risen  from  the  dead,  ascended  into  heaven,  had  poured  down  the  Holy  uhost,  and  loas  me  Messias.  a 
man  known  to  them  to  he  approved  of  Ood  by  his  miracles,  wonders,  and  signs,  and  wU  crucifi^  without  his- 
dderminate  counsel  and  foreknowledge:  37  he  baptizeth  a  great  number  that  were  converts,  41  who  afterwards^ 
devoutly  and  charitably  converse  together:  the  apostles  working  many  miracles,  and  God  daUy  increasing  his 
diurch. 

ND  when  the  day  of  Pentecost  was  fully  come,  they  were  all 
with  one  accord  in  one  place. 

2  And  suddenly  there  came  a  sound  from  heaven  as  of  a 
rushing  mighty  wind,  and  it  filled  all  the  house  where  they  were  sitting. 

3  And  there  appeared  unto  them  cloven  tongues  like  as  of  fire> 
and  it  sat  upon  each  of  them. 

4  And  they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  began  to  speak 
with  other  tongues,  as  the  Spirit  gave  them  utterance. 

5  And  there  were  dwelling  at  Jerusalem  Jews,  devout  men,  out  of 
every  nation  under  heaven. 

6  Now  when  this  was  noised  abroad,  the  multitude  came  together,, 
and  were  confounded,  because  that  every  man  heard  them  speak  in 
his  own  language.^ 

7  And  they  were  all  amazed  and  marvelled,  saying  one  to  another,. 
Behold,  are  not  all  these  which  speak  Galileans? 

8  And  how  hear  we  every  man  in  our  own  tongue,  wherein  we 
were  bom  ? 

9  Parthians,  and  Medes,  and  Elamites,  and  the  dwellers  in  Meso- 
potamia, and  in  Judea,  and  Cappadocia,  in  Pontus,  and  Asia, 

10  Phrygia,  and  Pamphylia,  in  Egypt,  and  in  the  parts  of  Libya 
about  Cyrene,  and  strangers  of  Rome,  Jews  and  proselytes, 

11  Cretes  and  Arabians,  we  do  hear  them  speak  in  our  tongues 
the  wonderful  works  of  God. 

12  And  they  were  all  amazed,  and  were  in  doubt,  saying  one  to 
another,  What  meaneth  this.? 

13  Others  mocking  said,  These  men  are  full  of  new  wine. 

14  ^  But  Peter,  standing  up  with  the  eleven,  lifted  up  his  voice> 
and  said  unto  them.  Ye  men  of  Judea,  and  all  ye  that  dwell  at  Jeru- 
salem, be  this  known  unto  you,  and  hearken  to  my  words: 

15  For  these  are  not  drunken,  as  ye  suppose,  seeing  it  is  but  the 
third  hour  of  the  day. 

>Ttie  Revised  Version  changes  the  first  clause  of  this  verse  to  "And  when  this  sound  was  heard.  ^ 
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16  But  this  is  that  which  was  spoken  by  the  prophet  Joel;* 

17  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  tne  last  days,  saith  God,  I  will  pour 
out  of  my  Spirit  upon  all  flesh:  and  your  sons  and  your  daugnters 
shall  prophesy,  ana  your  young  men  shall  see  visions,  and  your  old 
men  shall  dream  dreams: 

18  And  on  my  servants  and  on  my  handmaidens  I  will  pour  out  in 
those  days  of  my  Spirit;  and  they  shall  prophesy: 

19  And  I  will  shew  wonders  m  heaven  above,  and  signs  in  the 
earth  beneath;  blood,  and  fire,  and  vapour  of  smoke: 

20  The  sun  shall  be  turned  into  darkness,  and  the  moon  into  blood, 
before  that  great  and  notable  day  of  the  Lord  come: 

21  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  thai  whosoever  shall  call  on  the 
name  of  the  Lord  shalf  be  saved. 

22  Ye  men  of  Israel,  hear  these  words;  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  a  man 
approved  of  God  among  you  by  miracles  and  wonders  and  signs,  which 
God  did  by  him  in  the  midst  of  you,  as  ye  yourselves  also  know: 

23  Him,  being  delivered  by  the  determinate  counsel  and  foreknowl- 
edge of  God,  ye  have  taken,  and  by  wicked  hands  have  crucified  and 
slam : 

24  Whom  God  hath  raised  up,  having  loosed  the  pains  of  death: 
because  it  was  not  possible  that  ne  should  be  holden  of  it. 

25  For  David  speaketh  c6nceming  him,  I  foresaw  the  Lord  always 
before  my  face,  for  he  is  on  my  right  hand,  that  I  shpuld  not  be  moved :' 

26  Therefore  did  my  heart  reioice,  and  my  tongue  was  glad;  more- 
over also  my  flesh  shall  rest  in  nope: 

27  Because  thou  wilt  not  leave  my  sonl  in  the  grave,  neither  wilt 
thou  suffer  thine  Holy  One  to.  see  corruption. 

28  Thou  hast  made  known  to  me  the  ways  of  life;  thou  shalt  make 
me  full  of  joy  with  thy  coi^tenance. 

29  Men  and  brethren,  le^kne  freely  speak  unto  you  of  the  patriarch 
David,  that  he  is  both  dead  afid  buried,  and  his  sepulchre  is  with  us 
unto  this  day, 

30  Therefore  being  a  prophet,  and  knowing  that  God  had  sworn 
with  an  oath  to  him,  that  of  the  fruit  of  his  loins,  according  to  the 
flesh,  he  would  raise  up  Christ  to  sit  on  his  throne; 

31  He  seeing  this  before  spake  of  the  resurrection  of  Christ,  that 
his  soul  was  not  left  in  the  grave,  neither  his  flesh  did  see  corruption. 

32  This  Jesus  hath  God  raised  up,  whereof  we  all  are  witnesses. 

33  Therefore  being  by  the  right  hand  of  God  exalted,  and  having 
received  of  the  Father  the  promise  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  he  hath  shed 
forth  this,  which  ye  now  see  and  hear. 

34  For  David  is  not  ascended  into  the  heavens:  but  he  saith  him- 
self.

**And  he  ran  before^  and  dimbed  up  inio  a  9yeani€fe4f0$ 
to  see  him:  for  he  woe  to  pass  thai  way** — Lttke^  19,  4. 

ONE  otber  impressive  incident  took  place  in  |Mre«- 
ence  of  the  aooompanying  multitude  near  Jericho. 
There  was  a  ridi  publican  named  Zarehgus, 
the  chief  of  all  the  publicans.  He  was  a  good*hearted 
man  and,  having  heard  much  of  the  good  deeds  of  Jesus, 
desired  to  see  Him.  Now  Zacchseus  was  of  short  stature; 
hence  when  he  saw  the  vast  crowd  that  approached  with 
Jesus,  he  knew  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to  see  from 
the  ground,  so  he  climbed  a  tree,  a  sycamore  tree,  by  the 
roadside. 

Jesus  did  not  pass.  Instead  He  paused  beneath  die  tree 
and  called  to  the  publican,  "Zacchseus,  make  haste,  and 
come  down;  for  to-day  I  must  abide  at  thy  house."  Zac- 
chseus  was  delighted;  but  the  crowd  protested,  for  the 
Jews  hated  the  publicans.  They  cried  out  to  Jesus  that 
this  man  was  a  sinner.  The  sturdy  publican  answoed* 
protesting  that  he  gave  half  his  wealth  in  charity.  Jesus, 
unmoved  as  ever  by  the  clamor  of  prejudice,  declared  that 
though  a  publican,  Zacchseus  was  also  a  Jew  as  much  aa 
any  of  them;  if  he  were  a  sinner, so  much  the  more  had  he 
need  of  Christ.  "For  the  Son  of  man  is  come  to  seek  and 
to  save  that  which  was  lost." 

That  night,  therefore,  Jesus  dined  with  Zacdueus  at 
Jericho;  perhaps  He  lingered  also  a  night,  the  Sabbath 
night,  at  Bethany,  the  home  of  Mary  and  Martha;  His 
triumphal  entry  into  Jerusalem  was  made  upon  a  Sunday, 
Palm  Sunday. 
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hath  made  that  same  Jesus,  whom  ye  have  crucified,  both  Lord  and 
Christ. 

37  ^  Now  when  they  heard  thisy  they  were  pricked  in  their  heart, 
and  said  unto  Peter  and  to  the  rest  of  the  apostles.  Men  and  brethren, 
what  shall  we  do? 

38  Then  Peter  said  unto  them,  Repent,  and  be  baptized  every 
one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and 
ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

39  For  the  promise  is  unto  y6u,  and  to  vour  children,  and  to  all 
that  are  afar  off,  eiyen  as  many  as  the  Lord  our  God  shall  call. 

40  And  with  many  other  words  did  he  testify  and  exhort,  saying. 
Save  yourselves  from  this  untoward  generation. 

.  41  Tf  Then  they  that  gladly  received  his  word  were  baptized:  and 
the  same  day  there  were  added  unto  them  about  three  thousand 
souls. 

42  And  they  continued  stedfastly  in  the  apostles'  doctrine  and 
fellowship,  and  in  breaking  of  bread,  and  in  prayers. 

43  And  fear  came  upon  every  soul:  and  many  wonders  and  signs 
were  done  by  the  apostles. 

44  And  all  that  believed  were  together,  and  had  all  things  common; 

45  And  sold  their  possessions  and  goods,  and  parted  them  to  all 
men^  as  every  man  had  need. 

46  And  they,  continuing  daily  with  one  accord  in  the  temple,  and 
breaking  bread  from  house  to  house,  did  eat  their  meat  with  gladness 
and  singleness  of  heart, 

47  Praising  God,  and  having  favour  with  all  the  people.  And  the 
Lord  added  to  the  church  daily  such  as  should  be  saved. 

Cfjapter  3 

1  Pder  preaching  to  the  people  that  came  to  see  a  lame  man  restored  to  his  feel,  12  professeth  the  cttre  not  to  have 
been  wrought  by  his  or  John's  oum  poicer,  or  holiness,  but  by  God,  and  his  Son  Jesus,  and  through  faUh  in 
his  name:  13  voiihal  reprehending  them  for  crucifying  Jesus.  17  Which  because  they  did  it  through  ignorance^ 
and  that  thereby  were  fulfilled  God's  determinate  counsel,  and  the  scriptures:  19  he  exhorteth  them  by  repentance 
and  faith  to  seek  remission  of  their  sins,  and  salvation  in  the  same  Jesus. 

OW  Peter  and  John  went  up  together  into  the  temple  at  the 
hour  of  prayer,  being  the  ninth  hour. 

2  Ana  a  certain  man  lame  from  his  mother's  womb  was 

carried,  whom  they  laid  daily  at  the  gate  of  the  temple  which  is  called 
Beautiful,  to  ask  alms  of  them  that  entered  into  the  temple; 

3  Who  seeing  Peter  and  John  about  to  go  into  the  temple  asked 
an  alms. 

4  And  Peter,  fastening  his  eyes  upon  him  with  John,  said,  Look  on  us. 

5  And  he  gave  heed  unto  them,  expecting  to  receive  something  of 
them. 

6  Then  Peter  said,  Silver  and  gold  have  I  none;  but  such  as  I  have 
give  I  thee :  In  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth  rise  up  and  walk. 

7  And  he  took  him  by  the  right  hand,  and  lifted  him  up:  and 
inmiediately  his  feet  and  ancle  bones  received  strength. 
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8  And  he  leaping  up  stood,  and  walked,  and  entered  with  them 
into  the  temple,  walkmg,  and  leaping,  and  praising  God: 

9  And  all  the  people  saw  him  walkmg  and  praising  God : 

10  And  they  knew  that  it  was  he  whicn  sat  for  alms  at  the  Beauti- 
ful gate  of  the  temple:  and  they  were  filled  with  wonder  and  amaze- 
ment at  that  which  had  happened  unto  him. 

11  And  as  the  lame  man  which  was  healed  held  Peter  and  John» 
all  the  people  ran  together  unto  them  in  the  porch  that  is  called 
Solomon's,  greatly  wondering. 

12  ^  And  when  Peter  saw  ity  he  answered  unto  the  people.  Ye  men 
of  Israel,  why  marvel  ye  at  this  ?  or  why  look  ye  so  earnestly  on  us,  as 
though  by  our  own  power  or  holiness  we  had  made  this  man  to  walk  ? 

13  The  God  of  Aoraham,  and  of  Isaac,  and  of  Jacob,  the  God  of  our 
fathers,  hath  glorified  his  Son  Jesus;  whom  ye  delivered  up,  and  denied 
him  in  the  presence  of  Pilate,  when  he  was  determined  to  let  him  go. 

14  But  ye  denied  the  Holy  One  and  the  Just,  and  desired  a  miu*- 
derer  to  be  granted  unto  you; 

15  And  kifled  the  Prince  of  life,  whom  God  hath  raised  from  the 
dead;  whereof  we  are  witnesses. 

16  And  his  name  through  faith  in  his  name  hath  made  this  man 
strong  whom  ye  see  and  know:  yea,  the  faith  which  is  by  him  hath 
given  him  this  perfect  soundness  in  the  presence  of  you  all. 

17  And  now,  brethren,  I  wot  that  tnrough  ignorance  ye  did  it, 
as  did  also  your  rulers. 

18  But  those  things,  which  God  before  had  shewed  by  the  mouth 
of  all  his  prophets,  that  Christ  should  suffer,  he  hath  so  fulfilled. 

19  ^  Repent  ye  therefore,  and  be  converted,  that  your  sins  may 
be  blotted  out,  when  the  times  of  refreshing  shall  come  from  the 
presence  of  the  Lord; 

20  And  he  shall  send  Jesus  Christ,  which  before  was  preached  unto  you : 

21  Whom  the  heaven  must  receive  until  the  times  of  restitution 
of  all  thinffs,  which  God  hath  spoken  by  the  mouth  of  all  his  holy 
prophets  smce  the  world  began. 

22  For  Moses  truly  said  unto  the  fathers,  A  prophet  shall  the  Lord 
your  God  raise  up  unto  you  of  your  brethren,  like  unto  me;  him  shall 
ye  hear  in  all  things  whatsoever  he  shall  say  unto  you.^ 

23  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  every  soul,  which  will  not  hear 
that  prophet,  shall  be  destroyed  from  among  the  people. 

24  Yea,  and  all  the  prophets  from  Samuel  ana  those  that  follow 
after,  as  many  as  have  spolcen,  have  likewise  foretold  of  these  days.* 

25  Ye  are  the  children  of  the  prophets,  and  of  the  covenant  which 
God  made  with  our  fathers,  saying  unto  Abraham,  And  in  thy  seed 
shall  all  the  kindreds  of  the  earth  be  blessed. 

26  Unto  you  first  God,  having  raised  up  his  Son  Jesus,  sent  him  to 
bless  you,  in  turning  away  every  one  of  you  from  his  iniquities.

THE  most  regal,  the  most  triumphal  in  an  earthljr 
sense,  of  all  the  hours  of  Christ's  gentle  life,  was 
that  in  which  He  entered  Jerusalem,  upon  Hil 
final  visit,  the  beginning  of  the  week  of  the  Great  Sacrifice. 
He  had  sent  two  of  His  disciples  ahead,  predicting  to  thcra 
where  they  should  find  an  ass's  colt.  Now,  seated  upon 
this  colt.  He  rode  down  from  the  Mount  of  Olives  and 
entered  at  the  city's  gate,  A  vast,  shouting  mtiltitude 
accompanied  Him.  They  spread  their  doalu  upon  the 
road  before  Him,  that  He  might  ride,  as  the  Boman  Em- 
perors did,  along  a  carpeted  way.  They  strewed  palm 
branches  before  Him  and  danced  along  Hb  path,  waving 
the  feathered  )ialms  and  chanting,  "Blessed  be  the  king!'' 
Never  even  in  the  early  days  of  His  miracles  )n  Galilee 
hod  He  been  so  honored;  for  men  thought  that  dow  surely 
He  was  about  to  assume  His  kingship  over  the  world. 

Therein  lay  Jesus'  sorrow.  Never  with  all  His  plainest 
leaching  had  he  been  able  to  drive  from  the  minds  of  this 
stubborn  people  the  preconceived  idea  that  the  Messiah 
was  to  rule  as  other  kings  and  lead  their  race  to  earthly  - 
dominion.  Thus  the  crowd  were  shouting  in  honor  of  the 
thing  that  was  not.  Yet  when  the  rabbis  called  to  Jesus 
to  still  them,  for  their  cry  was  in  itself  rebellion  against 
Rome,  the  Christ  answered  scdemnly,  knowing  the  wonder 
tt  He  was  to  do,  "  If  these  should  hold  their  pei 
the  stones  would  immediately  cry  oul."

Chapter  4 


1  The  rulert  of  the  Jews,  offended  with  PeUr*»  aermon.  4  (though  thousaiuU  of  the  peoj^e  were  amverted  thai 
ktard  the  word),  tmpriton  him  and  John.  5  After,  upon  examination,  Peter  InHdly  avouching  Uie  lame  man  to 
be  heated  tty  the  name  of  Jesut,  and  thai  by  the  same  Jeaue  only  uw  mu^  be  eternally  saved,  13  they  command 
kim  and  John  to  preach  no  more  in  th€U  name,  adding  also  threatening,  23  whereupon  the  church  fleah  to  prayer. 
Z\  Aiui  God,  by  movina  the  place  where  they  were  assembled,  testified  that  he  heard  their  prayer:  confirming  the 
church  wUh  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ohost,  and  with  mutual  love  and  diarity.

ND  as  they  spake  unto  the  people,  the  priests,  and  the  captain 
of  the  temple,  and  the  Sadducees,  came  upon  them, 

2  Being  grieved  that  they  taught  the  people,  and  preached 
through  Jesus  the  resurrection  from  the  dead. 

3  And  they  laid  hands  on  them,  and  put  them  in  hold  imto  the 
next  day:  for  it  was  now  eventide. 

4  Howbeit  many  of  them  which  heard  the  word  believed;  and  the 
number  of  the  men  was  about  five  thousand. 

5  %  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  that  their  rulers,  and 
elders,  and  scribes, 

6  And  Annas  the  high  priest,  and  Caiaphas,  and  John,  and  Alex- 
ander, and  as  many  as  were  of  the  kindred  of  the  high  priest,  were 
gathered  together  at  Jerusalem. 

7  And  when  they  had  set  them  in  the  midst,  they  asked.  By  what 
power,  or  by  what  name,  have  ye  done  this  ? 

8  Then  Peter,  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  said  unto  them,  Ye 
rulers  of  the  people,  and  elders  of  Israel, 

9  If  we  this  day  be  examined  of  the  good  deed  done  to  the  impotent 
man,  by  what  means  he  is  made  whole; 

10  Be  it  known  unto  you  all,  and  to  all  the  people  of  Israel,  that 
by  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth,  whom  ye  crucified,  whom 
God  raised  from  the  dead,  even  by  him  doth  this  man  stand  here 
beforeyou  whole. 

11  This  is  the  stone  which  was  set  at  nought  of  you  builders,  w^hich 
is  become  the  head  of  the  corner. 

12  Neither  is  there  salvation  in  any  other:  for  there  is  none  other 
name  under  heaven  given  among  men,  whereby  we  must  be  saved. 

13  1  Now  when  they  saw  the  boldness  of  Peter  and  John,  and  per- 
ceived that  they  were  unlearned  and  ignorant  men,  they  marvelled; 
and  they  took  knowledge  of  them,  that  they  had  been  with  Jesus. 

14  And  beholding  the  man  which  was  healed  standing  with  them, 
they  could  say  nothing  against  it. 

15  But  when  they  had  commanded  them  to  go  aside  out  of  the 
council,  they  conferred  among  themselves, 

16  Saying,  What  shall  we  do  to  these  men  ?  for  that  indeed  a  notable 
miracle  nath  been  done  by  them  is  manifest  to  all  them  that  dwell  in 
Jerusalem;  and  we  cannot  deny  it 

17  But  that  it  spread  no  further  amon^  the  people,  let  us  straitly 
threaten  them,  that  they  speak  thencefortn  to  no  man  in  this  name. 

18  And  they  called  them,  and  conmianded  them  not  to  speak  at 
all  nor  teach  m  the  name  of  Jesu3. 


1706  ACTS  IV — THE  APOSTLES  STRENGTHENED 

19  But  Peter  and  John  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Whether  it  be 
right  in  the  sight  of  God  to  hearken  unto  you  more  than  unto  God,, 
judge  ye. 

20  For  we  cannot  but  speak  the  things  which  we  have  seen  and  heard. 

21  So  when  they  had  further  threatened  them,  they  let  them  go,, 
finding  nothing  how  they  might  punish  them,  because  of  the  people: 
for  all  men  glorified  Goa  for  that  which  was  done. 

22  For  the' man  was  above  forty  years  old,  on  whom  this  miracle 
of  healing  was  shewed. 

23  ^  And  being  let  go,  they  went  to  their  own  company,  and 
reported  all  that  the  chief  priests  and  elders  had  said  unto  them. 

24  And  when  they  heard  that,  they  lifted  up  their  voice  to  God 
with  one  accord,  and  said,  Lord,  thou  art  God,  which  hast  made 
heaven,  and  earth,  and  the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is: 

25  Who  by  the  mouth  of  thy  servant  David  hast  said,  Why  did 
the  heathen  rage,  and  the  people  imagine  vain  things  ?^ 

26  The  kings  of  the  earth  stood  up,  and  the  rulers  were  gathered 
together  against  the  Lord,  and  against  his  Christ. 

27  For  a  truth  against  thy  holy  child  Jesus,  whom  thou  hast 
anointed,  both  Heroa,  and  Pontius  JPilate,  with  the  Gentiles,  and  the 
people  of  Israel,  were  gathered  together, 

28  For  to  do  whatsoever  thy  hand  and  thy  counsel  determined 
before  to  be  done. 

29  And  now,  Lord,  behold  their  threatenings :  and  grant  unto  thy 
servants,  that  with  all  boldness  they  may  speak  thy  word, 

30  By  stretching  forth  thy  h^^nd  to  heal ;  and  that  signs  and  wonders 
may  be  done  by  the  name  of  thy  holy  child  Jesus.  ^ 

31  ^  And  when  they  had  prayed,  the  place  was  shaken  where  they 
were  assembled  together;  and  they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  they  spake  the  word  of  God  with  boldness. 

32  And  the  multitude  of  them  that  believed  were  of  one  heart  and 
of  one  soul :  neither  said  any  of  them  that  ought  of  the  things  which 
he  possessed  was  his  own;  but  they  had  all  things  common. 

33  And  with  great  power  gave  the  apostles  witness  of  the  resur- 
rection of  the  Lord  Jesus :  and  great  grace  was  upon  them  all. 

34  Neither  was  there  any  among  them  that  lacked:  for  as  many 
as  were  possessors  of  lands  or  houses  sold  them,  and  brought  the  prices 
of  the  things  that  were  sold, 

35  And  laid  them  down  at  the  apostles'  feet :  and  distribution  was 
made  unto  every  man  according  as  he  had  need. 

36  And  Joses,  who  by  the  apostles  was  surnamed  Bamabds,  (which 
is,  being  interpreted.  The  son  of  consolation,)  a  Levite,  and  of  the 
country  of  Cyprus, 

37  Having  land,  sold  ity  and  brought  the  money,  and  laid  it  at  the 
apostles'  feet.

**/«  it  not  vmUen,  My  house  shall  be  called  ofaU  nations 
the  house  of  prayer?  but  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of  thieves.'* 
—Mark,  11,  17. 

PASSING  from  amid  the  cheering  multitude,  Jesus 
went  up  into  the  Temple.  The  priests  dared  not 
seize  Him  as  they  had  meant  to  do.  They  dared 
not  even  oppose  Him,  for  fear  of  the  tumult  of  the  people. 
Yet  all  this  earthly  power  thus  suddenly  thrust  upon  the 
Master  was  used  by  Him  only  momentarily  and  for  a  single 
aim.  He  did  again,  and  more  thoroughly,  what  he  had  done 
three  years  before  on  His  first  preachiAg  in  Jerusalem. 
He  purged  the  Temple,  Grod's  house.  His  own  house,  from 
the  abominations  which  had  crept  into  it. 

Not  only  did  He  drive  forth  those  who  chattered  and 
chaffered  over  business  bargains.  There  were  money 
lenders  regularly  established  there,  with  tables  for  their 
accounts  and  coins.  These  tables  He  overthrew,  as  also 
''the  seats  of  them  that  sold  doves,"  and  swept  the  whole 
litter  from  the  place.  He  would  not  even  permit  men  to 
carry  any  sort  of  vessel  through  the  courts,  for  this  was 
contrary  to  the  Law  of  Moses.  And  in  all  that  He  thus 
did,  the  masses  cheered  and  upheld  Him,  so  that  the  priests 
dared  not  interfere.  The  very  children  shouted  after  Him 
through  the  Temple,  "Hosanna!'*  And  when  the  priests 
asked  Him  to  check  what  they  thought  unseemly  noise. 
He  answered  that  the  babes  understood  Him  more  truly 
than  did  men.

ACTS  V — ^ANANIAS  AND  SAPPHIRA  1707 

Cfiapter  5 

1  After  OuU  Ananias  and  Sapphira  his  wife  for  their  hypocrisy  at  Peter's  rebuke  had  fallen  down  dead,  12  and 
that  the  rest  of  the  apostles  had  wrought  many  miracles,  14  to  mc  increase  of  ths  faith:  17  the  apostles  are  aqqin 
impnsimed,  19  but  delivered  by  an  angel,  bidding  them  to  preach  openly  to  all:  21  v^en,  after  their  teaching 
accordingly  in  the  temple,  20  and  before  the  council,  33  they  are  in  danger  to  be  killed;  through  the  advice  of 
Gamaliel,  a  great  counsellor  amonff  the  Jews,  they  be  kept  alive,  40  and  are  but  beaten:  for  which  they  glorify 
Qcd,  and  cease  no  day  from  preaching, 

|UT  a  certain  man  named  Ananias,  with  Sapphira  his  wife, 
sold  a  possession, 

2  And  kept  back  part  of  the  price,  his  wife  also  being  privy 
to  it^  and  brought  a  certain  part,  and  laid  it  at  the  apostles'  feet. 

3  But  Peter  said,  Ananias,  why  hath  Satan  filled  thine  heart  to 
lie  to  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  to  keep  back  fart  of  the  price  of  the 
land? 

4  Whiles  it  remained,  was  it  not  thine  own  ?  and  after  it  was  sold, 
was  it  not  in  thine  own  power  ?  why  hast  thou  conceived  this  thing  in 
thine  heart?  thou  hast  not  lied  unto  men,  but  unto  God. 

5  And  Ananias  hearing  these  words  fell  down,  and  gave  up  the 
ghost:  and  great  fear  came  on  all  them  that  heard  these  things. 

6  And  the  young  men  arose,  wound  him  up,  and  carried  htm  out, 
and  buried  htm. 

7  And  it  w^as  about  the  space  of  three  hours  after,  when  his  wife, 
not  knowing  what  was  done,  came  in. 

8  And  Peter  answered  unto  her.  Tell  me  whether  ye  sold  the  land 
for  so  much  ?    And  she  said,  Yea,  for  so  much. 

9  Then  Peter  said  unto  her.  How  is  it  that  ye  have  agreed  together 
to  tempt  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  ?  behold,  the  feet  of  them  which  have 
buried  thy  husoand  are  at  the  door,  and  shall  carry  thee  out. 

10  Then  fell  she  down  straightway  at  his  feet,  and  yielded  up  the 
ghost:  and  the  young  men  came  in,  and  found  her  dead,  and,  carrying 
her  forth,  buried  her  by  her  husband. 

11  And  great  fear  came  upon  all  the  church,  and  upon  as  many 
as  heard  these  things. 

12  ^  And  by  the  hands  of  the  apostles  were  many  signs  and  wonders 
wrought  among  the  people;  (and  they  were  all  with  one  accord  in 
Solomon's  porch. 

13  And  of  the  rest  durst  no  man  join  himself  to  them:  but  the 
people  magnified  them. 

14  And  believers  were  the  more  added  to  the  Lord,  multitudes 
both  of  men  and  women.) 

15  Insomuch  that  they  brought  forth  the  sick  into  the  streets,  and 
laid  them  on  beds  and  couches,  that  at  the  least  the  shadow  of  Peter 
passing  by  might  overshadow  some  of  them. 

16  There  came  also  a  multitude  out  of  the  cities  round  about  up  to 
Jerusalem,  bringing  sick  folks,  and  them  which  were  vexed  with  un- 
clean spirits:  and  they  were  healed  every  one. 

17  ^  Then  the  high  priest  rose  up,  and  all  they  that  were  with  him, 
(which  is  the  sect  of  the  ?  "^  and  were  filled  with  indignation. 


1708  ACTS  V — THE  APOSTLES  IN  COURT 

18  And  laid  their  hands  on  the  apostles,  and  put  them  in  the  com- 
mon prison. 

19  But  the  angel  of  the  Lord  by  night  opened  the  prison  doors^ 
and  brought  them  forth,  and  said, 

20  Go,  stand  and  speak  in  the  temple  to  the  people  all  the  words 
of  this  life. 

21  And  when  they  heard  thaU  they  entered  into  the  temple  early 
in  the  morning,  and  taught.  But  the  high  priests  came,  and  they 
that  werie  with  nim,  and  called  the  council  together,  and  all  the  senate 
of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  sent  to  the  prison  to  have  them  brought. 

22  But  when  the  officers  came,  and  found  them  not  in  the  prison, 
they  returned,  and  told, 

23  Saying,  the  prison  truly  found  we  shut  with  all  safety,  and  the 
keepers  standing  without  before  the  doors :  but  when  we  had  opened, 
we  found  no  man  within. 

24  Now  when  the  high  priest  and  the  captain  of  the  temple  and  the 
chief  priests  heard  these  things,  they  doubted  of  them  whereunto 
this  would  grow. 

25  Then  came  one  and  told  them,  saying.  Behold,  the  men  whom 
ye  put  in  prison  are  standing  in  the  temple,  and  teaching  the  peo- 
ple. 

26  Then  went  the  captain  with  the  officers,  and  brought  them  with- 
out violence:  for  they  teared  the  people,  lest  they  should  have  been 
stoned. 

27  And  when  they  had  brought  them,  they  set  them  before  the 
council:  and  the  hign  priest  asked  them, 

28  Saying,  Did  not  we  straitly  command  you  that  ye  should  not 
teach  in  this  name  ?  and,  behold,  ye  have  filled  Jerusalem  with  your 
doctrine,  and  intend  to  bring  this  man's  blood  upon  us. 

29  ^  Then  Peter  and  the  other  apostles  answered  and  said,  We 
ought  to  obey  God  rather  than  men. 

30  The  God  of  our  fathers  raised  up  Jesus,  whom  ye  slew  and 
hanged  on  a  tree. 

31  Him  hath  God  exalted  with  his  right  hand  to  be  a  Prince  and  a 
Saviour,  for  to  give  repentance  to  Israel,  and  forgiveness  of  sins. 

32  And  we  are  his  witnesses  of  these  things ;  and  so  is  also  the  Holy 
Ghost,  whom  God  hath  given  to  them  that  obey  him. 

33  T[  When  they  heard  that^  they  were  cut  to  the  hearty  and  took 
counsel  to  slay  them. 

34  Then  stood  there  up  one  in  the  council,  a  Pharisee,  named 
Gamaliel,  a  doctor  of  the  law,  had  in  reputation  among  all  the  people, 
and  commanded  to  put  the  apostles  forth  a  little  space; 

■  35  And  said  unto  them,  Ye  men  of  Israel,  take  heed  to  yourselves 
what  ye  intend  to  do  as  touching  these  men. 

36  For  before  these  days  rose  up  Theudas,  boasting  himself  to  be 
"omebody;  to  whom  a  nimtiber  of  men,  about  four  hundred,  joined

**Then  said  the  King  to  the  servants.  Bind  him  hand 
and  foot,  and  take  him  away,  and  oast  him  into  oiUer  dark- 
ness; iJiere  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth" — 
Matthew,  22,  13, 

THE  Pharisees  felt  their  helplessness  to  oppose  Jesus. 
"Perceive  ye,"  they  said  to  one  another,  "how 
ye  prevail  nothing  ?  behold,  the  world  is  gone  after 
him."  Even  foreigners  in  the  city  crowded  to  hear  and 
see  this  marvellous  man.  A  Voice  from  Heaven  sounded 
like  thunder  through  the  streets  announcing  the  coming 
of  Judgment  The  humbled  priesthood  came  to  Jesus 
entreating  He  would  explain  to  them  the  sources  of  His 
miraculous  power. 

Yet  the  Master  knew  they  had  no  real  wish  to  follow 
Him;  they  sought  only  to  maintain  their  own  power,  by  de- 
stroying Him.  Therefore  He  answered  them  with  questions, 
showing  how  all  honest  men  had  accepted  the  miracles 
of  John;  but  they  had  rejected  them.  They  might  have 
been  first  at  the  feast,  but  had  chosen  to  be  last.  Then 
He  told  them  the  parable  of  the  king  who  summoned  the 
chief  among  his  people  to  a  wedding  feast.  The  guests 
came  not;  so  the  king  slew  them  and  threw  opoi  his  doors 
to  all  men,  "both  bad  and  good,"  summoned  in  from  the 
highwa3rs.  Even  among  these,  the  king  found  one  so 
indifferent  to  the  honor  done  him  that  he  refused  to  put 
on  a  wedding  garment  Him  also  the  king  cast  forth  ht>m 
the  feast;  "for  many  are  called  but  few  are  chosen." 
Thus  all  men  are  welcomed  to  God's  teaching  but  many 
refuse  to  listen;  and  even  among  those  who  hearken 
there  are  some  who  take  little  heed.

themselves:  who  was  slain;  and  all,  as  many  as  obeyed  him,  were 
scattered,  and  brought  to  nought. 

37  After  this  man  rose  up  Judas  of  Galilee  in  the  days  of  the  taxing, 
and  drew  away  much  people  after  him:  he  also  perished;  and  all, 
even  as  many  as  obeyed  him,  were  dispersed. 

38  And  now  I  say  unto  you,  Refrain  from  these  men,  and  let  them 
alone:  for  if  this  counsel  or  this  work  be  of  men,  it  will  come  to 
nought : 

39  But  if  it  be  of  God,  ye  cannot  overthrow  it;  lest  haply  ye  be 
found  even  to  fight  against  God. 

40  And  to  him  they  agreed:  and  when  they  had  called  the  apostles, 
and  beaten  them,  they  commanded  that  they  should  not  speak  in  the 
name  of  Jesus,  and  let  them  go. 

41  ^  And  they  departed  from  the  presence  of  the  counsel,  rejoicing 
that  they  were  counted  worthy  to  suffer  shame  for  his  name. 

42  And  daily  in  Ihe  temple,  and  in  every  house,  they  ceased  not  to 
teach  and  preach   Jesus  Christ.

ditputingt  13  arhU  after  jaLxly  accused  of  Ucuijphemy  agairui  the  law  and  the  temple. 

ND  in  itiose  days  when  the  number  of  the  disciples  was  mul- 
tiplied, there  arose  a  murmuring  of  the  Grecians  against  the 
Hebrews,  because  their  widows  were  neglected  in  the  daily 
ministration. 

2  Then  the  twelve  called  the  multitude  of  the  disciples  unto  them, 
and  said.  It  is  not  reason  that  we  should  leave  the  word  of  God,  and 
serve  tables. 

3  Wherefore,  brethren,  look  ye  out  among  you  seven  men  of  honest 
report,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we  may  appoint 
over  this  business. 

4  But  we  will  give  ourselves  continually  to  prayer,  and  to  the 
ministry  of  the  word. 

5  ^  And  the  saying  pleased  the  whole  multitude:  and  they  chose 
Stephen,  a  man  full  of  faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  Philip,  and 
Prochorus,  and  Nicanor,  and  Timon,  and  Parmenas,  and  Nicolas 
a  proselyte  of  Antioch: 

6  Whom  they  set  before  the  apostles:  and  when  they  had  prayed, 
they  laid  their  hands  on  them. 

7  And  the  word  of  God  increased;  and  the  number  of  the  disciples 
multiplied  in  Jerusalem  greatly;  and  a  great  company  of  the  priests 
were  obedient  to  the  faith. 

8  And  Stephen,  full  of  faith  and  power,  did  great  wonders  and 
miracles  among  the  people. 

9  ^  Then  there  arose  certain  of  the  synagogue,  which  is  called  the 
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synagogtie  of  the  Libertines,  and  Cyrenians,  and  Alexandrians,  and 
of  them  of  Cilicia  and  of  Asia,  disputing  with  Stephen. 

10  And  they  were  not  able  to  resist  the  wisdom  and  the  spirit  by 
which  he  spalce. 

11  Then  they  suborned  men,  which  said,  We  have  heard  him 
speak  blasphemous  words  against  Moses,  and  against  God. 

12  And  they  stirred  up  the  people,  and  the  elders,  and  the  scribes,

15  And  all  that  sat  in  the  council,  looking  stedfastly  on  him»  saw 
his  face  as  it  had  been  the  face  of  an  angel. 

Cfiapter  7 

1  Stephen,  permitted  to  anewer  to  the  accueoHon  of  blasphemy,  2  shewdh  that  Abraham  worthipped  God  rightly, 
and  how  God  chose  tfie  fathers,  20  before  Moses  vhu  bom,  and  before  the  tabernacles  and  temples  were  built:  37  thai 
Moses  himself  witnessed  of  Christ:  44  and  that  all  outward  ceremonies  were  ordained  according  to  the  heavenly 
pattern,  to  last  but  for  a  time:  51  reprehending  their  rebellion,  and  murdering  of  ChriM,  the  Just  One.  u^om  the 
prophets  foretold  should  come  into  the  world.  54  Whereupon  they  stone  him  to  death,  u^o  commended  his  sotd 
to  Jesus,  and  humbly  prayeth  for  them. 

HEN  said  the  high  priest,  Are  these  things  so? 

2  And  he  said,  Men,  brethren,  and  fathers,  hearken;  The 
God  of  glory  appeared  unto  our  father  Abraham,  when  he 
was  in  Mesopotamia,  beiore  he  dwelt  in  Charran, 

3  And  said  unto  him.  Get  thee  out  of  thy  country,  and  from  thy 
kindred,  and  come  into  the  land  which  I  shall  shew  thee. 

4  Then  came  he  out  of  the  land  of  the  Chaldeans,  and  dwelt  in 
Charran:  and  from  thence,  when  his  father  was  dead,  he  removed 
him  into  this  land,  w^herein  ve  now  dwell. 

5  And  he  gave  him  none  mheritance  in  it,  no,  not  so  much  as  to  set 
his  foot  on :  yet  he  promised  that  he  would  give  it  to  him  for  a  posses- 
sion, and  to  his  seed  after  him,  when  as  yet  he  had  no  child. 

6  And  God  spake  on  this  wise,  That  his  seed  should  sojourn  in  a 
strange  land;  and  that  they  should  bring  them  into  bondage,  and 
entreat  them  evil  four  hunared  years. 

7  And  the  nation  to  w^hom  they  shall  be  in  bondage  will  I  judge,  said 
God:  and  after  that  shall  they  come  forth,  and  serve  me  in  this 
place. 

8  And  he  gave  him  the  covenant  of  circumcision :  and  so  Abraham. 
begat  Isaac,  and  circumcised  him  the  eighth  day;  and  Isaac  begat 
Jacob;  and  Jacob  begat  the  twelve  patriarchs. 

9  And  the  patriarchs,  moved  witn  envy,  sold  Joseph  into  Egypt: 
but  God  was  with  him, 

10  And  delivered  him  out  of  all  his  afflictions,  and  gave  him  favour 
and  wisdom  in  the  sight  of  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt;  and  he  made  him 
governor  over  Egypt  and  all  his  house.

"Shew  me  the  trtbute-money.  And  they  brought  unto 
him  a  penny" — Matthew,  22y  19. 

FINDING  that  they  could  not  befool  Jesus  by  their 
proffered  friendship,  the  men  of  the  upper  classes, 
both  priests  and  Pharisees  and  also  the  "Herod- 
ians,*'  courtiers  of  king  Herod,  plotted  to  entrap  Jesus, 
to  embroil  Him  with  the  Roman  government,  or  else  with 
the  impetuous  masses  of  the  Jews.  So  they  came  to  Him 
with  flattery.  "Master,  we  know  that  thou  art  true,  and 
carest  for  no  man:  for  thou  r^;ardest  not  the  person  of 
men,  but  teachest  the  way  of  God  in  truth:  Is  it  lawful 
to  give  tribute  to  Cesar,  or  not?  Shall  we  give,  or  shall 
we  give  not?*' 

Here  was  a  dilemma.  If  the  Master  answered  no,  the 
Bomans  would  arrest  Him  as  a  rebel;  if  He  said  yes,  the 
people,  who  hated  Rome,  would  abandon  Him  and  leave 
Him  helpless  in  His  enemies'  hands.  Jesus  smiled  at 
than  contemptuously,  calling  them,  "Ye  hypocrites!" 
Then  asking  for  a  penny,  such  as  was  paid  in  tribute.  He 
pointed  out  that  the  coin  held  Cnsar's  head,  had  been 
made  by  Caesar's  government;  and  He  said,  "Render 
therefore  unto  Cosar  the  things  which  are  Caesar's;  and 
unto  God  the  things  that  are  God's." 


ACTS  VII — Stephen's  sermon  1711 

11  Now  there  came  a  dearth  over  all  the  land  of  Egypt  and  Cha- 
naan,  and  great  affliction:  and  our  fathers  found  no  sustenance. 

12  But  when  Jacob  heard  that  there  was  com  in  Egypt,  he  sent 
out  our  fathers  first. 

13  And  at  the  second  time  Joseph  was  made  known  to  his  brethren; 
and  Joseph's  kindred  was  made  ioiown  unto  Pharaoh. 

14  Then  sent  Joseph,  and  called  his  father  Jacob  to  himy  and  all 
his  kindred,  threescore  and  fifteen  souls. 

15  So  Jacob  went  down  into  Egypt,  and  died,  he,  and  our  fathers, 

16  And  were  carried  over  into  Sychem,  and  laid  in  the  sepulchre 
that  Abraham  bought  for  a  sum  of  money  of  the  sons  of  Emmor  the 

Jather  of  Sychem. 

17  But  when  the  time  of  the  promise  drew  nigh,  which  God  had 
sworn  to  Abraham,  the  people  grew  and  multiplied  in  Egypt, 

18  Till  another  king  arose,  which  knew  not  Joseph. 

19  The  same  dealt  subtilly  with  our  kindred,  and  evil  entreated  our 
fathers,  so  that  they  cast  out  their  young  children,  to  the  end  they 
might  not  live. 

20  In-  which  time  Moses  was  born,  and  was  exceeding  fair,  and 
nourished  up  in  his  father's  house  three  months: 

21  And  when  he  was  cast  out,  Pharaoh's  daughter  took  him  up, 
and  nourished  him  for  her  own  son. 

22  And  Moses  was  learned  in  all  the  wisdom  of  the  Egyptians,  and 
was  mighty  in  words  and  in  deeds. 

23  And  when  he  was  full  forty  years  old,  it  came  into  his  heart  to 
visit  his  brethren  the  children  of  Israel. 

24  And  seeing  one  of  them  suffer  wrong,  he  defended  him,  and 
avenged  him  that  was  oppressed,  and  smote  the  Egyptian: 

25  For  he  supposed  his  brethren  would  have  understood  how  that 
God  bv  hi^  hand  would  deliver  them:  but  they  understood  not. 

26  And  the  next  day  he  shewed  himself  unto  them  as  they  strove, 
and  would  have  set  them  at  one  again,  saying,  Sirs,  ye  are  brethren; 
why  do  ye  wrong  one  to  another  ? 

27  But  he  that  did  his  neighbour  wrong  thrust  him  away,  saying, 
Who  made  thee  a  ruler  and  a  judge  over  us  ? 

28  Wilt  thou  kill  me,  as  thou  diddest  the  Egyptian  yesterday  ? 

29  Then  fled  Moses  at  this  saying,  and  was  a  stranger  in  the  land 
of  Madian,  where  he  begat  two  sons. 

30  And  when  forty  years  were  expired,  there  appeared  to  him  in 
the  wilderness  of  mount  Sina  an  angel  of  the  Lord  m  a  flame  of  fire 
in  a  bush. 

31  When  Moses  saw  i/,  he  wondered  at  the  sight:  and  as  he  drew 
near  to  behold  it,  the  voice  of  the  Lord  came  imto  him, 

32  Sayingy  I  am  the  God  of  thy  fathers,  the  God  of  Abraham,  and 
the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob.  Then  Moses  trembled* 
and  durst  not  behold. 
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33  Then  said  the  Lord  to  him.  Put  off  thy  shoes  from  thy  feel:  for 
the  place  where  thou  standest  is  holy  ground. 

34f  I  have  seen,  I  have  seen  the  affliction  of  my  people  which  is  in 
Egypt,  and  I  have  heard  their  groaning,  and  am  come  aovnoL  to  deliver 
them.     And  now^  come,  I  will  send  thee  into  Egypt. 

35  This  Closes  whom  they  refused,  saying,  Who  made  thee  a  ruler 
and  a  judge  ?  the  same  did  God  send  to  be  a  ruler  and  a  deliverer  by 
the  hand  of  the  angel  which  appeared  to  him  in  the  bush. 

36  He  brought  them  out,  after  tnat  he  had  showed  wonders  and  signs 
in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  in  the  Red  sea,  and  in  the  wilderness  forty 
years. 

37  ^  This  is  that  IVIoses,  which  said  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  A 

{)rophet  shall  the  Lord  your  God  raise  up  unto  you  of  your  brethren, 
ike  unto  me:  him  shall  ye  hear. 

38  This  is  he,  that  was  in  the  church  in  the  wilderness  with  the 
angel  which  spake  to  him  in  the  mount  Sina,  and  with  our  fathers: 
who  received  the  lively  oracles  to  give  unto  us: 

39  To  whom  our  fathers  would  not  obey,  but  thrust  him  from 
them,  and  in  their  hearts  turned  back  again  into  Egypt, 

40  Saying  unto  Aaron,  Make  us  gods  to  go  before  us:  for  €is  for 
this  Moses,  which  brought  us  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  we  wot  not 
what  is  become  of  him. 

41  And  they  made  a  calf  in  those  days,  and  offered  sacrifice  unto 
the  idol,  and  rejoiced  in  the  works  of  their  owti  hands. 

42  Then  God  turned,  and  gave  them  up  to  worship  the  host  of 
heaven;  as  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  the  prophets,  O  ye  house  of 
Israel,  have  ye  offered  to  me  slain  beasts  and  sacrifices  by  the  space 
of  forty  years  in  the  wilderness  ? 

43  Yea,  ye  took  up  the  tabernacle  of  Moloch,  and  the  star  of  your 
god  Remphan,  figures  which  ye  made  to  worship  them:  and  I  ^tII 
carry  you  away  beyond  Babylon. 

44  Our  fathers  had  the  tabernacle  of  witness  in  the  wilderness,  as 
he  had  appointed,  speaking  unto  Moses,  that  he  should  make  it  accord- 
ing to  the  fashion  that  he  had  seen. 

45  Which  also  our  fathers  that  came  after  brought  in  with  Jesus 
into  the  possession  of  the  Gentiles,  whom  God  drave  out  before  the 
face  of  our  fathei-s,  unto  the  davs  of  David;  * 

46  Who  found  favour  before  God,  and  desired  to  find  a  tabernacle 
for  the  God  of  Jacob. 

47  But  Solomon  built  him  an  house. 

48  Howbeit  the  ]Most  High  dwelleth  not  in  temples  made  with 
hands;  as  saith  the  prophet,^ 

49  Heaven  is  my  throne,  and  earth  is  mv  footstool :  what  house  niill 
ye  build  me  ?  saith  the  Lord :  or  what  is  tte  place  of  my  rest  ? 

50  Hath  not  my  hand  made  all  these  things  ?

*'And  there  eame  a  certain  poor  widow ^  and  she  threw 
in  two  mites,  which  make  a  farthing.** — Mark,  12,  42, 

HEARING  how  the  priests  and  courtiers  had  been 
foiled  by  Jesus,  the  Sadduoees  came  to  argue  with 
Him.  These  were  the  philosophers,  the  *'hard 
headed"  cynics  among  the  Jews.  They  did  not  believe 
in  immortality, and  hurled  at  Jesus  their  favorite  paradox: 
Suppose  a  woman  had  had  several  husbands,  how  could 
she  be  wife  to  them  all  in  Heaven  ?  Christ  gave  them  His 
celebrated  answer,  '*For  in  the  resurrection  they  neither 
marry,  nor  are  given  in  marriage,  but  are  as  the  angels 
of  God  in  heaven.**  Then  He  proved  to  them  fron\  their 
own  Scriptures,  which  they  believed,  that  immortality 
was  not  a  fancy  but  a  glorious  fact. 

The  Pharisees  also  sought  to  puzzle  Him,  but  were  met 
with  that  grand  central  teaching  of  the  Christian  faith, 
that  the  whole  Law  of  Life  may  be  embodied  in  one  word, 
LOVE,  to  love  God  and  love  our  neighbors.  And  Jesus 
pointed  to  a  poor  widow,  who  passed  and,  out  of  her  thin 
stock,  gave  a  penny  for  the  Temple*s  treasure.  Her  gift. 
He  declared,  was  greater,  more  generous  and  more  loving 
than  that  of  any  of  the  rich  who  out  of  their  abundance 
gave  large  sums,  since  she  out  of  her  poverty  gave  ''all 
the  living  that  she  had/*

51  t  Ye  stiffnecked  and  imcircumcised  in  heart  and  ears,  ye  do 
always  resist  the  Holy  Ghost:  as  your  fathers  didy  so  do  ye. 

52  Which  of  the  prophets  have  not  your  fathers  persecuted?  and 
they  have  slain  them  wnich  shewed  before  of  the  coming  of  the  Just 
One;  of  Tvhom  ye  have  been  now  the  betrayers  and  murderers: 

53  Who  have  received  the  law  by  the  disposition  of  angels,  and 
have  not  kept  it. 

54  ^  When  they  heard  these  things,  they  were  cut  to  the  heart,  and 
they  gnashed  on  him  with  their  teeth. 

55  But  he,  being  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  looked  up  stedfastly  into 
heaven,  and  saw  me  glory  of  God,  and  Jesus  standmg  on  the  right 
hand  of  God, 

56  And  said.  Behold,  I' see  the  heavens  opened,  and  the  Son  of 
man  standing  on  the  right  hand  of  God. 

57  Then  thev  cried  out  with  a  loud  voice,  and  stopped  their  ears> 
and  ran  upon  him  with  one  accord, 

58  And  cast  him  out  of  the  city  and  stoned  him:  and  the  witnesses 
laid  down  their  clothes  at  a  young  man's  feet,  whose  name  was  Saul. 

59  And  they  stoned  Stephen,  calling  upon  Gody  and  saying,  Lord 
Jesus,  receive  my  spirit. 

60  And  he  kneeled  down,  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice.  Lord,  lay  not 
this  sin  to  their  charge.    And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  fell  asleep, 

Cfiapter  8 


1  By  occasion  of  the  persecution  in  Jeruealem,  the  church  being  planted  in  Samaria,  5  by  Philip  the  deacon,  who 
preached,  did  miracles,  and  baptized  many,  among  the  rest  Simon  the  sorcerer,  a  great  seducer  of  the  people: 
14  Peter  and  John  come  to  confirm  and  enlarge  the  church:  where,  by  prayer  ana  imposition  of  hands  giving  the 
Holy  Ghosts  18  when  Simon  would  have  bought  the  like  votoer  of  them,  20  Peter  sharply  reproving  his  hypocrisy 
and  covetousness,  and  exhorting  him  to  repentance,  together  with  John  preaching  the  word  of  the  Lord,  return  to 
Jerusalem,    26  But  the  angel  sendeth  Philip  to  teach  and  baptize  the  Ethiopian  eunuch. 

ND  Saul  was  consenting  unto  his  death.     And  at  that  time 
there  was  a  great  persecution  against  the  church  which  was 
at  Jerusalem;  and  they  were  all  scattered  abroad  throughout 
the  regions  of  Judea  and  Samaria,  except  the  apostles. 

2  And  devout  men  carried  Stephen  to  his  buricdy  and  made  great 
lamentation  over  him. 

3  As  for  Saul,  he  made  havock  of  the  church,  entering  into  every 
house,  and  haling  men  and  women  committed  them  to  prison. 

4  Therefore  thev  that  were  scattered  abroad  went  everywhere 
preaching  the  word. 

5  Then  Philip  went  down  to  the  city  of  Samaria,  and  preached 
Christ  unto  them. 

6  And  the  people  with  one  accord  gave  heed  unto  those  things 
which  Philip  spake,  hearing  and  seeing  the  miracles  which  he  did. 

7  For  unclean  spirits,  crying  with  loud  voice,  came  out  of  many 
that  were  possessea  with  them:  and  many  taken  with  palsies,  and  that 
were  lame,  were  healed. 

8  And  there  was  great  joy  in  that  city. 


1714  ACTS  VIII — THE  SIN  OF  SIMON 

9  But  there  was  a  certain  man,  called  Simon,  which  before  time 
in  the  same  city  used  sorcery,  and  bewitched  the  people  of  Samaria, 
giving  out  that  himself  was  some  great  one: 

10  To  whom  they  all  gave  heed,  from  the  least  to  the  greatest, 
saying,  This  man  is  the  great  power  of  God. 

11  And  to  him  they  had  regard,  because  that  of  long  time  he  had 
bewitched  them  with  sorceries. 

12  But  when  they  believed  Philip  preaching  the  things  concerning 
the  kingdom  of  God,  and  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  they  were  baptized, 
both  men  and  women. 

13  Then  Simon  himself  believed  also:  and  when  he  was  baptized, 
he  continued  with  Philip,  and  wondered,  beholding  the  miracles  and 
signs  which  were  done. 

14  Now  when  the  apostles  which  were  at  Jerusalem  heard  that 
Samaria  had  received  the  word  of  God,  they  sent  unto  them  Peter 
and  John: 

15  Who,  when  thev  were  come  'down,  prayed  for  them,  that  they 
might  receive  the  Holy  Ghost: 

16  (For  as  yet  he  was  fallen  upon  none  of  them:  only  they  were 
baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus.) 

17  Then  laid  they  their  hands  on  them,  and  they  received  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

18  And  when  Simon  saw  that  through  laying  on  of  the  apostles' 
hands  the  Holy  Ghost  was  given,  he  offered  them  money, 

19  Saying,  Give  me  also  this  power,  that  on  whomsoever  I  lay 
hands,  he  may  receive  the  Holy  Ghost. 

20  But  Peter  said  unto  him,  Thv  money  perish  with  thee,  because 
thou  hast  thought  that  the  gift  of  God  may  be  purchased  with  money. 

21  Thou  hast  neither  part  nor  lot  in  tnis  matter:  for  thy  heart  is 
not  right  in  the  sight  of  God. 

22  Repent  therefore  of  this  thy  wickedness,  and  pray  God,  if  per- 
haps the  thought  of  thine  heart  may  be  forgiven  thee. 

23  For  I  perceive  that  thou  art  m  the  gall  of  bitterness,  and  in 
the  bond  of  miquity. 

24  Then  answered  Simon,  and  said,  Pray  ye  to  the  Lord  for  me, 
that  none  of  these  things  which  ye  have  spoken  come  upon  me. 

25  And  they,  when  they  had  testified  and  preached  the  word  of 
the  Lord,  returned  to  Jerusalem,  and  preached  the  gospel  in  many 
villages  of  the  Samaritans. 

26  And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  spake  unto  Philip,  saying.  Arise,  and 
go  toward  the  south  unto  the  way  that  goeth  down  from  Jerusalem 
unto  Gaza,  which  is  desert. 

27  And  he  arose  and  went:  and,  behold,  a  man  of  Ethiopia,  an 
eunuch  of  great  authority  under  Candace  queen  of  the  Ethiopians, 
who  had  the  charge  of  all  her  treasure,  and  had  come  to  Jerusalem 
for  to  worship,

**And  they  shall  fall  by  the  edge  of  the  noord,  and  shall 
he  led  away  captive  into  all  nations:  and  Jerusalem  shall 
be  trodden  doivn  of  the  Gentiles^  until  the  times  of  the  Gen- 
tUes  befulfiUedr—Luke,  21,  U- 

THROUGH  all  these  victories  of  aigument,  the 
wisdom  of  Jesus  so  shone  forth,  and  so  impressive 
were  His  miracles,  that  many  men  even  of  the 
highest  classes  came  to  believe  that  He  must  be  indeed 
the  Messiah.  Yet  they  dared  not  acknowledge  Him 
openly,  for  fenr  of  the  priesthood.  As  the  Gospel  of 
John  sadly  puts  it,  "For  they  loved  the  praise  of  men 
more  than  the  praise  of  God."  And  Jesus  knew  that  to 
these  worldly  men  His  mission  was  hopeless;  Jerusalem 
was  fast  pledged  to  earth  and  the  things  of  earth.  There- 
fore He  cried  out,  "And  if  any  man  hear  my  wonls,  and 
believe  not,  I  judge  him  not:  for  I  came  not  to  judge  the 
world,  but  to  save  the  world." 

Then,  seated  upon  Mount  Olivet,  Jesus  looked  down 
upon  the  fair  and  glorious  city  and  mourned  for  tht  pun- 
ishment that  He  knew  must  come  upon  it.  "O  Jerusa- 
lem, Jerusalem,  thou  that  killest  the  prophets,  and  stonest 
them  which  are  sent  unto  thee,  how  often  would  I  have 
gathered  thy  children  together,  even  as  a  hen  gatheieth 
her  chickens  under  her  wings,  and  ye  would  not!" 

To  His  awed  and  trembling  disciples  He  foretold  not 

only  the  complete  destruction  which  was  to  overwhelm 

Jerusalem  at  Roman  hands,  but  also  that  wider  calamity, 

that  universal  destruction,  in  which  earth  is  finally  to  end 

and  be  superseded  by  the  "Kingdom  of  Grod." 
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ACTS  VIII — PHILIP  BAPTIZETH  THE  ETHIOPIAN  1715 

28  Was  returning,  and  sittingin  his  chariot  read  Esaias  the  prophet. 

29  Then  the  Spirit  said  unto  JPhilip,  Go  near,  and  join  thyself  to  this 
chariot. 

30  And  Philip  ran  thither  to  hiniy  and  heard  him  read  the  prophet 
Esaias,  and  saia,  Understandest  thou  what  thou  readest? 

31  And  he  said,  How  can  I,  except  some  man  should  guide  me? 
And  he  desired  Philip  that  he  would  come  up  and  sit  with  him. 

32  The  place  of  the  scripture  which  he  read  was  this.  He  was  led 
as  a  sheep  to  the  slaughter;  and  like  a  lamb  dumb  before  his  shearer, 
so  opened  he  not  his  mouth  :^ 

33  In  his  humiliation  his  iudgment  was  taken  away :  and  who  shall 
declare  his  generation  ?  for  his  life  is  taken  from  the  earth. 

34  And  the  eunuch  answered  Philip,  and  said,  I  pray  thee,  of  whom 
speaketh  the  prophet  this?  of  himself,  or  of  some  other  man? 

35  Then  Philip  opened  his  mouth,  and  began  at  the  same  scripture, 
and  preached  unto  nim  Jesus. 

36  And  as  they  went  on  their  way,  they  came  unto  a  certain  water: 
and  the  eunuch  said,  See,  here  is  water;  what  doth  hinder  me  to  be 
baptized  ? 

37  And  Philip  said,  If  thou  believest  with  all  thine  heart,  thou 
mayest.  And  he  answered  and  said,  I  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  is 
the  Son  of  God.^ 

38  And  he  commanded  the  chariot  to  stand  still :  and  they  went  down 
both  into  the  water,  both  Philip  and  the  eunuch ;  and  he  baptized  him. 

39  And  when  they  were  come  up  out  of  the  water,  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  caught  away  Philip,  that  tne  eunuch  saw  him  no  more :  and 
he  went  on  his  way  rejoicing. 

40  But  Philip  w^as  founa  at  Azotus:  and  passing  through  he 
preached  in  all  the  cities,  till  he  came  to  Cesarea.

^ND  Saul,  yet  breathing  out  threatenings  and  slaughter  against

6  And  he  trembling  and  astonished  said.  Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have 
me  to  do  ?  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Arise,  and  go  into  the  city, 
and  it  shall  be  told  thee  what  thou  must  do. 

7  And  the  men  which  journeyed  with  him  stood  speechless,  hear- 
ing a  voice,  but  seeing  no  man. 

8  And  Saul  arose  from  the  earth;  and  when  his  eyes  were  opened, 
he  saw  no  man :  but  they  led  him  by  the  hand,  and  brought  him  into 
Damascus.

13  Then  Ananias  answered,  Lord,  I  have  heard  by  many  of  this 
man,  how  much  evil  he  hath  done  to  thy  saints  at  Jerusalem: 

14  And  here  he  hath  authority  from  the  chief  priests  to  bind  all 
that  call  on  thy  name. 

15  But  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Go  thy  way:  for  he  is  a  chosen 
vessel  unto  me,  to  bear  my  name  before  the  Gentiles,  and  kings,  and 
the  children  of  Israel: 

16  For  I  will  shew  him  how  great  things  he  must  suffer  for  my 
name's  sake. 

17  And  Ananias  went  his  way,  and  entered  into  the  house;  and 
putting  his  hands  on  him  said.  Brother  Saul,  the  Lord,  even  Jesus, 
that  appeared  unto  thee  in  the  way  as  thou  camest,  hath  sent  me,  that 
thou  mightest  receive  thy  sight,  and  be  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

18  And  immediately  there  fell  from  his  eyes  as  it  had  been  scales: 
and  he  received  sight  forthwith,  and  arose,  and  was  baptized. 

19  And  when  he  had  received  meat,  he  was  strengthened.  Then 
was  Saul  certain  days  with  the  disciples  which  were  at  Damascus. 

20  And  straightway  he  preached  Cnrist  in  the  synagogues,  that  he 
is  the  Son  of  God. 

21  But  all  that  heard  him  were  amazed,  and  said;  Is  not  this  he  that 
destroyed  them  which  called  on  this  name  in  Jerusalem,  and  came 
hither  for  that  intent,  that  he  might  bring  them  bound  unto  the  chief 
priests  ? 

22  But  Saul  increased  the  more  in  strength,  and  confounded  the 
Jews  which  dwelt  at  Damascus,  proving  that  this  is  very  Christ.

24  But  their  laying  await  was  known  of  Saul.  And  they  watched 
the  gates  day  and  night  to  kill  him.

**LeH  coming  nuldenly  he  Jind  you  keeping,** — Markt 
13,  36, 

THE  Apostles,  awed  by  Christ's  prophecy  of  earth's 
destruction,  entreated  Him  to  reveal  to  them  at 
what  date  these  things  should  come  to  pass;  but 
the  Master  refused,  warning  them  instead,  ''Take  ye 
heed,  watch  and  pray:  for  ye  know  not  when  the  time  is.'* 

Then  to  show  the  point  of  Hb  refusal,  to  show  why 
it  is  better  for  us  all  that  we  know  not  the  period  of  that 
final  ending.  He  told  the  parable  of  the  ten  virgins.  These 
ten  were  to  be  a  guard  of  honor,  attending  a  bride  and 
bridegroom  with  lighted  lamps.  But  they  knew  not  at 
what  hour  or  moment  the  bridegroom  would  arrive;  they 
had  to  wait  for  him.  Now  five  of  the  virgins  were  foolish; 
therefore  they  took  no  care  of  their  lamps  of  honor,  but 
spent  the  hours  of  waiting  in  idleness  and  frolic.  The 
other  five  were  wise,  and  they  tended  their  lamps,  keeping 
these  ever  ready.  Suddenly,  unexpectedly,  the  bride- 
groom came.  The  wise  virgins  were  in  no  anxiety;  with 
joy  they  took  their  places  in  the  procession,  the  mighty 
procession  of  life  and  death,  and  marched  onward  to  the 
noble  feast  prepared  for  them.  But  the  foolish  virgins 
were  caught  with  lamps  unlit;  they  rushed  wildly  about 
for  oil  to  rekindle  the  dead  fire.  But  they  were  too  late.

25  Then  the  disciples  took  him  by  night,  and  let  him  down  by  the 
wall  in  a  basket. 

26  And  when  Saul  was  come  to  Jerusalem,  he  essayed  to  join 
himself  to  the  disciples:  but  they  were  all  afraid  of  him,  and  believed 
not  that  he  was  a  disciple. 

27  But  Barnabas  took  him,  and  brought  him  to  the  apostles,  and 
declared  unto  them  how  he  had  seen  the  Lord  in  the  way,  and  that  he 
had  spoken  to  him,  and  how  he  had  preached  boldly  at  Damascus 
in  the  name  of  Jesus.

31  Then  had  the  churches  rest  throughout  all  Judea  and  Galilee 
and  Samaria,  and  were  edified;  and  walking  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord, 
and  in  the  comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  were  multiplied. 

32  ^  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  Peter  passed  throughout  all  quarlerSy 
he  came  down  also  to  the  saints  w^hich  dwelt  at  Lydda. 

33  And  there  he  found  a  certain  man  named  Eneas,  which  had 
kept  his  bed  eight  years,  and  was  sick  of  the  palsy.

HERE  was  a  certain  man  in   Cesarea  called  Cornelius,   a 
centurion  of  the  band  called  the  Italian  bandy 

2  A  devout  man^  and  one  that  feared  God  with  all  his 
house,  which  gave  much  alms  to  the  people,  and  prayed  to  God 
alway. 

3  He  saw  in  a  vision  evidently  about  the  ninth  hour  of  the  day 
an  angel  of  God  coming  in  to  him,  and  saying  unto  him,  Cornelius. 

4  And  when  he  looked  on  him,  he  was  afraid,  and  said.  What  is 
it,  Lord?  And  he  said  unto  him.  Thy  prayers  and  thine  alms  arc 
come  up  for  a  memorial  before  God. 

5  And  now  send  men  to  Joppa,  and  call  for  one  Simon,  whose 
surname  is  Peter: 

6  He  lodffeth  with  one  Simon  a  tanner,  whose  house  is  by  the  sea

IN  THESE  teachings,  these  arguments,  this  evei^ 
growing  sorrow  that  men  would  not  acknowledge 
Him  even  though  they  secretly  believed,  Christ 
passed  the  first  four  daysrof  His  last  week  on  earth.  Each 
mom  He  entered  Jerusalem  to  teach;  each  ni^t  He  re- 
turned probably  to  Bethany,  to  the  home  of  Lasarus  and 
Mary  and  Martha,  where  He  was  so  welcome.  They  made 
a  feast  for  Him,  possibly  two,  since  the  account  b  some- 
what vague,  one  at  His  first  coming  to  the  house  before 
Palm  Sunday,  another  on  His  last  night  with  them,  Wed- 
nesday night.  His  last  evening  of  peace  on  earth. . 

At  one  of  these  feasts  Mary,  whom  some  identify  with 
Mary  Magdalene,  the  woman  Christ  had  saved  from 
seven  devib,  came  with  a  vial  of  *' ointment  of  spikenard, 
very  costly."  Breaking  this,  so  that  naught  of  all  the 
precious,  odorous  drug  should  be  kept  bade,  she  poured 
it  over  Jesus*  head,  and  bathed  His  feet  with  it  untfl  "the 
house  was  filled  with  the  odour  of  the  ointment*'  The 
astonished  company  would  have  protested  against  this 
unparalleled  extravagance,  but  *  Jesus  chedced  them 
sadly.  It  was  done.  He  tdd  them,  in  jH^eparation  for  His 
burial.   They  were  to  have  Him  no  longer  with  them.

39  And  we  are  witnesses  of  all  things  which  he  did  both  in  the  land 
of  the  Jews,  and  in  Jerusalem;  whom  they  slew  and  hanged  on  a  tree: 

40  Him  God  raised  up  the  third  day,  and  shewed  him  openly; 

41  Not  to  all  the  people,  but  unto  witnesses  chosen  before  of  God, 
even  to  us,  who  did  eat  and  drink  with  him  after  he  rose  from  the  dead.

ND  the  apostles  and  brethren  that  were  in  Judea  heard  that 
the  Gentiles  had  also  received  the  word  of  God. 

2  And  when  Peter  was  come  up  to  Jerusalem,  they  that 
were  of  the  circumcision  contended  with  him, 

3  Saying,  Thou  wentest  in  to  men  uncircumcised,  and  didst  eat 
with  them. 

4  But  Peter  rehearsed  the  matter  from  the  beginning,  and  ex- 
pounded it  by  order  unto  them,  saying, 

5  I  was  in  the  city  of  Joppa  praying :  and  in  a  trance  I  saw  a  vision, 
A  certain  vessel  descend,  as  it  nad  been  a  great  sheet,  let  down  from 
heaven  by  four  comers;  and  it  came  even  to  me: 

6  Upon  the  which  when  I  had  fastened  mine  eyes,  I  considered, 
and  saw  fourfooted  beasts  of  the  earth,  and  wUd  beasts,  and  creeping 
things,  and  fowls  of  the  air. 

7  And  I  heard  a  voice  saying  unto  me,  Arise,  Peter;  slay  and  eat.

WHAT  Jesus  foresaw  and  knew,  was  the  hideous 
act  of  treachery  which  was  about  to  be  per- 
petrated against  Him.  From  tbe  very  first 
He  hod  told  His  aposUes  that  even  among  them,  the  twdve 
diosen  from  all  men  as  buest  and  best,  "raie  of  jou  is  a 
devil."  This  one  was  Judas  Iscariot,  a  man  more  cautious 
and  careful  than  all  the  rest,  so  much  so  that  he  had  been 
■elected  to  carry  their  common  pune,  and  pay  out  tnoneji 
for  them. 

To  Judas,  Mary's  measureless  extravagance  wilfa  the 
ointment  of  spikenard  seemed  unpardonable;  he  cried 
out  that  the  oil  was  worth  "three  hundred  pence"  and 
should  have  been  turned  into  money  for  the  poor.  Tbe 
Gospel  of  John  declares  bitterly  that  be  spake  "not  that 
he  oued  tot  tbe  poor,"  but  because  be  was  "a  thief"  and 
wanted  the  money  himself.  At  all  events  a  sudden  im> 
pulse  seemed  in  that  moment  to  overwhelm  Judas.  Per- 
hapa  in  very  fact,  he  became  temporarily  "a  devil." 
Rising  from  his  seat  at  the  feast,  he  went  forth  into  the 
night,  sought  some  of  the  priesthood  of  Jerusalem  and 
baigained  with  them  to  betray  the  Master.  He  arranged 
to  guide  some  of  their  people  to  seise  Jesus  while  the  fidde 
multitude  were  not  near  to  give  Him  protection.  For 
the  deed  Judas  was  to  receive  "thirty  pieoea  of  silver."

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8  But  I  said,  Not  so,  Lord:  for  nothing  common  or  miclean  hath 
at  any  time  entered  into  my  mouth. 

9  But  the  voice  answered  me  again  from  heaven.  What  God  hath 
cleansed,  thM  call  not  thou  common. 

10  And  this  waa  done  three  tunes;  and  all  were  drawn  up  again 
mto  heaven. 

11  And,  behold,  immediately  there  were  three  men  already  come 
unto  the  house  where  I  was,  sent  from  Cesarea  unto  me. 

12  And  the  Spirit  bade  me  go  with  them,  nothing  doubting.  More- 
over these  six  brethren  accompanied  me,  and  we  entered  into  the 
man's  house:

16  Then  remembered  I  the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  that  he  said,  John 
indeed  baptized  with  water;  but  ye  shall  be  baptized  with  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

17  Forasmuch  then  as  God  gave  them  the  like  gift  as  he  did  unto 
us,  who  believed  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  what  was  I,  that  I  could 
withstand  God? 

18  When  they  heard  these  things,  they  held  their  peace,  and  glori- 
fied God,  saying.  Then  hath  God  also  to  the  Gentiles  granted  repent- 
ance unto  life. 

19  Tf  Now  they  w^hich  were  scattered  abroad  upon  the  persecution 
that  arose  about  Stephen  travelled  as  far  as  Phenice,  and  Cyprus, 
and  Antioch,  preachmg  the  word  to  none  but  unto  the  Jews  only. 

20  And  some  of  them  were  men  of  Cyprus  and  Cyrene,  which,  when 
they  were  come  to  Antioch,  spake  imto  the  Grecians,  preaching  the 
Lord  Jesus. 

21  And  the  hand  of  the  Lord  was  with  them:  and  a  great  number 
believed,  and  turned  unto  the  Lord. 

22  T[  Then  tidings  of  these  things  came  unto  the  ears  of  the  church 
w^hich  was  in  Jerusalem :  and  they  sent  forth  Barnabas,  that  he  should 
go  as  far  as  Antioch. 

23  Who,  when  he  came,  and  had  seen  the  grace  of  God,  was  glad, 
and  exhorted  them  all,  that  with  purpose  of  heart  they  would  cleave 
unto  the  Lord. 

24  For  he  was  a  good  man,  and  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of  faith: 
and  much  people  was  added  unto  the  Lord. 

25  Then  departed  Barnabas  to  Tarsus,  for  to  seek  Saul: 

26  And  when  he  had  found  him,  he  brought  him  unto  Antioch.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  that  a  whole  year  they  assembled  themselves  with 
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the  church,  and  taught  much  people.  And  the  disciples  were  called 
Christians  first  in  Antioch. 

27  ^  And  in  these  days  came  prophets  from  Jerusalem  imto  Antioch. 

28  And  there  stood  up  one  of  tnem  named  Agabus,  and  signified 
by  the  Spirit  that  there  should  be  great  dearth  throughout  all  the 
world:  which  came  to  pass  in  the  days  of  Claudius  Caesar. 

29  Then  the  disciples,  every  man  according  to  his  ability,  deter- 
mined to  send  relief  unto  the  brethren  which  dwelt  in  Judea : 

30  Which  also  they  did,  and  sent  it  to  the  elders  by  the  hands  of 
Barnabas  and  Saul. 

Cfiapter  12 

1  King  Herod  persecuteth  the  Christians,  kiilelh  James,  and  imprisoneth  Peter;  whom  an  angei  deiivereth  upon 
the  prayers  of  the  church.  20  In  his  pride  taking  to  himself  the  honour  due  to  God,  he  is  stricken  lyy  an  angel, 
anadidh  miserably.     24  After  his  death,  the  word  of  God  prospereth. 

OW  about  that  time  Herod  the  king  stretched  forth  his  hands 
to  vex  certain  of  the  church. 

2  And  he  killed  James  the  brother  of  John  with  the  sword. 

3  And  because  he  saw  it  pleased  the  Jews,  he  proceeded  further 
to  take  Peter  also.     (Then  were  the  days  of  unleavened  bread.) 

4  And  when  he  had  apprehended  him,  he  put  him  in  prison,  and 
delivered  him  to  four  quaternions  of  soldiers  to  keep  him;  intending 
after  Easter  to  bring  him  forth  to  the  people. 

5  Peter  therefore  was  kept  in  prison :  but  prayer  was  made  without 
ceasing  of  the  church  unto  God  for  him. 

6  And  when  Herod  would  have  brought  him  forth,  the  same  night 
Peter  was  sleeping  between  two  soldiers,  bound  with  two  chains: 
and  the  keepers  before  the  door  kept  the  prison. 

7  And,  behold,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  came  upon  him,  and  a  light 
shined  in  the  prison:  and  he  smote  Peter  on  the  side,  and  raised  him  up, 
saying.  Arise  up  quickly.     And  his  chains  fell  off  from  his  hands. 

8  And  the  angel  said  unto  him.  Gird  thyself,  and  bind  on  thy  san- 
dals. And  so  he  did.  And  he  saith  unto  hun.  Cast  thy  garment  about 
thee  and  follow  me. 

9  And  he  went  out  and  followed  him ;  and  wist  not  that  it  was  true 
which  was  done  by  the  angel;  but  thought  he  saw  a  vision. 

10  When  they  were  past  the  first  and  the  second  ward,  they  came 
unto  the  iron  gate  that  leadeth  unto  the  city;  which  opened  to  them 
of  his  own  accord;  and  they  went  out,  and  passed  on  through  one 
street;  and  forthwith  the  angel  departed  from  him. 

11  And  when  Peter  was  come  to  himself,  he  said.  Now  I  know  of  a 
surety,  that  the  Lord  hath  sent  his  angel,  and  hath  delivered  me  out 
of  the  hand  of  Herod,  and  from  all  the  expectation  of  the  people  of 
the  Jews. 

12  And  when  he  had  considered  the  things  he  came  to  the  house  of 
Mary  the  mother  of  John,  whose  surname  was  Mark;  where  many 
were  gathered  together  praying.

"  Then  cameth  he  to  Simon  Peter:  and  Peter  said  unto  hinit 
Lord  doel  thou  wa$h  my  feet  f* — Jf^n^  IS,  6, 

ON  THE  next  day,  Thursday,  Jesus  went  up  to 
Jerusalem  with  His  apostles  to  what  He  knew, 
and  had  warned  them,  would  be  His  last  meal 
upon  earth.  This  Thursday  was  the  day  of  the  Passover, 
and  the  Paschal  feast  or  supper  was  held  by  every  Jewish 
family.  So  Jesus  arranged  to  have  His  family,  "the 
twelve,"  around  Him  for  the  last  time.  He  sent  Peter 
and  John  ahead  to  a  certain  ''large  upper  room  furnished 
and  prepared,"  telling  them  by  what  miraculous  means 
they  should  find  it.  In  the  evening  when  they  had  all 
gathered  in  the  room,  Jesus  took  a  basin  of  water  and 
began  to  do  for  each  of  these  chosen  friends  that  Eastern 
act  of  hospitality,  the  washing  of  their  feet  They  were 
loath  to  permit  such  a  reversal  of  their  humble  position 
toward  Him.  Peter,  especially,  protested,  "Thou  shalt 
never  wash  my  feet."  But  the  Master  warned  him, 
**11 1  wash  thee  not,  thou  hast  no  part  with  me."  Whereon 
Peter  eagerly  surrendered:  "Lord,  not  my  feet  only,  but 
also  my  hands  and  my  head." 

When  the  solemn  ceremony  was  ended,  Jesus  explained 
that  it  was  a  final  warning  to  them  all  against  ambition." 
Ye  call  me  Master  and  Lord :  and  ye  say  well;  for  so  I  am. 
If  I  then,  your  Lord  and  Master,  have  washed  your 
feet;  ye  also  ought  to  wash  one  another's  feet." 
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13  And  as  Peter  knocked  at  the  door  of  the  gate,  a  damsel  came 
to  hearken,  named  Rhoda. 

14  And  when  she  knew  Peter's  voice,  she  opened  not  the  gate  for 
gladness,  but  ran  in,  and  told  how  Peter  stood  oefore  the  gate. 

15  And  they  said  unto  her.  Thou  art  mad.  But  she  constantly 
affirmed  that  it  was  even  so.     Then  said  they,  It  is  his  angel. 

16  But  Peter  continued  knocking:  and  when  they  had  opened  the 
dooTy  and  saw  him,  they  were  astonished. 

17  But  he,  beckoning  unto  them  with  the  hand  to  hold  their  peace, 
■declared  unto  them  how  the  Lord  had  brought  him  out  of  the  prison. 
And  he  said.  Go  shew  these  things  unto  James,  and  to  the  brethren. 
And  he  departed,  and  went  into  another  place. 

18  Now  as  soon  as  it  was  day,  there  was  no  small  stir  among  the 
soldiers,  what  was  become  of  I^eter. 

19  And  when  Herod  had  sought  for  him,  and  found  him  not,  he 
■examined  the  keepers,  and  commanded  that  they  should  be  put 
to  death.  And  he  went  down  from  Judea  to  Cesarea,  and  there 
abode. 

20  ^  And  Herod  was  highly  displeased  with  them  of  Tyre  and 
Sidon:  but  they  came  with  one  accord  to  him,  and,  having  made 
Blastus  the  king's  chamberlain  their  friend,  desired  peace,  because 
their  country  was  nourished  by  the  king's  country. 

21  And  upon  a  set  day  Herod,  arrayed  irj  royal  apparel,  sat  upon 
his  throne,  and  made  an  oration  unto  them. 

22  And  the  people  gave  a  shout,  saymg^  It  is  the  voice  of  a  god, 
and  not  of  a  man. 

23  And  immediately  the  angel  of  the  Lord  smote  him,  because  he 
gave  not  God  the  glory:  and  he  was  eaten  of  worms,  and  gave  up  the 
ghost. 

24  T[  But  the  word  of  God  grew  and  multiplied. 

25  And  Barnabas  and  Saul  returned  from  Jerusalem,  when  they 
liad  fulfilled  their  ministry,  and  took  with  them  John,  whose  surname 
was  Mark, 

Chapter  13 

1  Pavl  and  Bamabaa  are  ehoaen  to  go  to  the  Gentiles.  7  Of  Sergiue  Pautue,  and  Elynuu  the  sorcerer,  14  Pavl 
preacheth  at  Antioch,  UuU  Jesus  is  Christ.  42  The  Gentiles  brieve:  45  but  the  Jews  gainsay  and  blaspheme: 
46  whereupon  they  turn  to  me  Gentiles.   48  As  many  as  were  ordained  to  life  believed, 

OW  there  were  in  the  church  that  was  at  Antioch  certain 
prophets  and  teachers;  as  Barnabas,  and  Simeon  that  was 
called  Niger,  and  Lucius  of  Cyrene,  and  Manaen,  which  had 
been  brought  up  with  Herod  the  tetrarch,  and  Saul. 

2  As  they  ministered  to  the  Lord,  and  fasted,  the  Holy  Ghost  said. 
Separate  me  Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the  work  whereunto  I  have  called 
them. 

3  And  when  they  had  fasted  and  prayed,  and  laid  their  hands  on 
them,  they  sent  them  away. 
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4  ^  So  thev,  being  sent  forth  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  departed  unto 
Seleucia;  and  from  thence  they  sailed  to  Cyprus. 

5  And  when  they  were  at  Salamis,  they  preached  the  word  of  God  in 
the  synagogues  of  the  Jews :  and  they  haa  also  John  to  their  minister. 

6  And  when  they  had  gone  through  the  isle  unto  Paphos,  they  found 
a  certain  sorcerer,  a  false  prophet,  a  Jew  whose  name  was  Bar-jesus: 

7  Which  was  the  deputy  oi  the  country,  Sergius  Paulus,  a  prudent 
man ;  who  called  for  Barnabas  and  Saul,  and  desired  to  hear  tne  word 
of  God. 

8  But  Elymas  the  sorcerer  (for  so  is  his  name  by  interpretation,) 
withstood  them,  seeking  to  turn  away  the  deputy  from  the  faith. 

9  Then  Saul,  (who  also  is  called  Paul,)  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost, 
set  his  eyes  on  him, 

10  And  said,  O  full  of  all  subtilty  and  all, mischief,  thou  child  of 
the  devil,  thou  enemy  of  all  righteousness,  wilt  thou  not  cease  to 
pervert  the  right  ways  of  the  Lord  ? 

11  And  now,  behold,  the  hand  of  the  Lord  is  upon  thee,  and  thou 
shalt  be  blind,  not  seeing  the  sun  for  a  season.  And  immediately 
there  fell  on  him  a  mist  and  a  darkness;  and  he  went  about  seeking 
some  to  lead  him  by  the  hand. 

12  Then  the  deputy,  when  he  saw  what  was  done,  believed,  being 
astonished  at  the  doctrine  of  the  Lord. 

13  Now  when  Paul  and  his  company  loosed  from  Paphos,  they 
came  to  Perga  in  Pamphy lia :  and  John  departing  from  them  returned 
to  Jerusalem. 

14  ^  But  w^hen  they  departed  from  Perga,  they  came  to  Antioch  in 
Pisidia,  and  went  into  the  synagogue  on  the  sabbath  day  and  sat  down. 

15  And  after  the  reading  of  the  law  and  the  prophets  the  rulers  of 
the  synagogue  sent  unto  them,  saying.  Ye  men  and  brethren,  if  ye 
have  any  word  of  exhortation  for  the  people,  say  on. 

16  Then  Paul  stood  up,  and  beckoning  with  his  hand,  said.  Men 
of  Israel,  and  ye  that  fear  God,  give  audience. 

17  The  God  of  this  people  of  Israel  chose  our  fathers,  and  exalted 
the  people  when  they  dwelt  as  strangers  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and 
with  an  high  arm  brought  he  them  out  of  it. 

18  And  about  the  time  of  forty  years  suffered  he  their  manners 
in  the  wilderness. 

19  And  when  he  had  destroyed  seven  nations  in  the  land  of  Cha- 
naan,  he  divided  their  land  to  them  by  lot. 

20  And  after  that  he  gave  unto  them  judges  about  the  space  of  four 
hundred  and  fifty  years,  until  Samuel  the  prophet. 

21  And  afterward  they  desired  a  king:  and  God  gave  unto  them 
Saul  the  son  of  Cis,  a  man  of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin,  oy  the  space  of 
forty  years. 

22  And  when  he  had  removed  him,  he  raised  up  unto  them  David  to 
be  their  king;  to  whom  also  he  gave  testimony,  and  said,  I  have  found 
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David  the  son  of  Jesse,  a  man  after  mine  own  heart,  which  shall  fulfil 
all  my  will. 

23  Of  this  man's  seed  hath  God  according  to  his  promise  raised 
unto  Israel  a  Saviour,  Jesus : 

24  When  John  had  first  preached  before  his  coming  the  baptism 
of  repentance  to  all  the  people  of  Israel. 

25  And  as  John  fulfilled  his  course,  he  said,  Whom  think  ye  that 
I  am  ?  I  am  not  he.  But,  behold,  there  cometh  one  after  me,  whose 
shoes  of  his  feet  I  am  not  worthy  to  loose. 

26  Men  and  brethren,  children  of  the  stock  of  Abraham,  and  whoso- 
ever among  you  feareth  God,  to  you  is  the  word  of  this  salvation  sent. 

27  For  tney  that  dwell  at  Jerusalem,  and  their  rulers,  because  they 
knew  him  not,  nor  yet  the  voices  of  the  prophets  which  are  read  every 
sabbath  day,  thev  nave  fulfilled  them  in  condemning  him. 

28  And  thougn  they  found  no  cause  of  death  in  him^  yet  desired 
thev  Pilate  that  he  should  be  slain. 

29  And  when  they  had  fulfilled  all  that  was  written  of  him,  they 
took  him  down  from  the  tree,  and  laid  him  in  a  sepulchre. 

30  But  God  raised  him  from  the  dead: 

31  And  he  was  seen  many  days  of  them  which  came  up  with  him 
from  Galilee  to  Jerusalem,  who  are  his  witnesses  unto  the  people. 

32  And  we  declare  unto  you  glad  tidings,  how  that  the  promise 
which  was  made  unto  the  fathers, 

33  God  hath  fulfilled  the  same  unto  us  their  children,  in  that  he 
hath  raised  up  Jesus  again ;  as  it  is  also  written  in  the  second  psalm> 
Thou  art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee. 

34  And  as  concerning  that  he  raised  him  up  from  the  dead,  now 
no  more  to  return  to  corruption,  he  said  on  this  wise,  I  will  give  you 
the  sure  mercies  of  David. 

35  Wherefore  he  saith  also  in  another  psalm^  Thou  shalt  not 
suffer  thine  Holy  One  to  see  corruption. 

36  For  David,  after  he  had  served  his  own  generation  by  the  will  of 
God,  fell  on  sleep,  and  was  laid  unto  his  fathers,  and  saw  corruption: 

37  But  he,  wnom  God  raised  again,  saw  no  corruption. 

38  ^  Be  it  known  unto  you  therefore,  men  and  orethren,  that 
through  this  man  is  preached  unto  you  the  forgiveness  of  sins : 

39  And  by  him  all  that  believe  are  justified  from  all  things,  from 
which  ye  could  not  be  justified  by  the  law  of  Moses. 

40  Beware  therefore,  lest  that  come  upon  you,  which  is  spoken  of 
in  the  prophets ; 

41  Behold,  ye  despisers,  and  wonder,  and  perish:  for  I  work  a  work 
in  your  days,  a  work  which  ye  shall  in  no  wise  believe,  though  a  man 
declare  it  unto  you.^ 

42  And  when  the  Jews  were  gone  out  of  the  synagogue,  the  Gentiles 
besought  that  these  words  might  be  preached  to  tnem  the  next  sabbath.' 

iHabakkuk.  1,  5.    The  Revised  Version  substitutes  "they"  for  "the  Gentiles." 
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43  Now  when  the  congregation  was  broken  up^  many  of  the  Jews 
and  religious  proselytes  followed  Paul  and  Barnabas:  who,  speaking 
to  them,  persuaded  them  to  continue  in  the  grace  of  God. 

44  ^  And  the  next  sabbath  day  came  almost  the  whole  city  together 
to  hear  the  word  of  God. 

45  But  when  the  Jews  saw  the  multitudes,  they  were  filled  with 
envy,  and  spake  against  those  things  which  were  spoken  by  Paul, 
contradicting  and  blaspheming. 

46  Then  Paul  and  Barnabas  waxed  bold,  and  said.  It  was  necessary 
that  the  word  of  God  should  first  have  been  spoken  to  you :  but  seeing 

e  put  it  from  you,  and  judge  yourselves  unworthy  of  everlasting  life, 
o,  we  turn  to  the  Gentiles. 

47  For  so  hath  the  Lord  commanded  us,  saying,  I  have  set  thee  to 
be  a  light  of  the  Gentiles,  that  thou  shouldest  be  for  salvation  unto 
the  ends  of  the  earth.* 

48  And  when  the  Gentiles  heard  this,  they  were  glad,  and  glorified 
the  word  of  the  Lord:  and  as  many  as  were  ordained  to  eternal  life 
believed. 

49  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  was  published  throughout  all  the  region. 

50  But  the  Jews  stirred  up  the  devout  and  honourable  women,  and 
the  chief  men  of  the  city,  and  raised  persecution  against  Paul  and 
Barnabas,  and  expelled  them  out  of  tneir  coasts. 

51  But  they  shook  off  the  dust  of  their  feet  against  them,  and  came 
imto  Iconium. 

52  And  the  disciples  were  filled  with  joy,  and  with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Chapter  14 

1  Paul  and  Bamabaa  are  perseatted  from  Iconium.  8  At  Lystra  Paul  healeth  a  cripple,  whereupon  ihey  art 
reputed  at  gods.  19  Paid  is  stoned.  21  They  pass  through  divers  chitrches,  confirming  the  disciples  in  faUh 
<ind  patience.    26  Returning  to  Antioch,  they  report  what  God  had  done  with  them, 

JpNTD  it  came  to  pass  in  Iconium,  that  they  went  both  together 
into  the  synagogue  of  the  Jews,  and  so  spake,  that  a  great 
multitude  both  of  the  Jews  and  also  of  the  Greeks  believed. 

2  But  the  unbelieving  Jews  stirred  up  the  Gentiles,  and  made  their 
minds  evil  affected  against  the  brethren. 

3  Long  time  therefore  abode  they  speaking  boldly  in  the  Lord, 
which  gave  testimony  unto  the  word  of  his  grace,  and  granted  signs 
and  wonders  to  be  done  by  their  hands. 

4  But  the  multitude  of  the  city  was  divided:  and  part  held  with 
the  Jews,  and  part  with  the  apostles. 

5  And  when  there  was  an  assault  made  both  of  the  Gentiles,  and 
also  of  the  Jews  with  their  rulers,  to  use  them  despitefully,  and  to 
stone  them, 

6  They  were  ware  of  ii^  and  fled  unto  Lystra  and  Derbe,  cities  of 
Lycaonia,  and  unto  the  region  that  lieth  round  about: 

iMatthew  28,  10;  Isalab  49.  6,  etc

*' Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this^  that  a  man  lay 
down  his  life  for  hie  friends  ** — John,  15, 13. 

OST  woDderful  of  all  the  wonderful  discourses 
of  Christ  on  earth  was  that  which  He  addref»ed 
to  the  faithful  eleven,  on  the  night  of  their  'last 
supper."  Only  the  Gospel  of  John  gives  it  in  full.  Part 
doubtless  was  delivered  at  the  solemn  supper  table,  and 
part  afterward  when,  having  left  the  Paschal  feast,  Jesus 
walked  with  His  dear  friends  out  from  Jerusalem  and 
onward  toward  the  Mount  of  Olives.  The  supper  feast 
He  closed  by  addressing  them  as  *' Little  childiren»**  and* 
telling  them  that  He  must  now  leave  them  to  struggle 
onward  by  themselves.  One  last  greatest  command  He 
gave  them:  *'Love  one  another.*' 

Peter  protested  that  he  would  not  be  left  behiiid,  that 
however  hard  the  road,  he  would  follow  Jesus:  **I  will  lay 
down  my  life  for  thy  sake."  But  the  Master,  knowing 
how  weak  is  flesh  even  though  spirit  be  willing,  put  this 
last  burst  of  human  affection  sadly  behind  Him,  "Simon, 
Simon,  behold  Satan  hath  desired  to  have  you,  that  he 
may  sift  you  as  wheat:  But  I  have  prayed  for  thee."  And 
He  warned  Peter,  *' Even  in  this  night,  before  the  cock 
crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice." 

Many  words  of  divine  couiisd  followed,  and  divinest 

comfort.    *'In  my  father's  house,"  said  Christ,  "there  are 

many  mansions;"  and  then  came  a  glad  assurance  for  the 

future,  *'I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you."    His  last  words 

before  His  agony  b^an  were  a  reassertion  of 

love  for  these  true  friends. 
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ACTS   XIV — PAUL   WORSHIPPED  AT  LYSTRA  1727 

7  And  there  they  preached  the  gospel. 

8  Tf  And  there  sat  a  certain  man  at  Lystra,  impotent  in  his  feet, 
being  a  cripple  from  his  mother's  womb,  who  never  had  walked: 

9  The  same  heard  Paul  speak:  who  stedfastly  beholding  him,  and 
perceiving  that  he  had  faith  to  be  healed, 

10  Said  with  a  loud  voice.  Stand  upright  on  thy  feet.  And  he 
leaped  and  walked. 

11  And  when  the  people  saw  what  Paul  had  done,  they  lifted  up 
their  voices,  saying  in  tne  speech  of  Lycaonia,  The  gods  are  come 
down  to  us  in  the  likeness  of  men. 

12  And  they  called  Barnabas,  Jupiter;  and  Paul,  Mercurius,  because 
he  was  the  chief  speaker. 

13  Then  the  priest  of  Jupiter,  which  was  before  their  city,  brought 
oxen  and  garlands  unto  the  gates,  and  would  have  done  sacrifice  with 
the  people. 

14  which  when  the  apostles,  Barnabas  and  Paul,  heard  of,  they 
rent  their  clothes,  and  ran  in  among  the  people,  crving  out, 

15  And  saying,  Sirs,  whv  do  ye  these  things  ?  We  also  are  men  of 
like  passions  with  you,  and  preach  unto  you  that  ye  should  turn  from 
these  vanities  unto  the  living  God,  which  made  heaven,  and  earth, 
and  the  sea,  and  all  things  that  are  therein : 

16  Who  in  times  past  suffered  all  nations  to  walk  in  their  own  ways. 

17  Nevertheless  he  left  not  himself  without  witness,  in  that  he  did 

food,  and  gave  us  rain  from  heaven,  and  fruitful  seasons,  filling  our 
earts  with  food  and  gladness. 

18  And  with  these  sayings  scarce  restrained  they  the  people,  that 
they  had  not  done  sacrifice  unto  them. 

19  ^  And  there  came  thither  certain  Jews  from  Antioch  and  Icon- 
ium,  who  persuaded  the  people,  and,  having  stoned  Paul,  drew  him 
out  of  the  city,  supposing  he  had  been  dead. 

20  Howbeit,  as  the  disciples  stood  round  about  him,  he  rose  up, 
and  came  into  the  city :  and  the  next  day  he  departed  with  Barnabas 
to  Derbe. 

21  And  when  they  had  preached  the  gospei  to  that  city,  and  had 
taught  many,  they  returned  again  to  Lystra,  and  to  Iconium,  and 
Antioch, 

22  Confirming  the  souls  of  the  disciples,  and  exhorting  them  to 
continue  in  the  faith,  and  that  we  must  through  much  tribulation  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  God. 

23  And  when  they  had  ordained  them  elders  in  every  church,  and 
had  prayed  with  fasting,  they  commended  them  to  the  Lord,  on 
whom  they  believed. 

24  And  after  they  had  passed  throughout  Pisidia,  they  came  to 
Pamphylia. 

25  And  when  they  had  preached  the  word  ia  Perga,  they  went 
down  into  Attalia: 


1728  ACTS  XIV — PAUL  DWELLETH  AT  ANTIOCH 

26  And  thence  sailed  to  Antioch,  from  whence  they  had  been 
recommended  to  the  grace  of  God  for  the  work  which  they  fulfilled. 

27  And  when  they  were  come,  and  had  gathered  the  church  together, 
they  rehearsed  all  that  God  had  done  with  them,  and  how  he  had 
opened  the  door  of  faith  unto  the  (Jentiles. 

28  And  there  they  abode  long  time  with  the  disciples.
